For it is clear that they who affirm that the 
facta of history are incapable of being generalized, take for 
granted the very question at issue. Indeed, they do more than 
this, Thoy not only assume what they cannot prove, but they 
assume what in the preset state of knowledge is highly im- 
probable. Whoever ls at all acquainted with what bes been done 
during the last two centuries, mast be aware that every genera:

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DEPORTATION FOR POLITICAL HETERODOXY 

By the arrest and threatened deportation of John Turner, an 
Englishman who is alleged to entertain Anarchiatic notions, the 
“act to regulate the immigration of aliens,” which became a law 
on March 3, 1903, has beon brought prominently into public no 
tice. The law in question provides that no person who disbe 
lleves in organized government, or who is aMfillated with any 
organization entertaining or teaching euch unbelief, shall be 
permitted to eater the United States; or if an alien havo landed 
the law directs that be may be deported within the period of 
three years thereafter In case the Secretary of Commerce shall 
de satisfied that euch allen has entered the country in violation 
of the act. The method of procedure wren tied de a secret in- 
quiry by a board of three immigration officers, aud the decision 
of the majority le final unless reversed by the secretary. 

This procesa te identical with the “administrative process” 
of Russia, the lettres de cachet” of anterevolationary France 
aod the “star chamber practice of the Tudor and Stuart regimes 
in England. No appeal to a court of law Is allowed. In a cane 
arising under the contract labor law in 1894, the court held that 
it had no juriediction: a writ of habeas corpus was issued, but 
though the prisoner was found innocent of the crime of being a 
contract laborer for an unbellever in organized government), 
the court could not discharge bim or give him his Iberty because 
thie statute gave exclusive authority to review euch cases to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, 

If for no other reason than that it introduces a tyrannical 
methot of procedure, abhorrent to the spirit of our institutions, 
the law ought not to stand Tta arbitrarierss recalls that of the 
fugitive slave and the early sedition laws. . Its enforcement must 
inevitably be unequal, How is the government to ascertain the 
truth about the hundreds of thousands of aliene who came to 
the United States in the course of the prescribed three years 
period of Imitation? Are all of them to be detained until the 
boants of inquisition shall have passed upon the orthodoxy of 
their political bellefa? If mot, most necessarily be 
sporadic and taken ogalast selected victime; and such selections 
would usually be influenced elther by the malice of informers or 
by the whime of the fnqufeltors. 

And bow ure the beliefs of men to bè ascertained? With 
regar) to n few persons of international repute we know their 
opiniona on government through thelr pabliabed writings, In 
the case of s Tolstoj or a Prince Kropotkin proofs would not be 
needed. for such men would admit the hetetodoxy of thelr views 
on the exiating order of society: it follows, then, that the law 
would be moat effective to exclude some of the best of the human 
race—men of undlamabdle lives, who would not hurt a fy. Un- 
known scaluwags, however, who would not ecruple to swear false- 
ly about their political opinions, would be admitted. The law 
thus punishes veracity and puts a premium on lying. By a le- 
gular slip the law excludes from Its operation persons convicted 
of murder or other felonies It it appear that the crimes havo been 
done from “political” bat not otherwise immoral motives, oven 
though the offenders be Anarchists On the other hand, any 
alien, whatever be his delief*, though they be the most strictly 
orthodox, may be denied entry If the Inquisitore be satisfied that 
he fe aM@linted with a society of unbelievers. It such a one were 
discovered reading Proudhon’s “Property le Theft" at any time 
within three years after landing. and this ditcovery should satte- 
fy board of official iqnoramuses of bie affiliation with Anareh- 
lets, he might willy-nilly be deported from this country!—Phila- 
delpbia Record 
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RELIGION AND WAR.

The unthinking may ark why it should be 
more peressary to compel belief in organized government than in 
organized charity, organized labor, organized religion or any 
other form of organired graft, | make no such Inquiry; 1 don't 
heed to, for I recognize the tenitoncy of mankind to delfy institu- 
tions and enforce conformity by the strong arm of the law, and 
one institution answers the purpote as well as another, Organ 
ised religion has had Ite day in the pantheon: organised labor 
e getting there, 

Some Freethinkers, In bectoring the bellovers in a state 
defended religious creed, ask why the creed needs protection of 
the law against denial and ridicule provided it be true; and 
they (the Freethinkers) argue in derision that so safeguarding 
the multiptication table has not been found essential to keeping 
it whole and anreviled, Bat tet them walt; the multiplication 
table may yet have ite inninga If the day comes when all other 
creeds are exploded, the belief compellers will cheerfully unite on 
the teguliy erystaliiced dogma that two times one le two, And 
doubt not that scoffers will be found. | am myself already pre 
pared to lauoch a heresy againet it, aod declare the statement 
that “two times one le two” to be rank nonsense and calculated 
to provoke “inextingulshable laughter.” For why, the real truth 
obscured by this absurdly phrased formola is that one two times 
is rwo. It d futile to minify the differences in the two ways of 
stating tbe proposition; they are irreconcilable. And now if the 
error of Servetus, who held Jesus Christ was son of the eternal 
Ged, while Calvin declared that Jreae wae the eternal son of God, 
was grave enough to bring the heretic to the Hake, when it is 
probable that Jesus Christ was neithet the one nor the other 
if that slight disparity of statement could lead to fatal resulta, 
why should there not be s penalty attached to contumetious re- 
proach of the multiplication table? 

Mr. John Turner le “detained” for deportation because be 
does hit believe that organize’ government is the best thing that 
will ever happen. The low could sot hold men of Mr. Turner's 
mind if ite framers had not astotely inserted the word “organ: 
ized.” Everybody believes in government—velf-government—and 
Me. Turner, professing that belief, might have Goored hia 10 
qaleltors by quoting the old Anarchist who let loose the thought 
that the man who rules himself jẹ greater than he that taketh 
San Juan bill aod Santiago, it was the adjective “organized” 
that caught him, although, adopting the argument of Huxley in 
hin “Administrative Nihilism," be could have maintained with 
success that the Individual de quite as much an organism as the 


State. 
Tt is as natural that official persous sbould wilah to exclude 


Awarchists as that a priest should hate au Atholet. Writers whose 
judgment we may trust in have told ue that the first govern 
ment was probably set up by some ancient patriarch to protect 
the worship of a family of tribal spook. It is inferred that in 
the process of (ime the descendants of that patriarch were made 
familiar with the fact that governing a people, apart from looky 
ing after the Interests of the spooks, was something of a snap in 
itself, aud hence they became as sensitive to eriticlema of gov- 
ernment as thelr ancestors had boon to disparaging comments 
lovelod at ube tribal deity, That testing. which nowadays de a 
rather livelier sense than any analety that secular ruler» feet 
about maintalning religiou, has given os our beneficent statutes 
against treason, sedition and disbetiet in organized government 
So the State becomes a deity, and ite overshadowing of the 
Church has bred a variety of parasitic deithew—to wit: the holy 
day god, the boly book god, the Nolyman god, the sex god, and +o 
op: and out of ite loins spring also the metal god which must 
never be defaced, the paper god that may not be imitated and the 
bunting god that cannot be Ineulted with impunity.

All the clyiliced world Known that on Wednesday, Dec, 30, 
there occurred in Chirago ove of the most terrible theater fires 
un record, In which S82 persons perished, Rut mapy will be 
eurpriged to learn that thie great Wax of Iie was due to the grore 
Neglect of procautions against fire by the theater management, 
a fHegioet sanctioned by the officials who were pald by the poo 
pio io seo that al) porsiblo moane of safety were secured to 
spectators Ip theaters. It transpires that afl the theaters are 
offenders, and therefore all the tnxpectors of theaters were 
guilty of neglect of duty. If reports are correct, the disaster 
might os eastly have oceurred in the Auitoriam or any other 
of the alleged freproof playhouses. Of litte avail is it ta the 
dead, the injured and thelr mourning families that the structure 
war enticiently Dreproof to preserve the building and the seats 
when the blare from the combastiile material on the stage was 
sudiclent fo burn and stite all the ocenpants of the theater. A 
more sweeping todletment of the officers of the law could not be 
made hy any Anarchiet than that contained in the following 
editorial from the Chienzo American: 

“In thle rity of Cha, iu the third year of the twentieth 
orntury, It la calmly testified by the Commissioner of Bolldingy 
that there is In the bole rity pot ope theater that complic» 
with the provisions of the law intended to secure public safety, 
Not ome theater of the total of thirtyalx; not one of the theaters 
that nightly entertain sotmowhere near 44,600 pen;

In the June of 1459 the scribes of Chicago furnished the dally 
papers of that city with an Interesting item of pews by announe 
ing that a fogitive wife escaped from one of the villages on Lake 
Superior, in Michigan, had been legally seized and returned with 
the officer, vin Detroit and the next boat, to her legal and 
proper owner, The papers stated that she had left her home and 
husband and several amali children and fled on the steamer to 
that city, where dispatches had arrived before her, enabling the 
officers to be in readiness to arrest her on the arrival of tho 
boat; that she had come in company with a gentioman of her 
acquaintance, and probably at his expense, which rendered her 
rrime, and bis for aseleting the fugitive, extremely aggravating. 
1 felt confident that most persons who reed this item of the city 
news were pleased with the report of the capture of the fugitive 
and the one who assisted ber, and of their return, via Detroit, 
to the place from which she bad fed. i never heard of the por- 
nona or the circumstance after, and soon forgot the names, bat 
the Incident opened to my mind a broad field for refiection and 
instituted a search after Justice, consistency and rights 
1 knew we bad a national fogitiveslave law, which was com- 
sidered by most people in the free states to be very cruel and by 
many unjust, and only defended and justified by ita friends by 
the pecersity for It and the demands of the constitution; but | 
dit not Know we had state fugitivewife laws, by which they 
could be caught and returned to their owners as chattel slaves 
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are, although I knew many wives were as effectually enslaved 
and controlled as the black chattels of Georgia. I know moat 
humane persona considered that a negro who displayed sufficient 
skill and energy to escape from slavery and reach a free state 
or Canada was entitled to hie or her liberty, and that it was 
almost or quite barbarous to return such persons; but I was 
hardly prepared to believe the people so heartloss, cruel, almost 
barbarous as to return a woman of thelr race and color to a 
tyrant who bad treated her sọ cructiy that it had forced axunder 
the strongest tes In her nature and compelled her to leave even 
her children and flee for life to escapa the grave, as I know some 
have, When a mother leaves hor children it le prima facio 
evidence to me that the cause was more potent than a mothers 
love and must be nearly equal to death itself; for even death 
seldom doos it. f can perceive bow a woman might leave her 
husband for want of love on his or her part; and, if none but 
the two were Interested, this would be good and sufficlost reason 
for separation. Bot when she leaves children, and leaves them 
with the man she could not live with, and trusts him to select 
another to govern and guide them, certainly there must be a 
power stronger than that maternal love which God bas planted 
deepest in the woman's nature. It is sloiply ridiculogs to talk 
of psychology, seduction, free love or fascination as a cause. 
These are all insignificant. It must take yours of cruelty and 
suffering to produce such effect and result. It seems to me more 
and more, on reflection, that a law is more croel that returns a 
wife to ber master than that which returns a slave to the owner. 
in each case death will be a release, and oftener a desirable one 
to the wife than the slave; and we have more suicides by wives 
than by slaves to escape cruelty, 

Had the case above referred to been a solitary one, or even 
one of a single hundred, and never to be repeated, | would dave 
taken no potice of It, but devoted my time and pen to other 
subjecta, perhaps not more congenial to the public miod than 
this. But, while we of the [ree states are complaining of being 
compelled by Congress to execute creel fugitiveslave laws, 
and are enacting such as no constitution of state or nation ro- 
quires to return the wife who escapes from a crucity often as 
brutal as that of most slave mastory, it le certalnly a Ot subject 
of criticism. 

It is truo we have atatutes in most of the states to protect 
the wife agalnet physical abuso of the busband, with the whip 
or fet, but pose to protect her against a personal abuse, often 
worse than a severe whipping. Our marriage laws and public 
oplofon put the body of the wife into the care and Keeping of 
the husband, provided ho doose not beat her, and leave her ho ee 
cape from the worst of cruelty but to run away, and then we catch 
and return her. Tho very crimes (for they are crimes) whicd 
thousands of husbands perpetrate weekly or dally upon their 
wives would, any one of them, If perpetrated upou a single 
woman who could defend herself with the law, send the man to 
the penitentiary for a term of years, It not for life. Yet, when 
she complains, she gets no sympathy from her church or pious 
neighbors, except “Wives, submit to your husbands.” The law 
bas no remedy, and all that ie left te oscape, if she can, and be 
caught it she must.

fron to think and to act for themerlves, aod It is eacoaraging to 
thet auch articles as thie in the conventional mraxarines. 

The care of a “ereming)y deficient child” devolved upon me 
when he was three years ohl. Up to that tima he had not heen 
taught even the most elementary pointe in the care of his body 
or personal cleanliness He would sit for hours silent and mo

to giving up the weekly iamue. And only failure of attempt to 
continue the weekly publication would demonstrate ite impos 
sibility. As a matter of fact, the only objection ba had to my 
management, Wen last heard from, was my failure to league the 
paper the week succeeding the ofSclal seizure of No, 1000. He 
could not approve the nomappearance of even one leave. When 
Lucifer fails to make its weekly appearance it will be because 
ita editor, Moses Harman, is convinced that it ls impossible to 
continue its publication. 

Continuing, our friend says: 


"You would not have moch trouble in getting 5 cats per 
copy if it were an eight-page fortnightly, but you practically cut 
off retail sales when you charge G cesta for the old four pages 
Even as it ta, you have not graduated evenly. Two dollars a 
year la an Increase, of course, but $2.25 la a decreane, You

Yor all that happens to us, all that occurs to ua, there i» 
an alequate, & compeliiag cacee, Nothing Karbe, in the old 
meaning Of chanceswork, and while we ourselves would have or 
dered things differeatly we recognize the folly of complaining — 
the waste of time, of strength and of temper that would te im 
volved In = wordy controversy with the agents of the Modera 
inquisition called the postal censorship of press and malle. With 
like training and with similar hereditary leanings we, too, would 
be suppressors of thought, of apeech, of preee and malla 

Liane statement in No, 1001 leaves me little to say in 
regard to the situation., Thie is written Jan. 6, current calendar, 
What that Austen may be when these lines shall meet the eye 
of the reader, ten days of two weeks hence, it would be idle to 
conjecture, As Lijiilan has pointed out, the “postoffice business” 
prema comducted on principles wholly different from those me 
ognized by men conducting any other kind of legitimate business. 
And while oor government seeme a paternalism so far above the 
plane oceapled by the wabject or citizen that it does not need 
to observe the common rules of transacting business, its methods 
are jess straightforward and more perplexing than base of some 
ober paternalieme that we are in the habit of denouncing as 
autocratic or despotic. 

Yor instance, in Russia the censor gets in his work before 
Insten of after a book or paper te offered for transmission 
through the public mail. Then it the censor sees anything ob 
jretionable in euch book on paper he draws a blue line through 
the part objected to; thus warned, the publisher knows what 
to expect should be persist in using the government mall without 
exporgat clause or clauses condemned by the censor, The 
rent te that few people are fined, Imprisoned or deported In 
Russia because of violations of postal regulations, whereas to 
free America people are constantly getting into trouble because 
they do not ant cannot know whether what they write and pub 
llah will be condemned of not until they send It through the 
mall, or offer to do wo, and then it de offen too late to escape 
punishment. 

In another rewpect our governmental methods are peculiar. 
"The law of contract” implies that when a man bargains for 
an article of any kind, a book or paper for instance, it is the 
business of the administrators of Justice to pee that the purchaser 
is not defrauded. In the case of the censored book or paper the 
United States government itectf defeats the lav of contract by 
withholding the book or paper for which the purchaser bas paid 
hin money, 

if any person hond deposit or offer to deposit in the malb 
hags an explosive, or other material that might injure the dags 
or the carriers, thea there would be just cante for oMelal inter. 
ference. Or, if the purchaser finds that what he contracted for 
was not vont at all, or a very different article substituted there 
for, then, on the theory that the government should take pe 
ternal care of ite cititens, there would be reason for a postal 
consorvbip, but aeually there is no complaint made by the pur 
chaser of the condemned literature, and hence It would seem a 
point well taken that if our government wishes to have the ob» 
ligation of contract respected and honored it sbould mot itself 
set a bed example by defeating the fulfillment of contracts be 
tween boyer and seller,

In regard to changes announced in the statement published 
in No, 1001—the advance in price of Lucifer, the offer to send 
two copies to one address for $2.25, etc—will just say that !

Extracts From a Criticism on Marriage, Adultery and 
Divorce, Published by Warren Chase in 1661 
PAST ANM OND DIVORCE 

Where the laws of marriage or divorce began, | know not; 
bot in some form they are older than civilization or Christianity. 
The law of divorcee i» as old as the law of marriage, aod das 
varied with it in all ages, and among different nations and tevte 
jut | will not begin bark of Christian authority, nor with any 
which some Christiane will not recognise, The law of divoree 
which, according to tho Bible, God gave to the Jews, through 
Moses. may be found in Deuteronomy, chapter twenty-foarth, and 
be as follows; “When a man hath taken a wife and married her, 
and it come to pass that she Oad no favor in bis eyes, becanse he 
hath found seme uncleansess in her” (in Cottage Didie, that the 
Jows held, a man might pet her away for almost any cages, how 
over trifing) “then tet him write her à bill of divorcement, and 
give it in her hand, and od ber out of hia hows 
is departed ont of hiv housse «he may ga and be another man's 
wila” Vere ftth: “When a man hath taken a de wife be 
shall nòt gò to war, neither shall he be charged with any bueh 
pees; but be shall be free at bome one year, and shall cheer up 
hie wife which he bath taken” 

What a eingolar divorce law Gol established, giving the 
power all Into the bands of the husband, without judge or court, 
priest or church, and not even requiring him to consult the wife 
jn the matter, and saying nothing about ber right to divorcos 
her husband! | fear he was a partial God, If not a tyrannical 
ope I do mot believe In Mie law of divorces, even though he le 
accepted by Christians ae King of kings and Lord of hosts This 
one-sided divores law, which dors not regard woman, except as a 
slave, I cannot accept 

Following the authority whieh the Church mum accept, | 
take next the New Testament, and Jesis, who did pot set an ex, 
ample of marriage oor recommend Ii, and even went xò fur as 
to way it was not established in the other life, or Kingdom ut 
heaven, which he commanded hie followers to labor and pray tor 
the establishwent of on earth—whieh, of courae, would exclude 
it here among those who followed hie example or precept. But 
whether he would have them Shakers or Freelovers d leave for 
each one to ecidae; tut, If T ean understand language, and he 
is reported correcily, 1 do pot agree with him on the eubject of 
marriage., Paul. who is next in authority, le more explicit, but in 
very Koh agreement with Jans, and was evidently a “crabbed 
old bachelor,“ or discarded lover, and he carried out Jesus’ pre 
cept and example perfectly in bie tite 

Of divorce, Jeans admit but one canse, and that the one 
adopted by some of the states and churches of our country 
namely, adultery. Bat they entirely overlook the meaning which 
he gave, sò explicitly, of adultery: for it they would tako his 
explanation of adultery and tet the wife have It ar an oxeuse for 
a divorce, nine out of every ten wives would be entitled to a bill 
in all the Cirietlan churehes of our country, and perbapa nearly 
ae many not included in them; and there would be no mood of 
thin of any other treatise on the sulyject; for the marriage lawa 
would bè loosened by a divoree law that would open the gate to 
nearly all who now suffer by them; for, of course, the adultery

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Robert Dele Owen, in his controversy with Horace Greeley 
oo Ihe subject of divorce, very properly saya, after "quoting 
Jesus of adultery, "The fair inference stems to be, that the 
proper cause for divorce is, not the mere physical act of landes- 
iy. bot that adultery of the heart which qoenches conjugal lore; 
thos destroying that which, far more justly than your cobabita- 
then tin death, may be regarded ae ‘the Very essence of mar 
riage‘ ™ 

It ie not probable that Jesus would have given the matter of 
Aiverce unto the Jewish churches, for he had not much confideoce 
in thems: and as he hed no church and set up no ecclesiastical 
authority, he must either base left it with the married parties 
or the civil law. If Jesus’ plan of divoroe would leave the busi- 
tees to the civil law and to the woman equally with the man, it 
certainty woold be a great improvement on the Jewish mode, 
sod would be also óp some of our statutes 

Mr. Owen further says. “That the language of Jesus, fairly 
coustruml designates the proper causes of divorce to be that in- 
Gdelity of the heart which defeats the trae purpose of marriage.” 
If ihis be correet, jt certainly has not been incorporated toto any 
low of divoree with which f am now acquainted 

Following stili in the line of lineal Christian deseent and 
valid authority, I come to the off mother church, with her Catb- 
olle authority, vulgsriy called Roman. Thise Church pretends 
to have been bollt on the rock Chrirt Jerus, and to have the keys 
aud seal of St. Peter, and te dù on earth only what God approves 
in heaven; Mod what no man or powrr of men can unbind; to 
peal as God wal, with an everlasting covenant. Fortunately for 
thousands of poor souls, in marriage she only binds for this life, 
and lete death be the end of the pervitade—otherwise there 
would bo some miserable holle eternal. This Church seals the 
marringe union with the peal of the Church, and do man can 
break it; so they hase no dlvores law bat death, which all Chris 
tians acknowledge n» a divorce established by God for all whe 
want It—and thus to thousands of miserable wretches for whom 
Church aud State have no mercy death becomes a blessing and 
not a curve, though brought Into the world by the fall of man 
Mut the Catholic law Was not adapted to all conditions and par- 
sont, “Necessity te the mother of lovention,” and Henry VIII. 
found a way tò ert a sere and not abrogate the Christian au- 
thority by setting up a new Church and appointing new bishops 
with power to do what he wanted done, He was fortunate in 
finding a Cennmer and plonty of Bible for a Catholic Episcopal 
Church, with a power to divorcee kings at lenat. So it was found 
that the Catholle weal could be broken, even If the old Chureh 
could not or would not do it. 

Many persona are shocked at the immoral tendencies of 
changes, and thoee who advorate them, and belleve the system 
they defend aud live up to ie the standard of morale and ossen- 
tial to a secure stato ot society, Mepoctally is this so with the 
advocates of marriage without divorce, or a very Hmited divorce 
faw; but the practical results of more Hberal systems have been 
to lessen view and immorality and Insecurity for adults and chii- 
deen. Although f do not believe that divorcee should be com 


fined to adultery nn a canes, yet aa I define adultery, 1t certainly 
ond be a cause for Gores, expecially when often repeated in 
violation of the wife's person, akainat ber desire, her health or 
happiness; and more expecially wll when it brings undesired 
maternity and crowds unwelcome children foto being 

The oldest and moat aleolute and arbitrary system of mar- 
riage mado the wife n wlave and fully at the marcy and control 


- 
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of her hustand, giving her no volco or control of herself or off 
spring. From that we havo emerged a little, and allowed her to 
have a voice in making the contract and little or mo control of 
herself or the affairs of her lite and home afterwards; have made 
arbitrary systems of divorce without consulting woman or her 
interests, in somo cases not granting ber divorce at all, but al- 
ways releasing the husband, if from any physical defect the wife 
cannot admit of that sexual relation for which marriage seems to 
de mainly established and zustalned among Christians. 

In the most advanced nations tho Jaws have taken the sut 
ject of divorce from the husband and placed it in the courts, 
under restrictiona which have not been made with reference to 
the Interests of the wife. The arbitrary power has only changed 
hands from the husband to the courts; and as men only compose 
the courts, both as judges and juries, they alone make the stat- 
utes and regulate the laws of divorce, of course Wo need not ex- 
pect much amelioration for the wife. We find ber chances and 
interests dut little better than under the old system. If the hur 
band can prove bis wife bas been with another man with such 
chance a2 he would Improve with another woman for the gratis- 
cation of hia passions—even though she never had a lustful feet 
ing in her life—it will be good ground for divorce for adultery.

The Paine Memorial Association will celebrate his birthday 
in tho lodgings where Paine ate his crust and in the lonely gar 
ret whero be watched the spider spin hie web that suggested to 
him the idea of his famous bridge, which was the original see 
pension bridge and the father to all subsequent ones, including 
tho latest, Just opened In New York. It was In thie garret that 
Paine entertained Washington and Robert Morris and discussed 
tho finances of the revolution over a homely lunch of bread 
and cheese. Hero his present disciples will read a chapter or 
two from the original odition of "Rights of Man“ We will con 
elude the services by proceeding to Independence Square and 
planting a hickory nut from a tree growing upon bls grave at 
New Rochelle.

ARE WIVES "SUPPORTED"? 

The work that women do in the house Is not properly valued. 

For, in very truth. a woman almost always works harder 
in her domestic sphere than a man in his shop or his business 
An “elght hours’ Dill,” forscoth! If ever a law le passed for- 
bidding everybody to labor for more than echt hours dally, 1 
seo nothing for it but polygamy, relays of wives to do (in eight- 
hour shifts) for each household all that now ls done by one 
Right hours! How many a poor mother would be only too thank- 
ful it she could be clear-quit with twice that number of hours 
out of twenty-four! Jobn or Tom goes to bis factory or business 
for eight or ten bours, then for the next fourteen or sixteen bours 
he refreshes himself with food, fan and sleep, Bat what is Mre. 
Jobn doing? She must riso early in the morning to get break- 
fast for “the bread-winner,” who “keeps her; then she must 
wash and dispatch to school the four or five nolsy youngsters, 
darting here and there like cels; and dress one or two babies, 


and Jook after them constantly, and make bods, and excep and 
scrub, and cook a dinner, and serve table when tt le eaten, and 
thon clear away; and prepare the ovening menl, an’ erve It 
and clean after It: and mend piles of old clothing, sod make new 
—perhaps little frocks Mike a dresemaker, and troweers like a 
tailor, out of bigger ones; and do the laundry work for the house 
hold, ssy six or elght persons; and bear and give birth to chik 
dren—that “labor” so severe that it stands in the parlance of 
every nation as the very type of the primal curse—and zuckte 
and tend them in endless succession, lying awake at nicht, not 
for one year, but year after year, with the evernew baby whe 
needs feeding and woothing. It cannot all be done, perhaps; it 
can hardly al) be done thoroughly and completely. Mut the very 
impossibility of one woman successfully accomplishing the work 
of housemald, cook, nurse to babies, needle woman, rick nurse, 
lJaundress, and mother, only worries her who Is expected and 
tries to do it all: and she tolls on from early morn to midnight, 
without rest or recreation, and sinks, worn out at Jast, to d sleep 
of a fow hours, broken and fitful because of the baby at her 


Well, is this woman kept“ by ber husband? The ides ts 
quite funny—only it is tragic, too, This lot of unrelleved labor 
is the lot of the poor man’s wife who has a large family. Well, 
thank God! there are compensations in it If the husband sow 
and then givce a word of Jove and appreciation, and little arms 
are fondly thrown round the wearled shoulders, life is bot an 
bitter. But it lo obviously ludicrous to talk of women of this 
rank as maintained by their husbands in any other sense than 
that in which all laborers are kept“ by those who take the fruit 
of thelr toll, and reture them in exchange the bare means of 
living. 

Among people a little better off, the tale de not very diferent. 
Generally where the wife le allowed one servant the mistress her 
eit does part of the housework, and ber needle le hardly ever 
out ot her active right hand except when the hand du filled Im 
stead with a duster, a rolling pin, or a baby. The wife of many 
a poor curate, struggling professional man, sembeuccossfu) author, 
head<clerk or shopkeeper works nearly as hard and quite as loog 
each day as a workingman's wife, The middieciass woman’ 
labor may be expended in somewhat different ways from that of 
the workingman's wife, because the employer (her husband) needs 
different services—his children’s clothing kept “genteel.” his 
home refined, and bis table varied and agreeable. Dut noce the 
joss the work is incessant, wearing to the muscles and trying 
to the nerven 

Wives in even a somewhat richer class, too—say, those of men 
making sevoral hundreds a year—carn thelr living as hardly as 
their husbands, generally. There la so much to arrange, and so 
much to do by the mistress, oven When servants are kept. The 
mistress is always on duly, always pursued by her rexponaibili- 
ten. Complete alsorption and complete reposo are the true law 
of work. The housekeeper never has the pleasure of either, Her 
work is perhaps all trif_ing, all petty, yet all needful and inces 
sant. It la only when sickness or death takes her band from 
the rudder, and the good ship of home staggers in breakors of die 
comfort in consequence, that her work In the household is at 
all understood by husband and sons. In short, matronage is a 
profession for women, a business, In which most of us aro ou 
ployed. | claim that the woman's work in the house Is as ior 
portant to the community as that of the man outside, and de 
parves às much credit, and establishes an equal claim for fair 
wages, Aa far aa the work goos, hers is generally tho more la- 
borlous, because the more incessant and the leas interesting. Whea 
I my thin, I speak of that which I do know. I have a pro 
femsion, and I am a housewife—and I know well which Is the 
most vexatious, the least agreeable, and the most unending clas 
of duties. It ia the “woman's work” which la never Gnished, is 
not pleasant to do, is done for no pay, and e regarded as noti- 
ing. ‘The “man's work” le often a deep interest to do; it brings 
consideration and recognition; and by it I can earn in u few 
bours the value of my board and lodging for a week. In the 
bome a woman works hard day after day without ever by law 
establishing het right to anythiog beyond a bare maintenance 
trom ber omployer. If she receives more, It la by grace; ani 
her husband thinks that he keeps ber, and, consequently, that 
her dress, her amusements, and the like, are ble generous gifts, 
that he may withhold at his good (or bad) pleasure.--Mra. Fior

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AN APPEAL TO THE CLERGY

and ie descendanta, Then it le narrated bow God, patronizing 
Abraham and is descendants, performed in their loterests most 
unnatural deeds called miracles, and did the most dreadful crue} 
ties, With the exception of silly stories sometimes Innocent, 
euch as tho visiting of Abraham by God and two angela, [eaac’s 
marriage, ete. bat sometines immoral, as the swindling practiced 
hy God's favorite, Jacob, the cruelties of Samson, the cunning 
contrivances Of Joeephe«the whole of this history, beginning with 
the plagues went by Mosen on the Egyptians, sod the murder by 
an angel of all their first-born, down to the fire which consumed

in the Sermon on the Mount, but in the harmony of the Gospel 
with the history of the Old Testament, in the fulfillment of the 
prophecies, and in miracles: the moving star, the angels’ song, 
the conversation with the Devil, the turning of water Into wine, 
the walking on the water, healings, ralsings of men from the 
dead, and lastly, the resurrection of Christ himself and his Sight 
into the aky. 

If all this history of the Old and New Testaments was pro- 
pounded as merely a story, still scarcely any teacher would have 
courage to relate it to children or to adults whom be wished to 
enlighten. But the narrative is propounded to poople incapable 
of criticising, as the most trustworthy description of the world 
and its laws, as the most authentic teaching about the life of 
men of bygone days, about what should be regarded as good and 
bad, about the essence and qualities of God and about the duties 
of man, 

We speak of harmful books! but does there exist in the 
Christian world a book which has dope more harm to men than 
this dreadful book called the Scripture bistory of the Ancient 
and New Testaments? Yet all people of the Christian world 
pass in their childhood through this study of scriptural bistory, 
and this same history Is propounded to all unenlightened adults 
as the first ewential foundation of knowledge, as the sole eternal 
truth of G0d.— IL Tolstoi.

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THE PIVOT OF SPENCER'S SOCIAL PHILOSOPHY 


In the preface to The Factors of Organic Evolution” Herbert 
Spencer, dieeuseing the question whether or not acquired quati 


tias are inberited, says 


“i will add only that, coneldoring the width and depth of 
the effecta which acceptance of one or other of these hypotheses 
must have on our views of Life, Mind, Morals, and Politics, the 
question, Which of (bem le true? demands, beyond all other quos 
tions whatever, the attention of scientific men.” 

It ie not surprising that Spencer attached so much Impor 
tance to this question, for bis own theories as to the future of 
society must be valued to a groat extent according to the answer 
that le given. Lat us sre frat what are hie theories on thie sud 
ject. 

In the first place be draws attention to the fact that the 
human race is at present very badly fitted to its envirooment. 
Most wild animals are almost perfectly Stted to the environment 
in which they live, because It has remained practically unchanged 
from time immemorial, and there has been any amount of time 
for evolution to bring about adaptation to environment, Conse 
quently animals are quite happy for most of thelr lives, for hap 
piness accompanies the performance of functions to which one ts 
perfectly adapted, Not so with man. Within very recent times 
there has been a complete revolution in hia modes of life, He 
used to be nomadic, largely occupied in fighting and honung, 
and more accustomed to occasional great efforts than to steady 
industry, Now, however, he has very little scopa for banting, 
Aghting le dying out. and a wandering life haa been replaced by 
a settled one, occupied in steady application to agriculture or 
industry, The result je that the instincts of our ancestors, which 
we bave still tò a great degree, are quite unsuited to our sur 
roundings, Young men are chaloed to desks and counters, or 
have to cram for examinations, when nature is urging them ali 
the time to go out and bunt, or fsh, or Aight. Sometimes a war 
breaks out, and then the young American or Australian throws 
down hie books, or gives up a good job, and goes of to fight 
the Filipinos or the Boers, and endure dreadful bardships for 
a wretched pittance. This chance is gradually disappearing, how. 
ever, as the percentage of people who ever see a war ls constantly 
decreasing. and the average Achilles or Owuor de Lion has to 
submit to the irksome task of measuring linen or planting po 
tatoos, Thus a large proportion of the people are unhappy, bav- 
ing to spend their lives in the constant discharge of functions 
to which they are not adapted, 

This is very unfortenate, but Spencer says it will cure Itvelt. 
because the qualities which we acquire by oar efforts are trans 
missible to our descendants. In his opinion every man who 
makes an effort to stick to bie books or his shop, when be would 
like to be oot hunting or flaking, le making it easier for his chil- 
dren to live according to modern conditions Spencer belloves 
that if each gonere@on does its irksome work, and tranemits to 
the next an increased adaptation to such work, the work will 
gradually get lens irksome, and at isst a generation will arise 
which will study Kuclid and measure cloth with as great delight 
as a cat shows to catching mice, or a duck in swimming in the 
water. 4 

Such a change alone would transform a miseratie world 
into a fairly happy one. Bot there is more to follow. Spencer 
thinks that there will ia the future be an extraordinary Increase 
of sympathy in the world. In the past we have been going 
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through the militant stage of soclely, in which much eruelty was 
neevetary, Thua men remaloed callous and bratalieed, because 
every day they had to do and witness cruel things. Moteover, 
our ancestors lived largely by bunting, which is also a cruel oc 
<apation, ip euch a soit the precious flower of sympatby could 
pol grow, Now, however, peacefal industry and cooperation have 
replaced violence, and the gentle emotions of sympathy and pity 
ean live where they must have died in a more savage age. More 
over, it de supposed that the effects of sympathy can also be ac 
cumulated by inheritance, and that in consequence the world 
will become more sympathetic from age to age, until at last ab 
trutem ts as easy and natural as egolem is now. At the same 
time, however, there will be constantly lèse demend for sym 
pathy with suffering, as people get constantly better adapted to 
their environment and suffer enn. Finally, the uprhot will be 
that competition to altrulem will bocome as keen as competition 
in egoism is now, and the virtuous wan will be he who gives ap 
an opportunity of sacrificing hielt ia crder that someone else 
may have the pleasure of doing eo Instead. 

At thie stage I had better explain that I am pot joking. 
Those who have read only the tame Utoplas of More, Bellamy, 
and Morris will refuse to believe that the gravo Herbert Spencer 
has ever sald anything like this, Hut it le true, I any doubter 
read the “Data of Kühles,“ oapecially the chapter on “Concilla- 
tion,” and be will soon be convinced that Herbert Spencer has 
ald all that I have attribated to bim. In fact, such Ideas run 
through all his writings on social probleme. 

Everything reste on on assumption, however. it must be 
supposed that our habits and custome, acquired curing our ves, 
can be transmitted by heredity to our descendants. Without 
this accumulation by heredity, each man would start just where 
bie father did, and the world would only get the advantage of 
good habits and Virtuous efforts during the life of the individual 
In whom they were manifouted, 

Now this latter view ie the one which has come to be held 
by most living biologists who are either in middle life or in the 
younger generation, The inberitance of acquired characters, once 
taken for granted by everybody, is now considered by a majority 
of competent observers to be as mythical ae the sea serpent, 
Should the new view prove true, then it Is clear that there le 
only one way to improve the raw material of the race. If wo 
ean only transmit what we have Inherited, then it will be neces 
sary that only thore of good heredity should be parents, or at 
feast that they should leave more offspring than those of in- 
fertor heredity. That means that wè must rely on selection and 
rejection, and pot on the accumulated effects of conduct and 
habit. 

But that is not all. If the belief in the inberitance of ac 
quired qualities mast be abandoned, that only means that we 
are deprived of a certain way of making progress Now, how 
ever, biology has thrownanother shell into the progressive camp, 
Not only does it say that selection le necessary to progress bat 
it adds that without eelection we must actually go back. In 
chapter 2 of "Social Evolution” Bejamin Kidd saye: 


“Recent biological researches, and more particularly the in- 
— eno and conclusions of Professor Wetsmann. bave tended 

to greatly develop Darwin's origtnal hypothesis as to the con- 
ditions under which progress has been made in the varioes — 1 2 
of life It la sow coming to be recognized aa a necessarily in 
herent part of the doctrine of evolution that If the continual 
selection which is always going on amongst the higher forms 
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of life were to be suspended, these forma wauld sot only possess 


uo tendency to make ppogress forward, but must actually 40 
backward. That 1 to may, it ah the Individuals of every Kener 
tion in any apecies were allowed to equally propagate their kind, 
the average of each generation would continually tend to fau 
below the average of the generation which preceded it, and a 
process of slow but steady degeneration would ensue” 

Here, then, la an apparent deadlock between biology and the 
aspirations of social reformers. It the views I have quoted are 
correct, everything depends on selection and rejection, Bat at 
present natural selection ia practically the only form of vetection 
that exists among the human race, and natura) selection implies 
a struggle for existence in which some succeed and others fall. 
It means heavy Infant mortality, hunger, disease, and masy other 
very unpleasant things, But the exact alm of most social re 
formers le to abolish these very things; to do away with starva- 
thon and early death, and give everybody a chance of living and 
flourishing. Thus it appears that the great aim of social re 
formera is to produce conditions under which the race would 
deteriorate. 

Benjamin Kidd has pointed this out with great force, and 
has pronounced Socialism, Communism, and all other economie 
changes of that kind utterly impracticable, He says we must 
have natural selection, and must therefore have a competitive 
struggle under which many will go to the wall, Any sation 


that adopted Socialiam would, in bis opinion, rapidly degenerate, 
and be extinguished in the struggle for existence. 


There is one way of escape, however, Natural selection is not 
the only possible form of selection. Artificial selection d Also 
possible. Nay, artificial aclection has been practiced for ages 
by breeders and gardeners, and with auch success that they have 
produced far more wonderful results than natural selection ever 
produced within a similar period of time. If, then, we can apply 
artificial selection effectively, it in clear that we can dispense 
altogether with natural selection, and can accordingly go ahead 
with Soclaliam and Neo Malthuslantvm, 

Hut what form of artificial selection ba it to be? Lreoders 
employ many forme—Iinfanticide, emasculation, killing and eating 
the unfit in youth, sod so on. But these methods are too drastic 
for modern civilization, We must also reject all proposals to 
have parents pass a medical examination, or any other examina- 
ton, as soch things could only be made effective by an amount 
of interference with the individual which would be Intolerable, 

It is the glory of Moses Harman to have suggested the only 
form of artificial selection practicable for the human race. This 
la to leave every woman free on all cocasions to choose the father 
of her child, the assumption being that in a majority of cases abe 
would select a man above rather than below the average. An 
automatic method of selection would thus be created, without 
interfering with the liberty of any ope, Men would, of course, 
have a like freedom, but selection by women could mantifestiy 
be far more rigorous, for the work of parenthood would require 
a much smaller percentage of the men of the community than 
of the women. It Wile plan were adopted, careful selection would 
econ be loculcated aa a moral duty, and the spirit of emulation 
would lead women to strive against each other to produce the best 
possible children by selecting the best possible fathers 

With this method of artificial selection available, we need 
not mind if the doctrine of the inberitance of acquired qualities 
is finally rejected by eclence. R. u. Kens. 


Broadly considered, the minde of Intelligent men fall into 
three groups : (a) The objective mind, which only clearly ap 
preciates things by the sense of sight: thie may with equal pro- 
priety be called the visual mind; (6) the mathematical mind, 
the rarest and most wonderful attribute of man; and (e the 
Spencerian mind. This mesne that the mind of Herbert Spencer 
was pot only out of the common, bat that It had something pocu- 
liar in itself. It le very dificult to dene what le meant by a 
philosophic mind, and yet we all appreciate the kind of ming 
that i» intended by the phrase. No oe would venture to deny 
that Herbert Speocer would be classed as a philosopher, but we 
should at once deny that he had any claims to be considered an 
a biologiat; yot be wrote a remarkable work, "The Principles of 
Biology,” and propounded views which demanded and received 
the consideration and commendation of the greatest among com 
temporary biologists, Charles Darwin. No one who studies Spen- 
cers’ “Principles of Biology” can deny that they betray ignorance 


of very «imple botanical and foological facts. yet bie areas skil 


in recognizing the bearing of the leading facts of evolution ts 
expressed by bie terse and surviving phrase, “survival of the 
Attest. Many brililant minde have evolved theories and oft 
them to be proved by the plodding labors of pausen e mown 
and we frequently find ourselves in doubt as to which should be 
accorded the greatest meod of praise, the enunciater »f «© creat 
problem or bo who solvos it, However, it le certain that at 
though Herbert Spencer was in no sènse a biologist, ywi if ip 


evident to all who read the “Origin of Species” and the “Leow 
of Man“ that Darwin had a very great respect for Herter Epen 


cer, and spraks of him ae “oar great philosopher.” It ie else 
obvioas that no two men could be found whose minds worked 
ia such opposite ways, for Darwia had an eminently objective 


mind, Thos, in considering natural selection, cepectally in reta 
tion to “the degree organization tends to advance,” after ills 
cussing the matter from the Speneerlan standpoint, be writes 
“Bat as we bavo no facts to guide us, speculation on the eulject 
te almost useless” One mind cannot move without facts, and 
the otbor la ready to frame hypotheses and point to conclusions, 
often startiing and alluring, and In many instances borne out 
by subsequent work, but by the geal and labore of other workers 
Herbert Spencer won our admiration in the early struggle of 
the doctrine of evolution, when bigotry and prejudice attempted 
to atranglo it. Huxley wae ite doughty champion among the 
blologlets, and Spencer showed, from the standpoint of put 
sopbic thought, that lte principles were unassailable. They have 
prevailed, and he lived to see evolotion calmly acclaimed lu the 
strongholds of lia moet determined amallanta—Britieh Medical 
Journal, 


The test of a theory le that it shall aceount for and satlafy 
the facta This has teen firet done in the history of human 
reason by the thoory of evolution, which tong lay in the realm 
of bypothesls, gilmpecs of it caught by the Roman Lucretius, 
and by other poets from time to tima, and as modern sclence 
began to grow, and facta and powers of Nature to be carefully 
observed and compared, one after another scholar made sugges 
tive contributions, unknowing to what edifice, until there was 
gathered so much material that when the master came with 
the secret command, and outlined first and then Atte in the 
detailed plan, the structure grew to eight and revealed tacit 
& majestic home of al) human knowledge Goethe studying the 
morphology of plants, Laplace and others presenting the nebular 
hypothesis, the significant words of Lamarck in reepect to the 
development of animal life, gave some of the material, It was 
Lamarck that enabled Emerson to anticipate Darwin in his 
famous lues. 

Ami striving to be mwan, Lhe erm 

Meunte ihr oll the spires of tera. 
and gave Darwin himself the impulse whieh led that great in 
Vextigator to devote patient decades of years to the observation 
and correlation of multitudes of facta in their relations ana 
sequences 

But before Darwin had Blled out bin scheme of zoological 
evolution, Herbert Spencer, ia his “Principles of Paychology.~ 
had stated the doctrine of evolution as the universal plan of alt 
things, as It stands today. That an evolution by natural eelee 
tion, the survival of the fittest, the infuence of environment and 
of heredity coworking or defeating each other, might be and 
Was Wrought out in respect to vegetable and animal life, and 
could have so remained as special and limited, le quite plain. 
Bat Spencer, building on an immense accumulation of facta, 
from particulars launched to usiversals, showed with magnit- 
cent comprebension that this evolation, this growth, le always 
and everywhere the principle of Nature, energy forever proceed 
ing in one course, “integration of forces from indefiniteness, etm: 
piicity and homogeneity to definiteness, complexity and hetero 
geneity,” as it has been stated almost in his own worde; that la 
from the protoplasm, or undifferentiated matter, through the 
mona, a ample cell, up to the great animal creation and man 
himeelf, who reasons of all:—from the stom up through the 
entire complexity of worda. 

But we cannot here discuss the vast feld of Spencer's phil- 
phy. Ite radical (dens, ite system of the Golverse as the end- 
len ovolution of lite, without exceptions, have been Indicated, 
He extended his application of this philosophy to the realms 
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ef ethics, showing how they have evolved in a double way, 
through the experience of the race and the intuitions of the 
lanividdal—a eolation which pat an ond to the tedious quarryt 
ol the lotuitionlete and the experlentialinte. tHe took It through 
the development of society, not as separate eruuplags bere and 
there, but ewnerallaing Inciasively the whole social advance of 
the world of man os a whole. What Tennyson wrote In hie 
lines: — 


Upel draia pot haroi the apre cit horreasing perpus rims, 
Amd thee thoughts af man ape © hirni in thr profese ef ihe snie" 


war a poetic expremion of what Spencer's sociology shows to be 
universal truth. Despite ware and follies, crimes and super- 
uit tone, the worldview exbibtte thie as truth, and Spencer dem 
onstrates it aa the pretent phase of a plan bleger than all the 
theologies and creeds since man bocan to make them. 

In political principle Spencer was an individualist of the 
radical rort—in fact, an Anarchiat He desired to pee the inter- 
ference of government reduced to ite lowert terme Particularly 
he desired to see the hands of government lifted from educa 
tion. tn thle he wae himself ane of those elements which he 
himself characterizes as confleting with the univers) plan, 
at lenet for the time of thelr action, hut which will te found In 
the ultimate ax contributive to its working out In a more perfect 
way the evolution of Ideal roclety. When the ethical end of 
thie great comprehension of forces shall have developed, the 
Ineweapable watt ja the entire recognition of each Individual 
right on an equal plane with every other Individual right—or 
Awarehy: that te, soclety withont what ls now known as govern: 
ment, the basis of whirh te limitation, whereas the end of 
evolved soclety te Mberation, And a Iiberator ts what Spencer 
has been. He has opened to the thought of tho world, through 
the gateway of science, the free road to the Gnest dreams and 
loftiest longings of the human, soul.—Springfield Dally Repub 
Mean. 


Herbert Spencer had more readers in America than in Groat 
Britain, and tiie works were translated Into almost all the Euro 
pean languages. No be ever wae more thoroughly dedirated to 
the purvult of truth. For some years be was not only dedicated, 
tt selfaacrificed to it. The ecantiness of Milton's payment for 
“Paradise Lovet" le a byword, Herbert Spencer's early works re- 
quired for their publication the ald of friends, and it is strange 
to compare hia wages with those of the writers of second-rate 
novels. Spencer is entitled to rank among dlecoverers, for he 
treated the mental development of men on the principle of evolu- 
tlon some years before the appearance of the “Origin of Species.” 
As a moral philosopher, he dealt with the moral and social nature 
of men by a method derived from his study of biological sclence. 
If the reeults of that mothod leave something to be desired when 
it le applied to the spiritual and esthetic elements of humanity, 
it was in itself sound as well an am antidote to chimeras and 
fallacies. Bpencer was a thoroughcolng Freethinker, He came 
at a time when the old traditions and sanctions had been de 
strayed or undermined by eclence and criticlem, while nothing 
had yet come to take their place. Rut he was not destructive. On 
the contrary, he was a ballier of morality and society on a 
biological foundation, and his work, it it In not destined to be 
final, will certainty be lasting Professor Goldwin Smith. 


Herbert Spencer died from “senile decay.” He had been 
obliged to husband his health and strength for more than forty 
years, and the wonder ta he lived so long, 

It wae natural that Herbert Spencer should order his bodily 
remains to be cremated. No doubt thie will act as an Incentive 
or an encouragement to others who are able to make stipula- 
tions on such matters, 

Herbert Spencer's three executors show how the “wind blew” 
intellectually, All three of them, we believe, are Freethinkers. 
Dr, Duncan helped in the compilation of “Descriptive Sociology”: 
Dr. Chariton Bastian le one of the “ypontaneous generation” 
heretics, and the author of what the plows folk call a “matertal- 
istic” book on the Brain; and the Hon, Auberon Herbert is well- 
known as a pronéunced philosophical individualist (or An- 
archlst) after Spencers own heart. 

The simplicity of Herbert Spencer's character was mani- 
test in the requests he made with regard to bis funeral; first, 
that no flowers should be sent; second, that no one should wear 
mourning. 


Steadily always did Herbert Spencer refuse what are called 
“honors” He declined to be nominated as lord rector of St 
Andrew’ University in 3872; he refused the degree of LL, D. 
offered him by that university and also by Cambridge; be ro 
fused a fellowship of the Royal Society; and he ignored Emperor 
William's effort to fasten on him the Order of Merit. 

Herbert Spencer began his Ilterary career by writing for 
the Nonconformist, That paper was conducted by the Mialls 
and really had some grit in it, It upheld the truo Nonconform- 
int standard of absolute separation between Religion and the 
State, Afterwards, when Speneer gave up engineering for ever, 
he became pubeditor of the Economist at C180 m year. The 
Economist ls still living and has a good reputation. But it paver 
bad, and pever will have, another subeditor like Herbert Spencer, 

Herbert Spencer wished that Mr, John Morivy should be pres 
ent at the funeral ceremony and deliver a valedictory address. 
Mr. Morley was holidaying in Sicily, and when a telegram 
reached bim, after tnevitable delay, he bad to express hie great 
regret at hia inability to attend. The remains of Herbert Spen- 
cor were cremated at Golders Green, the ashes being afterward 
interred at Highgate Cemetory.-Preethinker (London), 


What the world owes to Spencer chiefly le the destruction of 
old prejudices and traditions, the forcing of educators to make 
allowances for youthful immaturity in the bringing up of chil- 
dren. He did what he coold to Introduce a more rational con- 
sideration of things, particularly in the aphere of religion, . . . 
His argument that force never disappears, but le only transferred, 
le now a commonplace erientific axiom; bat in hie day it was 
the height of implety. Herbert Spencer was an Englishman to 
the manner born—cold, self-contalned, rather narrow in bis point 
of view toward foreigners. For him it was most remarkable that 
be ever undertook to travel to America. The reason is probably 
to be found in the enthusiastic reception accorded by America 
to bis work. . . Ho looked upon mankind aw the highest 
form of specialization in nature, and would hear nothing of re 
stricting the liberty of the Individual more than waa absolutely 
necessary for the cohesion of soclety—Sctentific American. 


Long before any of his contemporaries had solzed ite uni- 
versal import, Herbert Spencer grasped a great, light giving truth 
the trath of evolution; grasped it eo that it became bone of 
his bone and flesh of his fesh, and, with a pertinacity of which 
the history of successful thought gives few examples, bad applied 
it to the whole of life, down to the minutest detalls of the moat 
various eclences. Who, since he wrote, is not vividly able to 
conceive of the world as a thing evolved from a primitive fre 
mist, by progressive Integrations and differentiations, and in- 
creasing In heterogenelty and coherence of texture and organiza- 
tion? Who can fall to think of life, both bodily and mental, as 
a set of ever-changing ways of meeting the “environment”? Who 
hae not suddenly at some time grown grave at the thought that 
the parents sinful or virtuous habits are inherited by the càit- 
dren, and destined to accumulate from generation to generation 
while the race endures?—Profeesor Willlam James. 


Herbert Spencer was bot the least—porhape he was the groat 
bt ot that famous Victorian quartet that did more than any 
other four mon of their era to revolutionize the world's thinking 
with respect to some of its greatest intereste. With Darwin, 
Tyndall, and Huxley, he helped to break down the old conserva 
tam and conceptions of the meaning of life and destiny, estab 
lishing new standards and giving now interpretations to old phe 
nomena which have been and still are working thelr way into 
general acceptance by thelr inherent strength and vitality. They 
have changed the world’s {dea and the world’s attitude toward 
theology, physical and social science, and the origin and end of 
man — Roston Transcript.

LIMITATIONS OF FREETHOUGHT. 

My second lecture course in San Francisco continues lo be 
tairly well attended, notwithetanding the very unfavorabie 
weather of the past two Sundays, On last Sunday the eubjert 
was “The Limitations of Freethought.” This tithe was selected 
partly because of what I considered the failure of the Material 
istie Freethinkers of San Francisco to maintain meetings in ac 
cord with the logic and traditions of Freethought. The course 
of lectores given by Mr. Lewis, a younx Koglieh jectorer, on 
“Modern Sclence va Theology,” also on "Socialism ve Prevent 
Systeme of Economica,” while very interesting and well rea 
zoned out, did not and do not fulfill the requirements of Free 
thought, as I understand that term. tn part also this theme war 
chosen because of a criticlam made by a prominent Freethinker 
that in my lecture entitled “Ingersoll on the Sex Question” | 
had wandered from my subject aud had d very little about 
Ingersoll. 

With this preliminary I proceed tò quote a few paragraphs 
from the address of Sunday, Jan, 17

Thus sings the poet-philosopber Lowell, With all due re 
spect I would amend by saying, “Whatever we have dared to 
think, that dare we also do!” 

Freethought, freedom of thought, Involves, includes, demande 
freedom of expression, whether that expression take the form of 
spoken words, written or printed words, pictures, Images or acts 
— 0% long as the words and Images are not ibelous or slanderous, 
and so long as the acta are noninvasive and pon-suppressive of 
the equal richts of others 

Spencer's formula, Each has the right to do as he pleases, 
#0 long as be does not Invade the equal rights of otbera,” would 
seem to cover the ethical problem as nearly as words can take 
the axiomatic form of expression. 

If freedom of expression be u necessary part of freedom of 
thought, then Freethought Involves and includes “free platform,” 
free arena, free forum, and hence the lecturer or editor who 
dors not extend the right and privilege of free platform, free 
criticlam—efirmetivce criticism aa well as negative aud interrogas 
tive—cannot claim to be a logical Freethinker. 

Judged by this standard, Robert G.. Ingersoll was not a 
model or ideal Freethinker. His was not a free platform. The 
meetings | attended at which Ingersoll wae the orator were not 
Freethought meetings. They would more correctly be called 
antitheologic meetings, Shakespearean meetings, or something 
of that sort. As with the average clergyman, it would seem that 
lugersoll—or hia managere—preferred that nothing be ald or 
done at bis meetings that would weaken the impresion made on 
the hearers by himself.

No freedom of action, as the logical sequence 
of freedom of thought, ia permitted by the polities! party with 
which the greatest of Agnostic oratore was long closely allied. 
To the close of hia life he stood solid with the enemies of free- 
dom and Justice, In regard to issue and contro! of the volume 
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of currency; stood solid with the party of monopoly, the party 
that advocates and practiralizes privilege for the fow and slavery 
for the many, in one of the ways now most effective in securing 
euch privilege. such slavery. Garfield, himself a member of the 
same despotic poiiiical organization, altered a great truth when 
be said, “He who controle the currency of a nation controls the 
liberties of that nation”—or words to thal effect. 

Ingersoll) defended the party ihat stande moet Clary Wenth 
fed with the policy of giving contro! of the volumo of money 
into the hands of a few men, the banker class, whose interest 
lada them to limit debt-paying money (o an amount les than 
one-tenth of the delta of ihe country, so that when a concerted 
demand for the payment of debts is made the debtor clase may 
be “held up“ and robbed by the creditor class; robbed of their 
accumulations, their houses, Janda, gooda and chattele—otten for 
A small fraction of thelr cet valar, thelr real value. 

Time wae when such robbery was very dangerous business 
to the robbery, but now it le perfectly safe, even respectable 
and honorable. thanks to the laws and customs upbeld by euch 
Freethinkers as Robert O, Ingersoll and thousands more who 
are Anarchists and Aeretics in regard to belief in and obedience 
to Jehovah, the God of the Jews and Christians, but who are still 
devout believers in and obedient servants to the God Platus— 
the money of privilege, the orthodox god of the orthodox political 
party, or parties, that now rule and rob this country, thie mis 
called land of the free, just as similar orthodox parties rule 
and rob the people of every land now called civilized, through 
the superstitious belief in the necesalty for money of privilege, 
money of “government.” 

ee OF TRAM 

Under scientifc Freethought, which Includes free, bon in- 
vasive action, no man would or could be fned or imprisoned 
for violation of tariff jaws, because there would be no laws to 
prevent freedom of trade between man and man, between nation 
and nation. Ingertoll was à champion of the high tarif law» 
of the Republican party, iu bis last political campaign for Mc 
Kinley’s election Ingersoll made (ree use of the old stock argu- 
ments in favor of this engine of political and economic despotism 
and robbery, and therefore in regard to freedom of trade he was 
not a logical Freethinker. 

FREEDOM OF LAND 

In order to be a good champion of Republican politics Inger 
soll was becessarily a defender of our present robber land sy» 
tem—a system by which land can be monopolized and held out of 
uae by any man who has money or a legislative pat —beld out 
of the reach of millions of homelese people who would gladly 
draw their sustenance direct from Mother Earth if not prac 
tically denied that right by law-protected robbers. Therefore 
on the subject of man's “Inallenable right” to a share of the soil 
Ingersoll was not a Freethinker, bot a defender of one of the 
worst superstitions that ever cursed mankiod—the superstition 
that land ts, or may be, an article of trade, of commerce, allied to

What sort of freedom of thought or of action wouhi it be

That Ingersoll did pot mean any such oegative chotce is 
shown by hie pext paragraph, wherein be sald: 

"This le the solution of the whole question [of ethical and 
economic reform). This frees woman, The babes that are then 
born will be welcome, They will be clasped by giad hands to 
happy breasta. They will au homes with ight and joy.” 

Would results such as those be possible if only a negative 
ebolce—tbhe Knowledge of how to prevent conception when once 
married—should be allowed to woman? 

Elsewhere in his writings Ingersoll says, “Woman should 
have a divorce for the asking without being obliged to tell why 
sbe wants divorce. In thus saying the great Anarchist in re 
ligious matters comes very near taking Anarchistic ground in 
the realm of the affections also, 

It le ease I love and honor the memory of Ingersoll for 
what he did to destroy theologie superstition that 1 object to 
the policy of making bim a model to be imitated ta afl respects 

The very worst thing that can happen to any forward more 
ment ts the delfication or canonization of tts leaders.

Among tbe critics who spoke after the close of the lecture 
were two or three who charged Ingersoll with dishonesty--moral 
or intellectual, or both. In my reply to these I took the ground 
that, with hie training as a lawyer and politician, it wae very 
hard for Ingersoll to de a consistent or logical Preethiaker, bot 
that I refnse to sit In Judgment upon bis motives, His acts and 
arguments | may condemn, as I would expect all Freethinkers 
to do if my record were of like character, but of the motives 
behind the acts of Ingersoll or any other man i confess my 
ignorance, and am always in favor of giving the accused the 
beoent of all possible doubts

ita bounds frequently takes scores of lives to avenge one lite 
a people which at home cannot tolerate the thought that in 
ferlority shall bear the self-inflicted evils of inferiority, bet 
abroad has no compunction id using bullet and bayonet for the 
conquest of the uncivilized, arguing that the inferior should be 
replaced by the superior—such a people must think crooked about 
the ultimate principles of right and wrong.” 

It any part of Mr. Spencer's estala were situated in tùis 
country, (bere ls ope of his executors who could not come nere 
to settle it The executor da the Hon. Auberon Herbert. the An- 
archiet whom Huxley, in hie re on “Government,” acknowl:

So he lives for days and weeks, awalting the return of the 
ambasador he had sent to that King Assarkhadon, who used 
to be himself. The ambassadors only returned after a month bad 
passed, and they return with thelr noses and ears cut off. 

King Assarkbades had ordered them to tell Lallie that what 
had been done to the- hle ambassadore—would be done to him 
selt alto, unless be immediately sent a certain tribute of silver, 
wold and cypress wood, and unless be came bimseif to make 
obelsance to him.

The one thing be can do ls not to give his ene 
miles the pleasure of seeing his sufferings; and be firmly resolver 
to endure courageously, without a murmur, all they can do to 
him. 

For twenty days be slias In hie cage awaiting execution. He 
soes his relations and friends led to execution. He hears the 
«roans of those who are executed, Some have their hands aod 
feet cut off, others are flayed alive, but he shows neither dis 
quietude por pity nor fear. He sees the wife he loved bound 
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and led away by the eunuchs He knows she is being taken as 
a slave to AwWarkhadon And he bears that, Coo, without a mar 
mur. 

But now two exeeutioners open hie cage door, and, having 
strapped his arme tight behind him, they led Dim to the place of 
execution, which de sonked with blood, Lallle sees a shurp stake, 
dripping with blood, from which the corpse of one of hie friends 
has Just been wrenched, and he understands that this has been 
done that the stake may serve for hie own execution. Lite is 
stripped of hie clothes, He is startled at the Wannew of bis 
once strong handsome body. The two executioners seize that 
body by ita lean thighs: they litt bim up and aro about to let

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THE DOCTRINE OF EVOLUTION.

The ape pbilbmophiral theory which bas «truck most directly 
at the roo of the traditional theology ls that of evolution. As 
* speculative bypothesi» it has been eet forth in one form and 
ene from ancient times; to Christeatom always stigmatized 


ae Ofhelem, aad in times of persecution punishable as damnable 
herusy. Among ibe fret to Ged from observation evidences to 
wiper each a theory and make it something more than an 
hy pothewia, was the great Ihewcartee; but he lived in the sereo- 
teenth century, and wrote in the time of Galileo, when it was 
all one’s life wae worth to breathe ruch a thought, and he was pot 
a man to expose hime! to martyolom, So he covered his ox 
Pion of the dangervus doctrine by a pretended declaration of 
kla ballat that Adam and Eve and the progenitors of all other 
species of Living thing» that pow exist, together with the earth 
and the heavens, were made out of band in one memorable week, 
as the Choreh hed always taught. Having sald this much to 
satlely the priests, he cautiously outlined ble conception of bow 
the world migàt have boen brought to ite present shape, to 
keiher with afl that exista, by a process of evolation out of 
primitively diffuse and relatively formless matter, There can 
be no doubt of what waa hie real bellet His contemporary, 
Spinoza, who knew well what it was to suffer for the truth, 
but whe never coald be turned from the utterance of his bonest 
convictions, had the same foregleams of the coming revelation, 
which he enhesitatingly declared. 

Nut the new truth was not to be fully evolved out of the 
consciousness Of oven the greatest genius; nor compasred by the 
knowledge of the seventeenth century; it needed the confirma 
Won of blological science, and it took biology yet a hundred and 
Arty years to get sufficlently on ite feet to consummate the task. 
in fact the word "blology” was not invented tili the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, when two Frenchmen, Lamarck and 
Treviranes, separately and independently hit upon it and brought 
it into wee At the same time they each propounded for the fret 
the main thesis of the doctrine of evolution, Even then, se xub 
versive the doctrine was of preconceived opinions, wo radical! 
and far-reaching, that to mon of scienco it seemed visionary, as 
to churchmen it was ungodly. Vor a half-century again it slept, 
only revived now and then by the volee of some lone champion 
whose Ineffective word but served to mark the stages of a 
dream, All at opce toward the end of the Bfties the great awak- 
ening came, In 1857 appeared Herbert Rpencer’s “Progress; Its 
Laws and Cause,” in which he gave a philosophical statement 
of evolution and made it the basis of his thought. In 1459 Dar 
win published “The Origin of Speciea™ the firat great book of 
biological evidences for a theory which in one form and another 
hud been floating in the brains of philosophers from time im 
memorial, It was the moet effective book of eclence ever pub 
lished, Ieeued In no haste, the careful, conscientious results of 
years of obeervation and study made in many lands and on many 
even, It was such a mars of testimony as Do rational mind could 
resis No doubt waa left that in the vegetal and the animal 
world new wpecies arise through the gradual modification of ex- 
tuting speciem, according to lawa home of which we can trace, 
Other works followed from the same indefatigable hand, the 
result of kindred Investigations, till, In “The Descent of Man,” 
we have the highest terrestrial creature linked with other life 
in orderly ruccession from the elmplest thing that lives, Other 
keen observers joined in the work—-Haockel in Germany; Wal- 
lace, Huxley, in England; Marsh in America; ~and, speedily, con- 
curring «vidence from every feld of inquiry piled up in over 
whelming measure On this secure baris arosa a new philosophy, 
«yuthetle, commie, worked out into u vast generalization, cover 
ing the whole process from the formation of worlds out of the 
primordial nebula down (through the measureles geological 
cyclos, the simple ever giving place to the complex, lite proceed- 
ing, when it bas arrived, from humblest forms up through the 
long eplral of existence to organisma marvelous in construction 
in which Life sublimes Into selfeconsciousness, becomes a living 
soul, it made evolation the method by which all things in the 
heavens and on the earth have come to be what they are, and 
pasa 10 what they shall be. 
oft olght" have their season of growth, of glory and of decay, 
as have the Gowers In our gardens; and man, 
thore tar shining orbs, computes their distance, 
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measures them.--he, too, hae grown from something that was 
not man, Thie creature, Intelligent, social, sympathetic. has 
ten evotved from creatures which were nothing of the kind. 
Of the later part of this process history and archeology are the 
record, and clearly indicate a passage by Irregular aud later- 
mittent steps from stage to state. from a predatory into a rude 
pocial state, and eo by degrees iu the coarse of ages to civiliza- 
tiou and refinement, All this Spencer expounds in his system 
of philosophy, which for clearness of statement, profundity 
and breadth of view, must, I think, be ranked among the xreatest 
of the works of men, Fechner and MIIL whose thinking had 
run along other fines, with an open-mindednews and a frankness 
most creditable to them, gave in their adhesion to the new 
thought, and with notable rapidity it came into acceptance with 
the best minds on both continenta. With bis jovo of things 
definite and comprehensible, Spencer made application of the 
theory of development mainly in the realms of biology and 
sociology, where he escaped metaphysical speculation and came 
down to the woth ground of fact. 

From these sure beses the new thought pushed itself every- 
where, and shortly the ectences one and all were found to be 
charged with it, paleontology especially yleiding the most cos- 
firmatory illustrations of evolution in actual coarse of progress. 
For example, Marsh found in Wyoming and eleewhere fossil 
remains showing in a regular series, spaced by long ages, the 
ancestry of the modern horse, beginnisg with an tnelgniScant 
ereature called the Kobippus, about the size of a rabbit, with 
parting toes, on the point of one of whieh on each (oot the animal 
supported itself. This first horse, first so far as traced, ln found 
in deposits of what le known to geologists as Eocene Tertiary. 
In a later division of the Eocene it becomes the Orohippus, about 
as large as a fox. to the Miocene the animal is further modi- 
fed, and has become aa large as a sheep. Growth and modifica 
tion of the skeleton, especially the bones of the feet, continue 
throngh the Pliocene, the Quaternary and the Recent periods, 
eventuating In the horse as we know It. An evolution as strik- 
ing may be traced throogh fossi] forme of many other orders of 
life. 

The nebular hypothesis of the formation of suns and worlds 
is one of the eariy evolationary conceptions, having been Arat 
thought out by the immortal Kant. Iis “General History and 
Theory of the Heavens.” in which he developed that now ac 
cepted hypothesis, was published anonymously in 1766, So Nettle 
Interest was excited by (hie announcement of the most prodigious 
conception in physical things that ever had entered the mind of 
man that the fact of Kante authorship of it has been largely 
overlooked, the credit going to La Place, who forty years later 
brought Nis immensely greater mathematical knowledge to bear 
on the subject. Hut even an set forth by La Place it rested 
mostly inert till, in 1862, Herbert Spencer incorporated it Into 
his system of evolutionary philonophy, of which, indeed, It Is the 
most magnificent illustration, By this hypothesis and ita im» 
plications the development of the universe Involves all space 
and all time, infinite extension and infinite duration, a betim- 
tingless, endlors process, in its entirety utterly beyond com: 
prehension. What we can survey in espace le bot a sample, a 
fragment—what we can in a manner trace in time, even in 
Keological or astronomical ages, is bat a moment, of that tiim- 
able thing and process which we call creation, 

The theory of evolution, of course, controverts the cosmolog- 
leal theory presupposed in the ite, and substantially adhered 
to in the Church and out of it down tò modern times. Descartes 
dared to set it forth only as an hypothesla, protecting himself 
by hypocritivally dieavowing bettet Io Iù When the rise of ra 
Uenaliam stayed the fury of persecution, and men could speak 
thole honest thought withoat fear of the stake, the teachers of 
evolution Were still generally considered presumptuous heretics 
audaciously seeking to drive God out of bis universe, Finding 
out In pome little measure how things are made was supposed 
to eliminate the Maker! it was dangerous, therefore, to pursue 
these studies, The Church set herself tooth and nall against the 
new learning; Science was a suspect. and got Into the schools 
only ander restrictions Thus the doctrine of evolution was kept 
from currency for two hundred years after Descartes In a man- 
ner promulgated it—Unity (Chicago).

never did take place and never will take place, The supernatural 
is purely the prodoct of a vivid imagination. Even if there t» 
a God, be is pot above hia laws in nature. It te bigh time that 
we radically changed the whole character of modern culture and 
educatioe, bared ax they are on Biblical premises The study 
of the dead languages and of a subjective philosophy must give 
way to an investigation of the living truths of nature. Popolar 
education must be evtablished on the basis of a knowledge of 
the laws of nature. Modern biology, and especially the Darwinian 
theory, have entirely changed the old views that man le the 
center of eteation, and that sl) things exist oniy for him, It 1# 
now even possible to trace back men and animale to a common 
ancestor, and it ie accordingly Just as rational to claim im 
mortality for the latter aa for the former. How ridiculous that 
the ou of a genius, who if nie later years had entered upon 
his second childhood and whose soul was accordingly not worth 
preserving, should be regarded as Immortal! And mankiod can 
only progress ty setting aside all ideas of the sapernatoral. The 
charge is frequently made against the natural eclences that they 
have robbed men of their ideale, and in the place of Immortality 
and the bope of heaven, given only factories and the social evils 
Thin charge le false, for just in proportion as men give up faith 
iu the beyond will they labor for the good thiogs of this earth, 
It is thle aspect of things that awakens the fooling of fraternal 
love and cooperation among men, as is seen by the phenomenal 
Diexsings that ceeulted from the French Revolution. The keynote 
of modern thought must be the realization of the highest Kood

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THE EVOLUTION OF MODESTY.

Why do people wear clothes? 

To keep themselvés warm, Ask as something bard,” replies 
the Cheerful Idiot, 

“Because Eve ate the apple,” answers the Theological Student, 
Unaware of the fact that the Hible does not tell what the for- 
bidden fruit” waa. 

“Clothing.” remarke the Professor, “tn designed not only to 
Protect the body from extremes of beat and cold but it la also 
intended to conceal certaln parts of the body which decency re 
quires us to keep covered, Therefore clothing la necessary to pre 
serve modesty and enable us easier to repress our animal pro- 
penaltios. It le clothing that distinguishes man from other ani- 
mals. It is the badge of our moral natures. It ls necessary for 
the preservation of morality and the advancement of civiliza» 
tion, Somn savages wear little or no clothing, but all such people 
are little above animals in their ideas of modesty and morality,” 

The Professor voices the generally prevailing sentiment re 
wanting the reason why poople wear clothes. By milllens of per- 
eons nudity is considered leimodest and tde concealment of 
portions of the body with clothing ie regarded as necessary for 
purity of thought and the repression of sexual attraction. Dat, 
paradoxical aa it may em, an examination of the facts in the 
case will prove that the wearlog of clothee—thls inteational con- 
cvalment of parts of the human body—has exactly the opposite 
efect. It follows, then, it thoughts concerning the sexual rela- 
tions are immodest, the wearing of clothes stimulates immodesty. 

“Modesty,” saya Dr, Havelock Ellis, “may be provialonally de 
fined aa an almost instinctive fear prompting concealment, and 
usually centering around the sexual processes.” He refers here 
particularly to sexual modesty, for there are other forme of 
modesty which are closely allied to bashfulnem, coyness, reserve 
and difidence. For instance a modest man ie one who shrinks 
from notoriety or publicity. What I intend to discuss particu- 
larly le sex modesty, which is expressed better by the French 
word pudewr, add not so well indicated by the Engilish word 
pudieity, derived from the Latin word pudeo, which means “I 
am ashamed.” A person may be ashamed of his horse, of his 
country, ete, bat the meaning of pudeo is sexual shame; bence 
we hare the word podenda, meaning the sexual organs, tndicat- 
ing that thèse organs are shameful or are the seat of shame. 
Prom this word pudeo we alto have the word impadent, whicb 
in ite primary sense means shameless but ls now used almost 
exclusively in the sense of immodest, with no reference to sex, 
or as a syponùym for audacious, over-bold, too forward, or of 
the more alangy expressions cheeky, fresh, nervy or full of gall. 

In whatever sense the word modesty fa used it indicates a 
shrinking or reluctant impulse which can hardly be sald to 
amount in all cases to fear. In other words, it ia a sennitive 
regard for the oplolons of other persons. Bat oven this defini: 
tion is not exact, for a person may have a feeling of modesty 
when absolutely alone. There are many persons who cannot 
look upon their own nude bodies without a feeling of shame— 
a footing of velfdisapproval, So tt would seem that modusty 
implies u repagnance to disapproval, whether it be solfdiaap- 
proval or disapproval likely to be Incurred from otherm, At 
bottom, however, it le a repugnance toward selfdisapproval, 
for offen we may aco modest persons bravely and voluntarily 
enduring the disapproval of others, but their ability to do so 
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comes from thelr own eelfapproval. Io fact, such persons are 
the moot genuinely modest, because they are pureminded. Hence 
the saying, To the pure all things are pare.” 

The common idea that clothing le essential to modesty is 
Glaproved by the fact that there are many races of people who 
go absolutely naked and yet are extremely modest. Somerville, 
in the Journal of the Anthropological Institute, 1597, page 394, 
says: “The New Georgians of the Solomon Islands, so low a 
race that they aro ignorant of both pottery and weaving and 
woar only a lolncloth, have the same ideas of what is deceat 
with regard to certain acta and exposures that we ourselves 
have.” 

Klemm says of the Naga women of Assam: “Of clothing 
there was not much to see, but in spite of this 1 doubt whether 
wo could excel them in true decency and modesty, . . . The 
Naga women only cover their breasu They declare that It is 
absurd to cover those parts of the body which everyone has 
been able to see from thelr births, but that it ts different with 
the breasts, which appeared later, and are, therefore, to be cov - 
eted In the presence of strangers the Naga women 
simply cross thelr arms over thelr breasts, without caring much 
what other charms they may reveal to the observer.” 

it may be that the maternal instinct in woman prompts her 
involuntarily to conceal her breasts. Although a partial or ab 
most complete exposure of the breasts is permitted by the 
decollete costumes of fashionable ladies in so-called civilized 
countries, pevertheless the instinct to cover the breast seoms 
to be stronger and more quickly asserted than the instinct to 
conceal any other part of the body. Gessner telis of a womans, 
clothed only in a chemise, who, on belng surprised by the un- 
expected appearance of a mas, quickly caught up the front of the 
garment and covered her breast and face with it, leaving exposed 
all of her person below, And be asserts that this Inelinct to 
cover the breasts ls primary and that the covering of the pubic 
region la the result of second thought. This primary instinct, 
however, he argues, is not the result of a feeling of shame, 
but is s nataral impulse for the protection of the maternal fount. 
Hence be deduces the idea that the senso of shame fs not Innate, 
bat le acquired. This opinion seems to be shared by Stendhal 
wha, in “De Amour,” chapter xxvi, says: “It is clear that 
three parts of modesty are taucht“ And be adds: “The evil 
of modesty ls that It constantly leads to falsebood.” 

it must be apparent to any observer that nakedoem is not 
necessarily associated with a feeling of shame. Every mother 
knows bow natural it te for children to expose thelr persons and 
how diMcult it ls to teach them that they must keep some parts 
of thelr persons concealed. Children are natural Jogicians and 
they see no reason why one part of the body should be concealed 
more than another. To tell them that to expose their persons 
“Ia naughty” or “isn't nico” doos not appeal to thelr Jogical 
minds; they want to know why it le “naughty.” And it Is that 
word “why” which {a a terror to all conventional people. Yet 
that word “why” ta the aymbol of Intellectual progress, the key 
note of the desire for knowledge. The independent mind asks 
why one thing should be permitted and another forbiddes, Those 
enslaved by tradition and convention say: 

“Oure Bot to question why) 
ure bat to do and dir.” 

That ideas of modesty-are not innate, but are the result of 
education and environment, is ubown by the fact that these ideas 
vary in different countries and in diferent periods of time. 
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in a scientific Investigation.” in otber words, proof ts required,

eyviopadia Britannica.) Continuing, Westermarck says: “Even * 


in thoes rare cases where a connection between tattooing and 
totemism undoubtedly etzt, we can not be sure whether this 
connection ta bot secondary. At present tattooing ts everywhere 
regarded exclusively, or almost exclusively, as a means of decora- 
tion, and Cook states oxpressly that, in the South Sea Islands, 
at the time of thelr discovery, it was In no way connected with 
religion. Nor can 1 agree with Mr. Spencer that tattooing and 
other kinds of mutilation wero practiced originally as a means 
ot expreesing subordination to a dead ruler or a god. Equally 
without evidence is Mr. Colquboan's opinion that the cestom 
originated in the wish either to make a man more fearful ia 
battle, or to render the body invulnerable by the tattooing of 
carmen It. . » T do not deny, either, that men may some 
times paint their bodies in order to inspire their enemies with 
fear iu tutte, or that the use of red ochre and fst is good as 
a defense against changes of weather, Ates and mosquitoes. Nev- 
ertheless, tt soems to be beyond doubt that men and women bè- 
xan to ornament, mutilate, paint and tattoo themselves chiefly 
tm order to make themeeclves attractive to the opposite sex—that 
they might court successfully, or be courted. It is noteworthy 
that in all parts of the world the desire for selfdecoration ts 
wmrongest at the beginning of the age of puberty.” 

Whea Mertens asked the natives of Lokusor what was the 
meaning of tattooing, one of them answered: “It has the same 
object as your clothes-—tbat is to please ihe women.” 

Facta soem to prove that sexual etlectlon, which plays euch 
an important part in evolution and the perpetuation of life, 
originated modesty. it this theory is true, modesty must be 
found in other animals besides man. It das beon observed 
that birds of prey bide themselves to drink, because they are 
obliged to plunge thelr beads under water. Birds of gay pium- 
age evince a pense of ubame after moulting. Coquetry, which 
fe a form of modesty, is a common occurrence among dogs and 
many other animale. 

“It is hard to God all the causes of modesty and shame,” 
remarked Stanley Hall and Allin In the Americas Journal of 
Paychology, 3497, page 14, “but it is certain that very much of 
what ta beet in religion, art, and life owes ite charm to tbe 
progremwlvéely widening irradiation of sexual (celing. Perhaps 
the reluctance of the female frst longcirceited the exquisite sen- 
sations conpocted with sexanal organs and acts to the aatics of 
animals and himan conrtehip, while restraint Bad the pyst 
ological function of developing the colors, plumes, excessive 
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activity and exuberent Je of the palrine anon. To keep oem 


taln parte of the body covered irradiated the e of Deasty 
to eyes, hair, face, complexion, dress, form, etr, while masy 
savage dances, costumes, and postures arr irradiations of the 
vernal act.“ d 
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rooster, the turkey gobbler or the ery stallion His female” 
mate oxhibita the coquetry, coyners and siliring mitances and 
retreats which Audubon so well described io n parenge regard 
ing the courtahip of skylarka 

Bo with regard to the decoration of the ively, as by tattoo 
fag, palotiog, or the wearing of fine clothew, wen and women 


seem to be impelled by a natural impulee to mahe thomselres st 
tractive, That this is part of the natural function of sexual 
selection is proved by the facts that childrru pay more attention 
to thelr personal appearance after reaching the wer of puberty, 
aod that the gay plumage of birds and the handsome coats of 
otbor animals are moans to attract the opposite sex. Grant 
Alles, in “The New Hedonism.” says: 

“Every lovely object in organic nature owes ite lovelicess 
direct to sexual selection. The whole aethetic senee in anima 
had this for ite origin. Every spot on the feathery wings of 
butterflies was thus produced; every eye on the gorgeous glancing 
plumage of the pracock, The bronze and golden beetles, the 
ashing blue of the dragonfly, the brilliant colors of tropical 
moths, the lamp of the glow-worm, the gleaming light of the 
firefly in the thicket, spring from the same source. The infinite 
variety of crest and gorget among the Iridescent hamming birds; 
the glow of the trogon, the barbets among the palm-blossome; 
the exquisite plumage of the birde of paradise; the balland- 
socket ornament of the argus pheasant; the jufinite hum of 
parrot and macaw; the strange bill of the gaudy toucan, asd 
the crimson wattles of the turkey, tell one story. 

“The un birds deck themselves for their courtehip In ruby 
and topaz, in chrysoprase and sapphire. Even the antlers of 
Geer, the twisted horna of antelopes, and the groceful forms or 
dappled coats of zo many other mammals have been developed 
ia like manner by sexual selection. The very fieh in the ma “ 
show similar results of esthetic preferences. The butterfly Gos 
of the gurmard and the courting colors of the stickieback have 
bot one explanation. 

“I need not elaborate this point: Darwin ha» already made it 
familiar to most of us. Throughout the animal world, almost 
every beautiful hue, almost every decorative adjunct is trace 
able ta these ‘lower’ passions, Animale are pleasing to the eye 
Just in proportion to the amount of wethetlc selection that thelr 
mates have exercised upon them; and they are mast pleasing 
ot all when most sexually vigorous, especially at the culminat- 
tng polot of the pairing season. Tennyson's familiar lines gain 
a pew meaning when wo read them thus, an (ilustrating the per 
sistent thread of connection betwen the wethetic pensò in man 
and animals;

* “Oddly enough, the mame thing le true, against all prob 
ability, in the world of plante And it is the same with fruits, 
he mays. And then be adds significantly: “The coarse Puritas 
train, accustomed do envisage tex as something to be ashamed 
of, will object at once in its prarient way: ‘How horrid to think 
that iu frult and flower certain minds can see nothing but um 
deriving sexuality!’ In sober truth, the horridness lien all the 
other way—la looking upon vex, the mother of all things, as 
gross and degraded.” 

These quotations fairly prove, It seems to me, that natural 
decoration ja dat to sexual selection, the most beautiful crea 
tures belng the most moccecsful in securing mates, thereby giving 
beauty to their offspring as an inheritance. in mort animals 
and birds, however, the males are the moet gally decorated. 
Why, then, ts It that among the buman societies, females are 
considered the west vain and fond of fine apparel? 

Investigation proves that women are not, by nature, more 
vain and fond of fine attire than men are, Among savage and 
barbarous peoples men are more given to decoration and adorm 
ment of thelr persons than women are. This le due to the fact 
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that the men do the courting and therefore they seek to make 
themselves attractive to the women. in civilization, however, 
the women are economically dependent upon men and it fa to 
thelr interest to secure husbands; hence they bodeck themselves 
in finery in order to make themselves attractive to men. It le 
no refutation of thie opinion to call altention to the fact that 
women who are ¢conomirally independent and those whe care 
nothing for men—such aa “bachelor giris” who are celibates from 
choice—are also “good drresers.” Thie feemingly incongruous 
fact le due to natural imitation and a jove of beauty, which, as 
Grant Allen has shown, is the inheriied result of selection on 
the part of their ancestors 

instead of the custom of «raring clothes originating from 
a sonso of shame at the eaposure of the person, it appears that 
the sense of shame is due in great measure to the wearing of 
clothes, IE Crawford Angus, who spent many years in Centyal 
Africa, writes! “It has been my experience that the more naked 
the people and the more to i» obscene and shameless in their 
manners And custome, the more moral and strict they are in 
matters of sexcal Intercourse,” We describes the ceremony of 
initiating girls at paberty and adds: “The whole matter is looked 
upon as a matter of course, and not as a thing to be avbamed 
of or to hide, and being thus openly treated of and no secrecy 
made about it, you find in this tribe that the women are very 
virtuous, They know from the frst all that is to be known, and 
cannot eee any reason for secrecy concerning natural tawe or 
the powers and tenen that have been giren them from birth.” 

Clement of Alexandria, one of the fathers of the Christian 
Chareh, wrote In bin “Pxdagogus,” near the end of the second 
century: “Women will searce strip naked before their own hus 
bands, affecting a plausible pretense of modesty, but any others 
who may wish may see them at home shut up in thelr own 
taths. . . . The ancient athletes,” he continues, “ashamed 
fo exhibit a man naked, preserved thelr modesty by goling 
through the contest in drawers; but these women, divesting 
themselves of their modesty along with their chemise, wish to 
appear beautiful, bat contrary to thelr wish are simply proved 
to be wicked." Quoting thie pasrage from Clement, Count Car 
anova, à century ogo, remarked that “modesty, which seems so 
much mare deeply rooted in women, oniy resides lu the lines 
that covers them, and vanishes when it vanishes” The same 
Idea la given expression by Chancer, In his “Wife of Bath's 
Prologue.” where he says: 


“ the sayir a wrinao cost Dir whem asap. 
When khe ensi of hir simot ~= 


As late as tho middle ot the seventeenth century nudity was 
common among the people of some parts of Ireland and with it 
was associated no thought of shame. Fynes Moryson, in hin 
“[tinerary,” part ili, book lii, chapter v. speaking of a visit to 
Cork In 1617, says: “I have seen with these eyes, young maids 
stark naked grinding corn with certain stones to make cakes 
thereof 

He tells of a Bohemian baron, just come from the north of 
Ireland, who “told me in great earnestners that he, coming to 
the house of Ocane, a great lord among them, was met at the 
door with elxteen women, all naked excepting thelr loose 
mantles; whereof eight or ten were very fair, and two seemed 
very nymphs; with which strange sight his eyes being dazzled 
they led bien into the boure, and then, sitting down by the fire 
with cromed lege like tailors, and to Jow as could not but offend 
chaste eyes, desired him to set down with them. Soon after 
Ocane, the lord of the country, came In. all naked excepting a 
loose mantle, and shoes, which he put off as soon as be caine 
in, and entertaining the baron after bis best manner la the 
latin tongue, desired him to put off his apparel, which he 
thought to be a burthen to him, and to zit naked by the fire with 
this naked company. fut the baron . . . for shame durst 
not put of bis apparel.” 

That nudity is more chaste and less stimolating to the sexual 
passions than a partly draped human form ts attested by the 
pictures and statuary in any art gallery. Wives of missionaries 
among savages, at frat shocked by the scanty garments of the 
natives, soon become accustomed to it avd go among them with 
no feeling of shame. Their own moral teaching. however, makes 
them oftentimes insist that the savages shall wear clothing, and 
thereby they unwittingly arouse a sense of shame where cone 
existed before. — 

* Nakedness must appear quite natara! whero all go nade, Wal- 


lace, In Bis Travels on the Amar.“ says: “Thero Is far 
more lmmoderty in the transparent and fesh-colored garments of, 
our, state dancers than in the perfect nudity of these daventore 
of the forest.” 

Rowley, in his “Africa Unveiled.“ says: “When the sight 
becomes accustomed to the absence of raiment, yolr sense of 
propriety ix far lose offended than In England, where ample 
clothing le made the vehicle for asserting defiance, If not of 
actual law, sl Bn tcc eas feelings of the more virtuous 
part of the community.” 

Captain Snow, after bis opaka among the Fusgians, 
wrote: “More harm, I think, is done by tale modesty—ty 
covering and pertty clothing—than by the truth la nature ab 
ways appearing os it ia intermingling with savages of wild 
lands who do not clothe gires oot, I believe, lens impure aud 
sensual feelings than the merely mixing with society of a higher 
kind.” 

Havelock Ellis, “Paychology of Sex.” vol. il, page 37, says 
that “modesty is in Ite origin Independent of clothing, that 
physiological! modesty takes precedence of anatomical modesty, 
and that the primary factors of modesty were prolably developed 
long before the discovery of elthor ornaments or garments” 

The truth of thie obeervation depends on what Dr. Eliis 
means by the word modesty. The word as groeraliy used. is 
vague and almost imporsdble to define because modatty ls an 
expression of a composite of numerous and complex emotions 
and it is perhaps impossible, or almost sà, to Mentify all of these 
emotions, Undoubtedly selfconsclousne’s Ia the base of the feel. 
log of modesty, as it ie of all other feclings Feeling of any 
kind implies courcioueness of that feeling and at the came time 
consciousness of wif, So, although self-conaclousness le the com- 
mon starting polat of all our feelings, Wis fact sheds no light 
on the psychological process dy which our feelings are differ 
entiated or diversified. This difctentiation is due to the fact 
that all organisms tend to adapt themselves to their environ 
ments and that this tendency to adaptation is medifed and 
greatly influenced by, and haa Ite root fn, the still stronger 
tendency to continga existence—the desire to live, the struggle 
for existence. 

Sensation undoubtedly exists before consclousness, bat foet 
ing implies u consciousness of sensation, Whea the legs of a 
frog are cut off the muscles may be made to contract by the ap 
plication of electricity to the nerves or by pricking the muscles 
with a needle. Physiologists call this refer action, but the re 
fex action would not occur it the nerves were not sensitive to 
the stimulus applied. it cannot be id, however, that the legs 
of the frog feel the paln, for that would be the samo as saying 
that the frog's legu are conscious. The photographer's dry plate 
te sensitive to the stimulus of tight, bot the dry plate does not 
fec This carries sensation beck to matter and force. Force 
sete matter in motion; therefore matter te sensitive to force. 

With the consciousness of sensation come the feelings of 
pleasure and palin. Admitting that sexus) selection ts a dominat- 
ing factor in the evolution of the species, it follows that there 
must be an impulse In sexed organisms to render themselves 
sexually attractive, When Intelligence ts anroclated with this 
impulse the creature discovers that sexual desire ls stimulated 
to a degree by obstacies to ite gratification, This da shown In 
many Inetances by an apparent reluctance on the part of the 
female, and right there seems to be the origin of modesty. 

The natural reluctance, originating as a etimulant of sexual 
desire. sometimes becomes Intensified Into a genuloo repugeance 
to sexual association, Where this repagnance is overcome by 
force the offspring tend to litherit the repagtance. Dat amociated 
with the feeling of repognance Is also the inherited desire, The 
confilct of these two feelings tends tò develop modesty sun 
further. Thus it is known that there are many persons who 
bave strong sexual desire associated with u potion that there ts 
something wrong In gratifying it or in even harboring the desire. 
This, I think, explains what Dr. Ellis means by physiological 
modesty, the primary factors of which “were developed long 
before the discovery of either ornamest or garment." In other 
words, modesty originally was mere reluctance, probably at drat 
due to lack of desire, but afterwards utilized to stimulate desire, 

Primitive man undoubtedly had his residence in * peor 
regions, where clothes were unnecessary. Long after he bad 
discovered the attractiveness of decorations, perbaps Srat by

He may be with us now. When people leave the mortal it does 
not follow thet they heave earth's conditions. They are still 
Interested In friends and what is going on here, I knew Train 
well; he woul shake banda with me after he bad given up 
doing so with others, for, sald he, ‘you visited me In prison, and 
attended my trial 

“He loved children, who gathered around him in the park, 
where ho fed the birds, and talked to the children, A grand and 
spiritual man, much better than those who persecuted bim. 


“Ida Craddock—tbat brave, pure woman «ho wanted to 
make the race better—was hounded to ber death by ‘howe wBo 
were far beneath her, for writing and publishing two emall 
pamphlets called “The Wedding Nicht’ and Nicht Marital Liv 
ing’—pampblets which If read before marriage and teed up to, 
would soon show an Imptoved humanity, Thal ene + 14 be 
imprisoned, as she was, for any offense, In puch Vile dens, Alet 
with vermin: sot a hook or nall on which to hang a sarment: 
plumbing out of order; the cot having an iron bar erro it 
so that one could not be comfortable in any position «heuld 
call for indignation meetings throughout our land 

“I corresponded with her before and after ber im arcera 
tion, and have not presented the case to you in Dalf ite hideous 
neas, an she detailed it to me. A pore woman who would have 
been a mrior to humanity it allowed to contiaue her work— 
calied to by higher Intelligences. 

“With a true knowledge of the laws of our being, the sex 
act which begets an immortal woul, entered into with a lovet 
one for that purpose, or to quicken the spiritual, the Intellectual, 
and to round out a grander manhood and womanhood- should 
not’ be looked upon as obecene, but as a sacramental act. When 
thus understood, men and women will not debase themseives 
aa tow, wasting thelr life forces, but will retain thee forces 
to build up a better physical, intellectual and spiritual condition 
for themecives as well as to beget children who are worth raleing 
—welcome, desirod, love children. 

“Not numbers but quality de needed, President Rooswrell 
to the contrary notwithstanding.”

THE LAW AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 

The morning atter President McKinley wae assassinated, 
there came a quick cry from the people all over the country 
against tbe liberty of speech. Thie impatient cry bas sincè ae 
sumed definite expression In a law enacted by Congres againet 
the admission iato thie country, among others, of persona who 
advowate the overthrow of organized government, As formulated, 
the law leaves to the American citizen all the freedom of speech 
which he has hitherto enjoyed, bat it denies the same freedom 
to an allen seeking shelter on our shores, 

Some weeks ago, John Turner, au Englishman, upon bis 
arrival bere, was seized by our government and sent to Ellis 
island, where be is now detained as a prisoner. The objection 
against Joba Turner is that he advocates the abolition of all e> 
tablished governments, and le a bellever in the Anarchist theory 
of society, A mass meeting was held the oiber day in Cooper 
Union, to protest against thie action of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

We base po sympathy with the propaganda of Anarchism. 
We belleve In law and order at any price. Had laws, or a wretch 
edly incompetent govérnihent, even, would not, in our opinion, 
justify a return to the wild and lawless state of barbarism. Of 
course the Anarchists do not advocate bartariem, bug it would 
ba dificult to preserve the benefits of civilization without an 40 
elation of some kind, It ie not sensiblo to go too far, under the 
plea that we are only following the logic of liberty to iv com- 
elasion. Even Mert has ite limitations, “The excess of civili- 
ration,” sald the French philosopher, “le barbarism." It waa 
our own Emerson who sald “All appetites are in excess;” and 
he could easily bave added that all suffering ts boru of the 
exaggerated appetites of men, It would be foolish to argue 
that there can be no intemperance in liberty, That will depend 
upon what we mean by liberty. We are free to think and speak 
and act as we choose, provided there d a limitation upon our 
freedom: provided we do not prevent others from doing the 
tame. The freedom of all, then, de a restraint upon the freedom 
of the Individual, it could not very well be otherwise, unless 
we go back to the woods and throw civilization to the dogs. To 
protest against this social restraint upon our individual freedom 
— ie to ask for too much freedom, or, as Emerson would say, 
“It is to have our appetites in excess.” 

Bat our government has erred, from the beet motives, we are 
sure, for we are not of those who think that patriotism consists 
in always finding fault With one’s country—our government has 
erred Ip secking to exclude from the country, by force, an alien, 
for tho opinions which he holds and the frankness with which be 
gives expression to them. What is John Turner's crime? He 
does not belleve in government. But & we can allow people to 
deny God, why not extend the same courtesy to tbose who deny 
the king or the Republic? Would not the government become 
fearfally despotic, It it could suppress all criticism of iet? It is 
true of government as It is òf men, that “he who will have no 
judge but himself, condemnes himself.” No one should be at i> 
erty to preach violence as a means of making converts. Such a 
course would be the negation of liberty, Bat to suppress intel- 
Jectual opinions, about or against the government, and the {ree 
expression of them, je a species of violence. If a government re 
sorts to violence, it la sure to eet a bad example to the people 
Not only is it true that persecuting a cause helps to popularize it, 
but It also encourages the spirit of persecution. If gentleness and 
justice lu rulers beget gentleness and justice In the people. vio 
lence In goverpora provokes violence in the governed. Nihilism 
is a child of Russian dospotiam. The best remedy for the eile 
Sowing from liberty le—more liberty. We do not delleve in the 
papacy any more than John Turner doos in government, acd we 


shoold both be free to say mo as long as neither of us advocates 
that elther the papacy or the government should be forcibly de- 
prived of its right to exist. We do not exclude the Turk nor the 
Ruselen for believing in the divine right of klage Why should 
we deny the same asylum to an Englishman who believes in no 
government? 

ut thie extreme and regrettable action on the part of our 
government ts the effect of the violence and bloodshed indulged 
io by certain anarchista, who under the least provocation lose 
thelr heads, and forget that to kill in the name of liberty te not 
any the less a crime. To murder the representatives of the peo 
ple, not In open war, but in secret and without warning, because 
they do not agree with us, is lotolerably stupid as well as wicked. 
The cause of civilization le compromised by people whose sppe- 
tites are in excess They help to bring about a reversion of 
feeling in the minds of the people against the sacred cause of 
liberty. They alienate the sympathies of the friends of progresa, 
and give to the croskers and charlatans, to the reactlonists 
and conservatives, an opportunity to step in and block the more 
ment of ideas, 

We earnestly hope that our country will pot follow the ex- 
ample of Russia. She is too great and too strong to be either 
fearful or suspicious. It is one of the glories of England, that 
during ber South African war, pro hoer meetings were held in 
London, at which the government was openly and vigorously de 
pounced. It is also one of the glories of America, that during the 
war against the Filipinos, our people were at liberty to hold 
meetings to criticize the administration and to express sympathy 
with our enemies. Such freedom of speech would be impossible 
in Russia or Austris, or even in Germany. Only a governmeot 
conscious of Ite strength could be so generous, Let not America 
jower heracif in the esteem of her loyal children. It le suicidal 
to wake war upon the liberty of speech. It ls folly to persecute 
opinions.—Liberal Review.

WHO SHOULD DO THE CHOOSING? 

if i bave read Lucifer intelligently for the past seven or 
eight years, the prevalling opinion among sex reformers in re 
ward to heredity and race improvemeot is that woman Is the 
race ballder, the race preserver, the transmitter of qualities; 
that sho ie the soll from which springe the race and from which 
the race receives Its character, while man acts simply as a fer- 
rer for the “seed of the woman,” an agent through which ls 
begun the process of quickening, unfolding and developing the 
life which already existed In the seed, somewhat as the rain and 
sun act upon the grain In the soll of Mother Farth. 

It seems to me an incongruity that, side by side with the 
contention that tho mother, and not the father, transmits charac- 
ter to the child, we bave Lucifers proposed remedy for race 
deficlency—viz.: That woman be freed from all legal, social and 
religious Interference tu the matter of selecting a father for ber 
child. Why not, Instead, guarantee the man freedom from all 
restraint In the selection of a mother for bie child, it it is from 
her, and got him. that the child is to receive the qualities that 
make for ite own happiness and the betterment of society? It 
certainly will dot be denied that the human male is equally Inter 
ested with the female in the happiness and well-being of bis 
progeny, and would be quite as likely as she to be governed by 
such desiderats in the choice of a sex-mate, If the mother Is 
the soll whose character predetermines the strength or weakness, 
the perfection or imperfection of the fruit, then it would seem 
that any sort of a quickening agent, or father, would answer 
the esaential purpose, but that the main care should be to select 
the right kind of soll, or mother, from which to grow this fruit.

Castom Jong continced acquires the force of an Imperative 
law. "In climates where clothing Was necessary to keap the body 
Warm it often came to be belleved that clothing was the proper 
covering for the body and that there was something Jtisgraceful 
un being teen In a primitive stato of nakedness. There have been 
found some exceptions to this rule, however. There are some 
Eskimo tribes which wear abondant clothing and yet men, women 
and children exyore themselves saked in their bots with so 
feeling of shame. 

The clove antociation of clothing with modesty I» shown 
by the fact that no matter how scanty it may be ite removal 
causes, among some peoples, a senje of shame. The Anda: 
nete women who wear merely a toll of leaves suspended from 
ide back of the girdle are co moest that they will not renew 
them In the presence of ove another. Ip ancient Samos, Turner 
ways. the only necessary garment for a man of women was an 
apron of leaves, but they pomtersed sò delicate a sense of pro 
priety that even while bathing they wore a girdle of leaves or 
some other coverlog round the waist. On the other band, among 
the Maoris, whore climate makes abundant clothing necessary, 
men and women, boys and girls, with mo feeling of lmpropriety, 
strip thomectves and swim together. Among the Japanese, albo, 
untl quite recent), it was a common thing for men and women 
to bathe together In a astute of complete nudity. Western in- 
Auen has checked thie custom to a great extent, but it still 
prevails in many parts of Japan. 

Captain Hunter, speaking of a Port Jackron woman who 
was atéolutely nude, sald: “There ls such an air of innocence 
about her that clothing scarcely appears necessary.” 

H. H. Joheston observes of the Wachaga tribe: “We should 
be apt to call, from our point of ew, their nakedness and al 
most unconsciousness of shame indelicate, bat it te rather, When 
oné gets used to It, a pleasing survival of the old innocent days 
when prurient thoughts were absent from the mind of man,” 

With all ber own exalted potions of personal modesty, what 
refined and cultivated Amorican woman would approve of the 
suggestion to drape Powers’ statue of the Greek Slave? 

In his work on “Wild Races of Southeastern India,” page 349, 
Lewin says: “Troe modesty Hes in the abeonce of thought on 
the sfldject.” 

The young girl who enters a hospital to become a trained 
puree soon learns to asalet in surgical operations performed by 
male physicians where the secret parts of the patient are ex- 
posed to view, and yot no thought of shame enters her mind. In 
her awo personal conduct, however, she may be, and in fact al- 
most Invariably is, as sirict an observer of the conventional code 
of wodesty aa any other young Woman. 8e it le with many 
women who pose as artists models. They have bo thought of 
immodesty in the presence of the artist alone, but If a stranger 
should enter the room the mode! would endeavor to conceal 
herself, Before the stranger entered the room her nudity was 
a matter of which she was barely conscious, or af least to which 
she gave no thought at poxalbie impropriety, The entrance of 
the stranger aroused ber consclousnors of her nudity and awak- 
ened her dormant sense of shame. Hut if exposure of the female 
person to a porson of the opposite sex de in itself elftmeful, why 
abould she feel no shame whea posing tor the artist and yet be 
overcome with confusion when aba lecame aware that another 
man was Jooking at her? Ie it bot because with the arousing 
ot her consciquaneas of bor nudity there sre many other com- 
plex emotions aroused which whelm ber with confusion? 

There was no immoderty in her posing for the artist. On 
the contrary there was abvolute modesty, because modesty is a 
state of the mind, and is perfectly conelatent with nudity so 
long aș no feoling of impropriety ty aesoclated with the nudity. 


Sbe bad become accustomed to posing for the artist and had 
become convinced that be entertained do disreepect for her on 
account of her nakedness, With regard to the opinion of the 
stranger, there was in her mind a feeling of uncertainty. to pay 
the least, If not a positive conviction that he woul! rraerd her 
as immodest. Her modesty asserted liseli, thereforr, in the 
form of fear of his disapproval 

Strange aa it may seem, this reluctance to bring en caked 
may exist among women who make no pretense tv chastity, It 
is not uncommon among professional prostitutes Lombros», fa 
“La Donna Delinquente,” says prostitufes often make xreater 
resistance to physical examination by physicians than |» own 
by respectable women. Yet it cannot be sald thet the prostitute 
therefore le more modest than her respectable zie t for, ast 
have sald, modesty is a state of the mind, and excessive prudish. 
ness almost invariably is an indication of Immoirst thoughts 
Dr. Holder mentions the refnctance to examination by physicians 
shown by women of the Crow tribe of Indiane in Montana and 
adda: “Their modesty would not be $o strikiog were ii not that, 
almost to a woman, the females of this tribe are prostiintes.” 

It eme to me, however, that modesty js hardly the proper 
word to ure in this instance. There women certainly have jittie 
modesty, but in place of it le an unreasonable prudishners 
Somewhat related to it is the feeling of reluctance which many 
educated and refined women feel towarts dlecoesine rexon! mat 
tera with thelr daughters and giving Information concerning 
their natural functions. Thie feeling le Inherited to soma degree 
and is due In pert to false education. It ia gratifying to know 
that this false notion of modesty le fast disappearing among 
sensible women and that there is an increasing sentiment among 
them in favor of giving their daughters ful! instructions regard: 
ing their natural fonctions. In fact, prodichores on euch mat- 
tera between mother and daughter bas come to be regarded br 
many sensible people as being as absurd as the custom of a 
generation ago of avoiding the ure of the word ler“ always 
calling it a umb.“ 

Dr. Helen Kennedy, after a study of 125 American high 
school girls, wrote: Thirty giris in thie high schoo! passed 
into wemanbood with no knowledge whatever, from « proper 
source, of all that makes them women. Thirty-nine were probably 
not much wiser, for they stated they had rocetvod some inetruc- 
tion, bat had not talked freely on the matter, From the fact 
that the carious giri did not talk freely on what naturally ia- 
terested her, it ts possible abe was put of with a few words as 
to personal care, and a reprimand for her curiosity. l than 


balf of the giris felt free to talk with thelr mothers of this most 
Important matter,” 


With such false education, or lack of education, in girlhood, 
de it any wonder that sò many women, sensible In other matters. 
regard prudishness as essential to modesty? 

Lack of space in this little pamphlet necessarily compels a 
very enperficlal consideration of the phenomena of modesty, 
prediehness and shame. I have mentioned only some of their 
most apparent phases. That there le anything vile or unclean in 
the normal exercler of the sexual functions seems to me to be 
utterly repugnant to reason and the facts in nature. Out of this 
notion of vileness arises, not charming and captivating modesty, 
but ite baso counterfeit, prudishoess Gentine modesty is a factor 
which gives to Jove a great port of ite piqvancy and charm. It 
is au admirable in Doth woman and man as prudishnese de dis 
gusting and hideous, Steeihal, in “De l'Amour,” says: 

“It te modesty that gives to love the ald of Imagination and. 
in so doing, imparts Ife to it . . . To a timid and tender 
woman there oaght to be no greater tortare than to allow her 
volt in the presence of u man something Which she thinks she 
ought to blush at. f am convinced that a proud woman would 
prefer a thousand deaths. A slight liberty taken on the tender 
side by the man she loves gives è woman « moment of keen 
pleasure. but If he has the alr of Dlaming her for it, or only of 
bot enjoying it with transport, an awful doubt must be left in 
ber miod. For a woman above the vulgar level there le, then. 
everything to be gained by very reserved manners. The play 
de not equal, She hazards against a slight pleasure, or against 
the advantage of appearing a little amiable, the danger of biting 
remorse, and a feeling of shame which must render even the 
lover lees dear, An evening paved mally and thoughtlesaly, 
without thinking of what comes after, in dearly paid at this 
price, The sight of a lover with whom one fears that one has 
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bad this kind of wrong must bocome cdivus fur several deys. 
Can one be surprined at the force of a babit the slightest Is- 
fractions of which are punished with such atrocious shame? 

“An to the utility of modesty. it la the mothet of love. As 
to the meehanlam of the footing, nothing de simpler, The mind 
te albeorted in feeling same inetead of belng oecupted with de 
site Desires are forbidden, and dealres lead to actions Tt 
je evident? that every tender and proud woman-aod these two 
things, being cause and effect, naturally go logether—must con- 
tract babite of coldness which the people whom she disconcerts 
onl) pradery. The power of modesiy in eo great that a tender 
woman betrays heraclf with ber lever rather ly deede than by 
words. The evil of modesty is that it cometantly lends to false 
hood.” 

Women are frequently Mamed by men whe cannot under 


stand why they ary tete tent to exprem freely thelr sentiments 
in jave This precaution le not only natural, but it meets the 
thocone’ approval of calm fearon. Man le the natural wooer 
atl |! too often happens that be misrepresents bls roal feelage 


to the woman in order to win her, Where there is one man 
who afterwards respects the woman who shows a prompt willing 
pass to yield to ble advances, therw are dozena, If not hundreds, 
who will deeplee her, or esteem her Mabtty, for it. Woman may 
have ae murch right ae man to make the advances, yet the fact 
remains that the vast majority of men bave no strong snd tast 
ing regard for women who arè too easily won. Man, as a rule, 
does not appreciate a woman's love unless it requires some effort 
to wie it, Ii de dyubtiess true albo that there ate some men 
who do not appreciate it even when they have won it through 
great ofort. These facts have existed in nature through count 
joss ages and from that experience repeated from generation to 
xenoration woman has acquired an inherited knowledge of the 
value of a show of reststance to the wooer. And that experience 
is stili goling on. Women are deceived and betrayed every day 
umi others after them continue to give thelr conQdence to men 
who are unworthy of . Preraution, therefore, in aa advisable 
for a woman in matters of the affections aa it te natural, 

tu conclusion, and in support of my assertion that man bs 
the natural wooer, 1 quote the following from an article on 
“Love and Death,” written by the eminent churchman and acter: 
Ust. De. St. George Mivart, who was excommunicated from the 
Roman Catholle Church, shortly before bin death, by Cardinal 
Vaughan: 

“For untold ages our animalcules lived and increased by 
flexion in perpetual vigor, vexiess and immortal. But in time 
some pairs would meet and blend Into one, gaining strength and 
regeneration by thin process, which le known in science as 
‘conjugation,’ and which in the Initiation of the sexual process, 
or first Incarnation of Aphrodite.

These, of course, bwionged to the king The roads were the 
"kings highways.” used only by Miet. bie courtiers, Bia sol- 
diers or by those who obtained the licg’s perailesian ty tise them 

Tu the course of time. however, the people wrested from the 
king the rade and postoffice system, claiming the right to the 
frev use of thene without paying tribute te any ene, 

Dat while the powrr over the roads aud the postal servion te 
no jonger in the bande of the hereditary monarch, there has 
arteen of late years 4 sew kind of King, the “Almighty Dollar, 
who now with hie courtiers reigna mipreme, not only in the 
postoMice, but lu all other tranches of what ought to be the peo 
ples government. Hence the suppression of reform papers, 
through anjust discriminations by the Postmaster General and 
hla apeitants, 

As jong ago as twenty years | was told that oe article eriti- 
ising odiureely the people of wraltt could be published in any 
paper of mote in New York City. 

In Meshtebarg. Cal. a frieod, à Freethinker, complained to 
mo that his articles were not published as he wrote them, and 
that ben be tod ide alitor he would not write more for bie 
paper if bie articles could not appear ae written, the editor sald 
he wae etoomfingly sorry, bat that the matier must pass througii

HUMAN PROGRESS DUE TO SOCIAL HEREDITY. 

In an ardele in Loeifer No 1005 on "Spencers Social 
Piilosephys R- M. Kerr sare: “Kverything rests on one ae 
simption, if muat bo Sipps» that oir habite and custome, 
wequited during oar tive can be trovnenitinl by bereits te vur 
dewondante Without thie aerawulation by heredity each man 
would start just where bis father aid.” 

This in the vital error of bie argument, Human progress 
‘loce not depend upon plyaleal heredity, bat upon what may be 
termed social heredity, That certale fendencies and physical 
capabilities are transmitted by descent le true, But by far the 
ereatest effect of the stop in aivance whioh the father and 
mother have made ls transmitted by them to their child after 
the latter's birth through the forou of example and teaching. 
While physical characteristics or improvements can be transmit 
lod only from two persons to their offenring. the results of social 
advancement come to a rising generation from every one with 
whom they are brought in contact or who can influence their 
lives or thoughts, 

It has the capacity for transmitting social progress which 
has led to the énormowa différeatiation In the human as die 
tinguished from the other animals, it might be that the capacity 
for building dams and the knowledge how to Willd them ts trans 
foltted solely by beredity among the beavers, although It seems 
likely that even they learn from what they see of work already 
dane But the Brooklyn bridge was not balit by inherited in- 
stinets; it de the result of social progress transmitted by mathe 
matics and the mecbaniea) arte, 

Biology le useful in indicating the probable course of physi- 
cal development, but biology is only one part of eoclology. The 
question ax to how we acquired our present physical shapes and 
powers is of much lesu importance to us than the question as to 
how we can improve our social relationships and thereby add 
to our individual happiness The human race has apparentiy 
reached a stage in evolution where it adapts itself to environ- 
mente by means of mental processes which Invent axternal mide, 
rather than through changes In physical structure. 

It is worth noting that from a biologica) standpoint Herbert 
Speaver at the age of eight was one of the untit. Had he been 
bent to a public bool and allowed to grow up with aa little 
training as most chidren receive, be would probably have been 
an average {ndividual, The training be received, more than bis 
physical structura, made bim a great philosopher.

One was William Morris, the Social 
ist, Froe Lover and street corner orator; the other was Algernon 
Charlee Swinborne, Hepublican, Athelet and Free Lover, | do 
not know it the position was offered to either, although it was 
currently reported that it had been tendered to Morris, who was

neither of them was appointed, and the office was left varant for 
several years. 

in a recent article in the Frankfurter Zeitung, one of the 
best German papers, It was stated that the contemporary English 
writers best known in Germany were Rudyard Kipling.

No man has lotely been more prominent in Uritheh tense 
than Sir Oliver Lodge, who invented wireless telegraphy, and has 
been very active in the investigation of radium. Like Wallace, 
be i» a Socialist. and the same is true of Havelock Katte and 
Karl Pearson 

No went Engilish painter nas teen more conspicuous than 
Harne den Like ble friend. Willlam Morris, be was a stanch 
Sovlwliat 

The most eminent men in the intellectual world of Italy are 
Lomleuro and Ferri in selence, und Gabriel D Angunzie in litera 
ture. All theee are Socialists. and the last two are Socialist 
members of Parliament 

The two great minds of Rusia are Tolstoi and Kropotkin 
Noth are Anarchists 

Norway has two great men of letters, Ibsen and Mjornson, 
deen le an Anarchist aud Bjorneon a Socialist 

The only eminent man of letters In Germany iè Hermann 
Sudermann ilis Views on the sex question seem to reeembie 
those of Lucifer very closely, Germany hae many good men 
af mwivace, bul probably the two mosi conspicuous are Haeckel 
amt Weismann. Welemann te not, 1 think, a conscious revoluy 
tlonist, although he le a great unvosectoue one Haeckel la 
possibly the most rabld of all living Secularista. 

George Brandes, the most eminent writer of Denmark, also 
agrees with Lucifer on the sex question and has many other 
advaneest views 

The only recent French author of world-wide (awe was Zola

and Free Lover, aud the ecluntific work of Romanes was very 
helpfal to Seculariem.

pent to Sense and Mteratute in the United States. Howells is

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THE BACK TRACKS OF EVOLUTION. 

Those curious and not infrequent instances in which ances 
tral traits crop oùt u plant or animal have been noted as studied 
by many naturalists, says the Literary Digest. Sometimes they 
amount simost to the eubstitation of regression for progress, 
and seem to form distinct exceptions to the usual law of orderly 
development in the organic world. In an article contribated to 
the Review Scientifique, M. Etienne Kaband maintains that in 
these occasional backward leaps, to which blologists have given 
the pame of “atavism,” evolution is by no means stultifying 
itaelt, or even ylelding for the moment fo some opposing and 
mysterious tendency, bat le obeying strictly Its own laws He 
Gofines ataviem as the reproduction, fn an Individual or a group, 
of characters not possessed Ly their Immediate relatives, but 
by their ancestors, direct or cofateral, Thie simple definition, 
we are toki, embrace: the half of biology. M Rabaud continues: 

“An organic form progresses or WWW If it regresses, 
it inevitably casumes an ancestral form, and it assumes It be 
cause this ancestral from hae existed- Regreseion in an organiem 
is a tendency, è natural aptitude, however long the interruption 
of specific teeemblance may lsat. 

“This in the whole question and the whole explanation. 

“What are the proofs of atavism? They are abondant Is 
not microcephaly [abeormal smallness of head] the return of 
the brain to the simplo formation of ancestral man? Is pot poly- 
éactyliem the production of one or several supplementary Gngers 
in memory of the numerous swimming rays of the fishes? Te not 
polymestia è regressive form, sioce mammals inferior to man 
have several pairs of breasts? Is not the trilocalar heart foond 
in reptiles? 

“and bow shali we explain, except by ataviem, the existence 
of alternate anomalice—the fart that descendants do not always 
inherit an anomaly from their immediate progenitors, bot, on 
the contrary, potsess some different anomaly that was present 
in dletant ancestors’ From one generation to another anomalies 
succeed without resemblance; but at the end of a certain time 
the Initial anomaly reappears and the series begine in more or 
leas complete fasblon. . . 

“To sum ap. {he proofs of these returns to ancestral form 
are various, sometimes among monetrositics, sometimes among 
arma creatures Probably there i» not a family in which we 
do not Ged one of these elagular cases of physical constitution 
or moral state whoee model is to be sought among relatively di» 
tant progenitors, direct or collateral.” 

To what are we to atiribate this frequent reversion to an 
earlier type’ Nateratiets following tbe example of Darwin, have 
generally ascamed a more or jess mysterious tendency Inherent 
In organie forme to return on the path of evelation as a locome 
tive on an uperade might run backward if Ite steam should give 
out. M. Etienne Rataud belfives that this is s mistake. and that 
euch a doctrine negatives the whole theory of evolution. He

Let us keep the word startem tx our yocalulary, 
but on the condition that it shali indicate the present phenomena 
of adaptation, evolutionary phenomena in the real sense of the 
word, that consist of a formal resemblance to certain dlepesitions 
long since extinct, Doubtless s given protoplasmic form i» bound 
to an antecedent form, since the former resulte from the artions 
and reactions of the latter with external agents, Doodbtiess alse 
the succession of forma from the most ancient down to the pres 
ent le uninterrapted. Rut from thie connection it dows not follow 
that the initial form persists in u latent state, hiding livelf tn 
the juan of forma that are substituted for it The initial form 
has dhaypeared in the series of successive adaptations provoked 
by the infinite alterations of present conditions, and if nome day 
s form comparable with that at the starting-point should aprear 
We need pot think that ibe organism has returoed to thie start: 
Ing-peint, nor that it bas been attracted by It. What we olmerve 
is an analogy, not an identity, The present form would have 
teen able to appar even it the similar ancestral form had not 
existed, just as all the wellknown adaptive forms are rene 
These are the logical and continuous development due to sue 
cessive actions and reactions. It we concert them with the past, 
it is only by the method of development. Nothing authorizes we 
to ert the existence of any other bond, and, therefore, we can 
not allow the strange conception of atavistic force that now tends 
to dominate the transformist theory, This conception te the 
pegalion of transformism. It in, if I miake not, in a 
weakened and modernized form, the offensive recrudescence of 
the old doctrine of the fixity of epecies.”

moral truths being more stationary than Intellectual truths, and 
receiving fewer additions; (4) that the great enemy of this 
movement, and therefore the great enemy of civilization, is the 
protective spirit, by which I mean the notion that soclety cannot 
prosper unless the affairs of life are watched over and protected 
at nearly every turn by the State and the Church; the Stat» 
teaching men what they are to do, sad the Church teaching 
them what they ate to believe —Buckie.

Milileclios economista, ae well ns oertain sections of the 
Mowhaliet party tthe Parliameniariansi, frown upoo the strika, 
‘hv toring Wola be not merely futile hat protective ot evil The 
former point te the dislocation of trade, and hypoeritically de 
plore the privations to which the strikers are often reduced. The 
latter Aleepprove of wach artion on the sore of Ite not being 
tent “acientide.” They call ii the bind, dmretaoning revolt 
ot ignorance trom the inevitable. They advive the workers to 
confine thelr efforts to sandina a number of s=if-poohing polit 
utana to the legislature, who will make speeches—ebaking their 
forefingers while they quiver with generour motten and ad: 
vocale the passing of laws Lo remedy borisi and economic evils. 
Such laws, when the middie chass graciously permit them to be 
passed, are generally so -onttiructed that only lawyers benefit 
by them, owing to the Iavuliutions whieh ronfuse them, and the 
techaWaiities with shih they lrlethe-witness the various “com 
peneation” and “Haldlity” atta 

Or, again, relormers point with pride to the factory acta, 
Uwe Vroermetean measures which have paused no end of mis 
chief, and utterly failed to abolleh child labor, which was the 
prinetpel object for which they were enacted, Kvery little while 
the age limit ie raised, but the physi deterioration of the 
children outet ttb the legislators’ action; and where the Little 
paes are actually excluded from the mille and factories they are 
thrown upon the street. A walk throagh the principal thorough 
fares of uny of our large cnièn, swarming with wretched mites, 
velling tatehos, flowers, newspapers and the like, discovers the 
morkery and futility of all such legislativo action, 

During the Middle Ages the popular masses over the length 
and breadth of Rutobe were engaged In a prolonged contest with 
the ruling class, the feudal aristocrary, The ultimate result of 
thin contest was the breaking down of the feudal system. The 
poeple whether of the celty, the plain or forest—had not by any 
mana @hat we moderns term “a walkover” The struggle was 
vroel tdoody, and replete with suffering They were often 
cruahod. Almost every rising was put down with merciless 
rikor, Where the sword failed and cajolery proved futile, the 
bhasesi tronchħery wae employed to enable the rulera to achieve 
a temporary triumph. 

No doubt there were pessimista and eroakers in those days, 
to whom the struggle seemed senseless and hopeless, No doubt 
the rebele often were admoninhed to give up such useless and 
mischievous conduct; te submit to the Inevitable, and trust to 
the good offices of the priest and the fatherly consideration of 
the baron, both of whom were heartbroken at having to main: 
tain “law and order” in such strict fashion, but were neverthe 
less determined to do it-—from the most exalted motives, of 
coure, 

The people fought and hlod. To contemporaries they seemed 
do sufar defeat; but we who can look back upon those times, 
and comprehend the meaning of the struggle know that the od- 
ject of the struggle was gained—feudaliem has disappeared, 

The economie struggle now going on throughout Christen 
dom. and which finds ite acutest expression in strikes, bread 
riots and the like, ia but the continuance, under a modified 
aspect, of the struggle alluded to above, It le the same content, 
the same effort of the oppressed toller to be rid of the grievous 
burden laid upon him by the crafty, diseimulating priest and 
the Juggling middleclass exploiter, the successor of the feudal 
lord, „rung from the people and therefore doubly guilty. 

The contet must continue as long as the burden de not re 
moved, Revolt de begotten of oppreasion—is, in fect, ite natural 
and Inevitable guicome Treat with kindness and consideration 
any domestic animal cat or a dog—and you will find that it 
seeks your society, clings to you, follows you about; take boid 
of it by the paw In euch a manner af to convey, ever oo slightly, 
the impression of restraint, and t will strive to get away. The 
harder you make your held the more determined will be its 
efforts to rclease italt it de the natural, spontaneoun resent- 
ment of insulted iiberty—the Inatinetive repudiation of authority 
and coercion evinced by all avimals, and also by all children 
before “education” bas ruined them. 

Mad it not been for strikes and other modes of revolutionary 
action, the working population of this country would stil) be 
living in the abject and miserable condition of a hundred yoars 
ago. Even when the Jegislature inaugurated meliorative meas 


ures It wae meueally dope in response to direct pressure from 
workers politiially unenfranchised. 

When workers who have «truck are forced to give op the 
runs tee frequently happens through various causee—sheer 
wont, inadequate organization, or the treachery of leaders), 
it le described as a failure because the particular object of their 
ation hae pot been gained, 

Dot thle le a euperficial view. No strike ever faila In one 
way OF another nome good results follow, The temporary set- 
back (nepires them with a dogged determination to win another 
Ume; while the dearly bought victory warna the exploiters of 
the necessity of concessions, Sach concessions are often made 
quletty soon after a strike. The result of the protracted and 
bitter duel between the grownd-hoe [land monopolisti. Lord 
Penrhyn, and his slate workere--an apparent defeat for them— 
has not been hailed with the jubilation that might have been ex- 
pected. A few nuperficial Sheet have been visible, bat the gem 
eral \lemeanor of the ruling class is sober and subdued. They 
know that this groat strike is already fruitful of results lalmical 
to thelr intervsta: the jand problem i nearer solution, while 
the grand object lesson given by the Cooperative Soctety in 
acquiring the neighboring quarry ie teaching the worker some 
of the powrlbilities that lie before him. 

| will state an apparent paradox: in any contest which does 
bot ved ia the utter destruction of the vanquished party, it le 
the victor who has the least cause for Jubilation. it is pot the 
man who bèste you that you need fear, but the man tbat you 
have beaten, be may be your future coaqueror, Defeat makes 
him familiar with your power and methods, and teaches him 
how to Improve his own preparatory to recewing the struggle.

‘They are gradually wresting a greater and @till greater measure

Here the possibilities of complete contro! of unborn 
generations, race improvement, physically and mentally, are so 
great as to be almost Qeyond beller. It Ix a eubjoct so Important 
that statesmen will be attracted by the appeals of suggestors 
that national laws will be enacted on the subject. By suggestion 
to mothers before the birth of their children, kept up for throe 
generations, say n hundred years, the people can be cultivated 
to a standard of physical and Intellectual perfection the like of 
which has not appeared in human history, 

The whole article de well worth a careful perusal, especially 
the part entitled Delux Born Right.” But while agreeing with 
most that the learned professor says, | would venture the swg- 
gestion that “suggestors” should euggrat to our statesmen the 
propriety of repeal, rather than the emactipent of more “national 
laws.” in regard to the right to be born well, and in regard to 
the beet way to remove the obetactos that now prevent all ehib 
dren to be thas born, if born at all 

To begin, I would venture to suggest the repeal of the laws 
under which Ida Craddock was hounded to her death because 
she dared to wuggest to prospective brides and husbands better 
mot hae of “mariial Hying” than those based upon lcnorance af 
Un phywlology and hygiene everywhere now prevalent.

After devoting a paragraph or two to showing how the 
ixuorant aad unsuspecting are robbed by “hypootiota in the 
ules of promoters and organisers” of stock companies Professor 
Larkin peaks of waves of criminality rorurring at long periods 
of time: 

“All this ocean of crime now covering our country with its 
dark waters has ite origin In suggestions given to mothers dur 
ing the barbaric «Iwil war in the sixties. Their children now— 
that le children of mothers «bose husbands were stealing from 
the government hem bein rolling in gigantle proportion at 
from the ages of 35 4% 4% Go forward tò the year 192% and vast 
nimbem of thieves will appear, dating from the wholesale thiev- 
ine during ihia year of 190%, What a horritie load of responal- 
bility now reeta on the shoulders of our present scoundrels. 
Women sewi the papers, and columns of rrime in ‘high’ places 
pollute the very minds and being òf the unborn,” 

Tho article peloses with theese wore: 

“A systematic training of the people by suggestion will be a 
colossal job; it must be undertaken, and that speedily. It will 
pay. The nation must cultivate the people with at least as great 
skill ae that used in the Improvement of borses and cattle,” 

To liken the possible improvement of human beings to that 
already achieved by breeders of horses and cattle, though useful, 
is apt to be carried too far, Kvidently Professor Larkin would 
have “the nation” to treat the masses of people as the owners 
of live stock treat their dumb chattels 

Unt who or what js the nation? and where dose the nation 
grt seh power over the mothers, the patents, of the oncoming 
generations? 

Evidently the professor forgets thai the nation ie the people 
themselves. the mothers and fathers theniselves, who arè nup 
posed to need training, of who must be “cultivated hy the ne- 
fou.” 

That i= to say, that the people must cultivate and train the 
people, and as the people cannot delegute to their agents or 
servants powers and rights they do pot themseives possces, jt 
follows that the “elected pertons”--quoting Whitman—eannot 
treat the people who elect them as the owners of live stock treat 
their chattels, 

Training and cultivating the people, thea, by suggestion or 
in any other way, must be done through voluntary methods, 
through methods of freedom and equal rights, and not through 
methods of force, of privilege or of authority. What we need from 
the “nation,” or from the men who represent the legislative 
power of the nation, is not more law, but jese law, not more and 
more paternalism in government, but less and stiil jeas pater 
paliem in government.

Professor Larkin strikes a most important note In the dis- 
tonic seale of reform when he demands the removal of mothers 
from the “awful, ting. suffocating heat in the crowded 
tenement” to the “pure alr and light in the country,” Whether

John Turner, while peaceably addressing (on the subject 
of trade unions) a peaceable meeting at New York, was tapped 
upon the sboulder by United States deputy marshals, led from 
the stage, and, without trial or bearing, was imprisoned without 
ball until be could be forcibly deported from thie country. An 
Liberty very trothfally remarks, this could not be done even 
in Germany. The warrant for this un-American act is found in 
a law paired by an bysterical congress after President McKinley's 
“aswasaination. The ovil aimed at by the law is murder, The 
law shonld be interpreted as meaning one who advocates the use 
of force against those in authority. Indeed, the law so reads 
The real meaning of the word “Anarchist” is one who believes 
that the ideal form of society le that in which self-interest. 
guided by intelligence, is the basla of action, rather than a baw 
made by a few, or a majority, and enforced upon all, For ex 
ample, the Anarchist would disbelieve in an enforced tax in order 
that the children of some might have collegiate educations in 
high schoote and state universities Jefferson, in bis ideals. was 
an Anarchist. He said that government was beet which governed 
jenat; and Thoreau carried thie to its logical conclusion by say- 
ing the ideal government was one which did not govern by force 
at all, and he wrote bis essay on tho duty of civil disobedience, 
showing that there are laws which. as a duty, we should resist 
am disobey. Herbert Spencer was an Anarchist or individualist 
Tolstoi, preaching peace and liberty, could not come here under 
this law, but emlssarice of the Crear could freely advocate among 
us an autocratic despotism. 

One who advocates a change in or abolishment of the present 
form of goverument is by ap ignorant assumption thought to be 
an enemy to peace and order. In the same way those who for 
meriy thought there might be a better form of government than 
the absolute despotiem of kings were thought to be not only 
enemies to peaceable society, bet to God dime. 

Mr. Edward M. Shepherd sald in bis letter written to the 
Turner masetmeeting in New York: is It credible that in our 
day and in our land there should be found men in places of great 
power who do not see that nothing js so conservative, nothing so 
safe, as an absolute liberty to think and to speak and to write, 
wo long aa there is bo urgency or invitation to vice or to vio 
lence” 

Just as kings used to lop off the heads which spoke against 
kingship, % thie Coollah and uselons law eceks to pot our particu 
tar form of government beyond all criticism or discussion, 

Our constitution says treason shall cousist in acts of levying 
war against the United States. But thin fool law makes It a 
erime for any One to talk against organised government, mean 
ing, of course, as mow organized, for no man advocates chaos 
Nor will society ever submit to chaos Bat there may be order 
and organizatina without a majority ruling a peaceablo mivority 
by force. Whether we believe in the Anarchiatic ideal or not, 
the docirine of free apoech, for which so much blood has been 
shed, moans that any man shall have a right to voce any peace 
able doctrine, Riot and bloodshed may yet come to thls country 
in an effort to adjust the economic laws which stil) separate the 
monopoly: favored few from the poor many; but the man who 
advocates peawably a peaceable doctrine ts responsihle to no 
areater and no les: degree than Voltaire and Rousseau are ro 
sponsible for the blood of thy French Revolution: Milton and 
Hampoen respensible for the bloody. overthrow of the Stuarts: 
and Adame and Franklin responsible for the blood of the Revolu 
thom, 
It this iaw meant by Anarchists those wbo advocate the 
mut der of rulers, it did pot mean John Turner, for, like all true 
Auvarcoists, force Is absolutely absent from his arsenal. Like 
every real Ana*chist, be must sternly reprobate the use of force 
against others, in order to be consistent in hie creed that force 
must pot be ued against him, Label a man Anarchlat, and under 
thie law, thouch his whole life is peace, and bis whole doctrine 
in peace, and hiw every act has been and is peace, he may be

altered any, but because be le an advocate of organized labor, 
and we may take it that ble deportation i» at the sere behear 
of those who are opposed to organised tabor. If organized labor 
is not dail witted, it will take alarm at this attack on free sposch 
and free institotions; it will inalat that socalled “representatives” 
in congress must really represent the people; and it will turn to 
philosophical Anarchy itself ae a relief from oppression by gow- 
ernment by socalled majority. 

Tyranny depends upon power, not upon the form ef govern 
ment; it exists in a republin, where the power lx secured by a 
majority, as well a» in a Kingdom, where it ls God ven A 
meeting which was to be held in Paterson, N. J., and which 
was lo bo addressed by Bolton Hall, a son of the distingulabed 
Presbyterian crap mah, the late Rev, Joba Hall, and himseif an 
eminent lawyer, was, by order of the mayor and interference of 
the police, not permiited to proceed Mr. Hall stated to tho ag 
thorities that the meeting had po connection with Ue Turner 
Arrest except to protest against it as an invasion of the right 
of tree epeech, bot the mayor and the police would not even per 
mit the meeting to bo beld.

Ever) one ought 
to know that the constitution guarantees the right of the people 
to peaceably aevemble and diwusi thelr grievances; that this 
right was secured not only by the blood of the Revolution, but 
hy oceans of blood before It; that every aneemblage of citizens d. 
just as capable of Interpreting that clause of the constitution as 
is the Supreme Court of the United Staten; and that every a» 
semblage of citizens has the same authority to enforced this con- 
stitutional rigbi as would any body of police or noldiory, It is 
one of the fundamentals which comes back to the people, them» 
selves for Interpretation and enforcement, and l, for one, shall

To (his all Socialistes will agree, while many Anarchists cannot, 
for they believe in private property. But what in to be done, 
according to Kropotkins estimate, with the “one-third” or “one 
fourth” of the crimes that would remain after taking away 
Orivale property’ Those who will Kil through jealousy or 
revenge—shall society have no protection from ita murderous, 
volvlaneed members lke the Crolgoaces Guiteaun and Her 
shels? If protection ts afforded from euch characters all should 
contribute to the expense, and thia fa the Socialist's reason for 
any Koverament or force ot all, and we consider government to 
thin extont at least jndispensable, 

if we take away the right to private property lu capital 
(not wealth), then the noed of force or government at once 
cenres, oxecept an to protection from those who disregard the 
equal rights of others With this exception Kropotkins article 
volves the sentiment of all aclentitle Soelalists, When all that le 
poblicly weed will be pablicly owner and all that te privately 
usod Wil be privately owned, then Core in government, except 
lo meet the very rare capes of “injury to persons,” would vanlab, 
Then government wou partake of the nature of a bureau of 
information. 

Private property in capital iw the root of nearly all the evile 
which achtet soclety today. By capital, in contradistinetion to 


wealth, | mean that whieh te used to make more capital, Society, 
the collectivity, must conten! all capital, Then the Incentive iw 
destroyed for voe individual te exploit or made a promt or take 
an advantage of another individual, We do not need to change 
human nature. Simply removp the opportunity for promt or 
advantage that one (ndividual holds over another, then we make 
it eales to do right than wrong. easier to sarn than to steal a 
living So long se any Incentive remains for one Individual to 
exploit another thie world will remain a veritable Industrial bell.

BABYLONIAN ORIGIN OF NEW TESTAMENT. 

A carefol examination of the mythology of the Babylonians 
goes to show that It abounds in parallels to both Old and New 
Testament conceptions Not only is this true of the contents 
of the historical books, but alse of the Epistles and the doctrinal 
teachings of the New Testament writers; expecially does the 
Hook of Nevelation demonstrate this theory, Babylonian ele 
ments can be traced in the doctrine of the préexistence of Christ 
and of hie wonderful birth from a virgin; iu the glorification of 
the Christ Child by the chorus of heavenly singers; in the mir 
arles of the Lont, expecially those that demonstrate ble power 
over devila, oven to the extent of expelling them: and in his 
descent to the lower world and his ascension (o braves, To 
Dabylonian sources may siso be traced the Christian’ mysteries 
of baptism and the Lord's Supper, church doctrines concerning 
angels and devils, and eschatological beliefe regarding the region 
of the dead, tile beyond the tomb, and kindred matters. . 
though in some of thèse questions the data in hand are pot yet 
sufficient to raise scientific conclasions above all dow, and the 
whole hypothesis must for the present be regarded as problematic 
yet the materiale are sufficient to Justify the main contention that 
the trafitions of the Jews and of the earliest Christians are full 
at Habylonian elements tt le siso evident that euch elementa 
were fot mechanically and outwardly adopted, but were inwardly 
oveimilated aod appropriated in such a manner that the intro 
duction of these Rabylonian factors in a marked degree modified 
the original teachings of Jodalem and Christianity. Profemor 
Zimmer, University of Loipale 


‘The entire New Testament shows the evidence of Oriental 
aod in particular of Babylonian Influences, The postexilic Jews 
were very stseeptible to influences from other sources, and prac 
Uced a religious eyncretiom to a marked degree, in primitive 
Christianity the same factors can be recognised, especially in 
the writing of the Aposties Paul and John. Nowhere else are 
the Babylonian elements more readily detected than in the Apoc 
alymer, where the seven spirits, the twenty-four elders, the four 
heavenly visions of animals, the two witnesses, the book with the 
seven seale, the heavenly Jerusalem, the marriage of the Lamb, 
and many other detalls are to be attributed to Babylonian teach- 
ing». The same is true, though not tò so marked a degree, of the 
historical and doctrinal contents of the rest of the New Testa- 
ment booke—aa Illustrated, for example, in the story of the child 
hood of Christ, the narrative of the baptiam of Jesus, ble tompta- 
tion, his (ranaficuration, his resurrection, ascension, deacent to 
Hades, eic. On the whole, the Christology and the eschatology 
of the New Testament are largely composed of Babylonian ele 
ments Professor Gunkel, University of Berlin. »

Hut notwith 
standing all this, and with the common school, college and all 
Institutions of Jearning cloned against her, until within the last 
century ln spite of all that has been done by man to degrade 
her and prevent her progrese—woman hae slowly but surely im 
proved intellectually and physically and epiritually, until today 
whe i» a recognized equal, standing ide by side with man in 
almost every walk of life. This she hae achieved in spite of 
mach opposition, And now that the barriers ure mostly with 
drawn, now that the schools are open to ber, now that mau ep 
eourages her efforta, woman of today may well be thankful that 
eho lives now instead of in the pant 

Few of the women of this day know what they owe (o Mary 
Lyon of Massachusetts, and thore like her who have eo smoothly 
paved for them the pleasant ways of learning. One hundred 
years aco Kirie were not allowed to go to echool, Im 1788 it 
was voted in town meeting Iu Northampton, Mass, not “te be at 
any expense for the schooling of giris.” When the first high 
school for ziris was opened in Posion, in 1825. there was euch s 
great ovtery against the Innovation, and ee many giris applied 
for admission, that the echeme was abandoned, and was pot 
again attempted until 1853. In 1826 the school committees of 
Concord, Mase, passe! a resolution that “from the first dey of 
December to the Arst day of April, no misss under ten years of 
age shali attend school in the center of the town, por any over 
the age of ten years where there are forty male scholars attend 
ing the school” Such was the actual position of young women 
In this country with reference to the means and opportunities 
of au education, when, in 1837, Mary Lyon opened her ho 
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at South Halley, When her echrme brame known and +be 


legan to ash assistance to bulig and furnish eh a sehool, the 
whole (bing wae declared to te imprartical, unnatural. tnserip 
tural, unfeminine, unehristian. and whatever else was wrote and 
visionary, it waa believed te be an innovation unheard of and 
uncalled for, the women did pot want to be elucated. aud thle tn 
toe fare ot the fact that the giris achool in Beaten was clowed 
berare PO Many sought admiseion—anil If women were Munten 
it would ruin their health, impair thelr womanty delicary and 
modesty, Gneex them, unfit them for their proper sphere, Against 
these railing accweations Mary Lyon bad nothing to plead bat 
her heavenly vision, and abe pleaded as for her life

in reply ta numerous Inquiries conveyed by letters through 
friends (neliber of them can get a letter, except through a sèc 
on’ party).

Post, 
together with Mr. Post and Mr. Burgman, were indicted and ar- 
reated on charge of swindling in the name of fifteen people, not 
one of whom made any charge egainet we or even knew of the 
use of thelr names, 

At a hearing before the postofice officlale in Washington, 
on request to Nave Mra Post's right to the use of the malls re- 
stored to her, we were told that, while he might not get mall 
asx Helen Wilmans, abe might continue her mental healing Lust- 
ness and get mall as Helen Wilmane Post, Myr. II. W. Post of 
Mrs. © C, Pom. This bearing was before Mr. Christianvy, net- 
ing for Mr. Tyner (both of whom have been forced to leave 
office because of proof that tbey were engaged In blackmailing 
legitimate business firme while permittiog recognized swindlers 
to do business on payment for the privilege). 

Mie, Post at ober notified her many correspondents of the 
name under which they mirt in future address ber, when we 
were again indicted in Macon. Ga, on the general charge of 
fraudulent use of the malls, though siiil no one complained of 
being defrauded, and we were unter bonds to appear for trial 
at Jacksonville. All these indictments were eventually quashed, 
but immediately new ones were obtained at Tampa, and later 
ait in Jacksonville, Meantime fraud orders had been issued 
axuinat the name under which Mre. Poet bad been (old she 
could continue business, againet C. C. Post, againet C, F. Bure 
man, and wgainwt Mra Post's paper, Freedom, so that pot ove 
of the accused could get a better from any one; and, ana matter 
of fact. letters written the acoensed by persone offering to testify 
in thelr behalf, by the attorneys whom they had employed to de 
fend them, and by friends Inchowing money. were marked “fraud. 
ulent,” returned and never reached the bands of the accused 

if the American peop'c will permit eltizens to thus be de 
privod of every right guaranteed by the constitution, permit 
them to be branded an eriminal without trial, withoot a hearing 
oven, by an appointee of the President, denied the means of 
commeunteating with those who can beat prove thelr Innocence, 
or with the attorneys who are to plea their case, and then be 
arrested on the charge of swindling persons who say they have 
not been awindiod, but benefited-—then are the American people 
fallen from their high estate as lovers of liberty and fair play. 

That there ip more to be told: At the trial just ended Mre 
Fost only ves put on trial, 

The jodge to his charge to the jury stated that the only 
question for the Jurors to determine waa whether Mrs. Posi be 
Neven that sde eoult heal and intended to do so, when she “de 
viewed the scheme and advertised that ahe could heal,” ete. 

To prove that Mre Pout believed that abe could and, did 
heal, volunteer witnestes came from « dozen diferent states 
each of whom testified to having been healed of some serious 
malady by Mra Post; and her clerks, summoned by the prosece- 
tion, testided that 80 to 90 per cent of her patienta reported 
being entirely healed or greatly benefited. To prove further ber 
falth in mental healing, evidence was brought that she had pahit 
other mental healers over $1,000 to treat è member of her family, 
In no other way possible conid Mra. Post prove that she acted 
in good faith and believed she could and did heal, How could 
phe help believing that abe healed when dally those whom she 
treated wrote her that she had healed or was healing them, or 
how could any juror fal! to know that she must believe it? The 
Jodge, in his charge to the jurors, told them in substance that 
unless they, the jurors, themecives understood the law of mental 
bealing under which Mra Post claimed to heal, or unless the 
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law was commonly understood and soreptod. Ihe tostinony of 
those who testified to belitg healed “could property te rad. 
He went further and instructed the Jury that the evidence of 


the witnesses who testified to being bealed by absent eaten 
could not be considered. Yet their evidence was the only possi 
ble wenne Mra. Post had of proving ber eh ente and it waa 
for scheming to detraud those, and surh as theas, that she was 
being triod. 

The exact language of the judge lè an follows 

“The court has permitted several parties to testify a» to thelr 
relations with the defendant. Although they. in terme. teotitied 
that they had been treated by the defendant and cured. ht at the 
same time appeared that these parties were at grear diccances— 
hundreds and sometimes thousands of milee—from the defeadent, 
and totally ignorant of her acta and doling at the time they ab 
leged the dofendant treated them; such testimony was eo com 
trary to the welbestabllehed rules of evidenre ant natural law 
that It could not be accepted as stated“ 

Here was one on trial for claiming that sbe «ould heal ab 
sently; here the witnenses testifying that they were treated al 
vently and healed; that they wrote and Werken letters weekly 
feom Mrs Post during the time théy were being este, that 
under ber treatment they were healed after boina abandoned 
by the regular doctors, Yet the Judge inetructs the rz that s 
person charged with defrauding, through the use of the mals 
persous by promising to treat tbem may not have the evidences 
of the party treated aud healed to prove her innocence 

But the Judge Wid not stop there What follows be foun the 
columns of the ally papers of Jackwonville, the ‘Times Union 
and the Metropolis, ane a morning, the other an evening paper 


“When the jury retired u great many of those ih athendatioe 
thought it would only be a few minutes before a verdict would 
be returned, but they were badly disappointed Twelve o'clock 
came and still no Verdict, The marshal sent out aod procnred 
dinner for the jurors, and it was then seen that there wae little 
prospect of an carly agreement. 

“AU p. m. the court was convened and the jury wa» ontered 
to be brought into the courtroom. Judge Locke asked If the Jury 
had agreed upon a verdict. To this Mr. W. P. Gifford. foreman 
of the jury, replied that the jury was about to aak the ronri to 
— se on account of not being able to agree npon n 
verdict, 

“Judge Locke then addressed the jury as follow»! ‘Gentle 
mon, this is a case that the court demands a verdict. elther one 
way or the other, The court does not dictate to the jury how 
they will deeide, bat the court wlll require a verdict before the 
Mscharge of the Jury, It te within the diseretion of the court 
to insist upon the jury agreeing. It le necessary for me as judge 
of the court to go to Tampa tonight to impanel a grand jury, 
Just how long I may be detained le as yet uncertain. tf the jury 
finds It imposible to agree by é o'clock tonight it will be neces 
sary for me to leave you In charge of the marshal from day to 
day until I return to recelve your verdict. There la too much 
trouble, expense and labor Involved in a trial of this kind to 
have it pass of with simply the views of one or two Jurors. The 
court does not attempt to dictate anything regarding your ver- 
dict, gontiomen, but I feel it my duty to do everything i posalbly 
can to see that a verdict is reached in thie case. If you cannot 
reach a verdlet by 6 o'clock the court will stand adjourned from 
day to day, and you will remain in the custody of the marshal 
until [ return from Tampa“ 

“Colonel Green, attorney for the defense, objected to the 
court's remarks to the jury, His objection was based on the 
ground of coercion on the part of the court, as well as a threat 
of bodily Inconventence in case the fury did not agree. The ob- 
Jections were overruled. 

“About 5:20 o'clock there was a rap on the door of the jury 
toom and a mesage waa sent to Judge Locke that the jury de 
sired to come Into court. The court was convened and the jury 
brought in. 

Have you agreed upoo s verdict, gentlemen’ inquired 
Judge Locke. 

We have your boner’ replied Foreman Gifford 

“The verdict was handed to the clerk, who handel it to the 
court, and afterwards read it. It was: We, the jury, find the 
defendant guilty as charged.” 

“The court thanked the jury for thelr services, and ordered 
the discharge of all jorors and witness in this particular cane,” 


Here was a threat to hold the jary indefinitely unless they 
agreed within two hours They might not agree in two hours, 
but might in three or four or by morning, but they were told 
that no judge would be there to receive their decision for days, 
poasibly woeke—he did not himself know when he would return 

And sọ the case stands, but other indictments, which Include 
oth Mr. and Mra. Post, await the action of the prosecution, and 
still they are denied the use of the mails, We have appealed, of

IMPERIALISM AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


‘There seem o be many whe have failed to recognize any 
practhial ronnectian tetweet Imperiallam and the internal social 
probleme of a country. We are apt to think of imperialism as 
affecting oniy the foreign polley of the nation, aod thus we fall 
to eee its relation t home affairs, except, of equrer, as tt in 
creaees government expenditures 

If we seek fo get below the surface of vanity and hurrah, 
and try eeriourly to discover the real philosophy of the imperial 
lathe movement, what, let me sak. le the Impeliing motive’ Think 
of what Englend hae added to her territory Ame 1870) an area 
of 4.754.000 square mile and an estimated population of 88,000, 
wot Why thle immense expansion’ Whar strong firera are 
hack of it? Manifest destiny and Anglo Saxon push are words: 
what is the thing? Mr. Hobson, an English writer. in hie book 
“Imperialism: A Study, hae given the answer 

“It le not too much to say that the modern foreign policy of 
Great Pettain le primarily a struggle for profitable markets of 
lavestalont. To a larger extent every year Great lritain is be 
forming a nation living upon tribute from atroad, and the classe 
who enjoy thie trilmte have an everinereasing Incentive to em 
ploy the public Polley, the jublic purse, and the publie force to 
eaten) the field of thelr private lovestment« and to safeguard 
and improve their existing ierten 

In other words, 11 be Ih the growth of concentrated capital and 
the consequent desire for profitalle foreign trade and investment 
that we find the explanation of colonial expansion. It tx for (or 
u markets and the exploitation of weaker peoples that battle 
hips are multiplied, taxes lncteaned, expenditures quadrupled, 
lives sacrificed, and principles trampled under foot. luisa for ex 
tending trade Influence at the behest of fpancial rulors that the 
PALTA? spread of elvilization and selt-government ie disregarded 
and a domineering tranny established over unwilling subjects 

All this has become as true of America as of England, We 
have not an eqital necessity of looking abroad, because of oor 
larger home market; but we are looking abroad, It may be 
that the home market of America aill takes 96 per cent of all 
manufactured articles. only 4 per cent going to foreign markets; 
but already we And that the extension of foreign trade and the 
competition in foreign markets are begetting and fostering our 
imperialism., And at the same time, a has been the case in 
Kugland, they are beginning to be used as an argument for re 
sisting the demande of laborers for bettet pay and shorter hours, 
This argument de being dinned inte the ears of Liritivh working: 
men, and in due time it will be dinned more and more into the 
ears of American workingmen, Furthermore, the same arg 
ment is used to excuse the monopolistic methods of irusta. In 
an article, for example, u One of the current reviews, a writer 
concludes s lengthy discussion of the Standard OIl Company by 
telling bow thie company ile about 90 per cent of the oll ex 
ported, bow ite power at home enables it to compete lu foreign 
fields, and how it selis abroad at a lower price than at home 
only where It comes Inte competition with Kursta in the eastern 
market. 

But in a still more intimate way the purpose and methods 
of Impertallem connect themselves with social problems at home. 
Readers of the Public may, perbaps, remember a book op “Povr 
erty” reviewed some time since in these columna It war è 
minute study of the English city of York, in which place the 
author found that over 40 per cent of the population were vir- 
tually paupers. Now, suppose England, instead of overwhelming 
the Boers, had given her thought and effort to enabling thee 
people to become purchasers of her goods! Well does Mr. Hobron 


speak of the “abeardity of spending half our Rua, tat resources 
in Qehting to secure foreign markets at a time when hungry 
mouths, ita barke, iliforpished houses, indicate countless un 
vatieie!] material wants among our own population.” Imperial 
im turns ite back on these conditions in the home marhet. It 
oem not seek to Increase this market by a better distribution of 
wealth at home. It goes about, at the cost of the nation’s revenue 
abd fives, seeking foreign markets and foreign Investments 

Imperialiem talka much about the spread of civilization. 
When we shall have attended better to social conditions at bome, 
then and then only shall we have a civilization worthy to spread. 
Mat lmperialiete do not think so; the present civilization is good 
enough for them, and they want more of the same kind Se 
the great Gnancial forces that in both Eogland and America, 
through the Tory and Republican parties, are whistilng patriot- 
ism and prosperity to the neglect of the conditions of te 
tribated wealth at home, are the Ame forces that are backing 
the policy of Imperialism. 

Let us recognize the fact that there are many good men tn 
these parties who have not considered the fall purport of this 
polley. There are others who have been carried along by the 
impulse of a mistuken patriotiem, or by the force of cleverly 
manipulated public opinion. To all these we must appes!) to 
pause and think bow false the policy of imperialiom le both ln 
spirit aud in method. ite spirit ta driving us to acte of cruelty 
and to the sacrifice of the optimistic principles of democratic gov- 
erument. Its metbod je to divert attention and to turn away 
from the betterment of social conditions at home, while it seeks 
pew felds to explolt abroad. —J. IL Milari in The Publie (Chi.

viduals one Anarchist has no right to speak for all), that 1. 
with Kroptokin, do not believe in private property any more 
than Socialista do and, as I view Anarchy. it de the trae Bo 
allem, the trie cooperation, the true communtem, Oar ideal 
soclety In what State Socialists are alming to attain by fore, by 
law, by government with è horde of ofcers Troe Sorlallsm 
must be volantary—true cooperation must be voluntary, Whee 
government. the great aggressor, craves to protest the few in 
the possession of great weatlh, of course great pòasessions of 
private property wille and the twethinds and the three 
fourths of erime i by creat wealth In a few hands wili 
cease, and slong he threefourthe of crime, the other 
fourth will also cesse in a froe society.. Mr. Allen tacitly admits 
that three-fourths of all crime results from private ownership of 
great wealth, bot anticipates a residue of one-fourth to be sap 
pressed by force. If the incentive to three fourths of crime may 
be removed by ah equal distribution of wealth may pot the 
other fourth be removed by giving freedom to allt J. with 
many other, if not all other, Anarchists, claim it would

PAGAN IMPRESS ON CHRISTIANITY. 

The worship of Jesus was noe part of the origina! Christian 
colt, and, had Christianity been confined to Palestine and to the 
Jewish people, could not have been established, The Jewish 
mind never took this attitude toward its heroes, never could 
admit the notion of man god Hut elsewhere in the Roman 
empire the care was different: the people bad long heen acco 
tomed to deify their beroes. The dead emperor was fairly sure 
of apotheosis, and sometimes thin elevation took place before 
his death. So, naturally enough, when Christianity was tran» 
planted Into this different environment and began to take root, 
Jesus, an the head of the bew spiritual kingdom, wan, in true 
Roman fashion, made an object of worship. The use of 
images came from the same source. In like manner many 
an old ceremony was christened and adopted. When Paul 
and his associates undertook the publication of the gospel to 
the pagan world there Is no ovidence that they went with a fixed 
order of service for the charches they should found; on the con- 
trary, there would seem not to have been as yot any fixed order. 
There le no specification in the New Testament how a public 
service should be carried on; the ritual, apparently, beyond the 
simplest elements, was yet to form. The leaders had a large 
liberty—had only to consider what was of immediate ftneas and 
propriety, The minds of converts were, of course, full of pagan 
ideas, their hearts bound to pagan customs Some of tbese 
ideas were good enough, and the preacher was often brought 
face to face with the question whether they were not virtually 
Christian ideas; some of these customs, too, were good enough, 
and the strongest of reasons existed for their continuance, and 
they were accordingly adopted into the Christian ritual and the 
Christian colendar.—Rev, Newton Mann in Ualty. 
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SAFETY LIES IN FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 

Secretary Cortelyou has interpreted the anttalleu and sedi: 
tion law to mean the exclusion of John Turner. 

John Turner ts known in Buffalo, He spent some weeks here 
not many years ago. It in the testimony of all who met hin 
that he e an Intelligent gentleman, opposed to every kind of vio 
lence. Whether the law wan Intended to exclude a man of thls 
kind ie now before the courts. 

Now, if the law was designed to exclude any people save 
those who advocate crime and violence, it e a bad law, If this 
law be held to exclude Jobn Turner, it would exelade Tolstol, the 
foremost citizen of the world, and Elisse Reclus, one of the fore 
most sclentiste of France. it would exclude George Fox and 
the founder of the Christian religion, were they living. for John 
Turner le no more en Anarchist than (hese men, or, to speak 
more accurately, be le the same kind of an Anarchist as these 
men. It may wem to some Irreverent to speak the name of 
Jesus of Nazareth in this connection, but If the words of Jesus 
are correctly reported, be did not believe in government by force 
Quakers and Shakers, Menonites and non-reaistent Christians of 
many kinds, have all believed that they could not he consistant 
followers of Jeaus while participating In a government founded 
by and supported by foree. Without a religious, or at least a 
Christian basis, Jobn Turner belleves precisely as these do; and 
if Turner de an Anarchist, then Quakers are Anarchists, aod any 
law that would exclude Quakers le a stupid law 

It te a strange fart. bat it le a fact nevertheless, that the 
gentlest people are the ones that apparently are hated most 
Our Puritan forefathers used Quakers wore than we now use 
assassins. for they burned them And what was their offense? 
Why, they would not go to law and they would not fight. They 
relied on Intelligence and love to rule the world, instead of force 

Now thie is Anarchy, and John Turner, believing this, le an 
Anarchist. In the popular thought an Anarchist is one who be 
Moves in assassination. This misunderstanding ix perhaps nat- 
ural, since the man who killed President McKinley claimed to 
be an Anarchist. But the man who killed Garfield claimed, I be 
Weve, fo be a Baptist. Ho certainly claimed to be a Christian, 
Yet no one assumes for this reason that Baptists or Christians 
are dangerous people. Of all men the Anarchist da the one whose 
belief pledges bim to the most peaceful methods 

f am pot an Anarchist, because I believe force te still needed 
in this world: bot | believe we neod much less than we bave, 
and that more and more intelligence and love are to take the 
place of force. I believe we can all safely say with Thoreau: 
“I heartily accept the motto, ‘that government is best which 
rovers least.” and I «bould like to eee it lived up to more 
rapidly and systematically. Carried out it fnally amounts to 
this, which also IT believe: That government le best which gov- 
erna not at all! and when we are prepared for It, that will be 
the kind of government we will have.” 

t believe that any man who adyocates Violence or murder 
whould be locked up aa a lunatic. But any law that makes it a 
erime to Invite Tolstol to visit this country le a very stupid law, 
Milton said: Tue whole truth has nothing to fear from the whole 
error.” The world’s experience shows that Milton was right. 

Life and property are always safest where thought and 
speech are frost England. where Anarchists of every type of 
thought are given freest otterance in Hyde Park every Sunday, 
ls almost the only country where a ruler has not been assassin- 
ated in recent years There de po line we can draw marking a 
limit beyond which specch may not safely be free. The moment 
we ssy of any idea, It te dangerous,” the way la open to ali 
tyranny. If the people cannot be trusted to decide what Ideas are 
ee or foolish, democracy is a falluco, The best way to cure a 
foot of hin folly I» to et bim make a foo! of himself, provided, of 
course, his folly harm no one else. If it be folly to belleve that 
we can get along without a government of force—and all guveru 
ments mean force—it is a folly that harms no one, since we have 
had Quakers and Shakers and Passive Resistent Christians 
among us for a long time, and the world la better for them all.

In the original injunction applied to labor disputes, which 
was sued out in the Massachusetts court in 1888, It was con 
tended that carrying a banner constituted Intimidation. That 
was intended to be a warning to trespassers, and presaged a 
newfangled Interpretation of existing law, Hable to have as 
startling consequences as the opinion of a Pennsylvania judge 
that a natural right to do missionary work among non-strikers 
did not exist. Human beings are not lotimidated by something 
which cannot exercise force That banner was not the thing 
aimed at in reality. We might as sensibly argue that the human 
voice belongs to Balaam's ams, Banners in a political procession 
are inimical to the success of a party, but they could not be en- 
joined any more than a flash of lightning. Men could be fount 
to appeal to court, verily believing they did the cause of good 
government a service. 

A disturbance of the peace was io progress. The days of 
contrart, conciliation, profitebaring and arbitration bad not yet 
dawned, with healing in ite wings. As a result of thie pulling 
of injunctions out of courts of equity with forceps, these latter 
aids to labor's cause have sprung up and borne fruit, some thirty, 
some slaty and some an hundred fold 

The judge tn hie chambers understood that mobocracy la a 
contagious disorder.

ARBITRARY POSTAL RULINGS 
Guy Chivage eoutemporary. Lucifer, though now enjoying, 
tentatively, admission to the postofiice for transmission at what 
are called the “wubeldized” swond«tase rates, is able to get from 
the authorities ne natlefactory instructions as to what the pub 
lisher must do to make his acceptance sure. In the iamue of Ped 
IS je published a letter from that frowning czar, Third Assistant 
Vostmaster(ieneral Madden, who, having been asked what change 
was needed in Lucifer to make it mailable, retorts 
"It le not the province of the department. nor will it under 
iake to enter into details as to how a publication should be modi 
fed to meet the reqairements of the law, but a decision as to its 
admissibility to the mallis at the subsidized second-class rater 
of postage will be rendered purely upon the facts in the case.” 
This le bed enough If true, for the department ought to be 
willing at all times to instruet pulllehers as to what is and what 
in not admissihlie under tte rules. As the editor of Lucifer ree 
sonably inquires, "What le the function of postal officials If not 
to tell under what conditions mall will be transmitted™ The 
fonction of the postottive, according to Mr. Madden's idea, would 
appear to be wholly that of sot receiving and transmitting mall 
matter, If by any pretest it can be excloded 
But hie statement above quoted, is not wholly true; de 
rision aa tò the admissibility to the mails la not “rendered purely 
upon the facta in the case” It lx rendered according to the 
whim of the official called upon to make the decision. The 
“facts” to be dealt with in a given case are not the opinions 
advocated by the publication, but the advertising matter, pre 
mium offers, and the genuineness of Ite enbacription let; but the 
experience of unorthodox publications hae proved that much 
“facts” counts for nothing, Lucifer bas been once admitted and 
once excluded by decisions rendered upon the same set of facts 
The interpretation of the law as applied to that paper has been 
marked by inconsistency, Ignorance, incompetence, and complete 
disregard of the publisher's rights 
One issue of Lucifer was seized and held as “obecene”—an 
utterly groundless charge, as i» proved by the fact that, although 
the Comstock fraternity would be only too glad to Jand the Har 
mans in jall, no prowerution haa been or will be Inatituted. It 
appears that the officials are ander no obligation to substantlat⸗ 
their charges In court. Any postmaster, using hie own Judgment 
as to the maijability of a newspaper, may arbitrarily refuse trant 
misaton. and the publisher has no redress. He may not even 
be notified of the act of confiscation. He ie despolled of his 
property and of the amount of money paid for powtage; the sni» 
weriber is defrauded and the editor left to bear the stain of pub 
lishing unmallahle matter, Thus le reversed the rule that a 
man is presumed to be innocent until proven guilty. Here, às in 
the days of the Inquisition, the accusation Is deemed sufficient 
evidence of crime, The government need not prove him gullity; 
he must prove himself innocent. There may be a legal course 
hy which he ean recover hie property and vindiosio hinmelf, hat 
this does not end it. There is no redress and no guarantee 
against a repetition of the outrage roof that one leeue le mali- 
able ln mo proof that the next one will be, so that each succeed 
ing number of his paper can be seized and the publisher put to 
the expense of vindicating himself every week. The publication 
may be pure as snow, but may yet be persecuted out of existence 
by the ofciala of a hostile administration , 
A knowledge of these almost incredible facts should stir the 
American people to demand such a reform iu the administra 


tion of the postoffice as will remove it from the power of post 
masters summarily to exclude from the matia, on their own 
judgment, acy matter on which the postage has heen paid and 
which is physically mallable. While they may reject, for phyaical 
reasons, an iron safe offered for transmission, or a glass bottle 
insecurely protected, or apything likely to damage other mali 
matter, they ought not to be allowed to pase upon the moral, re 
‘gious, of commercial character of matter. No newspaper should 
be excluded as “Immoral” or “blasphemous” or ax not entitled to 
ordinary newspaper rates of postage unti) condemned by due 
Wrocess of law, and the sender convicted of depositing unmaiiabdle 
matter in the posto While the present role obtains, no put 
eher le safe, acid every eubscriber le lable to be robbed by the 
government of the paper for which be haa paid the subscription 
price It le soon enough o suppress a newspaper when its pub 
tisher has been found guilty of violating the law of the country 
m which it js published. As it is now, the publisher is pnoished 
first and tried afterward, if at all 

The postoffice department needs a thorough overhauling. At 
present it le censored in business by the express companies and 
railroads, in polities by the office holders, and in morale sad 
religion by Anthony Comstock and the Catholic Church Te 
Truth Becker (New Yorks.

After reading 
carefully the plane put into print by Mr. Albertus, anid after 
repeated aud extended conversations with him and with others 
ascociated with bim in the enterprise. } am fairly well coop 
vinced that the scheme proposed is feasible. ia practicable, and 
that all that is needed to make it a triumphant uten fn the 
bringing together of enough people where minde have been 
broadened sufficient to grasp the lofty aime of the projectors, 
and who have stability and persistence of character sufficient to 
insure the right kind of cooperative effort 

Mr. Albertus has been a great traveler. Having seen the 
evils of monopoly in hie native land, he set out to find a country 
whose resources were yet open to all who prefer freedom and 
competence to slavery and poverty. 

Having made a carefol study of reform mavements in 
America, of which be has been a resident for some twenty years, 
also of similar movements in other quarters of the globe, not 
ably in Russia aud in the South American republics, he has suc 
ceeded in obtaining an option on some 106,000 acres of very 
eultable lands, on very reasonable terme, on which to practical, 
ize colonization on a large cooperative plan-—-agtecing to settle 
300 families thereon,

The climate of these mountains is sald fo be as nearly per 
fect. as a resort for invalids, as it In possible to find on the coe 
tinent, The sol] i» rich and well suited to raising fruite of all 
the kinds adapted to the north temperate zoue, On the tract 
in question there are vineyards and orchards now in successful 
hearing, also Selda producing abundant crops of grain and vepe 
tables Springs of water abound, and peverfailing streame. 
ereeks run through it, farsishing the means of irrigation if 
needed, though the supply of water from the clouds te usually 
quite sufficient 

Though only a few miles distant from my present stopping 
place, | bave not yet visited this tract, but bope to do so before 
many days, when | shall probably have something more to say 
about it. From what I have seen, however, of thin valley—the 
fame!

TUE WENT OF PROTEST AND OF CRITICIAM 


In recent numbers of Lacifer I took oceanion to speak of the 
fraternal hospitality and cooperative ald extended to me by 
James II. Barry, editor and publisher of the San Francisco 
Weekly Star, an old and well-establiabed journal, and if 1 mis 
take not one of the chief leaders of Independent thought on the 
Pacific Const. In reply to my questions Mr. Barry gave a some 
what extended account of the contest, the defensive fight for 
free speech, in which he was the leading figure some thirteen 
or tourten years ago. Briefly stated, the contest was precipitated 
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by editorials in the Star criticising the action of certain judges 
in San Francisco, and protesting against the abet of power 
by these judges 

For this offense, Mr. Barry was sentenced te pay a heavy 
fine and to be imprisoned for five days in the county jall, for 
the alleged crime of “contempt of court” 

Accepting the kind offer of Mr Harry

In ita tue of Sept 20, 1890, the Star publish@® an ex 
tended account of a mass meeting held on the previous day or 
night. “Metropolitan Hall was crammed” sọ the report sald, 
by people “not confined to a riam, but Included men of eminence 
in the professions and in business enterprises. advanced thinkers, 
artive workers, mechanics, physicians, members of the various 
trades unions, Nationalists, Greenbackers, advocates of the Singte

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MALE AND FEMALE SELECTION. 

in No 1007 J. I. Hicks says: it I have read Lucifer in 
teliigently for the part seven or eight years, the prevailing opin: 
lon among sex reformers in regard to heredity and race im 
proverment is that woman is the race ballder, the race preserver, 
the transmitter of qualities 

From the above supposition Mr. Hicks draws the very logical 
inference that what te neeted de the selection of mothers, not 
the selection of fathers, Clearly, if women transmit qualities by 
inberitance. and men do not, it le much more important to have 
* proper Mother than a proper father 

it is almost certain, however, that the supposition le a mts 
tasen one Whatever the prevailing opinion among sx reform- 
ere may be, | think there In little doubt that the prevailing ten 
dency among biologists bx to attach exactly equal Importance to 
men and women as transmitters of qualitles Welsemann, who 
i» generally conceded to be the most important writer of our 
time on heredity, belleves that the germ-plaam, or hereditary sub 
stance of the male «perm, is similar in character to that of the 
female ovum. and that the chances of inheritance from the father 
and from the mother are on the average exactly equal. To use 
his own words, “the physlologival values of sperm and enen 
ere equal) they are as 1:1” 

This does no" Imply that in the case of every particular 
couple the chances of inheritance from father and mother are 
equal, it is well Known that some persons have what is called 
a “prepotency” in the transmission of qualities; that ts to say, 
they have an exceptional power of tmpreming thelr character 
istics On thetr offspring There is no reason, however, to suppose 
that prepotent males are either more or iess common than 
prepotent females 

The theory I bave stated appears to have the support. not 
only of science, but also of popular opinion. When à baby tv 
born, we ask whether it te like ite father or its mother, aod I 
think the general assumption le that it ts Just as likely to re 
semble the one ag the other, We are accustomed to see men 
and women of sli ages, some of whom are more like their fuer 
and hie family, others more like the mother and her (amily. an! 
others about equally divided between both families, and we ar 
cept all of these resemblances as equally natura 

If the chances of inberitanre from the male and the female 
are equal, tden it e clear that the selection of mothers te ex 
actly as effectual as that of fathers Unfortunately, however, 
it e not do practicable’ As Amy Linnett pointed out some time 
ago, @ much smaller percentage of the men than of the women 
in the community ie needed to produce the next generation; com 
sequently the scope for selection of fathers is much greater than 
that for selection of mothers 

Breeders are well aware of this. While they select mothers 
to some extent, they select fathers to a much greater extent. If 
you look into a field of grass, you will see only ove bun to a 
good many cows; while one stallion will suffice for the brood 
mares of a number of farms, Uf we want to improve the human 
race. we have only to apply to bipèda by humaner methods the 
ponciples we now apply to quadrupeds. R Ð Km

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RUSSIA'S." DIVINELY APPOINTED MISSION.” 

“Russia haw never waged a war except for an deal. No 
other country on earth or in hintory can say s» much, except. 
perhaps, your own American republic,” This surprising senti- 
ment was volced by a Russian officer in conversation with Sen 
ator Albert J, Beveridge in St. Petersturg three years ago. It 
is cited by the Senator in his new book, The Russian Advance,” 
to support bis argument that the Russian people are inspired by 
“two sovereign ideale”: 

“These two ideals are, first, the preservation of religious 
faith, and, when the rest of the disputing world shall have grown 
weary of its spiritual conficts, the restoration of the simple faith 
to all mankind; and the second la like unte the Siret—namely, 
the preservation of order, form, and authority In ci affairs, 
and when the rest of the world shall have completed Ita circle of 
liberty, and then jicense, and finally anarchy (which is what 
Russians believe we are doing), to restore to the confused, bope- 
Jess, struggling peoples of the earth those forma of social order 
and political authority which the Slay thinke are, after all, the 
foundation-stones of civilization. 

“Incident to this last is the more Immediate Russian ideal- 
istic purpose of spreading her dominions over all Asia, To the 
Russian mind, China is to be Russian, Persia is to be Russian, 
India is to be Russian. It ja Russian power which fs to restore 
the cross to Jerusalem lt is Holy Russia that is to bring the 
authority of his faith to the land where the Savior of mankind 
walked and taught and was crucified, So thinks the Russian.” 

The instinct toward Asiatic expansion has, then, at the root 
of it “a religious Impulse.” We quote further: 

“The Russian religionist argues that some place in the world 
there must be. not only a church, but a people who preserve faith 
in its purity, fervor, and exaltation; not only a chureb, but a 
people who are really, genuinely religious: and that when the 
reat of the world, weary to death of the vain disputes about this 
or that point of doctrine or dogma, and with their faith in God 
himsel? destroyed, shall ery out, ike a child in darkness, it will 
bo, Russia's sacred and divinely appointed mission to give to her 
kister nations thus benighted an example of a people still deliev- 
ing. stili trusttul, still religious; a people In whose temples the 
sacred Gre bas never been permitted to dle or even languish, 
and who have borne forward to the blessing of those who have 
submitted the cross of man's universal Lord, . . . 

“Holy Russia looks to the regeneration of the world as ont 
of her great, it, indeed. not her greatest historie mission Of 
courte, ven the most fanatical Russian churchman does not ron- 
aider-thie a thing of the present day, or the present decade, or the 
present century. Indeed, the centuries, to the thought of the 
Ruslan churchman (or, for that matter, the Russian statesman). 
arc small matters. All in God's own time’ la the motto of the 
Russias peasant. ‘If the milis of the gods grind slowly" to un 
they do not grind slowly to the Russian. He sees no particular 
reason for hurry. Let the processes of «vil and good work out 
their distinct resulte naturally, Let the world’s agesold battle 
between darknem and light not be waged in the flash of a spark 
struck from the meeting of words Of single combatants in some 
portion of the universal Meld. it le a gigantic struggle in which 
the decades are but moments and the centuries bot hours, In 
the end light will conquer darkness, thinka the Russian; and. to 
hin mind, the Christian faith fs the allconquering light and the 
Greek Orthodox Church the only true bearer of that sacred 
tered.” 

Senator Heveridge scouts the idea that Russia le “pricat- 
ridden.” He thinks it would be nearer the truth to say that “the 
Russian priest le peopleridden,” since the people look upon the 
church as theirs, the ons an theirs, Christ as theirs, Jehovah as 
thelr father, ete. and regard the priest as their servant, who is 
supposed to attend to certain necessary formulas to keep the 
great spiritual machine In motion,” Russian priests are treated, 
we ace told, “with an indifference and even a contempt which an 
American Protestant minister or Catholic priest would not toler- 
ate for an instant.” The real ground for a feeling of popular 
arievance Hee rather in the Ironclad rules which make it impos 
sible to escape the domination of the Greek Orthodox Church 
Senator Beveridge writes on this point: 

“The children of orthodox parents are orthodox by reason of 
that circumstance, and cannot be anything else. They may be- 
come infidels in bellef—athelsta oven. Nevertheless, they are

other. Moreover, the children even of a father or mother who ta

Some weeks ago I was co forcibly impressed with the bhig 
difference between the moral standards which Wees at large 
maintains for ite masculine members, and those which it im 
poses upon ite less fortunate feminine constituents, that, al 
though I have always been keenly alive to the fact that there wos 
a difference, and a mighty big one too, the cruelty and in 
Justice of the thing was borne in upon me aa never before 

For three years I have frequently visited one of the well 
known public institutions of Boston. During the firet of my 
woing there, | met and was very pleasantly impressed with + 
quiet, self-poieed young woman of about thirty, who always ay 
peared to be paying «trict attention to her work. She had a 
wonderfully sympathetic face and manner, and ax time went 
on we grew to be somowhat acquainted. From the saperintend 
ent I learned that be was the matron, that she wan unusually 
competent, and that everybody felt that she was the right woman 
in the aight place. The last tine I called | missed her and in 
quired it she was ill, The superintendent shook her head mourn 
fully, and assumed such a look of sanctimonious grief that | 
was puzzled and hastened to express the hope that nothing was 
wrong. She led me to her private office and, closing the door 
carefully, said: “I am very sorry to have to say thia to you, but 
please do not ever speak of Mies R again; we base found out 
that she is nol a good woman.” 

“Not a good woman! Why, that hardly seems creditable 
She was so lady-iike in appearance, and she certainly possessed 
marked business ability.” 

“Yeu, she was a splendid business woman, and she appeared 
to be a lady, but appearances are often deceitful, From friends 
of mine who recently vislted the town where Mies R lives I 
found oat that she la a mother.” 

“Indeed, and because she la a mother does It necessarily 
follow that abe is pot a good woman?” 

The virtuous superintendent stared at me in amazement 
“You seem to forget that Miss R. le unmarried,” she said frigidly 

“Not at all, but that eme to me to be strictly a personal 
matter, concerning no one but Miss R herself. It she conducted 
herself properly, and was faithful to her business obligations, 1 
cannot feel that it was just to deprive ber of the opportunity of 
earning ber livelihood simply because she had met with misfor- 
tune, and the thing strikes me as doubly unjust and cruel if 
there le a helpless and unoffending litte child dependent upon 
her for the necessities of Its life.” 

“You have always impressed me as a woman of keen per 
ceptions,” sald the superintendent in the same icy tone, “and 1 
am much surprised that you fall to grasp the nltnation In thi» 
rate, However, it le needless to argue the polst. It would never 
do to have a fallen woman so prominently connected with one 
of our leading public charities; and so, though Miss R was a 
valuable worker, | had no alternative but to dismiss her,” 

Opening the door, she sailed down the corridor In all her 
pristine purity, while I, like the wise Mambres lo Voltaire 
story of the white bull, retired to solitude and reflected. it seems 
hanily possible that tu the twentieth century, and in this so 
called Christian rity, a competent, respectable woman should be 
denied the right to work and malntaln herself merely because 
she chose to be a mother, or became sọ by accident. If all the 
homarried fathers were dealt with in a like manorr, mach of 
the business now going forward bere would be at a standstill.

of evolutionary knowledge, mankind ts be 
wildered by the complex action of the human mind in connec 
tion with bodlly function. and especially le this true of the very 
foundation of life itnelf—the sex relation. Therefore from ig 
norance of the origin and law of sex arise moet of the evils of 
social lite 


When a man journeys from Chicago to New York he realizes 
that he cannot and does not take Chicago with him. But in 
tbe matter of soul growth, people vainly imagine that they can 
earry the old Intact Into the new, forgetting that the new ls 
ever the old, modified and transformed by evolution 

A very great amount of the Inharmony of the human world, 
not only in social and domestic lite, but in all other human 
rotations, arises from thie failure to recognize the law of meta 
morphoals, or evolutionary development 

Another and very potent cause of the misunderstanding of 
the law of sex, and ite consequent suffering, te the absurd but 
almoet universal idea that there is something sinful or vulgar 
about the procreative function, This idea is largely a heritage 
from the barbaric theologies of the past. Back in the dim teh 
light of human life men discovered that the abuse of this func 
tion brought the penalty of physical suffering. They had not 
then, and very few persone have yot, reached the knowledge that. 
by the principle of correlated mentality, when the physical suf 
fering became mental, the abuse aod the consequent suffering 
would cense 

The sex instinct, so called, among the inferior animals is 
simply the reproductive impulse without rationality. The anima! 
has no rational ideas of cause and effect, such as man possesses. 
Primates in nature chemically unito under law, but it le evident 
that there de no conscious cognition of the act. Perhaps, owing 
to atomic or molecular form. or perhaps owlog to the Imminent 
intelligence in nature, the elements unite in Oxed proportions. 
But it is evident that the anion is an unconscious one 

Oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen and carbon, by the law of elec 
tive amulty, unite in definite proportion, and protoplasm, the 
physical basis of life, e the result. The lowest form of organic 
life, the moneron. multiplies by bisection, or the process of 
cellular division, and starts the process which Spencer says le 
the ascending scale from the homogeneous to the heterogeneous, 
wherein growth is coherent reproduction, and reproduction ts 
detached growth. This stage of development iv called asexual, 
because there Is nothing in it corresponding to that relation. It 
is simply the starting point of organic life and is still wholly 
dominated by chemical law, and there is as yot no coordination 
of the energy manifested on the Ine of specialized functional 
arrangement, 

The next stage of evolutionary development is that of the 
unieexual, wherein is the beginning of that division of function 
which le to ultimate In the complete division of the procreative 
function into the two distinct forme of sex, This stage le repre 
sented by all of those forma of animal and vegetable life in 
which are to be found both elements of the procreative function 
in the same Individual. Many of the lowest forms of Inacct life 
and very many plants belong to thie class, A stalk of atze. or 
Indian corn, le a famillar Mluatration of this stage of develop 
ment, wherein the shoot, with Its, delicate fibers called the 
“gilk," a thread of which extends to each ovule or germ on the 
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cod, de the female, and tho tassel, with its blossom and pollen, 
is the male. The latter falling upon the delicate silk completes 
the dex unlon and causes the car of corn to reach perfection 
in the reproductive process, In this a eld of corn becomes a 
cooperative commonwealth, each plant assisting in the general 
fructifying process It le then an easy step from this stage to 
a complete division of labor, and this stage has been reached by 
nearly all animals and some planta. As we ascend in tho scale 
of development we find a constant advancement in the specialize 
tlon of every function. The lowest forme of anima) life are 
only a digestive sack, The highest animals possess a digestive 
wack of stomach. The heart, nervous and viscera) systems pre 
sent a like division of labor as between the lowest and highest 
forma of lite, Especially i» this the case in the procreative 
function, which le, perhaps, the most highly specialized and 
sensitive of any portion of the physical economy, as is proven 
by the fact that any abuse of this function Induces severer pun 
labment than in any other department of being.

stitutes a very important department of natural selection in the 
production of species, a subject fo which Darwin and other 
writers on evolution hare devoted mach attention. 

When the stage of reason le reached, new factors peek recog 
nition, and we see thore factors multiplying all along the line 
from the lowest savage to the most cultivated civilization. 

A savage holds the female as a drudge and slave, And as 
the most civilized man le but a metamorphosed savage, there 
still clings to him that tendency which, in spite of himself, at 
times even with the highest, impels him to assumo a superior 
demeanor toward hie “helpmeet.” 

The more spiritual that men and women become, the greater 
become the possibilities of happiness or of misery in the sex 
relation, because of the more complex mental and moral con 
dition, 

The procreation of the species becomes more and more an 
incident of this relation because In moving up the scale of spirit 
ual development, the sez union becomes more and more a unlon 
ot soul or spirit than of physical union, the physical being bot 
the necessary instrument or agent of soubblending. Thus the 
entire polarity le reverend, and that which ip the animal king- 
dom is solely for procreative purposes, and in the lower human 
departments serves as the basia of conjugal and parental love, 
becomes, when the spirit reaches Ita highest possible develop 
ment in this life, the moana by which two kindred equal apirite 
blend in magnetic sympathy and realize the ocstatic frultlon of 
spiritual unfoldment. 

In order to realize this perfect and divine condition there 
must be a full pense of Justice, n full sense of equality, a love 
of truth for its own sake, and a well-developed love of beauty; 
not more physical beauty, for that la but the outward expression 
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of symmetry and may be confined to mere physical symmetry 
without mental and moral harmony, 

Here, then, is the danger point. Here js the exact place 
where the lack of knowledge on the part of both men and women 
plunges them Into the seething cauldrons of marital Gebennas. 

Selfishness and love cannot dwell together, and a majority 
of marriages are based upon unadulterated selfishness. 

It a man is on the merely passional and procreative plane 
there is nothing in that fact to be ashamed of, because It de a 
perfectly natural stago of evolution. But he should be reason- 
able enough to try to mate with a woman on that plane, for 
then there are, in their proper degree, op that plane, the sense 
of Justice, equality, truth and beauty, fitted for their united cm 
pacity on that plane of development. Gretchen may be as homely 
as a stone fence, and Hane may be as coarse as a satyr, but to 
each other they are true counterparts, and you are astonished 
at the perfect domestic harmony that reigns supreme as they 
“multiply and replenish” with astounding frequency and regu: 
larity! To them there is nothing lacking because they are on 
the same plane of development. To you they seem to have no 
spirituality, but they have all there de in the sphere which they 
inhabit. 

The eternal law of chemistry says that one atom of hydrogen 
and two of oxygen are required to produce water, and that no 
other combination will produce it. This is the truth, and you 
may practice whatever incantations you please, bat you will 
never obtain water in any other way. If you play that you are 
producing water chemically and add another atom of oxygen 
you are lable to produce a poisonous acid that will destroy your 
life, Nature will never be false to berself, So a man may im 
velgle some woman into bis embrace, through motives of selfish- 
ness, and accommodating nature may even enable him to com- 
pel her to be the mother of his abnormal progeny, but rest as 
eured that outraged nature will exact the penalty of violated 
law, 

Such a fool le this man that he refuses to accept the proof 
that be ts a fool! If hie neighbor owes him $50 he knows that 
$25 will not pay the debt, He can realize the fact of his being 
cheated in a horno trade, Bot he utterly refases to see that the 
sex union, to be productive of happiness, even to himself, must. 
on the principle of natural equity, produce the equivalent of bap- 
piness in bis partner. 

No one was ever yet fool enough to call a slave companion 
or comrade. The very names are symbols of equality, and un- 
loss the oquality actually exists, the play degenerates into a 
farce or a tragedy. 

The fact le that love and liberty are one. 

What le liberty? Physical liberty consista of self-centered 
individuality, by which the person is physically free to do, to 
art or not act in any way that does pot loterfere with the same 
freedom in his fellow man. 

Mental liberty is the right to think along any line that the 
mental nature may be impelled, and moral liberty is the coordi- 
natiog power of conscience acting as cobesive and impelling 
power to harmonize the whole being in the line of right develop- 
ment. If follows, then, that without liberty there ean be no 
progress; hence Macatley’s axiom that the remedy for the evils 
that came with liberty was more liberty. 

Love is attraction. Sel¢love de its lowest expression and 
has its origin in the law of self-preservation, called the “first 
law of nature,” which it really ia. The law of gravitation le the 
primary expression of the principle of attraction. The law of 
cohesion de the same thing In atomie and molecular expression, 
and the planets maintain their place in their orbits by reason 
of the mutuality of the centrifugal and centripetal forces, which 


act in perfect harmony. Each force recognizes the free activity” 


of the other, 

In the elective aMatty of chemistry the same principle of 
freedom is recognized, and the two atome of oxygen refuse to 
be coerced in choosing the single atom of hydrogen, just as the 
atom of hydrogen refuses to accept more or less than two atoms 
of oxygen in forming water. it might de twre sald that bo far 
from this being atomic Uderty, that it was exactly the opposite. 
But thie is only apparent, for in all nature true liberty la found 
in obedience to law. The exoberance of health, which is liberty 
or freedom from disease, can only be secured by obedience to 
the tawa of health. 

This liberty of acceptance is recognised throughout the 


kingdoms of animated nature below man, Wut »hrn roson begins 
certainty ends, because reason is the foumtation of till vidanlity 
and of progress, and that which does not err mabey no progress, 


The individualized soul must grope ite way throweh the labyrinth 
of its environment, through all the experiences awl penalties of 
violated Jaw, until it obeys every natural law in a cone lous way, 
aa perfectly ax the unconscious atom obeys, yet rationally, as an 


Intelligent being. 

Conjugal lore, in evolving out of the animal into the hu 
man, necessarily partakes of both. The malo, belni Ihe positive, 
is aggressive, and this aggressiveness survives in the highest 
present civilization tn compelling, by socia) costom, the woman 


to wait to be chosen in marriage. And this same quality, com 
bined with man’s superior physical strength, gawe riss to the 
idea of woman's inferiority to man. And thi» hira, being Geefal 
to kings and priests, has been preserved and fostered by State 
and Church until the subjection of woman has led to counties 
evila It compels womankind Into three classes: A spoiled and 
petted mistress; a petulant, tyrannical virago, or a helpless 
drudge, or all three, by turns, so that, as stated by John Stuart 
Mill, nobody knows what a satural woman ls like, for nobody 
ever saw a natural woman. Of course, these conditions react 
upon men, and they, too, are dwarfed and hampered in thelr 
development. Gradually the world la working ite way out of 
these conditions, and men and women are learning that the only 
way to be loved is to love; that Jove and liberty are one, and 
that this law can no more be reversed than could be the planetary 
motion of the solar system. 

Men and women are learning that truth and justice are 
prime factors in domestic happiness; that any «fort on the part 
of one to compel the other le at once the signal for rebellion, or 
a sullen submission which, through fear of consequence, com- 
pels the victim to acquiesce. And be who compels a wife to 
submit to an unwilling and loathsome embrace Is more detest- 
able than the proprietor of a Turkish harem, because he has not 
even the excuse of religious error to palllate bis offense against 
personal liberty. 

Truc love never sets any tasks True love never speaks of 
self-sacrifice, True love is like the sun, which never takes any 
accoant of the light and warmth that it sheds upon the earth— 
it shines because it must. And, like the sun in springtime, the 
genial warmth of an unselfish love will cause ite object to re 
spond with fragrant blossoms Bat it there e falsehood, or de 
ception, or fraud, or distrust, or tyranny, these symptome of 
selfishness will chill and blight and kill the delicate flower of 
love and leave behind a barren waste of desert sands, where 
the pitiless airoceos and simoons of fear and bate and jealousy 
and contention will sweep across the dreary desolation with 
perpetual storma. 

Husband and wife must be equal on the plane of develop 
ment, whatever that plane may be. And whatever the difference 
between them in this particular may be, that diference wil! 
measure the degree of inharmony and consequent suffering. Of 
course, it is not Intended that we would convey the idea that 
thin is the sole causo of marital discord, but it ja the greatest 
cause that can exist. It ranges through al! gradations, from 
the union of a man who la wholly on the animal plane with a 
woman wholly op the spiritual plane, to those perfect marriages 
where there ie perfect equality on whatever plane they may 
occupy.

was made to any economie eubject, They were entirely made up 
of appeals to the religious and mora) prejudices of the olectors, 
while the candidates, almost without exception, lamented the 
terrible degradation of Sunday clubs, ice cream abopa, etc, What 
darm the ire cream shops have done those gentlemen I for one 
am at à leew to understand, while they fall to tell us that it 
was the present persecuting action of the magistrates which has 
rendered drinking clube necessary. At the same time it must 
be pleasant to know that the clubs are to be licensed in the 
fature, This, at least, will help to make them respectable; and 
the respectable classes, who do not care to be seen near them, 
will then be able to gratify thelr desire for a drink on Sunday. 

Rut we may ask, have the various moral crusades of _the 
magistrates been co successful that we bond be glad to see 
them initiating another? I think not; Indeed, nothing but failure 
has resulted from their offorts In the past 

The one result noticeable wince those crusades were Initiated 
has been the advertisement of immorality in all the various 
phases In which they have persecuted it. It le now a good many 
years ainoo they started with the pudlicans, and can one honestly 
say that there de lees drunkenness in Glasgow today than there 
wae when this crosade was initiated? 

Then there was the crusade against betting. When this was 
initiated betting journals could only be obtained in the lower 
clase shops in certain districts of the city, A decent news agent 
was ashamed to keep those betting journals upon his counter. 
How different it in today! Almost every stationer can give you 
a selection of sporting papers, papers which contain nothing but 
betting news and tips for the various races Not only this, bot 
many naws agenta can offer one a selection of telegrams direct 
from the feld, The bookmaker has his agents in all the large 
factorios, while a vory large majority of our young men bet to 
a Kreater or leaner extent. 

Our police, some time ago, prosecuted certala pictures which 
they held to be Immoral, and the result has been practically the 
same as in the case with betting—namely, a buge advertisement 
to those whom they persecuted. At the time they started the 
prosecution of immoral pictures the papers publinhiog those vul- 
gar Illustrations could only be obtained in the very lowest dis- 
trict» In the city, but no soonet bad the prosecution of spicy 
pictures commenced than the circulation of these journals 
went up by leaps and bounds, until today, ke the bet 
ting Journals, they can be obtained in overy district of the city, 
while some news agents’ stock seems to be composed of little 
cles than a selection between these and betting journals 

Then take the prosecutions directed against Immoral houses 
and against prostitution, Have they resulted in any greater 
success than the others? No man who judges impartially can 
say that they bave. Only the other day I noticed that in the 
Cowcaddens district they had in the preceding year 500 cases 
for this crime (immorality it might be, but not crime) alone, 
which was a record for the district. Sometimes | wonder it 
our magistrates ever think of the waste of energy or of the de 
basing naturo of the occupation which our palice are given when 
they are put in the position of prosecuting prostitutes —John 
Gibson in the Volce of Labor (Glasgow, Scotland).

IN THE SANTA CRUZ MOUNTAINS. 
Glenwood, Cal, March 4, 

In my last letter home it was mentioned that I purposed 
visiting the Santa Crus Mountains in the interest of a plan to 
plant a colony there, a colony of home-seekers who believe In 
the gospel of liberty. justice, and fraternity, as preached by 
Lucifer principal writers and workers. I am now returning 
from a short trip of exploration to the world-famous Redwood 
lands of Santa Cruz County, California, and find myself obliged 
to walt for a few hours at a smal) station called Glenwood, on 
the Southern Pacific Railway, narrow gauge, situated about half 
way between Santa Cruz, on the coast, and San Jose, the capital 
of the finest of California's valleys, so far as I have seen—the 
Santa Clara aud while waiting will try to jot down some of 
the Impressions of this short but memorable trip, 

To begin, let me say that he who has not seen the giant 
Redwoods, or any members of that family of prehlatoric vege 
table mammoths, can form littl idea of these truly wonderful 
productions of nature. No description of mine can do the matter 
Justice. 

In eatimating the advantages or disadvantagew of any given 
locality for colonization purposes some of the main polats to 
be considered are the following: 

First —Climate. 

Second—Soit. 

Third—Accessibility to markets. 

Fourth—Cheapness of land. 
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In most of these respects the lands of the Santo iruz Moum- 
tains seem to mo to be among the most favored | have vet seen. 
In the matter of climate it would be impossibiy, ae 1 hink, to 
find a locality that surpasses these mountain fovrmometer 
seldom falls below the freezing point, and never t % a de 
gree that may be called hot. And when wo remember the ap 


parently exhaustless supply of timber, It lx seen thar at least 
two of the prime necessities of human existence ary early and 
cheaply met-—namely, fuel and shelter, 

As to soll, while T have seen lands that possess creater depth 
of vegetable loam it is well known that wherever Nedwoods 
grow the soll is rich and productive. Especially iv it adapted 
to the growth of fruit, such as apples, graper, pea:hes, prunes. 
cherries, apricots, oranges, lemons, nuts, ete 

As to accessibility to market, to centers of trade and com- 
merece, these mountains ile within a few miles of the Pacttie 
Ocean oti the west, Santa Cruz, a city of about ten thousand 
inhabitants, is less than one hundred miles distant by water, 
and aleo by two lines of railway, from San Francisco. San Jose, 
a city of thirty thousand people, also a lone llat of other their. 
lag townk in tho Santa Clara Valley, lie lmimeriacely cant of 
this mountain range. 

In the matter of cheapness of land- ven it Is remembered 
that the soll, with the natural products growing thereon and 
the minerals that lie beneath it, ls made by your laws an article 
of commerce, of trade, of speculation, of mercenary cupldity or 
greed and monopoly—we cannot expect cheapness to be one of 
the leading features of fertile land so near the cool markets. 
The market price of unimproved land, in the Santa Cruz Moum 
talne, suitable for cultivation, ranges from about $35 to $100 per 
acre. It le claimed, however, that in all the Redwood region 
the timber as it standa is worth the purchase price of the land; 
that so great is the demand for lumber of this variety for built 
ing purposes, for fence-posts, for stakes, pickets, ete, that the 
Prices must constantly increase, owing fo the fact that the area 
of Redwood lande is by no means large. Even now the price 
for Redwood lumber at the mill fs $13 to $20 per thousand feet, 
In the rough, as I am credibly Informed. 

As to rainfall in these mountains, it Is claimed that it ls 
Geariy it not quite double in inches as compared with the amount 
that annually falls upon the great valleys of which we hear so 
touch—the Santa Clara Valley, for instance. Drouth In the 
Santa Cruz Mountaios is of very rare occurrence, It human teat) 
mony Is to be relied on. Springs and creeks are found every 
where in the Redwood’ region. That the enormous growth of 
timber bas an Influence upon the annual rainfall would seem 
probable. Santa Clara County. on the east, has a maximum rain- 
fail of 33 inches per sonum and a minimum of 17 inches. The 
rainfall in the San Lorenzo country, on the west side of the 
Santa Cruz Mountains, Is about double that of the valleys and 
foothills on the east, or Santa Clara side. 

In regard to healthfulnesa, It Ip claimed that no country 
in the world surpasses these mountains in this respect. Conse- 
quently the whole region ip dotted with “summer resorts,” hotels, 
boarding-bhounes and cottages, erected for the entertainment of 
health-serkers.

From this brief description of advantages it might be im- 
ferred that I have a mercenary interest in advertising the Santa 
Cruz Mountains, but not sò; pecuniary gain in altogether foreign 
to my purpose. For many years I have maintained that next 
to the work of rouslog women and men to a sense of the im- 
portance of freedom and justice to woman ax creator of a new 
race, Lucifer's work should be an economic one—that ia, it should 
be to awaken mankind to a sense of the necessity of getting the 
workers away from the crowded and unhealthful centers af pop 
ulation to the free alr and sunshine of the country—to the soil, 
from which all must draw sustenance, directly or indirectly, 
elne perish miserably. For many years I have maintained that 
the superstitions relating to land-ownership are similar in origin 
and nature to the superstitions relating to sexownership; that 
togetber these superstitions are necessary to the enslavement 
of the many by the few, the privileged and powerloving few: 
apd that the complete emancipation of the race from slaverics 
of al kinds must come through freedom of sex—motherhood in 
freedom—and through freedom of the soll—freedom of access to 
unoccupied land and the treasures it contains. 

So long have we submitted to the priesta of law and of 
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theology that we recognize no other way of coming into the 
world than through permission (license) granil by a priest or 
imagietrate, and after our arrival here wr think Iher» le po was 
to live except to pay rent (or taxes, or oth) to a syuilicate 
rulers called a “government.” 

To destroy these two enaslaving eo per! lene proeminenti» 
the work of Lucifer. In order to wore emfally in any tine 
it le necessary to have a clear undesetaoding of the objects to 


be obtained by our efforts, To have sisar ideas mn any wobjert 
it le necessary to have healthy thinking faculties, healthy brain 
power. To have healthy brain power ®e must have pure air, 
clear sunlight, pure water and na at fort. To have these we 
must get away from the artificial life of the eifles; must go. to 
the free, the unconventional, the natural life of the forests and

THE TRUTH SEEKER EXCLUSION CASE. 

In January the copies of this newspaper addressed to Cana 
dian subscribers were returned to us marked “Unmatiable.” We 
applied to the New York postoffice to find out what this meant, 
and were told that the order had come from First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Wynne at Washington. Our letter of in 
quiry and protest was referred to Mr. Wynne, from whose reply 
‘we learned that the Truth Seeker had been thrown out of the 
United States malle at the request of the deputy postmaster 
general of Canada, that official having Informed Mr, Wynne that 
the papers were destroyed at the city postoffices of the dominion 
Which, by the way, was not then and never had been the fact. 

Let us picture the thing. The Canadian government, the 
rapital of which is at Ottawa, In Quebec, a hotbed of Catholicism, 
ls under orders from the priests to prohibit the Truth Seeker 
in the Canadian malis, and on the pretext of “blasphemy” and 
“ecurrility” the order Is isued by the postmaster-general. It 
is u paper prohibition, as ineffective as a paper blockade, and 
the sutecribers get the Truth Seeker as before. Local post- 
masters In the dominion do not cooperate to suppress the paper. 
Then there is further protest from the priests, and the deputy 
postmaster-ceneral le moved to notify the postal authorities at 
Washington that the Truth Seeker is prohibited in Canada, and 
hence not mallable in the United States Our guileless officials 
believe him; the order is forwarded to New York, and the hand 
of the Canadian priest closes the postoffice to the Truth Seeker 
in the city of ite publication. It is not process of law by which 
we are robbed, nor even administrative process; it le ecclesiasti- 
cal process begun In Canada! 

Now, why should our postoffice take orders from Canada? 
Have our officials exbausted their own Ingenuity in devising ways 
and means to harass the American press, zo that they must im- 
port a fow? Is the secular government “all in,“ so that it must 
call upon the hlerarchy for suggestions? Was the independence 
of this country ever achieved, or was it not? The colonies had 
the courage to declare their independence of Great Britain. Have 


hot the states enough velfcenfidence to cut lowe from Canada?

FARCICAL FEATURES OF THE TURNER CASE 

AS soon as the Supreme Court of the United States bad heard 
the argument of Mr, Pentecost in this case, it decided that Mr 
Turner might be admitted to ball, which wax a just decision, 
although the amount of the ball, $5,000, in exewesive and absurd 
It ta excessive because Mr. Turner e accused of no erime, and 
it ia absurd because it binds hie bondemen, Mr. Bolten Hall and 
Dr. E B. Foote, Jr, to produce him in the United States, when 
the whole object of bie arrest and detention la to get him out 
of the United States That is, one court having decided that Mr 
Turner is unlawfully in the United States, another court pute 
him under $5,000 bonds to stay here! 

Mr. Turner le under engagement to be present In London at 
a meeting to be held by the trades unions he bas organized In 
that country, and with the assent of his bondsemen be may pos 
aibly go there for n few weeks And bere te the second farcical 
feature of the case; for, although Mr. Turner will be in England 
to which country the law condemna him to be deported, yet, if 
the case before the Supreme Court goes against him, he must 
return to the United States to be deported whence he came: 
that is, he must come back to this country in obedience to the 
law. although the law makes bie prosence here unlawful! Physi 
cally Mr. Turner will be in England, but jadicially be will be 
in the United States; actually he will have deported himself, 
and yet must come back in order to be deported officlally. 

It Is as if a man who had committed suicide under sentence 
of death should afterward be turned over to the sheriff for the 
execution of the law's decree. When the Church ran things a 
man might be tried and condemned for heresy after he was 
dead; but in that case there way a purpose, since condemnation 
carried with it the confiscation of his estate; but here there will 
be no such excuse, the accused being condemned only to leave 
the country he hns already left. In other words, he de to be con: 
demned to leave the country where he ie not and return to the 
country where he le, Thus the law compels bim to take ship 
from the country where his presence is legal according to the 
law which compels him to depart from it, and to enter a country 
where the same law makes hin entry flegal. 

The Supreme Court has agreed to try the ease on April 4 
Along in May or Jane u decision may be expected. If this de 
cision be adverse to the necused, the Judgment of Lacombe in 
the Circuit Court will have been confirmed, and the defendant 
must be produced But if be is in England already in obedience 
to the decree of the Circult Court, can his bondemen lawfully 
bring him back’ Of courre he has a perfect right to be there, 
the court having decreed that he must go. He will bave volum- 
tarily carried out his sentence. But the law provides that any 
person who knowingly allows, aids, or permite a man of Mr 
Turner's views to enter this country, or is instrumental in bring 
ing bim here, may be fined $5,000 or imprisoned for five years. 
In what position, then, will Messrs. Foote and Hall find them 
solves? They must produce Turner or make good their bond of 


$5,000, bot by conniving at the entry of ope who disbelieves in 
organized government they become lable to a fine of $5,000, to 
say. nothing about imprisonment, Will they produce the man or 
the money’—Truth Seeker,

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THE EVIL OF PENALIZING OPINION. 

Hero is a copy of a Senate documeat—Senate document No 
2314. Since the first Congress met, aye, since the first Colonial 
Legislature was formed, there never has been o wanton, so 
flagrant an attack upon the principles of liberty, of liberty of 
thought, as this bill, and David B. Hil! is its author. This is the 
bill popularly known as the anthAnarchist bill, the bill intro- 
duced Into the Senate of the United States in ite last closing 
days by David Ð. Hill, 

I am not an Anarchist; it le also needless for me to my 
that. But I am far from sharing in the opinion that an An- 
archist is merely a man who wants to use dynamite. The Am- 
archists have not a monopoly of physlcal force. That has deen 
usod over and over again by trades unions, by American patriots, 
and by people of all kinds. Aparchy in ite true meaning is a 
belief; it ia a political philosophy. It le an extension to its limit 
of the old Democratic bellet that the best government is the gov- 
ernment that governs least. 

The Anarchists would abolish government. In that I think 
they are mistaken, I think they go too far on one side, Just as 
the Soclalists go too far on the other side. But every Anarchist 
has a right to his opinion, Now, what is thin bili? A bill to pro- 
vide for the exclusion and deportation of allen Anarchists, which 
provides that no alten Anarchist shall hereafter be permitted to 
land in any part of the United States; that a board of inquiry 
is to examine every person who is suspected of being an An 
archist This is David B. HIII! Every allen seeking admission 
into the United States is to be examined it bo is suspected of 
being an Anarchist. Examined as to what? As to whether be 
ever blew up a house, or killed an emperor, or murdered a brutal 
and oppressive governor, whom human laws could not reach? 
No, nothing of that kind. He iw to be examined by pertinent 
questions a» to his antecedents, and ss to his opinions ss to gov- 
ernment! 

is there any difference between examining a man as to bis 
oplalons as to government, and if you do not like him sending 
him back again, and asking bis opinion as to God, and after 
that sending him back? He is to be examined sa to whether 
he belongs to any society or association of known Anarchiatic 
tendencies, and this board may examine the person of such allen 
tor marks indicative of such membership. What does that mean? 
To examine him from the crown of his bead to the soles of his 
feet for marks Indicative of such tendency! What marks? 
Would a man looked for by all the police of the monarchies of 
Burope mark bimself so that he could be known by them? No; 
but In some of those countries political prisoners are marked. 
This precious bill took that way of Gading out whether any man 
coming to this country in search of liberty had been under the 
ban of the despotic police of Europe. 

And more. This board may accept evidence of an emigrant’s 
common reputation as an Anarchist, and the judgments of for- 
olgu courts and police investigations may be taken as prima 
facie evidence, which may be deemed sufficient, unless contro- 
verted. 

And this bill goes on to provide that, in case they think 
there la evidence of his holding such opinions, he is to be sent 
back from this country, and from there the bill goes on to ap- 
propriate $60,000 of money wrung from labor by the most atro 
elous taxation. For what? To send agents, who are virtually 
to be police sples, to Europe; there to go into connection with 
the police of European countries, and to Gnd out and report 
here whom they suspect to be Anarchist. 

Why, under that bil) such a man as Prince Kropotkin, a man 
who enjoys the hospitality of England today, u man who as an 
investigator has rendered the greatest service; such a man as 
Professor Reclus, who enjoys the freedom of free Switzerland, 
a man who stands today as the most eminent of living geogra- 
phers—under that bill if euch men came to this country they 
could be taken up, examined as to their opinions of government 
and then sent back to Europe. The man who Introduced that 
bil wis David B. Hill—a man posing as a Democrat; posing to 
day as a friend of labor; posing today as a defender of free 
apeech. There never was such an atrocious bill Introduced into 
the Congress of the United States. 

Aad in that Senate which has become an American houpe 
of millionaires, that Senate which was only anxious to serve the 
sugar trust, for good and suficient reasons; in that Senate this 
din passed without opposition. and it might have been today

Why not any book that deals with 
lifa and passion? There's a possible suggestion of sin in any 
love episode. All it needs is a mind that can't think of love ex 
cept as a physical, sexual function. 1 knew learned but um- 
fortunate man once who couldn't look at a ploce of wall paper, 
at a fragment of carving, at a letter of the alphabet, without 
seeing therein a phallic symbol. We all know the youth who 
can't let the simplest observation pass without distorting it into 
an excuse for a double meaning of doubtful decency or direct 
dirt. Of such are the people who are always finding corruption 
in the masterpieces of literature. Now, the fact le that the 
“Heptameron” and “Decameron” are eo dull that they would 
remain unread, for the most part, but for Just such advertise 
ment as they have received in Boston. Nine people out of ten 
bave read Rabelals because they have bad an idea that they 
shouldn't read the book. They miss altogether the quality and 
value of these books, which sre such that their suggestiveness 
or fith is a negligible quantity. Take Rabelais: it in safe to 
assert that not one reader out of ten who tackles him ever fu- 
fshes the book. He dips for dirt, gets it. and the rest le unin- 
telligible, when, In fact, the greater part of the book ls a won- 
dertul criticum of life, a splendid scarification of folly and 
sbam and sin in statemanship, eclence, religion, literature anit 
education, and a presentation of a truly beautiful ideallam under 
the fantaaticalities of the laughing monk s method. As for Don 
Quixote,” the filth is microscopic, and God help him who can 
remember that only as supreme above the sense of tears that 
softens the parody of a once beautiful but latterly degraded 
dream. A preacher named Leavitt bas pow come forward to tell 
us that the “Miad” and the "Odyssey" are immoral, and he thinks 
that the former is only a story of a young man running away 
with another man's wife, while the latter is reprehensible be- 
cause Ulysses tarried long and pleasantly on Calypso's magic 
isle. Most mythology is indecent, too. The story of David and 
of Solamon brings the blush of shame to the cheek of Innocence. 
There's nothing in the heavens above or the earth beneath thata 
not nasty. A baby is an abomination. There are people who 
might sme something evil and polluting in the Sistine Madonna. 
There are such people In the insane asylume—and out of them. 
Their only excuse for being ls the prominence they are given 
by the disgust and indignation they excite in the hearts of really 
pureminded people of judgment and culture.-St. Loula Mirror.

very best possible copecity for happiness and for bestowing hap- 
piness upon others. 

That word capacity le suggestive—rcry suggestive. We have 
all beard the story of the “new rich woman“ who asked the prin- 
cipal at the fashionable boarding school how her daughter was 
getting on and whether she lacked anything. 
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“Oh, (alely well,” waa the response. “She does not lack any 
thing unless it be copectty-and for that, of course, we cannot 
blame Rer.“ 

“Certainly not.” replied the mother, but I blame you for not 
felling me sooner. Her father, thunk beaven, Is able to amord 
her a capacity, and it is your fault it the giri lacks a capacity.” 

Time was when women and mon everywhere believed that 
capacity, talent, genius, are gifta from God; but now most people 
accept the doctrine that mental faculties as well as physical 
endowments are heritages from parents—gifta from a line of 
ancestry dating back thousands, perhaps millions of years, sup- 
plemented by maternal impressions during the fateful nine 
months of geatatlon, afterwards modified by the multiform fac 
tor called environment, training, education, 

Whether heredity, including all that precodes birth, be more 
potent In the formation of character than post-natal Influences 
js a question upon which thinkers are not agreed. Speaking for 
myself alone, while by no means ignoring the power of post-natal 
training, eapecially in the more experfcial elements of character, 
t strongly incline to the opinion expressed by an old-time phil- 
ceopber that ninetenthe of the education of every human boing 
ia recelved by him before the hour of birth; that is, that the 
training he gets through suggestions made upon the maternal 
mind during the period of embryonic growth tremendously out- 
weighs all the work of teachers, and of environment generally, 
after he enters upon the stage of post-natal existence, or of inde- 
pendent life. 


“Tie education forme the common mind; 
Just as the twig is bent the tree’s inclined. 
But education ne'er supplied 

What ruling Nature has denied.” 


The question arises just hero: 

When does Nature, as distinguished from environment—edu- 
cation—get In its work? Evidently the author of these famous 
lines meant that Nature gets In Ite work before education—post- 
natal education—degins. 

in accord with this view T would say that it the father wishes 
to help nature to give to his child the best possible “capacity” 
ho mast do bis helping mainly before the period of birth—before 
the closing of the doors of Nature's “endowment house“ —the 
ereatory that every woman, every mother, ensbrines in her own 
body—reverontly be it sald. 

Neod I ask partion of this audience for plainness of speech? 
i think not. 1 agree with Emerson, already quoted, “A simple 
manly character need never make an apology.” Truth may be 
blamed, but never shamed. To my thinking it is neither blas 
phemous, indelicate, obscene nor “vulgar” to speak reverently of 
Nature's processes, Nature's unfoldmonts, I assume that each of 
my hearers, no lees than myself, is anxious to know all that cap 
be known of these processes, to the Intent that wo may help 
Mother Nature to do her best work In creating a better race. 

I would say, then, that it masculine man wisbes to give to his 
proepective child the best possible endowment, the best possible 
“capacity,” he must prepare himself for fatherhood by consciously 
building up and conserving his virile forces to thelr utmost limit 
before the fatefal moment of conception—before the union of 
sperm cell with germ cell. 

Then, during the nine months of prenatal life—while the 
embryonic human boing Mes utterly dumb aod helpless in the 
matrix, in fts little crib beneath the mother heart—tho father 
should see to it that the mother organism be shielded from all 
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unwelcome Intrusion—Ais own inchetet—and that she be euppiled 
with all need{a) and helpful materials and surroundings for bat 
own comfort and for the healthful growth of the child. 

‘The father should exe to it that the expectant mother be pro- 
tected as much as posible from sudden shocks that might dit 
astrously affect the organiem of the rapidly forming cha 
shocks that might arrest ita evolution from the beast to the 
human. 

1 assume that my hearers are not Ignorant of the fact Ia 
physiologic sclence that the human embryon passes through many 
torma of lower animal Ute durtng the prenatal nine months Has 
it never occurred to cach of you that tho mothers of some people 
must bavo received a shock ut the critical time when her child 
happened to bo passing through that part of its evolution when 
it resembled a bird of prey—n hawk, an owl, an engle-—or a fox, 
a weasel, a wolf, a pig, a goat, a dog, a tiger or a monkey? and 
that the child could pever entirely oatgrow the characteristica, 
mental an well as physical, then dominant when the shock and 
consequent arrest waa received? 

Rut if the responsibility of father before and during the pre- 
natal life of tho child be great, what must be that of the mother, 
since her relation to the embryon is so vastly more Intimate and 
constant? 

Should she not prepare herself, consciously and unremit 
tingly prepare herself, body and mind, for thie office, this trans- 
cendentally mast Important of all the human functions or offices, 
that of creation and prenatal training of a now human lter: 
Through all the yearn of maldenhood tili the hour arrives in 
which she conaclously assumes the duties, the responsibilities 
of motherhood, 

Should not one of her chlet preparations be the caro of her 
own health, physical and mental, ber own nervous system, to that 
nocidental abocks will not seriously affect the embryon during the 
various gradat ons of growth from plant lifo up to the human 
plane? 

Then during all the months of prenatal development, should 
sdo not guard—consclously and yet not foo anrtously guard—her 
sacred trust? it fatherhood should guard the creatory, or the 
Avenues thereto, from unwelcome or hurtful Intrusion, how much 
more nbould the mother stand sentinel over thie the ecltadel of 
bor own lite, as well as the life of ber child! 

The mother—and she alone—knows the kind of Influences, 
tho Imprensions, the magnetisma, the companionahips, that aro 
congeotal, welcome and healthful, and what kinds are unwel- 
come or repulsive to herself and through her organiam unwelcome 
and hurtful to the organism of the unborn child.

HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT. 

In No. 1008 Arthur C. Pleydell, criticleing a previous article 
of mine, tolls as that Human progress does not depend upon 
physical heredity, but upon what may be termed social heredity.” 
There le a modicum of truth In this, but it is clear that social 
heredity would be of very little use to n people without sound 
bodies and sound minds, If modern biologista are right lu thelr 
dollef that without eclection there must be phyalcal degeneration, 
then it follows that social heredity can be no aubstitute for the 
benofits of selection. Brooklyn tridges would be of littio use toa 
poopie lapaing into Insanity and imbecility. 

Mr. Ploydell says that “The human tate has apparently 
reached a etaco of cvolation where. it adapta itself to environ: 
monts by means of mental processes which invent external ald, 
rather than through changes In physical structure.” I know that, 
and regret the fact; therofore, 1 am trying to persuadeo the 
human raca to reach a more advanced stage of evolation at which 
It will adapt itself to environment largely through changes in 
physical structure Such external nids nè false halr, false tooth, 
and spectacles are very admirable things, no doubt, bot I would 
rather see a race produced whose natera hair, terth and eyes 
would enable it to disponse with these external alda 

T would also point oat that external aids have hitherto proved 
useful only in compartively superficial matter. There are car 
trumpets for defective cars, and spectacles for bed eyesight, bat 
I have never heard of any external remedy for a defective brain 
or a wonk will, These things must be weeded out by selection.

The other half le to ergas- 
ize them upon such a basis that they will be prosperous, com 
tented, and an Inspiration to similar movements hereafter. 

To accomplish this, the methods of the successful sattlements 
reforcred to must be imitated still further, Mut is it possible to 
command for thle business undertaking the spirit and the leader 
ship which created those notable communitics during the paat frity 
years? Yea, in my opinion, we cannot.onty equal, but surpass, 
anything yet done in this Une. Toa certain extent, we can begin | 
where the others leave of. We can avall ourselves of advantages 
which did not exist twenty-five or fifty years ago. Wo can fount | 
a system of colonization that will go on widening the sphere of | 
its op@rations and bearing larger and richer fruit long aller we 
shall huve passed from the scene. When we have made one thor 
oughly successful colony by methods capablo of xeneral appli 
cation the problem ls solved. How hall we make itt 

THERE KINDS OF ARTTLKES, 

There are three distinct classes of settlers who will enter inte 
the making of every wellorganized colony. Thoy are ae follows: 

First. those possessing sufficient capital to purchase band, 
make Improvements and sustain thempeives until the land comes 
into bearing. This would mean a capital of $2,000 and upwards 

Second, nomresident buyers now in receipt of asaured io 
comes cleewhere—people who do pot desire to move at present, 
bot will come later when thoir places are ready to support them. 

Thin, tbose who pose Invuficient capital and can only 
make homes by borrowing money and then working for wages 
while their places are belng improved, Some of thie class have 
a part of the capital reautred, while others possess only enough 
to bring their families and household goods to the colony, 

For convenience, these throe classes will be referred to as 
independents, non-realdenta and borrowers, respectively, The 
ideal colony plan must offer to al) these classes the opportunity to 
live, to labor, and to make homes, And under good plans, each 
will be a source of strength to the community. I have addressed 
many colony meetings in the Kast and corresponded with thou 
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Fus at wilt that colony bet What will be Ite industrial char 
nee What jita social und iivbe tnatitutions? How will it be 
Auveri? In anewerlng Uere questions, we must not forget that 
we have tefore ot in Colorado, Utah and Sourhern California, 
~Yrral very evoorasful communities Com which we can learn 
sluahle hweens, Neither must we forget that every allempt to 


rente the communtatic Moat han failed, and that pearly every 
sorer) undertaking has been dominated during ite carly days 
LY strong men who prese large autharity. My view ts this; 

Farma are emali—five, ten or twenty seres, with not orer 
forty for the maximum, It fe a mistake for men of small means 
to altempt the improvement of large areas, expecially under irri 
gation. Furthermore, high socjal advantages are closely relutcd 
to the small farm-unit, 

The most diveralfied production ie encouraged. The ideal 
arrangement is to have each family produce the variety of things 
it consumes. 

Supplies aro purchased and products sold in common, so far 
as pomible. The cooperative store, afiilated with the Rochdale 
wholerale in San Francisco, supplies the means for purchasing; 
the various fruit exchanges supply a conalderable part of the 
ineane for selling, dut require to be supplemented with numer- 
ous small local industries, such ae creamerira, canneries, and 
pork hacker. 

Under these Industrial plana each man potsemes his own 
farm ond thrives in proportion to ble Industry, thrift and ability. 
Unt none of the settlers are exploited by storekecepers, commis 
on hous, or combinations controlling the varlous Industries 
whieh utilize the raw materials produced by the former. This ts 
Hot en lten, It be business commonpense, and the logical fruit 
of our modern economic conditions 

Du the sochal slde, the aim Is to combine, an far as possible, 
the advantages ariaing from nelghborhood association with the 
indeponitenee which comes from tilling the soll, To thin end It is 
desirable that many, It not most, of the settlers have thelr homes 
in a central villagd on lous of genvrous alee, Experience in many 
Western communities hae proven that this fs foasibie, Centuries 
ef experience In Kurope prove the same thing. And you will 
never torn the tido from the cities to the country until you find 
a way to satisfy that social instinct which le one of the strongest 
(raite in human natore-—“Land of Sunshine.”

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MODESTY OF FILIPINO WOMEN. 

The New York “World” of Feb. 28 contained an intervieuw 
with Secretery Taft, formerly CGovernordensral of the Philip 
pinos, on conditions in thore lalands, In the causes of the Inter 
viow, the eecrotary fa quoted au saying:

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RETURN TO OFFICE—THE OUTLOOK. 

After an absence of nearly eight months I fnd myself In har - 
aces once more, trying, as best I can, to gather up the broken 
threads and get the publication loom is working order again. 

The chief cause of the temporary suspension of Lucifer— 
March 17—was the protracted Ines of (he managing editor pro 
tem, Lillian Harman, and the well grounded fear that if I should 
return to the very changeable climate of Chicago before the return 
of settled spring weather the result would be the loss of much 
or possibly all that I had gained by my winter's outing in Cali- 
fornia. Aa known to many, the past winter was an exceptionally 
severe one in Chicago, causing a groally Increased death rate from 
pneumonia, grip and kindred troubles, The little family at 400 
Fulton street did not escape the affliction, Hearing of the situa 
tlon, I wrote to my daughter that if there was danger of serious 
collapsa In ber bealth it wicht be better to skip a few sumbers 
of the paper, or suspend publication till my return to office, 

But sickness in family was not the only cause of temporary 
suspension. As stated elsewhere in this laue, there was a falling 
om in general receipts, partly, no doubt, on account of the severity 
of tho winter, compelling many people to postpone payment for 
thelr literature lu order to pay for coal, food, clothing and shelter, 
and partly perhaps through fear that the prolonged fight over 
the postofilce question would result in permanent suspension of 
the paper, 

During all the yoars of publication it haz been the alm, the 
desire, of the publishers of Lucifer to avold debt. and also to 
avoid making direct appeals for ald—as is the custom of many 
it not most of our radical reform publishers, We bare accepted 
the doctrine that while no radical reform waa ever successfully 
launched without donations from those who felt the necessity of 
such reform, yet the Aodis of depending upon such donations for 
its continued existence d a decidedly bed habit, and should not 
be encouraged. Hence to avold debt aud also the necessity of 
making appeals for donations it was thought best to skip $ tow 
numbers, hoping that the returna of warm weather in tbe northern 
hemisphere would bring renewals to Lucifer, also new subscribers 
and orders for our book and pamphlet publications,

those who hare pald ahead, or have asked that the paper be cow 
tinued to thelr address. i

fully considering the pros and cons, | have decided to nik tor re

COLONIZATION—A MOUNTAIN HOME FOR THE LIGHT- 
BEARER AND ITS FRIENDS 

In No. 1012 3 stated that next lasus would—if porible-—“com 
tain a more definite description of what I saw in Santa Clara 
Valley and fo the neighboring mountaina.” When this promise 
was made I did not know that so many weeks would olapse before 
another issue of the paper would appear. I was then not with 
out hope that something might be done this coming summer 
towards planting our “Son of the Morning” in the Redwood lands 
of the Santa Croz Mountains, located aboot Afty miles south of 
San Francisco. The temporary suspension of the paper bas prob 
ably defeated the possibility of doling more, this present year, 
tban laying plans for practical work in the near future. 

For this issue I prefer to call the attention of our readers to’ 
& series of articles published some time ago in a magazine called 
“The Land of Sunshine,” Los Angeles, Calit. These articles deal 
with the problem of colonization In a general and compreber 
sive way, and give the reader some idea of what bas siready been 
accomplished by cooperative settlements in the West within the 
past fifty years, 

A press of other work, social calls, attendance upon the Ne 
tional Convention of Socialistes In Chicago, since my return to 
office, have prefented the preparation of a detailed statement of 
the advantages offered by the Redwood lands of Santa Clara and

At Lyric Hall, in this city, last Sunday morning. | Hetened to 
a discourse by J. Stitt Wilson—known hy reputation at least to 
many of Luelfer's readers, ‘Thin address war designed to be the

Instead of moanting the stage of the theater, Mr, Wilson 
stood on a low platform in front of bie audience, and began by 
saying be did not mean to make a set epeech, but simply to have a 
“heart to heart talk” with bie bearers, and truly it was n talk 
long to be remembered by al! present. 

To mymlf, sitting within a fow feet of the speaker, the moat 
interesting feature of the discourses was a panoramie presentation 
of prelistoric times and conditions upon this planet, showing 
het life upon earth wae once wholly lacking in the element that 
pow to us eeeme moet Important, namely, the element or force 
callat eympathy—a feeling for and with others. 

This clement, the speaker sald, was wholly unknown—because 
pot needed—so long as there were no mammals upon earth. Bo 
tong as anima) life was propagated by the primitive method of 
taying ts on the sand, or in the mud, to be hatebed by the sun, 
there Was no need of sympathetic care on the part of the parent, 
no need of mother love, 

The reptilian monsters of sea and land felt no interest in the 
welfare of others It was each for self, and for self alone, Hence 
they fought and devoured each other—the strong swallowing and 
digesting the weak, with po regard for tles of family, of kindred 
or of race: the mother Saurtan devouring ber own offspring in 
Aleeriminately wlth the young of any other mother

universal love. 

The development, the elaboration of this idea, this pictare of 
the allembracing Importance, the dominance, the predominance, 
of mother love, as the chef olement in social evolution—tn the 
work of lifting the world out of the mud, the slime, the horror, 
of conditions similar to those of prehistoric times when the strong 
devoured the weak witbont thought or sympathy—all this was 
painted by the apeaker with the magical touch of a true word-

THX FUTURE OF LUCIFER. 

In this review Mr. Wilson closed bia winter's work in San

Nut thie Is not all One entire issue of Lucifer, that dated 
Dec, 17, was held up, confscoted, condemned, by the postofiice 
officials as unmallable, because of the alleged Immoral character 
By thie act of official robbery our subscribers 
were deprived of a whole inane of the paper for which they had 
poid thelr money, 

No attempt wan ever made to show wherein the pablishors 
of Lucifer had violated any statute, any law, or any principle of 
right or of justice, 

In addition to thia the publishers have been subjected to the 
danger of arrest, of trial and imprisonment, simply because they 
had exercised thelr native right of freedom of speech and of presi, 
supplemented by their eltizen right to use the common malls to 
completo the act of publication, namely, the distribution of printed 
matter to the readers, the purchasers, 

As stated in last ineue, part of our winter's Acht haa been 

We are again allowed our share, our very small share, of 
“subsidy,” that is, our small share of the money taken from the 
pockets of the people by our deapotic government and given to one 
crass of publishers, under the pretext that, like the publie schools, 
a certain clase of publishers sbould be encouraged by government 
ali. Part of the money robbed from us la to be restored, but not 
all. For three weeks we were compelled to put a government 
samp on every copy of the paper went by mail, Instead of paying 
1 cept per pound, the suteldiced rate. This robber tax, or tariff, 
we must lose without remedy. 

The other half of the outrage to which we bave been sub 
Jected—the confiscation of No, 1000 of Lucifer—Dec, 17, 13-— 
has not been righted. An appointee of Theodore Roosevelt, Ar. 
Wynne by name, a “servant of a servant” of the people of the

United States, «till holde our property, unlawfully and unjustly 
holds our property, and provenia us from sending it to the pur 
chasers thereof by maji or io any other way, and stil the Dame 
eles’ sword, the threat of fine and of imprisonment for alleged 
“obscenity,” Is held ower head of the responsible publisher. 

Secondly, as to the future, In view of the difficulties and 
dangers attending the publication of a radical reform journal, a 
jogical Freethought Journal, within the limite of the autocratic 
deapotiem called the United States of America, we have boen very 
seriously advised to do one of three things, namely, 

Kithor cease discussing the sex question In Lucifer, else move 
the paper fo some other country, else permanently suspend ita 
publication. 

The person who given us thie advice is an old editor and 
publisher, has himself suffered from the same despotic, Invasive 
and partialistic abuse of power, and, moreover, has earned the 
ridht to advise, by doling as mach as any other individual, in a 
financial way, to make Lucifer live. 

What say our readers to this? 

Especially what say the friends of Lucifer’s pivotal conten 
tion, namely, the right of the child to be born well, through the 
emancipation of womanhood and motherhood from the thralldom 
of man made laws and customs the thralldom of priest-made sw 
perstitions and creeds in regard to what i» true, right and moral 
in the sexwrelations of human bèings? 

Shall we temporize? Shall we surrender? 

Shali we “give up the sbip - In any of the ways named? 

The same person, or rather the symporlam of persons, who 
gave this advice made another suggestion: 

it the publication of Lucifer la to be continued, they advise 
dropping its Latin name-—retalning only ite English aynosym. 
That is to say, instead of calling the paper “Lucifer the Light 
Bearer,” call it simply “The Light Bearer.” 


This shortening of tha name they seam to regard an simply a 
ep in the Une of evolutionary progreas—a step forward and 
upward and not at all a aurreader to old-time prejudiew or to 
prieet-born superstition In regard to the origin and meaning of 
the word Lucifer. 

Having often, and at much length, given my reasons for 
adopting the name Lucifer 1 do not care to discus this question 
now, but Inasmuch as several of those who have done most to 
show their abiding Interest in Lucifer and ite work have Joined 
in making ihis sugevetion I am willing to “open the polls,” wo to 
sponk, and put it to vote as to whether the old name shall be 
retained as in the past or whether it shall be shortened by the 
elimination of the Gret halt. 

QUESTION OF ruck. 

The question of bame ls by no means the only one upon 
which there is serioos difference of oplaion. By couversation 
with many of Luctfer's patrona, also by letters received, I have 
been made aware that there is widespread dissatisfaction with, 
or disapproval of, the late advance in price from one to two dob 
lar» It js urged that while it le true that the price of akilied 
labor has advanced to nearly double what it was a few years afo, 
alse the price of most materials that enter into the production of 
booka and papera, also that the cost of living hae nearly doubled— 
all making it necessary and right to advance the price of the 
paper—yet it iè maintained that If Lucifer le to reach the classes 
of people that mort need ite teachings It must not be advanced 
in price, 

Better, much better, would it be, say these friends, to reduce 
the number of issuee—better make the paper a fortnightly or 
ovea a monthly, rather than advance the price above one dollar 
per year, It is certainly a source of much encouragement and 
of thankfulness that a many have responded to the call for an 
additional dollar to kerb Lucifer alive, yet it is equally a matter 
of discouragement that some have discontinued the paper to their 
address because of the advance in price. 

In accord then with the suggestions òf these good and falthfal 
friends, who have shown their faith by their works, and lu order 
that we may the better make up our minds as to what ls the best 
course to parsue, I now ask al! who have at beart the welfare of 
the race to which we all belong, to write us brief answers to the 
following list of quertions: 

First Shall the paper now called Lucifer the Light Bearer 
be continued? 

Becond, If bo, shall it be published In the A States or 
tn some foreign country? 

Third. It it is to live, what hall de ita name? 

Fourth. What shall be ite price per annum? 

Fifth. What Its perlod of issue—weekly, fortnightly or 
monthly? 

In addition ta these questions I will venture to ask of aos 
who may care fo respond: 

In case the changes are made that may be suggested by v. 
or the more important of your suggested chaten hour mony 
copies of the paper will you take and pay for? or how many 
yearly sulecriptions wilt you be rexponalble for? 

Answers to these questions may, for brevity and cheapness, 
be sent on postal card, and should be sent at once, or without un- 
necessary delay, Inaamoch, however, as the expenses of the win- 
ter have left nothing in the treasury to pay the bills for this 
laue of Lucifer, It de hoped that feso postal cards will be received 


in answer to these questions, but that instead, a letter, concise 
and pointed, will be sent, and that with such letter will come 
something in the shape of co-operative ald to help pay the bills 
aforesaid,

‘Thi for the very sufficient reason that peace ia the home be 
an absolute ossential to tho right-ballding of the now and better 
race. 

That war te now—as in all the past popular, and ap 
parently sò necemary to national life, iw just what wo might 
logically expect when we remember that in sọ largo a propor 
tion of the homes in whieh men are generated, gestated, born 
aod reared, the mother, the creator and builder, must Aght—ia 
some way must AgAt—for her right to her person, her right to a 
private room or rooma, her right to congenial and helpful com: 
penionships and to such alone. 

Does not the fact that so few women, of ali who undertake 
the role of motherhood, are sufficiently individualised to de 
mand and secure their rights in these regards, does not this 
fact tell the story why kings, czars, mikedos and presidents 
find ng difficulty in obtaining willing slaves to fight their battles 
of invasion and of conquest, while they themselves romain 
securely at home in thelr well-guarded and luxurious palaces? 

Like mother, like son! 

The stream cannot rise higher than its source. 

If man seeds a home of bis own, a place to which he can 
retire for restful recuperation after the tolls, the worries 
and vexations of the day, how much more necessary to woman le 
a home of her own, her very own, because ber life is spent main- 
ly in that home, but especially because, by nature's own division 
of laor, woman ia made the creator, the builder and chief 
educator of the new race. 

if for his own eatiafaction and for the better recuperation of 
waited energies man needs a home supplied with accessories such 
a ol! paintings, pictures and statuary—models In bronze or 
marble of the “buman form divine"—how much more does 
woman, in what le necessarily the more of lees monotonous 
life of the home, need stich accessories for her own comfort 
and sanity, bat especially in order that she may have ever 
before ber eyes models from which to fashion more symmetric- 
ally beautiful forms for her children than nature was able to 
give to bereetf, or to the Incarnate human specimens with whom 
she le obliged to live. 

The same argument would seem to apply to the outside 
environments of the home, as well as to its inside components. 
How is it possible for woman to do ber best work in child-bulld- 
ing when her bome is surrounded with nothing more beautiful

Hut now we are confronted with the most dificult factor or 
element, perhaps, in the problem of how to be born well through 
freo, independent, selfownlng and self-reliant motherhood. If 
woman must demand a bome of her own, hor very own, às & con- 
ditlon precedent to living with a man in the relation that may 
result in motherhood, of whom must she demand this home? 

If she be boruclf the possessor, in her own right, by inherit 
ance, by bequest, or by hor own Industry, of a competence suni- 
ent to buy a home and to support herself and child or children 
during the yeare of their helplessness, then the problem needs 
no other solution, But how many women of all the twenty or 
more millions of women within the child-bearing age in the 
United states are so environed, so dowered?

somewhat old-fashioned and anachronous when it le remembered

WHAT LUCIFER STANDS FOR. 

While sending answers to questions In No. 1013, one of 
Lucifer’a most carnest and helpful friends makes thie sugges 
tion: 

“E suggest that each issue explain the meaning of the word 
Lucifer. Also in each issue and at some length explain what 
the paper stands for. Mention the present condition of um 
happy homes. Give some stattsttes touching upon marriage 
and divorce—insanity, murder, sulcide—and connect them with 
the sex question. Make it plain that Lucifer stands for the 
elimination of these ilis and make the world dapper, more 
moral and better.” 

First, let me say that on the editorial page of each Iimmue 
of this paper appears, under the head “Lucifer—Its Meaning 
and Purpose,” a brief but comprehensive explanation of the 
origin and true meaning of the name adopted, more than twenty 
years ago, as the most suitable, all things considered, for a paper 
devoted to a thorough, fearless, uncompromising Investigation 
of the basic probleme of human life, and especially to the un 
veiling of subjects we have all been taught to regard as too 
sacred, oe too rile, to be spoken of in public, either from the 
platform or in a public journal 

Inasmuch as the question of name hax once more been 
opened, and inasmuch as in former imues I have given, at 
much length, my reasons for this name, I now prefer to may 
but little, desiring that others do the talking, only asking that 
as little space as possible be usod for this purpose. That there 
is much In a name le silently it not audibly admitted by all. 
We have all heard how a really innocent dog once loat bin life 
because, in sport, some one yelled out, "Bad dog!” Thie cry 
wan passed along, and as the animal was sern running at full 
speed from his tormentorw the cry soon changed to “Mad dog!” 
Which name meant “sentenced to a speedy death!” 

Not oniy dogs but human beings have often been put to 
death simply becatee of a pame—eoch as “heretic,” “Infidel,” 
“athoint,” “traitor,” “abolitionist,” “rapis” when the victim 
war wholly golltiess of wrong, even in thought. 

But while preferring that others should do the talking it 
may not be amiss to call attention to the fact that what is 
called in church circles the “higher criticlam™ has stripped the 
old-time superstitions of moet of thelr terrors, including the 
superstitions in regard to gode, demons, bella, heavens, ete, 
What was once regarded as authentic history le now shown 
to be almply the crude imaginings of ignorant, unphilosophic 
and aneclentic minds, added to and exaggerated from age to 
age by a class of men whose interest It was and still is ta keep 
the masses in ignorance and fear. 

As an instance of this evolution of thought touching these 
old-time myths and fables, take a sermon by the Rev, Thomas B, 
Gregory, a prominent writer for the editorial sections of the 
Hearst syndicate of papera. The main purpose of this sermon, 
as shown by extracts given in Lucifer some months ago, was 
to inspire courage in the mloda of the fainthearted and despair 
ing. In just so many words thin reverend editorial writer ad» 
vised bis readers to study and profit by the example of “Satan,” 
as given in Milton's Paradise Lost. “Emulate,” said he, “the

Milton wae bimerlf a great 
admirer and champloo of liberty, of Independence, and a most 
resalote foe of all paternalietic despotiems, euch an that en 
forced in the fabled Garden of Eden, and in the equally fabu- 
lous “Heaven” of ancient religious cult»: and he seems to have 
clothed his hero Satan with hiv own ideas of what a faultless 
champion of liberty, of truth and of Justice should be.

If, then, it could be shown that Lucifer means Satan ** Is 
not a fact to be ashamed of, but rather to be proud of. 

Even Webster's Dictlonary—notwithatanding the fact that 
it has been so offen revised and emasculated, by Rev, Goodrich 
and others, that the work ne it came from the hands of ite 
comparatively foe and Independent author, le quite another 
book, defends the names of Lucifer and Satan from the slur 
and calumnles of the priestly champions of Naeh. See the 
word “Lucifer,” page 992, Webster's Unabridged, edition of 1586, 
Merriam & Co, Springfleld, Mams. Webster's fret and principal 
definition of Lucifer ix, “The planet Venus, when appearing as 
the morning star- also applied, in lealah, by a bold metaphor, 
to the King of Babylon.” Seo also the rebake administered by 
Commentator Henderson, on the pame page, when he says: 

“The application of thie passage (in Isalah) to Satan and 
the apostate angels, la One Of those gross perversions of sacred 
writ which so extensively obtain, and which are to be traced 
10 è proneness to seek for more in a given passage than it 
really contains—a disposition to be Influenced by sound rather 
than sense, and an implicit faith in received Interpretations, 

Another commentator, Yonge (eee page 1,621 of same edi- 
tion), says: 

“Lucifer is, in fact, no profane or satanic titie. It is the 
Latin Leciferus, the licht bringer. the morning star, equivalent 
to the Greek Phorphórus, and was a Christian name in early 
times, borne even by one of the popes. It only acquired its 
present association from the apostrophe of the ruined King of 
aby ton, in Tsalah, as a fallen star: “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, © Lucifer, son of the morning!" Thence as this de- 
struction was (thought to be] assuredly a type of the fall of 
Satan, Milton took Locifer as the title of bis demon of pride, 
and thin name of the pure pale berald of daylight has become 
hateful to Corietian cars” 

The word “demon,” from the Greek daimon, a “divinity,” is 
another of the misused words. The word “pride,” too, to many 
Christian ears has an evil significance, whereas the character 
of Satan as given by Mikon is that of a mind so lofty, so true 
to itself, that it will not stoop to falsehood, nor to any act of 
dishonor. In fact, the first etymologic meaning given to “pride” 
hy Webster, is Aonor! 

Again I bavo allowed my pen to tun away with me My 
excuse, If one be needed, is that I wanted to show beyond the 
possibility of doubt, that it Lucifer and Satan mean the same 
character, then that character is eminently typical of what I 
want, and have always wanted, the paper called Lucifer to be, 
namely;

LUCIFER AND THE POSTAL CENSORSHIP, 

Until too late for insertion in No, 1013 my attention had 
not hewn called to the statement by Dr. Immanwel Pfelffor of 
what he did in Washington, D. C, in behalf of Lucifer and for 
the cause of free apeech and free press in general, It enn 
Dr. Pfeiffer of Boston, editor of the magazine “Our Home 
Nichten has been selected by the members of the Free Speech 
League, whose treasurer le Dr. K. B. Foote, Jr, of New York, 
lo represent them and their work in Washington and to make 
an erort to secure euch action. by the present Congress of the 
United States In regard to the Immigration laws that “a repeti- 
Lion of the John Turner outrage would be Impossible.” 

The following la part of a letter writen by Dr, Pfeiffer and 
published in the New York Truth Seeker of April 2: 

“It is a matter of education, We have found a member of 
the immigration committee who will introduce a bin giving 
some relief, and the chairman of the committee has promised 
me a bearing Quite a number of members have promised to 
help me an far as they can, Avyway, Washington and Congress 
will know that there le a powerful organized effort to oppose 
the government's interference with free thought and free 
ppeocd, and I believe we will eventually be successful. 

"I had quite a battle at the postoffice department a few 
days ago. Acting Postmaster-General Wynne was looking for 
a hole to crawl into when I had fintahed my statement of what 
1 thought of bim and his administration. 1 forced a confession 
that a December edition of Lucifer by order of the postmaster. 
general had been sent to the dead-letter office and destroyed. 
How! By putting it among caste poper’ 1 did not succeed in 
finding oot what becomes of the waste paper, but I was told it 
wan not burned. One of the maticrs marked ‘obscene’ was an 
adeertivement offering for sale Ida Craddock’s picture. Ouar 
postoffice censorship e bot content with withholding and de 
stroying citizens’ mall on its own narrow Interpretation of the 
law, but it evidently proposes alee to suppress any reference to 
the fact that there is a postal censorship. 

“J had things pretty near my own way for a couple of 
hours, and tbose in power were hunting bigh and low in the 
statutes to show me authority for their action. They did not 
succeed very well. General Wynne kept on telling me that we 
could "bring the matter into court.” 1 told him that if he bad 
done his duty there would be no need of going into court. I 
said: it le an easy matter for the wrongdoer to cry, “You 
can sue me,” but It costs money to go to law,’ I had written s 
letter to General Wynne on Feb, 25 (the destruction of Lucifer 
took place the latter part of January), in which | used language 
to the effect that if he did not reform he and his gang of ig- 
noramuses and his stupid way of doing business would be 
shown up to the American people, General Wynne read this 
part of my letter to me In a low volee, and I told him that, from 
the facts I had learned today of the government unlawfully 
destroying the property of people, my opinion expressed in my 
letter had been still more fully confirmed, and I was glad I bad 
an opportunity to express this opinion in person. 1 told him 
I was ashamed to call myself an American citizen with such 
men as he in power. | am only sorry I did not have a larger 
audience. 

“Had I the money at my command J would hold the Post 
ofico Department responsible for its outrageous act, by bring 
ing wait. When I represented Lucifer in n hearing before Gen- 
oral Madden, third assistant pestmaster-gencral, | was treated 
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with respect and the restoration to second-class of that paper 
showed the disposition to correct an error.” 

‘This letter is ite own sufMcient explanation, Until T saw it 
in the Truth Seeker I was left to suppose that No. 1000 of 
Luetfer, Dec. 17, 1903, was stil in the custody of Postmaster 
Coyne of Chicago, subject to the order of the postmaster-gen- 
eral at Washington, and that there was still grounds of hope 
that orders would soon be Issued that sald number should be 
sent to the subscribers who bad paid their money therefor, 

it Dr. Peiffer ls rightly informed, then no possibility re 
mains that our subscribers will ever see their property in that 
issue, unless the matter Is again put in type, printed and sent 
out through the mails or by some other means - 

So far a» I know, this action of the postoffice department 
js wholly without precedent. It has been charged by the op- 
position journals that Theodore Roosevelt has been guilty of 
acta of usurpation of power that no previous president of the 
United States had ever done, As the postmaster-general ls sim 
ply the servant of the president, it follows that whatever ls 
done by the postoffice department is done by the president him- 
self. 

The following letter, just received, shows how one at least 
of Luciter's subscribers looks upon this act of our national ad- 
ministration: 

“Charleston, W. Va. May 18, 1904. 

“Editor Lucifer—Dear Sir: l was rejoiced to recelve a copy 
of Lucifer once more. | trust you will not have to suspend 
again. For though I can see no sense in Anarchy I am in- 
terested in the other questions you discuss I think them im- 
portant, and well handled, I am open to conviction on any 
and all subjecta.

While in Topeka, Kan, a few weeks ago I called upon a 
leading lawyer of that city and asked for hie advice as to what 
could or should be done to recover our property unlawfully and 
unjustly beid by the postoffice oficials. His advice was sud 
stantially this: 

“institute mandamus proceedings i the proper court for 
the restoration of property richts If thie is too expensive, 
then let cach subscriber who wants that particular laue write 
to the post master geuetal. demanding that he give orders to 
have the paper now held iu the Chicago postoffice sent to the 
subseribers, else show good reason why it cannot be sọ sent, 
If the postmaster general should pay no attention to these de- 
mands, then bring the matter to the attention of President 
Roosevelt, direct, ax the chief guardian of the richte of the 
people.” 


When in San Francisco a meeting was heii i0 protest 
against the treatment to which Lucifer, “Freedom” of Sea. 
breeze, Fla, and other reform journals have rowed from the 
postofiice department, Typewritten copies of the prowrdings of 
that meeting were sent in registered letters to eee tent Roose 


velt and to the congresaman from the San Francis district 
Return cards were received by the sender, showing that these 
letters were delivered to the congressman au! to Roosevelt's 
private secretary, 

Whether Mr. Swinburn registered hie loner to the post 
master-geperal he docs not ssy, but i would suggest the pro 
priety of doing so whea writing to public servani» Se long have 
these servants regarded themselves as the rulers and the com 
mon people as their subjects that all possible prevautions j, 
be taken against miscarriage of the documents sen! by the citi- 
zen to his agent at what abould be 

. THE GENERAL AGENCY, 
and not the “genera) government,” af Washington, D. C 

It our agents at Waahiogton are allowe! to destroy the 
private and personal property of the citizen withowt even the 
trouble of giving the reasons of their action, Ie it not about time 
to inquire whether we are living In a republic of equal rights 
or under an absolute monarchy? 

In conclusion, for this time, I wish to ceiurn sincerest 
thanka to Dr. Pfeifer and to the members of the Free Speech 
League for their Horte in behalf of liberty and justice in gem 
eral, and in behalf of our little journal in particular, and as a 
slight token of our gratitude for such service in the cause of 
human rights I hereby move that every reader of Lucifer who

HOW To COLONIZE CALIFORNIA 
(Continued from page 1.) 

The village community enjoys many facilities entirely be 
youd the reach of ordinary farmers. They have a common sy 
tem of domestic water supply, which l» cheaper and more sat 
lafactory than Individual wells. They light their houses with 
electricity, enjoy good streets, sidewalks and parks, and bave 
a poblic building which includes auditorium, Mbrary and club 
rooms for both men and women. Furthermore, the prearnce of 
such a population, living in the midst of such advantages, must 
lo time create values for town property which will enrich the 
community, It Horace Greeley’s wise plan be adopted, as iu 
the case of his famous Colorado settlement, profite from this 
source will be available for public improvements 

The government? There is nothing better for small com 
munities than the New England town meeting. but it cannot 
be safely trusted with the powers of administration until the 
community le well established and past the dangers sure to 
surround its pathway during the first fow years, Uoti) the 
lands are all sold, until the farms have become self-sustaining, 
and until the community indebtedness ia wiped out or perfectly 
secured, the founders of the colony retain absolute control of 
its affairs This authority is exercised by a single individual— 
tne executive selected by the founders. Thove who cannot agree 
to this plan are not invited o join. Long and bitter experience 
bas shown that it is for the best interests of tho settlers them 
selves that superior ability should be in a position of secure 
control during the formative period at feast. The town meeting 
rules in New Kugland today, but the Massarhasette Ray Com- 
pany was all-powerfal until communities were thoroughly ostab 
lished. 

Such a colony plan as thie meets the Industrial and social 
needs of the time, Thousands will gladly join it if they have 
confidence in its management. None of ite principles are um- 
tried. Some of them have been demonstrated at Greeley, others 
in Utah, still others in Southern California. 

THE PLAN IN OFERATION 

How can such & plan be practically realized by the asso 
elated land Interests of California? The question can be an- 
swero here only in the briefest way, 

Lat them select a tract of, say, 15,600 acres where all condi- 
tions of soll, water, transportation, and markets are favorable. 
Lat thie tract be subdivided’ and eet apart as follows: Fot 
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townalte, 600 artes; for Independent settlers, 6,000 acres; for 
now residents, 6,000 arres; for borrowers, 3,000 acres. 
The independent» buy thelr land and pey for it lke ardi- 
wttlora, Thie feature requires no explanation 

The woortesidents pay for thelr tand on inataliments ex 
tending over, aay, Cour years, The prive they pay includes im 
provements, euch as clearing. plowing. fencing plating. and 
care of cropa until they reach matnrity. i would be feasible to 
extend improvements to bullding a house and bern, which would 
Int tene the purchase price iÑ proportiwo tat aside from 
bouxe and barn it le probable that about $20 per acro will have

borrowers. Spread this over four years and it amounts to $63.750 
per year, Dividing thie by 150 families gives $430 per year for 
each family, At the end of tour years the borrowers will be 
wlfeustaining, Many will be cariler, 

The colony requires a capital of $250,000, to be expended 
shout as follows: Loans to settlers, $150,000; townsite Improve 
ments, $25,000; Industrial plants, $25,000; light and water plants, 
$25,000; working capital, stores, lodustries, ete.. $25,000. 

The proper expenditure of thle fund will create one of the 
most beautiful colony centers that ever blossomed on tho face 
of the earth It will bave all the improvements of the beat 
modern town, together with commercial machinery for the pur- 
chase of supplies and sale of products on the best possible terms,

COLONIES AND COLONIZATION. 


The history of this world’s progress is largely a history of 
colonies, and of colonization echemes. Grete was colonized by 
adventurers from Egypt and from Western Asia, and the result 
was a civilization that for more than two thousand years has 
served as a model for later aggregations of human beings to pat- 
tern after, 

Rome was colonised, founded, by a gang of brigands who cap 
tured their wives by atrategy and held them by force. Carthage 
wan colonized by Phoenicians from Tyre, and thèse two colonies 
hear nolghbore atid rivala for centuries sehemed and fought for 
the supremacy of the then known world, 

The nation called the United States of America is the reavit 
of colonization schemes and efforts by the more enterprising, the 
more courageous, the more reckless and yenturenome of the peo 
plea inhabiting Western Burope 

Today the most Interesting, because most progressive, of 
political aggregations, New Zealand and Australia, are the result 
of the more recent attempts at colonization on a largo scale, 
These countries have been settled by civilized people mainly within 
the recollection of hundreds now living, and mainly by the more 
virile, more courageous and enterprising of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. Warned by her experiences in trying to govern the thirteen 
rebellious American colonies. the "Mother Country” has allowed 
ite later colonies to do pretty much as they pleased, with the re 
sulit that political and economie reforma have been successfully 
inaugurated Abere that would scarcely have been tolerated by any 
wellestabliaB™ government on earth. 

But we do not need to go to the Antipodes for Iuetrations 
The same spirit of adventure, of dissatisfaction with the artificial 
restriction and limitations of older communities and of longtetab 
lished castes and customs, that led to the successful colonization 
of Athens, of Rome, of Carthage, of New England, of New York, 
of New Orleans, of Chicago, St. Loule and of the proat "Middle 
We |" generally, and alsó of Australia and New Zealand, these 
same causes have led to the colonization of California, of Oregon, 
of Washington and of British Columbia, 

Within the memory of thousands now living Oregon and 
California were nearly it not quite out of the world, Before the 
building of the transcontinental railways a journey to the Pacific 
coast of North America called for courage, endurance and for 
sacrifices auch as but few men and still fewer Women Were ca 
padle of exhibiting Moat of thie ploneer emigration was under- 
taken without concert or definite plan. Men, women and children 
traveled in canvascovered farm wagons drawn by oxen, moles 
or horses, They went In companies of a dozen or more families 
each simply for mutual protection against hontile Indians and 
more savage bearta of mountain and desert plain, Others took 
the longer and scarcely Jess dangerous route by way of the 
Isthmus of Panama, or of the atil] longer ocean voyage round 
Cape Horn. 

When at longth, after months of travel, exposed to countless 
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dangers and privations by land or sea, the toll-worn and often 
raked and penniless pilgrims reached “the land of promise,” the 
Pacific coaat, they found other bardships awaiting them. Whether 
they chose to follow the uncertain fortunes of the mining camp 
or settled down to agriculture and live stock raising, they found 
life a constant struggle with conditions such as were to them, 
for the most part, wholly unfamillar, 

__ But pow, after the lapse of a single generation, all this bas 
been changed. The hardships of ploncer life on the Pacific coast 
are practically things of the past. Instead of the five or six 
months of travel by sea or land, the journey from the Mississippi 
Valley to San Francisco or Portland is made in less than one 
week, with no exposure to storm or sun, with no real laber or 
loss of Peep, and with no wear and tear of shoes or clothing. 

On leaving the comfortable tourist sleeper at the end of 
the five or six days’ Journey, the homeseeker finds him or herself 
surrounded by much the same evidences of civilization, of cul- 
ture, of comfort, as those left behind In the States east of the 
Rockies. If the main object of removal to the western coast 
be change of climate, a home where it ls always summer, or at 
least spring and summer, then the traveler will probably prefer 
to settle down ia a city, town or rural community where ploncer 
work is no longer needed. 

In most respects the newcomer will find the various gainful 
occupations and profeesions parceled out in the fame way as 
in the older states of the American Union, and the opportunities 
for getting a living in these occupations and professions not ce 
sentially different from what he has been accustomed to in Eastern 
states, or in the Middle West. 

Speaking of California alone, and of the central and southern 
parts thereof In particular, I would say, as it has often been sald 
by others, its climote is the greatest arret of the "Golden State.” 
To deseribe this climato in terms that will be appreciated by 
one accustomed to the extremes of the eastern, northern and cen- 
tral sections of the United States de a dificult undertaking. Only 
a chronic invalid, one whose health and comfort depend more on 
atmospheric conditions than upon anything else, can fully under 
stand what it le to have every day eo nearly like all other days 
that we can, with almost absolute certainty, plan to meet it, 
whether in matters of business, health or pleasure. 

Having recently spent six months in middle and southern 
California, I can speak with some degree of confidence in regard 
to the advantages of that section of the world for colonization 
purposes, My sojourn on the Pacific coast began early in No 
vember and ended the latter part of April, consequently I know 
nothing by personal observation of what the summers there are 
Uke Bot having many acquaintances, friends’ and relations, 
who have lived in California for many years I bave been per- 
mitted to seo through their eyes what the shortness of my stay 
prevented seeing with my own, 

From personal observation, then, and from what I believe to 
be wholly reliable information gained from competent witnesses, 
I give it as my opinion that California ia unrivaled as a land in 
viting the kind of settioment now generally understood by the 
term colonization—that Is, settlement in groupe by people of 
like opinions and aims on questions of morals, of economics, of 
dietetics, of hygiene, religion, local government, ste, ete. 

More attempts at colonization by groups, of the kinds herein 
mentioned, have been made on the Pacific coast of the United 
States within the past twenty-five or thirty years than upon any 
other equab area of the earth's surface. 

The serios of articles entitled "How to Colonize California,” 
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printed in recent issues of Lucifer, with more.coming, le in- 


possible to be dome on a large scale in California and 
Western States and terriftries 

It is not, however, so much with the colonizing of immense 
tracts of land under a single management, as described by the 
writer in the magazino called “The Land of Sunshine,” as it te 
with the more modest attempts, euch as that briefly described 
in the advertisement of Mra, Maude Johnson in this tarua of 


Johnson's “Nature Colony” and was much pleased with what I 


saw. Located in one of the suburbs of the aristocratie city called T 


Pasadena, Mre. Johnson's colonists can baye the conyentences of 
city life combined with those of ber frult farm of twenty acres. 
Although the chlet object of the founder Is to teach and prac 
ticalize right methods of living, so as to secure the blessings of 
health, physical and mental, the economic and industrial pro 
lems receive attention. 

Ax indicated by her title Nature Colooy—Mra. Johnson aims 
to live an near to Mother Nature as posaible—that is, to discard 
and eschew conventional habits and artiflelal custome as much as 
possible. One of her methods of cure for the sick da the sun-tath, 
I was shown a large open space upstairs where her patients 
expose thelr bodies to the direct influence of sumshine and wind. 

Other places and points of interest to homeseekers, and espe 
cially to those who desire to settle in groups, will be the subject 
of next article on colonization in California, Oregen and Wash- 
ington.

Financial independence is all that will ever liberate 
elther man or womans, and we must have the highest coopera 
tion to have the highest liberty. You have not reasoned out these 
great principles.” 

The letters from which these paragraphe are taken were not 
written for the public eye aod therefore all the more valuble 
hecnuse more surely the candid thought of the writers thereof. 

It wems unfortunate that membership in a club, church, 
political party, faction or seot should bave a tendency to narrow: 
neta, to exotiatic arrogance, o dogmatic welt assertion. But that 
puch tn the fact there seems not the shadow of a doubt. Our 
Sociallet friends magnify the economie factor above all others. 
“The money question ta first of all,” and he or she who cannot 
wee that Gaancial independence, economic equity, will Dring all 
other needed reforms, le necemarily ignorant, else so prejudiced 
that he will not see the truth when presented. 

Likewise the members of the Single Tax—the believers In 
the goupel according to Henry George, With them the land quès- 
ton is first of all. "The earth is the mother of us all, say they, 
“Give we the Single Tax—in other words, economic rent, thereby 
equalizing the burdens ot government and giving all an even 
chance; abollabing privilege and compelling all to work or starve 
—then all other reforms will follow aa s matter of course; all 
Other alavertes will quickly disappear.” 

And junt eo also the zealous Christian propagandist says, 
quoting Jesus: “Seek ye Gret the kingdom of God and his 
righteonsnces [get converted) and all these things [all temporal 
blewsings} shall be added unto you.” 

Aa 1 ee it there ts mo panacea for the tle of human life. All 
true reforms are corelat cooperatively helpful We must 
have money reform, labor reform, land reform, government re 
form, x reform, in order tò have freedom and justice, that in, 
the Cooperative Commonwealth. The money question is im: 
portant but in not Dasic, as | have soen demonstrated more than 
once, Given free accem to land, aa In the settlement of the “mid- 
die weet" Afty or sixty years ago, and people cau live and be 
happy with practically mo mosey of oll. Production and exchange 
without money le possible and practicable as we all know. Ke 
peelalty is it possible without money to live comfortably and 
happily in communities of moderate size, in which all really uso- 
ful trades aud occupations are carried on, provided there is free 


ces to the earth and to what the earth contains or spootase- 
ously produces, and hence it seems epparent that the moory 
question assumes ite present abnormal importasce simply because 
it is made the tuol of the mosopeliet, the land and labor monopo- 
tet. With free land and free labor the power of the “money 
king” would disappear 

How, then, to froe the land and the laborer who fa dependent 
upon the land tor hie means of subsistence, le preeminenlly the 
question, the “previous question”! 

As some of us see it the fret thing to do ts to get the mind 
right, At present we are all more or ias insane, hypnotized, on 
the question of what liberty and justice really mean, “The ascent 
ot Ute le no ascent of ideals.” it there le no ascent of ideale 
there will be no ascent of lite, The order of nature seems to be 
something Nike this:

Third—Adaptation of wenne to the end of realizing, of prac 
Ucalizing, the desired ideala.

Why do pot women whe are now economically independent 
assert and practivalize their right to be mistress of themseives? 

Partly, no doubt, because it is difienlt for a few to be tree 
until ali can be free, but chiefy, as I see It, because the desire 
to be free aod the ideal of what true freedom means, bas not yet 
come to woman, or at moat, to very few women. 

Nearly all women, even of those who claim to be free and 
eolfowning. are slaves to their own inherited ideale of womanly 
“modesty,” “parity” and “virtoe,” The vast majority of women, 
even of the least conventional, least orthdox, do not desire to be 
eclfownlng. They prefer to be owned by some man and stilt 
believe that the highest morality requires them to bọ sexually 
“tree” to some man, which means to be sexually monopolised by 
the man they have once accepted as a lte companion, notwith- 
standing the fact that passianate love, if it ever existed between 
the palr, may have tong since changed to satiety, to indifference, 
not to speak of positive repugnance, aversion or disgust. 

it the consequence of adherence to this old-time superstition, 
thie (rrational and unnatural standard of what parity and virtue 
in sex Ife really mran, if these ponaltios were borne only by 
women themeclves, the case would be pitiable enough, Dut when 
it is remembered that children are concetved, gestated and born 
ot these mothers while holding tils attitude of mental and 
physical saticty, indifference, aversion or disgust towards tho 
father of their children the question at teste assumes a vastly 
more serious arpect. 

Looking for baslo causes of Imbectiity, of failure, of eriminal- 
ity, ot degeneracy, do we noed to look further than our Inberited 
ideals of purity and virtue in the relation that creates new hu 
man beings? Do we wonder that men, cone of human motbers, 
can be hired to torture und to murder thelr fellow workingmen, 
as shown by the letter of R. A, Southworth, printed in this lese? 

I well know what the answer to this argument will be, but 
while giving, ae I think, due weight to the economic factor in 
the problem of human depravity, many years of close study and 
observation of the springs of human action convince me that 


economic environment Ix secondary, not primary, and that until 
woman awakes to a senec of her responsibility to herself, to her 
child and to the race of whieh he ia a part, and until abe de 
mands, as a condition precedent to motherhood, that her lodivid- 
uality as a eelfownlog human being shall be held sacred by all, 
under all clreumatances, nnti) thie de done the dreams of the 
Cooperative Commonwealth will never be niore than very par 
tally realized, it realized at all.

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THE COLORADO SITUATION. 

Some years ago the wageworkera and farmera of Colorado 
elected Davie H, Waite aa governor of that state. The miners 
of the Cripple Creck district went on strike for an eight-hour 
work day. The sheriff of the county swore in about eighteen hun- 
dred deputies and marched them from Colorado Springs to the 
scene of action for the purpose of intimidating the miners and 
driving them back to work, Governor Walte called out the 
militia, sent thom to the district, dispersed the deputy sheriffs, 
and went them back to thelr homes, The miners won their 
sirike, and have enjoyed an elght-hour work day ever since. 

A din for an eight-hour work day was pamed at a subsequent 
generai assembly, The employers took it to the Supreme Court 
of the state. Three Judges, one Republican and two Democrats, 
were unanimous in declaring it unconstitutional, Agitation was 
kept up by the varloun unions until an amendment to the com 
stitution was submitted to a vote of the people in the fall of 1902 
and adopted by a vote of 72.880 to 24,264, which was a direct com- 
mand to the legislature to pass the desired law, its terme being 
as follows: “The genera! assembly shall provide by law and 
shall prescribe suitable penalties for the violation thereof, for a 
period of employment not to exceed eight hours, within any 
twenty-four bours (except in cases of emergency where life or 
property le in immediate danger) for persons employed in us- 
dergroand mines or other underground workings, blast furnaces, 
emeiters and any ore reduction works or other branch of lin- 
dustry or labor that the general amembiy may consider injurious 
or dangerous to health, life or limb." 

Nearly tres to one was the majority for this measure, yet 
the following general ameembly were sọ boodled by the mine 
and smelter operators that a complete failure to carry out pledges 
to party and the commands ot the people resulted, Different 
strikes have been inaugurated since to gain what the people had 
said the workers should have—an eight-bour day, These strikes 
have each and all been free from violence on the part of the 
workers. 

‘The same cannot be sald for the employers. Violence, blood- 
abed and murder have been resorted to by them through the 
governor of the state, birod militia and thugs, 

An organization sprung into existence last year called “the 
Citizens’ Alliance,” which has been largely instrumental in Im 
fluencing the governor—who is a wember—to perform his un- 
warranted and unlawful acts, and ite members have banded to 
gether in midoight mobs and forcibly deported unoffending and 
industrious workers aud business men, in some cases brutally 
beating unarmed and hotplesa victima and threatening dire pen- 
alties, even death. if they dared to return to their homes or fam- 
Mea 

Martial law has been declared in three different mining di» 
tricts, oven though to do o was a direct violation of the law 


and the constitution. Many cares of Vinlehee foilowed, bot the 
military and the authoritios were always (he aggro In nw 
merous instances peaceful officers of agents of the vnlone have 
boen beaten aearly to death when sitting quietly in a railway 
coach ot riding In a carriage along the pubic ene , by hired 
detectives or thugs. In each case these Murderous brutes have 
oscapid oamoleeted by the law or ite agent 

This brutal and unlawful action by those Inirusted with the 
execution of the law has forced thousandy of workers to leave 
their homes to gain a Uvelfhood in other countivne or states, while 


several hundreds have been forcibly deported. a» before related.

Here the possibilities of complete control of unborn gen 
erations, race improvement, physically and mentally, are so great 
as to be almost beyond belief, It le a subject so important that 
statesmen will be atf(racted dy the appeale of suggestore that 
national laws will be enacted on the subject. Hy suggestion to 
mothers before the birth of their children, kept up for three gen 
erations, say a hundred years, the people can be cultivated to a 
standard of physical and Intellectual perfection the like of which 
has not appeared to human history.” 

The only romment I care to make upon this utterance of 
Prof. Larkin le that. in my opinion, we have pow too much legis 
latlon too mach puternalistle legislation, and that educational 
wothods, in the line of “suggestion,” without the interference of 
the paternal etate, are much to be preferred. 

Another popular writer, Garrett P. Servisas, commenting up 

on the late utterances of Francia Galton, the well known Engileh 
sociologist, who recommends more definite, more scientific meth- 
ods of instruction for the young in regard to improving tbe 
human race, hae this to say: 
z “This le a thing that necessarily interests everybody. No one 
will deny that it is of far more importance to Improve the human 
race, If it can be done, than to improve the breeds of horses, dogs, 
or other animals, on whose cultivation we expeod a grent deal of 
thought and efort Who that looks over the world as it Is today 
and obewrven what the peoples are about—tnelr mad struggles to 
get the advantage over one another, their demoniac efforts to 
slaughter their kind, thelr insane yielding to tendencies which 
debase there physically, intellectually, and morally—will conclude 
that man ia already so fine an animal that he cannot be im- 
proved? 

“The principal question is whether we should trust for imi- 
provement to the natural evolution of the race or sbould endear- 
or to amist and direct the evolutionary tendencies by our own 
efforts. Mr. Galton decidedly favors the latter view of the case, 
He thinks that we hond by no means walt for the slow and 
gradual processes of nature to produce the Ideal type of mankind, 
but should go to work and bring It forth ourselven Apparently 
he doubts whether nature, left to herself, would ever make us aa 
good as we might, or onght, to be,” 

Mr. Serviss, while evidently agreeing with Galton as to the 
need of a better plan of education for the young in regard to sex 
and reproduction, doer not seem very hopeful that anything Im- 
portant will come from present agitation of the subject, add- 
ing: 

“The chances are that Mr. Galton’s science of human im- 
provement will not arouse any great enthusisem. Even if be 
should succeed in having it taught in the schools, it ts Harty that 
the young men and women, after mastering ite principles and 
getting ita statistics by heart, would continue to marry on the 
old, unscientific plan.” 

There Is too much reason to think Mr. Servies right in his

Some years ago, at a “Mothers’ Meeting” in Kansas City, a 
paper was read, ontitied At What Age Shall We Teach Our 
Chulléren the Sacred Uses of Sex." The following paragraphs 
give a fragmentary outline of what one thoughfel mother de- 
Hevea can be done in the home, toward starting the young mind 
right in the matter of sexual education: 


“The generative, the creative processes are carried on 
through the brain and sexual organs. They represent the oppo 
site poles of our being, mental aud physical; they act and react 
upon each other. No abuse of one but impairs the usefulness of 
the other, and expecially le thie trae of the abuse of the sexual 
nature—Imbecility sometimes resulta from it. Motbera may be 
gin thelr influence upon the character of the child as soon as It 
ja conceived, and quite as much js felt upon the sexual as any 
part of ite nature, 

She may go back oven farther and begin ber work of right 
generation in a preparation for motherhood. By magnetizing the 
tiny nest with sweet thoughts, by a love that reaches forward 
toward the little ohe she is about to invite to come and dwell 
with her, and vy all the harmonious Influences she can draw, 

“If abe pute her bouse in order for the entertainment of an 
angel, an angol und not a devil will come to dwell with her, We, 
as mothers, prepare the dwelling for the spirit we invoke. Will 
we lay the foundation in sexual passion? Will we build the sup 
erstructure of selfishness, antagoniam and hate? 

“We weave into the very fiber of the little body that which 
we habltually bold in thought, while this bullding process is go 
ing on, and we continue to bulld during the period of lactation as 
well as gestation With our thought we are constructing an im 
strument through which the spirit of our child is to make Itself 
known to wa. It the key note le passion, what must we naturally 
expect? 

„it le right here we must make our firet impressions; right 
here wo may stamp purity or passion, Lat us begin with our 
selves, Let un not fashion in Ignorance these instruments that 
human souls are to play upon If not in tune the manifestations 
must nocersarily be discordant . 

“Let every prospective mother pause often to inquire what 
chords or discords she is arranging for the fortunate or unfor 
tunato soul that is to find expression through ber organism; for 
through mothers must the race be redeemed.” 

Yea! “Through mothers must the race be redeemed,” If ever 
redeemed. Would that this paper read before the Kansas City 
“Mothers Meeting” could be printed in leaflet form and scattered 
by the million among the young of both sexes, bat especially 
among young women. the prospective mothers of the next genera-

THE DIVORCE QUESTION, 

Divorce, as an institution, lw justifiable. The only way to 
handle the divorce question de to make reformatory moves In the 
question of marriage. Marriage la the second stage of life, and. 
at times, divorce te the next. There are thousands of families 
today that should never be allowed to grow, If the marriage law 
wore different the divorce question would be different. Under 
certain conditions divorce cannot be too strongly urged. The ex 
coptions in the marriage law should be far more numeroos, and 
thelr enforcement should be rigid 

In many cases a couple dincover they do not love each other 
after a fow woeks of months together. The revelation may come 
after some years oven, In that caso thelr living together Is pot a 
state of clean and righteous existence. It te nothing bat tolera- 
tion on one, or perbaps on both, aides. 

When toleration takes the place of love the step towards in- 
fidelity and general immorality ts one which le oasily taken-yes, 
invited. People should be educated for married lite, as well as 
for a business lite or professional pursuit. Educate the children, 
inform them of the sanctity of their own lives as mothers and 
fathers, and do not let them exist in Ignorance. Do not let them 
remain strangere to the most important parts of thelr lives and 
the lives of thelr ancestors, Knowledge of that sort, it properly 
taught, incites morality, and morality le the secret of a happy 
marriage Mrs Mary R Teati, National Evangeliat for the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Upton, 

That the divorcee question, Including marriage, e one that 
never jones interest le not strange when we recollect how much 
of human happiness or misery grows out of the intimate relations 
of the sèxes. 

Marriage and divorce are the outgrowth of the most power 
ful and most universal of all the human Instincts, emotions, im- 
pulees—that of race preservation. 

Theodore Roosevelt but volces the almost universal sent! 
ment when he insiste that the test of good citizenship ts large 
families, and that he or she who sbirks an equal share of the 
burdens of Dringing children Into the world and caring for them 
afterward—tunless for exceptional reasone—cannot be a good 
man or good woman. 

That thie baric instinct—desaire for race preservation, horror 
of race sulcide—accounta for the popularity of marriage and the 
unpopularity of divorce, goes without saying, 

In its broadest, most comprehensive sense marriage la a life 
assurance Institution or policy, founded or lsvued as a guarantees 
that children shall be born, and that they shall not be left to 
perish after being born. 

This is the meaning of the fact that the wedding, or mar- 
riage, of two human beings is the most important of all social 
events, social functions, especially In the life of woman; the 
wedding ceremony belong tantamount to a public declaration that 
the woman means to become a mother; that she does not mean to 
dio childless. i 

On the part of the man the wedding ceremony means a pub- 
ilc pledge, or bond, that he will support the woman while she Is 
incapacitated by the duties of maternity from taking care of ber- 
self, and that be will provide the means of sustenance for the 
child, or children, of this particular woman during the belpless 
ness of infancy. 

Marriage, then, means the family, The Instinct of race 
preservation demand, that whatever sustains and promotes the 
integrity of the family be considered good and right, and what- 
ever opposes or lowers the integrity of tbe family be held bad 
and wrong. 

Divorce breaka up the family, temporarily and partially at 
least; hence divorce is bad and wrong. 
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Marriage means more to woman than to man, simply be 
ure race reproduction is far more the work of woman than of 
man. Hence the public conscience naturally and reasonably holds 
woman to a far stricter accountability in marital matters than It 
holde man. Divorce does not disgrace man as it disgraces wom- 
an, and old-bachelorhood je not held in such disrepute aa ts old- 
maldunhood. Celibate life for man does not necessarily mean 
repudiation of the duties, the obdiigations of parenthood for man 
ax it does for woman, 

So mach for the natural and rational causes of the popularity 
ot marriage as an institution, and for the unpopularity of di. 
vorce; also for the unpopularity of celitucy-—except for religious 
ressons, or for the grustor devotion to some public work, as the 
“woman suffrage movement,” service in army hospitala, ete. 

Bot there is another and not less powerfol cause for the 
prominence given to marriage and divorce in the social, politteal 
and economic affairs of tula world, and that cause or force is the 
class intererta of the clergy and of the men who control the arti- 
fielal machine called the state, aud also of the men and women 
who sork control of the economic and industrial relations, asso 
elations or custome of organized human society. 

First the clergy: 


Of all men, of all vocations among men, it la nocessary to ibe 
clerical office that there should be Inequalities as to birth; that 
there Should be classes, grades, orders of men and women, The 
typical clergyman ls one who speaks by authority, the authority 
of “God.” Hence a prime necessity to the success of the clerical 
office is a laity that don't know too much! and who are willing 
to accept without question whatever is told them by thelr “pas 
tor, their “shepherd,” thelr spiritual “father,” 

In order that the lalty, the great mass of human society, 
should be thus docile, thus obedient to their spiritual guides, it je 
necessary that the making of these masses should be controlled 
by the clergy, else there would be constant’ danger that rebels 
against their authority will be born. In order that no rebels be 
born there must be no rebels among the motheya, Like mother 
likė son. It daring the nine months of gestation the mother 
mind «bould be in constant rovoli against authority, if the mother 
should constantly say to herselt, 

“I Know what ls good for me and for my coming cbild, quite 
as Well as the parson knows. 

“I Know as much about what God thinks as 
knows. 

“I refuse to believe that God made man the head of woman, 

“I refuse to belleve that God commanded ‘wives to submit 
themselves to thelr husbands in al) things.” 

“I demand the right to own myself, my mind, my body, my 
soul, if I have a soul, or if I am a soul, 

“I will not become a mother by a man i neither love, bonor 
nor respect, and when I become a mother | claim the right to 
choose the father of my child, for the same reason | claim the 
right to choose the kind of food J shall eat while my body le 
bullding my child. 

“it 1 find that | have made a mistake in first coolce I refuse 
to mako that mistake perpetual, 

“i claim the right to correct all mistakes and especially a 
mistake involving the lifelong success and happiness or failure 
and misery of my child, 

“How could I ever look my child In the face knowing I had 
given him an Inferior fatherhood when a better could bave been 
bad for the asking?” 

The clergyman knows that such thoughts ss these in the 
mind of the mother, thoughts woven Into the very Sber of ber 
prospective child, would produce a rebel against authority, a 
redol against all authority, and especially against tho authority 
of the clergy whose control over mankind reste upon faith, and 
not upon demonstrable proof, 

And hence it is that the clergy of all denominations of 
Christians claim that marriage de a “divine” lustitutton—4 “sac 
rament,” and therefore rightly falling under priestly control, 
both as to who are proper persons to enter into marital relations, 
and what the dutles, obligations and period of continuance of the 
“holy estate” should be. 

le it to be wondered at, then that the churches are banded 
together in a solid phalanx in opposition to liberal and rational 
divorce laws? 

Consciously or unconsclously the churches know—that ia, 
the clergy know, that freedom of womanhood and motherhood

About six werks ago, at the time of the National Soctallst 
convention in this city. I asked one of Its prominent members, 
an old acquaintance, R. A. Southworth, editor of the “Alliance of 
the Rockies.” to write a brief statement of the Colorado situation 
for pabltenttonm in Lucifer. The article was promptly sent, but 
owing to preasure of other matter was pot promptly printed, The 
first part was given a place in No, 1015, and now as a necessary 
part of the history of zwents that led up to the bloody genes of 
the past few weeks in that state, the second part of Editor South- 
worth’ graphic description of Incidents concerning which he has 
ample opportunity to know whereof he speaks, will be placed be 
fore Lucifer’s readers. M. H. 


“It was a little after 10:15 last Monday night when I heard 
a number of men on my porch and around my house. They be 
gan poonding on the front door asking that it be opened. My 
wife had retired, but 1 was down stairs, having taken of my 
shoes preparatory to retiring. From the noise made i suspected 
who was there ard made no reply. The pounding on the door 
continued and the men demanded again that it be opened, At 
last one of the men broke the glass in the panel of the door, My 
wife askal who was there, and what was wanted, They an- 
swored that they wanted the man in the house, meaning me. She 
asked them what they wanted me for, The only reply she re 
ceived waa: ‘Open this door,’ and some one said; ‘If he don't 
open It —— — burn the — — — — out of bis 
house’ ‘They then forced the lock of the door and I retired to a 
Ded room down stairs and tried to conceal myself behind a trunk. 
They searched the house, which was guarded on outside, and 
Walter Kenley, a deputy sheriff, discovered me He shoved a 
gun in my face and I maid: For God's sake, have you come to 
murder me?” Ho Cold me to get up and come out, and I asked 
him if be had a warrant. He sald, Ves“ I sald: "Read it to me. 
He then sald he did not need a warrant, I would have to come, 
anyway. He then took hold of me and pulled me into the hall, 
and | asked to be allowed to put on my shoes. He replied by 
striking me over the head with bie gun.“ (pointing to a cut on the 
aide of bis head about one inch long), He said: ‘You don't need 
any shoes; ko without them.” My wife was standing beside me 
when he struck the blow. 

“The man in company with Kenley pulled his bat over his 
eyes ko | am not sure of his identity, I was then forced Into the 
street, my wife following with my shoes and hat, but she was not 
allowed to «ive them to me, and I was not allowed to put them 
on, They marched me through the (cozen alley, cutting my feet 
terribly, At one place there was a puddle of water. I tried to 
avoid this and some one in the mob sald: ‘Shove the —— —— 
— — throogh the water,” which Kenley did. When we had 
Kone nearly two blocks be again struck me on the side of the 
bead with his revolver, without any warning. Au the time the 
fellows in the mob were telling Kenley to shoot me. | was then 
taken another half block, where a crowd of union wen had a) 
ready been herded together and were surrounded by the mob.

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MUST ECONOMIC FREEDOM PRECEDE SEX FREEDOM? 


It in often sald that it le useless to hope for freedom in mat 
tom of nox until the advent of economic changes which will make 
women financially independent. In order that we may find out 
just what amount of truth there is in this statement, let us con- 
wider one by one the various reforms which taken together con 
stituto sexual freedom, 

In the frst place thero must be general knowledge of sult 
able preventive checks, In order that undesired motherbood may 
be abolished. What cconomle changes aro needed in order to 
reach this consummation? None whatever. Ali that le needed 
in to spread knowledge, overcome prejudice, and get rid of meddle 
some laws, 

Then we must do away with enforced colibacy, which is per- 
hapa the greatest of all sexual ovila. Sir Benjamin Brodie, one 
of the most eminent physicians of the nineteenth century, once 
sald: “The evils of oclibaòy are no great I will not mention thom, 
but they at least equal those of prostitution.” Under this heading 
we have, first, the colitkey [tmposed op young persons of both 
es, before they are married, of ought to be married, but not 
before they are old enough to suffer dreadfully in body and mind 
from an unnatural continence. Then we have the deplorable 
evils inflicted on women who never get married, or at least have 
to walt a long Ume before marriage. With these wo must reckon 
widows, divorced women, and others who are compelled for one 
reason or another to Jive without husbands. We must also re- 
member that many men suffer more or less from celibacy under 
certain conditions. 

ls any economic change needed to redress the evils of cell- 
bacy? Not the slightest. Colibacy can be cured by the same cure 
as undesired motherhood. All we need is cheap and plentiful 
preventive checks, together with the downfall of Mra. Grundy, 
and enforced celibacy will be a thing of the past. 

But wo must get rid of prostitution. How? Preventive 
cheeks will do it. When it Is made casy for women to give thelr 
love, those who wish to sell it will not baro many customers. 

But how are we to get rid of unnatural vice? Preventive 
checks will do that, too. Make it easy to get natural satisfaction 
whenever it is wanted, and fow will get into the habit of seeking 
unnatural satisfaction. 

Wo are now half through the subject, and thus far the whole 
thing is very simple, KIll Mrs. Grundy, and make preventive 
checks cheap, efficient, generally known, and easily obtained. 

Now, however, wo come to the question of children, and it fs 
confidently asserted that here at least nothing can be done until 
there la economic freedom. 

That also I deny. In the first place, many women are 
economically Independent, and there Is nothing but Mrs. Grundy 
to prevent them being free mothers. It is safe to zay that under 
any circumstances women of the educated and now well to do 
clase will take the lead In omancipating their sex. They have 
done the fighting for woman suffrage and everything elso that 
women have got or are getting. Therefore those of them who can 


afford it had detter get to work at once, and lead the campaign 
for free motherhood. 


But I do not even admit that poor women are unable to bo

mothers without becoming sex slaves, I do admit that the 
necessary number of children to keep up the population could 
not at prosent be conveniently produced under froo motherhood, 
ut there l» no reason why many a healthy woman should not 
have one child at lenet, and at the same time work for her living. 
Let the American woman have one child, or possibly two, for 
her own pleasure; and let the Swedes, Fions, and Hungarians 
populate the country. Their children make as good American 
citizens as the dexcondants of those who came over on the May- 
flower. 

Another very Important reform is that women should be 
made the legal guardians of their children. It ta not desirable 
that mothers should any longer be vont to Jall for steallng their 
own children from drunken fathers. It would be well to avoid 
a repetition of the recent incident in New York state, when an 
infant was torn from the breast of Ita American mother to be 
sent to China to be educated, because its dead father bad willed 
It # Dut no economic change le needed to accomplish this. 
Twelve states of the Union have already given mothers oqual 
rights with fathers in the guardianship of thelr children, and 
there le not the slightest reason why all the states should not 
give the sole guardianship to the mother, without waiting for 
any economic change. 

It la also eesential that husbands should be deprived of all 
legal rights over the persone of thelr wives. Here again, how- 
over, it is needless to walt for any economic change. 

No one wants economic change more than I do, But it Is 
sheer humbug to say that everything must walt for It. Let us 
strive for sexual freedom without walting for anything, and every 
gain in sexual freedom will make us the more able and willing 
to fight for economic freedom. R B. Kma 
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SUN-BATHING. 

Bun bathlug increases the vitality, and promotes the renewal 
of the body. The nature of the aun-bath depends upon Individual 
conditions, Some people are so fortunately situated as to be 
able to take a complete sun-bath in thelr ordinary rooms. In 
auch a case, all the clothing should be removed, so that the 
entire body may receive the direct rays of the sun, One should 
have a private garden where he may luxurtate occasionally in 
nature's gurmenta The green fields and the fresh alr of the 
country constitute the ideal conditions for a sun- bath. 

Conveniences for wun-bathing are essential to a well ap 
polnted home, and a porch on the sunny side of a bouse may 
often be modified for this purpose Where an upper porch Is 
available, screen it off with muslin curtains wbich readily admit 
the actinic rays Where climatic conditions would not permit 
this simple arrangement, a window may be Atted. Excellent 
solariums aro sometimes doiit upon the roofs of houses, where 
there ts pothing to obstruct the sunlight. 

Few people realize how much vitality can be gained in the 
zun bath. It gives new energy to the system, as the rays of the 
sun penertate every part of the body, similarly to the X-rays. 
The energising Influence is imparted to every organ, and not 
merely to the eurface of the body. This vitality enables nature

Having been a near nelghbor to the horrors of the “border war“ 
in the early settlement of Kansas I can bear testimony that 
those horrors pale into insignificance when compared to the 
deeds now enacted in the “Centennial State.

You have doubtless wonderad why I bave not written you 
something concerning the outrages that have recently occurred 
In Cripple Creek and vicinity. But you can have but a falt 
conception of the danger a citizen of thin community would 
be subjected to if a letter from him expressing adverse views. 
to that of the military rule were to fall into the bands of the 
enemy, I enclose under another cover a copy of the Appeal to 
Reason which gives a graphic and truthful account of what has 
transpired here since the 6th of this month, 

Tho wuppresaion of free speech in other parts of the world 
in modern times id tame compared to what wo are grinning and 
eoduring in the Cripple Creek district, The accounts given to 
the Appeal to Reason by men who wore on the ground are not 
overdrawn or exaggerated, Incredible as they may soem to the 
outside world I can personally vouch for much of it, as I have 
been an oye witness to the main facta, and am fully prepared 
to believe the rest of It. I witnessed the firing on the Union 
Hall in Victor, and know that not a single shot came from the 
hall. I witnessed the brutal treatment of the strikera after they 
surrendered and am credibly informed of many other brutaliti¢s, 
and perronally know that to diasent from the views of the mob— 
which consists of the Mine Owners’ Association, Citizens“ Allianco 
and the scab minere—te sure to land one In the bull pen or to 
subject him to deportation. 

The Appeals correspondents are reputable socialista of su- 
perior mental attributes, who have stated tho Inside facta as 
they have occurred. I am usually in accord with socialist speak- 
era and writers in their statements of facts relating to conditions 
in the Industrial world, It in only when It comes to the remedy 
they propose as a relief from economic fils that 1 differ from 
them.

injunction from Judge Colt in the U. S. Circuit Court, prohlblt - 
lng Postmaster Hibbard of Boston from obeying the order. Mr. 
Hibbard wrote to Washington for Instructions and after a long 
Walt recelved none. Perhaps the department will bave to open 
ita eyen 

In the meantime, people throughout New England, who had 
written the company, are worked up to wrath because of the non- 
delivery of their letters. They simply being held in the mean- 
time. These people will, undoubtedly, Incline toward joining 
forces with thousands of others in every walk of lifo who have 
of late been victims of the Postofice Department's folly and 
tyranny, and, with them, they will demand that private capitalists 
be called in to buy oul the postofice and run it as the express 
companies are run, divested also of the legal restraints imposed 
upon them, 

To the capitalist we would pay one postage and get value 
received, without the possible infliction of a “fraud order,” a fine 
or a jall or a penitentiary sentence. 

The fact de, malls should be “free” for everything save those 
things physically damaging to them, and the laws of the land 
should be amply suficient to cover any genuine misdemeanors 
assisted or transmitted by the malle, without having the mall 
system itself play the parts of sleuth, policeman, judge and 
Jaller.

FREEDOM IN LOVE—THE BURNING QUESTION. 
Clara Bewick Colby, editor of Woman's Tribune, Washing 
ton, D. C., an old and well established journal of reform, in her 
issue of June 25, under the bead, “Lucifer or Lightbearer,” has 
this to say: 


“Lucifer, Mr. Moses Harman's paper, starting up after some 
weeks vacation, la asking its subscribers’ opinion as to its future 
name, price, place of publication and scope. An editor who tries 
to take the advice of everybody usually finds himaelf like the 
traveler with his son and his donkey who succeeded in satisfying 
nobody, 

“Lucifer stands for the rigbts of the child to be well born, 
and especially to be born of a mother who controls the conditions 
of ber maternity, Mr. Harman has carried almost to the point of 
martyrdom his devotion to a propagandum which Ia 80 far abead 
of public sentiment that few dare even to commend bim lest It 
might bring opprobrium upon them. Judicial ignorance and that 
misguided zeal for purity which sees only obscenity in a plain 
statement of fact regarding sex matters consigned Mr, Harman 
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to a pentitentiary for more than a year bocaune lie Jid not elim> 
nate a scientific physiological name from a communication from 
one of his contributors who denounced an injury ty a wife in om 
sparing terms, Having exchanged with Laster for twenty 
years I do not remember noticing in Mr. Harmans editortals 
anything subversive of the purity and continuity of the bome, 
but in his willingness to give others a chance to express thelr 
viows, and possibly despairing of righting the wrongs of woman 
in marriage under ita present status, he has allowed some of bis 
contributors ch advocate the various forma of cxperimental nasti- 
neat which may be summed up under the name ‘free love” Itis 
this which Mr. Harman must avold it he would have his paper 
appeal to readers who do not wish the foundations of the home 
and of woclety and the state overturned, 

“There is need of a paper such as Lucifer might be and such 
as it fs in its essential thought. The relations of the sexes pre 
sent problems that are most vital and pressing, The fact thst a 
very amall proportion of marriages bring complete or growing 
happiness; that divorce is increasing so rapidly that it threatens 
to make the marriage bond less sacred and enduring than the 
ordinary business compact; that countless vices, scandals and 
moral obliquities growing out of sex relations crush bumanity 
with their unutterable woe; all these call for wise and energetic 
treatment it our civilization ts to be saved. 

“But those who are to take up this aubject should bring to 
it not only the clean heart and chaste purpose but a sclentific 
study of the development of life through all ite forms. They 
must bulld upon the past Instead of knocking the foundations 
from under thelr feet. They must know that the persistent ideal 
which has caused the evolution of animal life bas been the strug: 
gle towards monogamie relations of the sexes. According to the 
completeness of development along thia line sclentlets hate 
classified lite Into lower or higher orders, Man has carried it 
further than any other created being, hence the love which tends 
to differentiate his purzult of his mate from the lust of the brute. 
How to carry the process of evolution to the point of a perfected 
monogamy with its promise of enduring happiness and Immortal 
love and yet win for woman her freedom as an equal partner in 
this relation fs the burning question of civilization.

It is nearly twenty years since I heard Mra. Colby address 
an “Equal Suffrage” convention at Topeka, Kansas, at which 
convention there were several speakers of national it not Inter- 
national reputation, but among them all there were none that 
went so nearly to the core of the question of woman's political, 
social and economic enslavement as did Clara Bewick Colby. 80 
radical and unconventional were some of her utterances that I 
was simply amazed as well as delighted to bear the applause with 
which these utterances were greeted by the large audience. 

Since that time | have watched with some care the course 
of the Woman's Tribune and its editor, and while 1 have found 
much to commend I confess to a feeling of disappointment; a 
feeling that Mrs, Colby’s subsequent career has not fulfilled the 
prophecy of what I considered by far the most important speech 
made at the convention aforesaid, 

Like Henry Ward Beecher Mra. Colby appears to me to be a 
“Kingdom divided against itself." While her logical tuteliect 
clearly sees that “Love tn Freedom,” “motherhood In freedom,” 
must be the savior of mankind it ever saved—saved from the 
holla of Ignorance and porveraion—her emotional nature is still 
“under bondage to fear,” ber inherited fear that love cannot 
be trusted In freedom; that the sex instinct, sex attraction, is a 
wild beast that must be kept In a strait jacket and allowed ex- 
pression only when church or state, or both, give their sano 
tion. . 

Hence the lack of coberence, as I see it, in the published 
utterances of Mra, Colby on the question of woman's omancipation 
from her Inherited slaverien. Hence such expressions as “tbe 
various forms of experimental nastiness which may be summed 
up under the name ‘free love.’ ” 
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Not wishing to make a long article in reply to tho foregoing 
editorial notie, whoee author 1 regard as one ot the foremost 
women of our time, and while sincerely thanking her for het 
brave defense of myself and of Lucifer during the long years 
of confilct in Kansas, when friends were fow and far between, I 
must correct her impressions in regard to the “editorials” of 
which she seeme to hold a good opinion, If | have not made It 
clear, during the twenty years of “exchange” with the Tribune, 
that 1 Advocate love in freedom,” commonly called “free love,” 
then I wish to do sọ now,

“I begin with the declaration that I advocate "freo love’ com- 
pletely and deeldedly, Dut the expression is Incorrect and should 
be “freedom in love.’ Indeed, can any other kind of love exist 
except free love? Can love be commanded or forced? 

“Somethiog of this sort seems hitherto to have been in the 
minile of philosophers of love, who have learned their philovophy 
in Constantinople or Utah apparently, and who can let a slave 
pare as thelr beloved, 

“Among all the daughters of the goddess Liberty thore le 
hone, who, according to her nature, must posvess the properties of 
her mother in a higher degree than Love 

“Love and free Jove are therefore aynonymour. It ought not 
to be necessary to talk of free love any more than of wet water, 
or hot fre. 

“I might, however, conceive of love as not free in the sense 
that the feeling, the necessity that unites two beings, binds them 
completely, destroys their free will, turns them irresistibly away 
from everything èlre, 

“Bat just because true love has this effect, exerts this power, 
creates thie necessity, it ought no more to be hindered in ite 
choice by externa) force, than it will require external bonds to 
insure ita permanence, 

“A man and woman who do not love each other ought not 
to be anited, or where they are united they ought again to be 
separated. 

“A man aud woman who love each otber ought not to be 
kept apart, and they need no external force to remain together 

“This is the simple statement of what I understand by free 
dom in love, which ts the only means of securing what has now 
become so rare—a true marriage and a true family life. 

“Lat him who does not agree with me have the courage to 
postulate the opposite and declare, that those who do not lore 
each other ought to be anited and to be kept together by force, 
“those who jore each other ought to be separated and to be kept 
apart by force—bdoth in the interest of humanity and human 
happiness!"

This quotation from Heinzon’s “Rights of Woman and the 
Sexual Relations” is longer than 1 could have wished, but could 
not be shortened without weakening its force, And now, In all 
kindness and candor I would aak Mra Colby which born of the 
dilemma she prefers to take; for, as I see it, there la no middle 
or neutral ground, 

If she takes the first—that those who love each other should 
be united, and that those who do not love should be separate, 
and that no outside force ln needed in either case, then sho la 
a “free lover, in the true and logical meaning of that much 
abused and Iii quoted phrase. 

It Mrs. Colby refuses to take thin position, then of necessity 
the must take the ground that those who love each other should 
be kept apart by outside force, and those who do not love each 
other should be held together—"in the interest of humanity and 
human happiness!" 

As Julie vom Berg says, although no one of sound mind 
dares to take this second attitude in Just so many words, it

‘Free love’ je a word of terror, but free prostitution bas become 
a woclal Institution which le approved inside and otitalde of mar- 
riage by a legal license.” 

That le to say, the legal Vcense In simply legal authority to 
“commit adaltery"—prostitudon—within the marriage pale, since 
if left to nature's attractions and repulaions, as Madame Vom 
Berg clearly intimates, there would be po prostitution, no adul- 
teratlon, no defilement of sex—provided always that the element 
of cconomle dependence, or that of hypnotic obsession, or of re 
ligious fanaticlum, does not supervene. 

A WORD OF WARNENO. 

Let no one reading Lucifer for the first time, Jump to the 
conclusion that because its editor would bave no outside force 
to control the sex attractions and repulsions of human beings 
ibat therefore be opposes ali control of sex appetite, sex passion. 
On the contrary I constantly and most earnestly preach the doc 
trine of contro), self-control, of sex appetite for the same reason 
that I preach gelt control of apy other natural appetite or pa» 
sion; and still more do I Insist upon self-control of sex appetite

As to the “struggle towards monogamic relations of the 
sexes,” some highly developed species of the socalled lower ani- 
mals are monogamous and some are not, and fo also of human 
beings, and the attempt to compel women and men to be monog- 
amous by statute or canon law has always proved a disastrous 
fallore.

Elsewhere in (bis leaue is given a letter from an old sub 
acriter, at Cripple Creek, a man who knows Colorado well, from 
Jong residence thereln, and from thorough acquaintance with 
causes that bave preceded and led up to the present frightful 
condition of things in that state. 

Our correspondent does not write as a partisan. He does 
not excuse the “unions.” Ho does not throw all the blame on the 
capitalists and thelr partisans, the state othetals. the courts and 
tbe non-union miners. He puts the blame where many others 
have Jong since put it, on the land systemi, the money system and 
the labor system that gives it into the power of the men who 
control the money to control also the land. the mines, the rall- 
ways and the workingmen who bave nothing to sell but their 
labor, and all else between the earth and sky. 

This land and money system Is part of our Inheritance from 
colonial times and from the barbarous feudal systems of Europe, 
just as chattel slavery was part of our Inberitance from the 
barbarous ecovomic and social systems of Europe. 

To get rid of the chattwl slave system required a great civil 
war—one of the bloodiest and bitterest known to human his 
tory, simply because the owners of human chattels would not 
submit to the dectalon of the ballot, which declelon showed that 
sooner or later, chattel slavery must go. Trade unionism and 
ite twin brother socialiem, say that private ownership of We 
land, the mines, the tools and the railways by a few men, must 
go. The history of the Colorado conflict shows with almost un- 
erring certainty that the millionaire theton ners will not sub 
mit to the decision of the ballot when the socialists and their 
friends capture the sigte government by voting. They will either 
defeat the count by fraud or force, or thoy will organize their 
armies on a largo scale us they have already done on a small 
scale, and fight for their time-honored right to own the earth, 
just as thelr brethren, the slave owners organized their armies 
on a large scale to fight for their right to own the bodies of their 
black chattels. The land-owners, the mineowners, the bankers 
and the transportation owners everywhere, will make common 
caus, and as these own the government at Washington it will 
mean another French Revolution to break op the feudal system 
of the falsely called American Republic.

The new city marshal must be with us, 
wholly, for we base cut work out for him that would not do for 
you or any man save the kind we will appoint. Owing to my 
personal appreciation of you and your ability, | wish you to 
take this $100 and this ticket to Kansas City. Go dowa there 
and stay there until this thing blows over, for, from now on, 
we will do many hard things, Tako my advice and get out.“ 


City Marshal Graham was forced to resign, and a few days 
after the Independence explosion occurred, under circumstances 
that go very far to show that thie wholesale murder waa part 
of the “many hard things” spoken of by the president of the 
First National Bank of Cripple Creek.

The movement for sex radicalism ls still sọ young that I 
may be useful to outline briefly the ground which the 
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believe it 


sex ceformec muist cover, sugeestiog our sources of knowledge, 
and poloting ont the largest of the lies with which we must do 
bettie and who are the champions of these lles by cholce or 


neewwelly 

1 The Physiology of Bex. Here, of course, medical men 
are thow’ whe keep the key of knowledge, being the only people 
access to faeta and statisties on which to base any 
eclonee of thie part of our subject. But it should at once be 
poled that this hardworked profession is pald (grudgingly and 
stingily paid) by the publie not to Instruct them in health, but 
to eure them of Wiseases, Moreover, medical men are by social 
lawa bound over to silence as to the health-needs of sex, and 
would bent serious detriment to thelr worldly prospects it they 
rashiy told the truth to their female patents, though the “double 
standard” enables them to speak more plainly to men. This in 
finence causes even such scientific men as Kraft-Ebing aud Wes- 
termarck to pander to popular prejudice in some of their state- 
ments regarding the eilte of women—velling the truth for a 
public which loves to be bamboozled, 

Yet the public le served far better and more faithfully than it 
deserves by ita medical doctora; and I am bere impelled to make 
something like a digression to point out the effects of the almost 
unique training of the medical profession, With the exception 
of a few who have been fully trained in teaching (a profession 
still in (te infancy), doctors are the only important class of men 
who are trained in both science and sympathy (those keynotes 
of the future). The result is very encouraging for believers In 
education, and le a complete answer to those who hold that the 
eclentifc study of human nature is demoralizing. Though I am 
far from supposing that education (environment) ts as impor- 
tant as heredity, there le no doubt that a training In science, 
where the use of the powers of sympathy is also Involved, pro 
duces great resulta To some slight extent, perbaps, medical men 
are “picked,” and the worst material clears out of the profession: 
but we find even rough medical students turned into as hard- 
working, kindly, self-sarriðcing a ret of men as can be found in 
history. It the moralising power of science ls #0 great, what may 
not be hoped for when all human belnga have some training in 
lenco, to take the place of a training in religious superstition? 

To return: in ite of the bribes to falsehood offered by the 
great stupid public, and the very possible penalties attached to 
truthepenking, T believe it would be hard to find even among the 
homblest medical! practitioners a man who will deliberately lle 
about the laws of wex as far as these are known. 

2. The Chronology of Sex. It has been remarked that cach 
age writes history from ite own efandpoint. Certainly the stand- 
point of the sex-reformer la not yet in sight. Even lucifer, the 
Light-boarer, bas ad yet only the position that a warm supporter 
lately disctalmed for it as too humble-—a torch-bearer, for day- 
att le not yet. We have no teachers as yot, in sociology in rola- 
tion to sex. What jis the one answer given to all the Intricate 
problema of sex? Marriage, And what Institution supports the 
marriage system as an integral part? “That great lying church.“ 
as Carlyle fret, and Morrison Davidson since, have called it; 
and the churches its predecessors and successors. That church 


who have 
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which has always set itself like a wall to stop every movement 
for reform, whether in the name of mercy or science, still keops 
us from seeking the truth by its traditions and its representa- 
tives 

The lesson that I would fain suggest is tbat sex radicals must 
study thelr eubject for themselves. (1) On the physiological side 
of the sex problem. I belleve medical men can and will be our 
friends as soon as we encourage them to be so. The public will 
have hralthdoctors, instead of, or as well as, disease-doctors, 
just as soon as it genuinely desires them; and those who want 
Nele will get It. 

(2) In founding noble social ideals of sex there Is much to 
study, and each one must help think. But one thing is clear: 
there must be no compromise with the powers of darkness. With 
church influence it must be, metaphorically speakiog, “war to 
the knife.” Not war with Individuals in the church, for some 
within the church may attain to a happy kind of right-minded. 
ness, in spite of thelr bad surroundings; and some puritans have 
fought—albelt fought biindfold—nagainst the slavery of women 
But we must fully recognize that a church which declares with 
the ancient Hebrew Scriptures in their opening pages that woman 
was made for man, and that human nature ls radically evil, must 
fall by these demoralizing doctrines; and the sooner it falls the 
better 

The various movements which are supplanting the old 
church in the affeetions of the people, on the American continent, 
are all helpful to sex-radicaliem, though their work is not our 
work and must be kept separate, These are: Secularism, spir- 
tvaliem, and economic reform (socialism and anarchism); all 
three are useful, though I am far from giving equal weight to 
each, either historically or intrinsically considered. They are 
holpful to us ax clearing obstructions, not in constructive work 
of our special kind, 

With the editor’s permission, I will follow these remarks on 
our teachers by some on What must we learn?”

Man le naturally an outdoor animal. The tropics being his 
natural home, he lives in cold countries only at the expense of 
an enormous outlay of labor, and probably also with a very con 
siderable shortening of hia life. 

The value of outdoor lite le best appreciated by those ao 
eaatomed to sedentary lite when opportunity fs afforded for 
them to spend a few days In the open alr, It needs no lengthy 
argument to demonstrate to each a person the value of continu 
ous outdoor lite as a health promoter. The value of such a life 
does not consist wholly in the purity of the alr and the exercise, 
matters of great importance, but also in the cooling effect of 
the alr in motion, and especially in tho vitaliziog influence of 
the sunshioe. 1 

The raya of the sun, says Dr. J. H. Kellog, contain heat and 
chemical rays as well as licht rays, Tho heat acts powerfully 
upon the glands and vessels of the akin, while the chemical rays 
influence the nervous system in a remarkable way. It is the 
chemical rays which cause socalled sunburn. 

The marvelous energy manifested tn plant life is derived 
from the zun acting upon the green parts to organizo and vi- 
talize the elements of the earth and air {nto living substances. 
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The same energy of the auntight d essential to animal life. The 
sun bath js now a well recognized and much valued therapeutio 
agent. 

In this form of treatment the whole body ls oxposed to the 
direct action of the sun's rays. Persons who are pot accustomed 
to expose to the san, and individuals who have light hair and 
light skins, showld make the first exposure to the aun of short 
duration; ten or fifteen minutes. Longer exposures are likely 
to produce sunburn. No particular barm ia done by sunburn, 
excepting the Inconventence occasioned by It. The plementation 
of tho skin Induced by sunburn protects the skin from further 
injury. 

The body may be exposed elther in the open alr or before 
a window. When the zune rays are so Intense that the beat 
is depressing. the heat rays may be filtered out by means of a 
bine screen placed between the patient and the sun. 

After the sun bath, a cold plunge. a cold shower, a cold 
towel rub, or a wetsheet rub should be administered to tone the 
skin and the nerves, 

In the summer time in a hot climate the sun bath may be 
very conveniently taken in an outdoor gymnasium. A sand pile 
furnishes a most appropriate couch, as the heat which it ac 
cumulates may be utilized as an ald to Induce perspiration when 
this is desired, 

Every home should be provided with æ convenient place for 
taking the outdoor sun bath In the summer time, and sun bath 
indoors during the cold season, Civilized human beings suffer 
greatly because of the seclusion from the sun occasioned by 
modern modes of lite. Those who reside iu cities, like the cave 
dwellers of the olden time, are by thelr opaque walls and shaded 
windows, almost oxcladed from the sun. The results are shown 
in the pale faces of old and young, the rickety children, the grow- 
ing prevalence of consumption and other constitutional maladies, 
the Increase in deformities and degencrations, and other evi- 
dences of race deterioration. Outofdoor life and a return of 
tbe simple babit of our ancestors is the only way in which the 
race extinction to which we are at present rapidly hastening can 
possibly be averted 

The zun bath is useful in almost every form of disease in 
which an acute febrile process le not present. It Is especially 
valuable in neurathonia, all forms of dyspepsia, rheumatism, dia- 
betes, gout, skin disease, and chronic maladies of every sort— 
Health Culture.

Thore ls a long story reciting further increase of his salary, 
succesful investments, accumulation of wealth, children born 
and matured to manhood and womanhood and a happy, pros- 
perous life, and all seeming to binge upon the fortunate intro- 


duction of that simple set of books, or bookkeeping, The book- 
keeping always told the true story of their lives in polot of eco 
nomics. Told how cach stood with the frm each day; made 
each feel they were somebody; made cach think and fee) they 
were an important factor in the conduct of the eg ‘The 
faculties of each were developed 

More can be said, but thie perhaps le sufficient ror the pres- 
ent article, Hope others will take up thin subject, uv it surely 
fe a very important factor in the evolution upwani to better 
human conditions.

THE TURNER CASE IN ENGLAND. 

From the London Dally News. Bditorial May 30, 1904, 

We think—indeed, we are sure—that the story of mingled 
stupidity and tyranny which we tell this morning in the words 
of the victim, Mr. John Turner, will have aroused widespread 
dingust and indignation in the United States, in whose name the 
offenses was committed. We would not make a mountain of a 
molehill, and we lay po strem on the irksome conditions of the 
imprisonment which Mr. Turner suffered on Bilis Island, In the 
Bay of New York. By consenting to leave the country as an 
outcast he could at any moment bave regained bis liberty; but, 
arged by his friends in the country, be insisted on staying and 
fighting the matter out until released on ball, The discreditable 
thing le that such an arrest and such an imprisonment should be 
possible under any circumstance: 

An instructive point for ue in this country to note is that 
the crass ignorance which led to Mr. Turner's Imprisonment was 
that of the Immigration Department—an institution with which 
we are threatened bere, and which bas managed to do grave 
harm to the national reputation of the Australian commonwealth, 
where there le ac expecially malignant organization of the kind. 
But this by the way. The point le that Mr. Turner, because 
his opinions are those of the school of political philosophy some 
times called “philosophic anarchy,” and subscribed to by such 
men as Tolstoy and Kropotkin, has been treated as if he were 
an avowed conspirator against the lives of all who bear role. 
The law of the United States on this subject, it ems, is such 
aa to compel the Judges to uphold thia action of the Immigration 
Commititee. This is the same jurisprudence that affords an 
asylum to the convicted criminal and escaped convict Lynche 
haun. With Mr. Turner's opinions we have nothing to do; but 
we are bound to express our regret that such things should be 
done in the name of a poople to whom liberty of thought should 
be especially dear, 
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ALTGELD AND HIS CRITICS. 


The publication of the posthumous work of ex-Governor 
Altgeld, entitled "The Cont of Something for Nothing,” seems 
to have caused not a little commotion In the camp of those who 
justify the judicial murder of the men who, on Noy, 11. 1887, 
wave their lives in defense of the principle of equal justice to 
all and special privilege to none; the men so ably defended by 
Altgeld in bis "Reasons for Pardoning” the comrades of these 
Labor Martyrs. One of the critica of this lately published book, 
writing for the Chicago Dally News, begins thus: 


“Recent laudatory reviews that have appeared on the late 
John P. Altgeld'’s The Cost of Something for Nothing, in The 
Dally. News and other newspapers call for a word of protest. 
Bolonging to that school of literature which deliberately sets 
class against clase; written by a dreamer who had it not been 
for his rugged oratory and great natural powers of persuasion 
bad probably achieved no high distinction, the book clearly shows 
prejudice. Its philosophical basis le said to be founded upon 
the natural laws of action and reaction, particularly with regard 
to human conduct; but the author entirely overlooked that great 
natural law to which all the lawa of scienco are subject—the 
law of natural selection, or the survival of the fittest. 

“The book contains some good advice to young men starting 
out In business and political life; but, so woven is this upon a 
warp of class prejudice and political intolerance as to quite 
nullify ite effect. The late governor attempts to show that there 
is a ‘moral law,’ which will exact fearful retribution from those 
who tranagress it, But, morality, humanity (socalled) are not 
in nature's vocabulary, Nature has bot one method—the ellmt- 
nation of the weak and unfit—and is preparing tor the grandest 
of ber triumphs, the reign of the strong man upon earth. As 
in his progress upward from the beast man has destroyed all 
those who have Impeded his path, so must and will the greater 
race which ts ¢volving from man destroy or leave to hin fate his 
weaker brothers.” 

Thia writer heads hia article Naturen Wax, and signe hin 
nume Ben Steli, whieh name is probably a pseudonym., Pretty 
evidently Ben Sted! don not regard human sympathy, human 
ity"—the desire to see all others enjoy the same rights, joya 
and blessings that we ourselves enjoy, as part of the “great 
natural law—tho law of natural selection or the survival of the 
fittest” 


To my thinking the sentiment called “humanity ~ Leman 
xymbathy—which In itx last analysis ls simply a ilesire for Jus 
tice, equity, rightness or righteousner, la quite a» much a law 
of nature as is the socalled taw of gravitation, or thr law of ap 
petite, called hunger, which causes the tiger to WII and de 


vour the unoffending antelope or human child 

That le to aay, while admitting that right ond wrong are 
relative terms; while admitting that “might makes right,” and 
weakness makes wrong, 1 maintain that the demand for an 
equal share of the bounties of nature for all buman beings, and 
especially for those who do the hard work of the world, must 
ultimately prevall, because this demand has behind it the nat- 
ural force called human sympathy; and that the robbers and 
murderers of men, such as the mine owning syndicate of Colo 
rado and the coal barons of Pennsylvania, must ultimately go 
down in defeat and destruction, because they are Oghting against 
this universal force, this cosmic force, known as aynipathy for 
the oppressed, with its counterpart, hatred for the oppressor

The needed first steps toward woman's full freedom ts to 
change this mental atmosphere, to clear it of ita poleon, of ite 
serpent-vibrations by thinking right thoughts, pure thoughts, 
reverential thoughts of sex, We must chuar it of the materia) 
idea of the need of woman's being owned in its use, of the idea 
of degradation it not thus owned, Until this is done economic 
freedom will be of little wee ro far ae the great mins of women 
are concerned. 

We must also get rid of the idea that u woman who is highly 
endowed sexually Is of a lower order of development, le “animal,” 
It our creative life is animal, then we are animals, just an truly 
as anything brings forth after ite kind. The ending of human 
nex Ife creates intellectually and spiritually as well as physical 
iy. and « woman thus bighly endowed, if held to the thought 
that she is low because of It, then she gevtates a low atmosphere, 
degrades, when with reverence for ber own power ashe becomes 
capable of blessing all around her.

Thus it would seem that the author of the paper, “At What 
Age Shall We Teach Our Children the Sacred Uses of Sex? 
would place sexual passion in the same category with nen 
ness. antagonism and hate.” 

Kube ing the writer of these words personally, I have good 
reason fo think ahe dors not regard sex passion ae a bed thing in 
itself, any more than she would think the appetite for food a bad 
thing in itself considered, All physiologist», oll hygienists, will 
arcee that hunger,“ a Keen “appetite.” be the frat and most im 
portant condition or preparation for the proper and healthful 
digestion and assimilation of food, and therefore for the pro 
longation of life 

Precisely analogous to hunger for food fe the honger, the 
appetite, commonly called sexual passion. The first and perbaps 
the chief object, purpose or ure, of the sex appetite le reproduc 
tion of the race, race presereation, just ae the fret, the principal 
purpose or use Of the appetite for food le the perpetuation of 
the lite of the Individual person or animal 

Thus it le wen that eoxual passion le not in itself a bad 
thing; not an Instinct, Impulse of force to be fought against. 
overcome, conquered or weeded out, but rather to be cherlehed as 
one of our most Necessary endowments, most valued possessions 

In order, however, that sex-passion should be preserved, main 
tainod, in the integrity of ite power and usefulness, it must bo 
kept under the contro! of reason, just as the appetite for food 
should be kept under the control of reason.

Conventional woman, as she undoubtedly is, Mra Wilcox de 
serves the lasting gratitude of all sex reformers for such brave 
utterances an those just quoted, and she can be forgiven for 
such lapses as that recently printed in the Chicago American 
when she wems to inculcate obedience to law and church“ in 
this sentence: 
"Many a fallen woman can trace her Inheritance to a father 


who believed he had the right to enjoy tho ‘privileges of bis sex" 
respective of law aun church.“ 


That is to say, if a woman disregards civil and canon law 
and gives birth to a child in freedom, he is a “fallen woman,” 
and can “traco her Inheritance,” her fall, to a father who also 
ignored civil and canon law in hie sex relations, Such s man 
may have been the slave of pex passion and he may not. He 
may have been one of the elt controlled wen described in the 
opening quotations of thie essay: 

“It demands something Godlike in him who han cast off the 
common motives of humanity and has ventured to trust himself 
for a task-master. High be his heart, faithful his will, clear his 
sight. that be may be in good earnest, doctrine, society, law, 
fo himaelf; that a almple purpose may be to him strong as [ron 
necessity to others“ - Emerson 

If the daughter of such a man really “fell,” when she be 
came a law unto herself, a free mother, it was because she ac 
copted the verdict of conventional society and was not strong 
enough to defy the Gruniles, male and female. Otherwise she 
would have had reason to rejoice and be proud of her act, as 
having practicalized the advice of the Sage of Concord, when, 
in another place, he says: 

“Re true to your own oct and congratulate yourself it you 
have done something strange and extravagant and broken the 
monotony of a decorous age. It wag hich counsel I once heard 
given to a young person: ‘Always do What you are afraid to do."" 

Of course, this precept, “Always do what you are afrald to 
do.” ahould, like all other ethical maxims, be Interpreted ration 
ally, not literally., To put one’s hand into bolling oll, almply 
because the instinct of self-preevrvation says “Don't,” would be 
foolish, would be suleidal; whereas to violate an irriational law 
founded on ignorance or superstition, thereby breaking one of the 
chaina of bondlage—"bondege to fear”"—~would be an act of wie 
dom 

One of the Dopeful signs of the times ix the frequency with 
which we hear and read protests agalnat the onslavement of 
womanhood ant motherhood, and aiso manhood aud fatherhood, 
by statute laws and priest made custome. T have already quoted 
in this emay a paragraph or two from Prof. Edgar I. Larkin, 
Director of Mt. Lowe Observatory, Echo Mountain, Caljf. and 
now again am glad to avall myself of the ald of his powerful

“Greater, however, than paychic education will be the en. 
tirely new scienco—paychie sexology. History has not recorded 
more horrible laws relating to union of sexes than those now 
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almost unknown entity, the buman mind. In a few years 
will treat ourselves as well as wo cows 
horses.

From these paragraphs It Ís seen that Prof. Larkin expects 
much from the reading of “Auras”—atmospheres given off from 
each Individual person—by experts. That creat advances have 
been made within the past few years in what Ie called Psychic 
Sclence 1 feel quite mre, and why parchology may mot become 
very useful as an ald to settling the ever “previous question,” 
that of the right adfustmont of sex relations, to the end that 
children may be born well if born at all, and that parents may 
live happily in the conjugal relation, Is a very practical question 
for us to ask. 

Wulle thanking Prof. Larkin most sincerely for his manly 
protests against the “hierarchies” and “literary [legalt]. Jogger. 
nauts that crarh love, hope, happiness, like, owt of mismated 
couples,” I must nevertheless enter a mild "demurrer" against 
the State Soclaliatic features of his educational scheme. Warned 
by past experience I think the less we have of state regulation 
of education and of the Intimate personal relations of women and 


men, the better.

In conversations which (ook place In the frankepoken west, 
among groups of marrie! men in two different places, quite è 
number of them replied to the question “How often?” by the 
anawer “Every nicbt; one said “several times every night.” 
and one raid “once a month.” We need to know the effect on 
happiness of “every nicht“ persons being united in monogamie

I have no wish to dogmatize, hut 1 believe the answers to 
some of the questions | have Indicated would be in accord with 
the following opinions and sugsestions of probabilithes, which 
are based on discussions with various conscientious men and 
women, mostly people of special study and oberrvation 

Persons who are vigorous both mentally and physically de 
velop sex feeling in more or less degree very early in life, porkaps 
usually not later than the age of saven, The full connection 
between mental and physical sex (celing is not developed till 
many years later, though both may be active 

Sexual play le natural to children, and when arising naturally, 
and not atimulated by bad nurses very carly, le usually pot Im 
jarious, expecially when there ia plenty of healthy social play, 
The excess of It In highly nervous ¢hildren le a symptom not a 
cause of nervousness it le quite unsclentific to call the excite 
mont of the sex nerves, “solitary vice"; and it le mere cruelty to 
tell any child or adult that this babit te low and wicked; such 
teaching always defeats ite own purpose, The child should be 
given enough knowledge to show bim that the habit may become 
solfiah, and, especially in the cave of boya exhausting, and to em- 
courage him in moderation, The practice e continged into adult 
life as a means of relief to the starved sex nerves of celibates.— 
natural sexing boing denied to them by our Puritan social laws 
All theee sexual phenomena are observable in domesticated ant 
mals of nervous nature, and do not appear to increase their ner- 
vousness, though they might if animals were infected with oar 
ideas of “etn.” = 

There are various emotional outlets for tex feeling. and when 
congenial social conditions are present, these may prove fairly 
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satisfactory. Religious enthusiasm ls ane, especially among 
women, though It may sometimes excite rather than occupy anit 
soothe the nerves, Perpetual falling in love, common to highly 
wuscepuble men in youth, parhaps has the same effect, Romantic 
affection of the youth of both sexes for persone of their own sex 
in common. 

The institution of prostitution can only be regarded as a 
mere wubstitute for the miltwallty of true sexing Sensitive and 
refined men desplee it even when no social degradation ts in- 
volved for them. . 

little Information seems obtalnablo on the periods of greatest 
hervous power and excitement in human life, The age of twenty- 
eight wem the moet active time of nerves, both In men ayd 
women, and there are traces of other nervous epochu, later, and 
in quite old men of forcible character, At these crises, such try- 
ing conditions as sex isolation and false mating should especially 
be avoided, yet no guidance is givin in our popular handbooks 
of health ae to this. The amount of nervous eneceptibility ari» 
ing In women in middle life previous to the climacteric, and uati 
ally between the ages of forty-five and Atty, le eo great that it 
seeme usual to give Immunity from nervous crieed subsequently 
in women: though it doce sot necessarily impair the normal 
pextial feelings after middle lite, na some imagine, nor need it 
diminish attractiveness in later life, at least among refined anid 
cultured people, as may Lè observed in women who bave sut- 
fered nolther from prolonged celllacy nor from slavery in mar 
riage, 

It in hard to ewtimate the extent and the renuit of the ignor 
ance of vex among wermen. A woman brought up in the unknow 
ingnees which the Paritans call virtue has the greatest dimcuity, 
even when the facets are intellcetaully presented to her, in realize 
ing that society has actually deceived her on auch a vital point, 
and made uso of her own beet social feelings of reverence and 
altrutem to deceive her, The “conspiracy of silence,” when the 
tate woman first understands that she han been the vietim of 
it, eooms nothing lors than diabolleally erwel. 

Many married women know nothing of the pex problem, and 
ignore it; bat oven When they have missed the best Joys of mat- 
ing, as many do, nature, less crue) than society, often sallefice 
them with the joys of maternity, anil the eatieied do pot com 
plain nor sympathize with complaint. 

I hope that my fellow students of the facts of sex may be 
able to throw some light on the pointe I have raleed. On all 
there questions we have to obtain knowledge, to show the work 
log of our Puritan sex system in ite results to the physical health 
of the individual.

Uon. The first, the important, le alwaya desired, required, needed 
by the properly, normally devefoped Individual of every spoelen. 
The higher the development of the Individual or the species the 
more Imperative the demand, and to unduly restrain or control thle 
desire ls 10 cripple the orgaalem, to prevent its proper growth and 
development, to partially kill or destroy the individus). The other 
—procreation—is but little desired, and very seldom until bong 
after maturity or until middle ego, and then usually as a resolt 
of mental action, a desire of the mind, and not from any feeling 
prompted hy any need of the body or its organs, any real need of 
the Individual. 

The sexual system way be likened to the alimentary systems, 
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where we eat to satisfy our hunger, for the pleasing sensation of 
eating, and alimentation results, yet would result equally well 
from the eating of raw corn or wheat, but with a great lack of 
pleasing sensation, so much so that life would scarcely bo con- 
tinued without the pleasure of cating. So we wee the pleasure of 
eating is of moro Importance than nutrition, In like manner 
only in a much greater degree, le pleasing sensation of more im- 
portance in sex association than procreation. 

Our “One Woman fs entirely mistaken when she says “The 
organs of conception are raised to the highest, happiest pitch of 
anticipation, eager, throbbing, alive with desire for fruition, for 
conception—and are cheated of their hopes.” Such is not the 
com. I may truthfully say, such is never the fact. Their yeara- 
ing and desire is all for Pleasing Sensation. They know nothing 
ot conception, and if that yearning for pleasing sensation fs fully 
satisfied (which I know is seldom the case with women, for rea- 
sons I will not discuss here), then the purpose has boen served, 
nature has not been cheated, but bas been gratified, satlafied and 
the health of the individual organism and its organs preserved. 

It ts the lack of gratification, the failure to get the desired 
and needed pleasing sensation, either with or without working 
up to the pitch our friend mentions, that constitutes the repeated 
outrages on nature that does not go unavenged, That is the 
foundation cause of more Il health than all other causes com- 
bined. It marke the difference between the health of the boy 
and girl at puberty, at the beginning of their sex needs, and that 
of the average man and woman, especially woman, of middie age, 
or after the prolonged practice of suppression, of repression has 
sapped the vitality of ite victim.

We are told agalo that the solution of the rex problem resets 
with woman alone, and man should withhold his polluting touch. 
To make this panacea porfect, | would humbly suggest that man be 
completely eliminated from the processes of reproduction, for if 
you permit him to have any part therein he is likely to aay that 
what is needed le the joint study of the processes which lead to 
the birth of boya no lens than of giri», that we have found man- 
rule to be disastrous and are likely to find woman-rule to be no 
jess harmful.

Nature, to sprak metaphorically, lu never extravagant: where 
phe spends liberally she gets liberal returne, and she knew what 
whe waa about when she turned man's energy Into performing 
arduons and apparently useless tak at the bidding of cupid. 
The powerful etimulus of love has been worth all it costs, Tol- 
stoy may cast accounts, If he pleases, of what he thinks well- 
spent and Ilbepeat energy: Nature will dot become a Tolstoyan, 
and obe was never lose po than when she made Tolstoy. 

We think, perhaps, that the falling In love of human beings 
is a mean trick of Nature's, to enetre the reproduction of the 
race: not so: children are the product, no doubt, but the hye- 
product ia yet more Important—the effictency of the race stimu: 
lated hy the love pansion. And effictency means happiness. 

A certain amount of sexual liveliness and responsiveness 
Nature Inalete upon before an individual may graduate aa a 
propagator of hin epectes; but In man, In the comparative stand: 
ing of races, a capacity for love-enthuslanm, more than numerous 
progeny, eme n true sign of high development and success, and 
bears frult Arat in fighting power and in poetry, and later in 
the sciences and tho arts allied to the sciences. And again and 
aain we may find that the greatest result is pot what seemed 
the chief alm, for the virtue lies In the struggle, not the prize. 
An Abelard and Helolee may or may not have produced children, 
but they lived an Immortal love story.“ 

it ja hard to say whether thie power of enthusiasm becomes 
more important in the Individual or in the race. A gentia Scotch 
essayist, William Smith ("Thorndale") said that it was Death 
that startled man into thought. But Love even more than 
Death does so, Death presents himself at our door in his chief 
<randeur bat twice or thrice In a lifetime; but Love may be 
there at any season; “bebold, I stand at the door and knock,” as 
the mystical Christian evangellet puts It. 

Puritan society takes a purely utilitarian view of this love- 
force, That love should bring forth happiness, and happiness 
breed love, dons not enter Into thelr scheme, That the lover 
should be broken in to run in harness seems to them no open 
question. And so the willing lover ls turned Into a hard-work- 
ing huisband (supporter of the houschold), and must restrict his 
affections to a narrow sphere. 
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This scheme worked fairly well in peasant societies where 
married life was of a simple character sulted to simple natures, 
and entered upon early in te. But when this ideal is forced 
upon a highly complicated society, as suited alike to all the varied 
Individualities of such a society; and when it is pretended that 
marrying at 30 or 4 fulfile the same purposes as marrying at 
20, and that no Injustice is done to a woman when mating. or 
maternity, or both, are denied to her—the results are so hideous 
that we usually forbear to Naß of them. Bot the powers of 
progress forbid that we should ever cease to take our part in 
thinking of them, tll thought produces radical reform 

Let us exhibit a utilitarianism which ts far grander and 
nobler than that of the puritans; theirs le but poor and petty. 

The power of Niagara can turn a saw mill, do doubt. bat it 
ean do far better than that. We must have this force of sex love 
present and at work always and everywhere, an enthusiasm 
which will blend with and strengthen our enthusiasm of human- 
ity, an Inspiration in every life that has grown beyond the nar- 
rowness of childhood

it le because “corporations,” such as the coal mining sync 
cate of Pennsylvania and the gold mining syndicate of Colorade, 
waive all sentiment—all sympathy with thoes who do the hard 
work and take all the risks of losa of ite and health in the 
underground levels, and because they slick eo clowely to the 
naked facts and methods of business—"xet all you can and give 
as little in return as pomible”—that both Soclaliets and Individ- 
nalists are now demanding a radical change of economie and in- 
dustrial systems. 

Facts are stubborn things, they say; eo they are, but they 
are not sò stubborn that they cannot be changed for ideals, and 
ideals ate the product of sentiment, the sentiment of Justice for 
instance; of equal rights for all and special privilege for none, 
Facts are “things accomplished,” things done-—from the Latin 
facere, to do, to make.” It de a fact that buuiness methods to 
day are unjust. inequitable and inhuman, Sentiment demands 
a change; just as sentiment demanded a change in the labor 
system of the South, forty or fifty years ago. That which is the 
sentimental ideal of today may become the fact, the ideal reak 
ized, in the not distant future. Facts belong to the past and the 
present; ideals point the way to future progress, apd ideals are 
all born of sentiment. 

24. I cannot quite agree that “individualiem has ruled the 
world for ages.” Such has not been the fart, to any consider 
able extent during what are called the historic ages. All the 
governments of the world, at the present time, tocluding our 
own, are very correctly described as State Soclalleme—Tn some 
of ite Protean forms. No one individual governs any nation or 
people pow existing on earth, aud in no country are the people 
self-governing, in any proper sense of the word. Nor does hie 
tory tell us of any nation in which the people, all the people, 
Were self-governing Individuals. All nations are now, and have 
been, governed by minorities—larger or smaller minorities, not 
by majoritics, not by the people aw a whole, nor by single im 
dividuals, and therefore it seems to me not correct to say that 
individualiam has ruled the world for ages, and that it le now a 
“dying dynasty.” 

Aa I neo it, the world has yet lo wee a true “Individualiam,” 
in political or any other kind of government, To my thinkiog 
individualism means, involves and includes, sel/ government of 
the Individual peryons, of al? the persons in any given commun 
ity, and this means of necessity the abolition of all government 
of man by his fellow man—asing the word man in the generic 
pense, 

if 1 understand the purpose or end of Socialism, that la, of 
“economic collectivism,” its alm is the production of more nearly 
perfect Individuals, which would mean not the destruction bat 
the triumph of Individualism. As Dr. Herron, a prominest 
leader of organized Soclaliam, once sald in a Chicago lecture 

“To me Socialism is pot a goal but a road; the goal being 
perfect individual liberty.” 

Why does Dr. Herron regard individual liberty an the goale 
of Socialism? Not because Individuallem must give way to

From "monad o man” the constant effort of the evolutionary

Jong is thet abo hea grown older and perhaps wiser. She le not 
so mightily certain that he knows all about the sex question 
or that any of us do, or that we can safely decry upon the "Ig- 
norance of the masses” when we may know ao little ourselves. 
It takes a great deal of study and learning to be able to teach 
others; and we may do more mischlef than good, by teaching 
some things that are not so. 

“May Hontley” has never doubted for ane instant the de 
airabliity of liberty——that one great Messing that comes second 
only to life itself, We can accomplish nothing, we cannot grow, 
we cannot develop oug own real lives, without liberty, We must 
not be fettored by crystallized igatitations, by legally established 
authority, by outalde constraints of any kind, it we would truly 
tive, But while appreciating liberty more and more with each 
succeeding your, T also appreciate that perfect and beautiful mas- 
tery of self which shoold zo with it in order to bring ourselves 
op to the very beat of which we are capable. Liberty and knowl- 
odge should go together; certainly the way to galn the latter Is to 
possess the former, but one needs be careful what he does with 
his liberty when be does not know, I have seen so much of sor- 
row, misery ond loneliness come from seizing liberty simply as 
a sensuous power to Atlate every appetite. every passion, every 
impulse and desire that springs up in the human breast without 
due consideration, that I have become wary of preaching liberty 
until a sense of responsibility and set control is well established 
Within the individual, 

I read, with Intorest, Mr, R. . Kerr's article lo No. 1017. 1 
am aware that Mr. Kerr js a more learned, more sclentite writer 
than I; but at the same time, I take the liberty to express an 
opinion contrary to bli It scema to me that he writes as though 
“gratification” were the most Important thing in the world, and 
he is more anxious that “natural satisfaction whenever it ts 
wanted” should be easy, than he ts that women should be free. 
He thinks If “cheap and plentiful checks prevailed, all would 
be well and overybody would be happy, 

Bat the ‘free woman may not mean “natural satisfaction 
whenever it le wanted” after all. The “free woman may be a 
wire, well polred, relfcontrolled being who may not think beet 
to yleld to every passing passion or desice or Impulse. We can 
none of us be so sure that celibacy be the “evil,” the curse, that 
he seems to think it, There may be other methods for the ex 
pression of sex forces, than the procreative act, Creative energy 
may be exerted In many different ways, and still result in happi- 
news and great good. We do not know that it le so necessary 
that men and women exchange magnetism by physical sexual con- 


nection. I know plenty of healthy, wholesome, high-minded, 
cheerful Leople in thie world who are celibates. f know many 


other people who early in life decided that to be a happy and 
welbrounded-out character one must Indulge every impulse of 
appetite and passion, and that as no one had a right to deny them 
the opportunity, they must be gratified. No consideration of any 
one else's welfare or peace, no thought of future health and com- 
fort, no foresight as to consequences, were allowed to interfere 
with the present delight In “dolog as one pleased.” And in old 
nge they found only lonely misery, disappointment, the destruc 
tion of all the ties that make old age sweet and peaceful; only 
sorrow and ruin. 

l have known of several cates of a young married woman 
whose bonds chafed too severely, and | have myself helped her 


to a sense of her own tndividuality, and to her iat to herself, 
But these women became dazzled with the prospert of “dolng ox 
actly as they pleased.” Throwing aside all teen or evllious com 
straint, they forgot that they then needed al) the more the guid- 
ance of a wise, self-possessed, calm and dignifel mind: every: 
thing was thrown to the winds, and impale, paxion and whim 
ruled. These women have not found happiness, or health, or 
development, or sanity. They are far leas at peace (hap the poor, 
faithful, ignorant wife who bas simply followed her idea of 
duty“ Not that I think the martyr wife ja an ideal personage, 
either But the free, well-balanced, sane, selfmastered woman 
who knows exactly what she is about and does it, i» the creatare 
1 hope to sew develop in the future, 

Some libertarians are in favor of allowing you, encouraging 
—the greatest liberty to thelr young children In matters of sex 
relations. What doos a young girl of fifteen know of the conse 
quences of her acta? You may teach her, of course, by words, 
unt there are some things that cannot be learned except by ob 
servation or experience; she has little idea of the future; lithe 
idea that life ts long and earnest and serious. She learne to play 
at love, to dally with this one and that, to trife ber soul's best 
treasures away. When she fs of mature age, and begins to realize 
what existence means, she finds she has wasted ber gifta and ber 
chances She is not capable of loving, as a woman should, a 
steady, strong, devoted and manly men; she is oot really fit to be 
the lover of such a man; not because of the conventional idea 
that dhe is no longer “virtuous,” but that she really has dew 
troyed those qualities which make ber desirable ss a companion 
for an carnest, sensible, good-hearted man. 

1 do not believe in outside restraints for a sane, responsible 
person. Dut I do belleve some restraint is necessary for children 
to prevent them from running Into the fire, or into ruin. I would 
not even set “Mra, Grundy” orf the track of grown women, 1 
have po more use for Mrs Grundy” than hae Mr. Kerr, but 1 
would remind him that she in, after all, a creature of economie 
conditions; ber power would be very small it she could not de 
prive people of a chance to make a living, or of occupying the 
position in the economie world they would like. 1 would place no 
obstacle In the way of any poreon to prevent them doling as they 
pleased, but I would If I could teach them to know whether they 
were doing as they pleased or not. I would teach them to study 
the laws of cause and effect, to look into the consequences of ac 
tions and to welgh results. Then to decide, and to decide firmly, 
what their lives should be, I would not have them be mere drift 
wood on the current of circumstances, to be hurried hither and 
yon as Impulse and passion seized them, If a woman looks well 
into the probable consequences of a life of varied physical love 
relations, and makes up ber mind that ahe will be happier, better, 
greater, In following that kind of a life, I respect her decision 
and herself, and would wish ber good speed, But it she in ip 
norant; it she allows herself to drift, to be coaxed or swayed 
into conditions she does not really understand; If sbe is imbued 
merely with a desire to be “free” without any idea of reeponal- 
bility, I can only pity ber and regret that she is po “free,” 

I wish women to be free, but I also want them to be wise. 
If a well-poleed, firm, selfcontrolied woman wishes to sacrifice 
herself and ber love nature for the sake of superior children, that 
is her business, And this brings us to another of Mr. Kerr's 
hobbies. It is a vory “nice” question, this “scientific” breeding 
of children. The human race are not cattle and cannot be man- 
aged in the same way, How will Mr. Kerr or any other advo 
cate of human atirplealture, control the borning of future gen- 
erations without setting up a despotism more rigid and exacting 
nan any we have ever known? No doubt every good woman 
wants her child to be healthy, strong, intellectual, good; but will 
abe pe willing to sacrifice her Goer feelings, her love, her lover 
(tor be may not always be a superior animal), for the sake of 
bearing a child by a “scientifically” fit man? And would any 
lover of liberty expect to force her to do so? It Is a favorite fad 
of some “reformers” to establish a bureau of matrimony before 
which all who wish to marry er unite sexually shall appear for 
examination. Ella Wheeler Wilcox advocates this idea and many 
other apparently sane persons. Could mating be prevented by 
such means, and if it could, would any Nbertarian like to see sach 
a despotlem catabliahed MAY HUNTLEY.

only the things which are uneoon are eternal: and the soul of 
puritaniem will remain ae an infiuence when the body it inhabits, 


the puritan misshapen by the ixneorance and cruelty 
which are the worst puritan evile will only be remembered as a 
distempered dream. Narrow as this ideal ia, and tractional, for 
it le over-piwaise to call It oneawided, it yet le real and forcible. 
And not only are we all the children of puritans (which is not 
important), bot our new ideal ie the child of the old Ideal 

The puritan ideal in ite subtler clemente genes analyais, nor is 
it cane to keep it in our view amid the hideous failures of the 
sex system which it le supposed to animate. But the essence 
of it ems to be that the Joys of jadiviiuals must always be 
sacrificed to the advantage, real or supposed, of society, and that 
all pleasure lies under the auspleion of being “bad,” and there 
ln a pride in maintaining a Kill-jay demeanor to accord with 
thls 

ile it far from us to deny the principle of the Individaal 
racrificing him» when necessary for society. It te ove of the 
fundamental principles on which society le based, and is found 
among other wocla! animals besides man. The idea that one man 
Should die for the people has, it is true, been worked up by 
priests Into the ghastiieet of superstitions, and is Unked with 
many and many a horrible tragedy of usolew torture and death. 
from Judea to Mexico. As usual, the pollinated mind of the priest 
has been able to infuse polson into one of the noblest instincts 
Nevertheless, the social enthusiasm which makes any individual 
willing to be one to muffer or die for others ls a true and vatu- 
able instinct. Prominent examples of it are seen in the bravery 
of soldiers and firemen; bat there are everyday instances of It in 
many other walks of life When the human race haa ettalned 
do something like a sane sex system, this noble principle of 
putting the good of society before that of self will be a mighty 
influence with thove assuming the responsibilities of progenitors; 
aod coupled with the wledom of science, instead of the follies 
of ruperatition. will prove an immense power to ralse society. 

It is of courae a more craze that the pleasure of one men- 
ber of society must be hostile to the good of the whole “What? 
Do you ink a woman should do os ake likes?” was tbe horri- 
fed question of a man whose own nature and lite had been 
torribly cramped by puritan custome and ideas The puritan 
assumption le that what anyone “kes must always be selfish, 
sensual, and the carelessly chosen means of gratifying a passing 
desire. 

The working creed of the puritan may fairly be stated thus: 

i. (Selfcontrol). Instinct and all impulses must be ander 
control. The older puritans would have added that all sex 
Impulse ja of the nature of sin, and Tolstoy still endornes thin. 

2 (Social control) Chastity of the unmarried should be 
enforced vy the severest social penalties. 2 

. 3. (Enforced exciusivenose and constancy.) Sex-love

To the above we may add (for it is rarely omitted), in the 
bullying style of the Athanasian creed—which faith, except 
everyone do keep whole and undefiled, without doubt he (and 
still more she) shall sufer lifelong persecution at the hands of 
Mrs. Grundy and her followers 

On the above pointa | belleve the sexradical will pronounce 
as follows 

1. The principle of self-control goes without saying, and 
is by no means the exclusive possession of the puritan, as he 
tries to claim. To ignore such a principle would be lunacy 
Even the Joosest liver—lidertine, dronkard or gambler—more 
often exercises self-control than follows ungoverned impulse 
It may be far lese than a tenth of thie time that be falls to witb- 
stand the craving for excitement which society Ignores and for 
which it affords him po good outlet The thoughtful are always 
weilt balanced, Our first leon to the puritans should be to 
sbow them that those who have thought out and adopted the 
creed of love in freedom are not wanting in the principle or prac- 
thee of selfcontrol at any time or place The theological idea of 
“sin” is suppored to be a useful bogie to frighten the thoughtless, 
but it is rejected by eclonce. 

$ The puritan never condescends to definitions, bot no 
doubt be means by chaetity the abetinence from all physical ex 
pression of sex-feeling While, of course, fully agreeing that the 
power to exercise uch abstinence at will is valuable, we deny 
the rigbt of society to force any individual to use that power 
except at his own discretion, nor han the attempt to do so erer 
had more than a very slender eoceess. Society should oot inter- 
tere with the sextife of an individual, except when his actions 
are injurious to others. Its issue of licenses to depart from chas 
tity, called marriage. f an impertinence. 

2 The puritac, who can only think of love in terms of 
monogamie marriage (ideal, not actual), constantly confuses 
constancy and exclusiveness together. The tendency of per 
manence in love and friendship le recognized by all as wholly 
goo. Everyone entering upon any form of love looks to find 
the same responsiveness in the future sa he does in the present, 
aud rejoices when love proves the same today na yesterday. And 
he alme af being as constant himself as he hopes others will be 
to him. As Jane Hume Clapperton well says In her last book 
("A Vision of the Future’), “Constancy le s social grace and 
virtue as certain to wax and grow ar jealousy Is to wane and 
slowly disappear.” 

The tendency to exclusiveness ts also real, and it ia a marked 
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feature of intense and transitory passion. But the motives which 
underife exelueiveness are complicated. The finer forma of love 
neceasitate discrimination, relection and restriction to a few. 
Tho best of us cannot give our best friendship to those whe 
lové all equally. On the other hand, that we are eatinfied to love 
only one or two throughout life, and seek no further, may be 
due to selfishness or laziness, No-rule can be lald down. Many 
hold that the fullest favors of sex-love must be restricted to one, 
and that social expansiveness can be allowed sufficient expres 
slon in friendship without recognized sexual favors; and this 
ideal, though rarely carried out, bas no doubt added force to 
the monogamle theory. 

My own belief ls that the oneonly lover idea has bad a most 
unfortunate effect on the minds and lives of all of us. 

4, The monogamous system does not now full the function 
of reproducing the race, sa regards Americans of Anglo Saxon 
stock; and even some upholders of orthodox marriage, like 
Roosevelt, are beginning to see that there is something wrong 
when married women sọ often entirely refuse to be “as women 
love to be who love their lords.” it can hardiy be doubted that 
the system which checks free motherhood by persecution alvo 
checks the almost instinctive desire for maternity within mar- 
riage; and that free unions, and a sane and Instructed public 
opinion in regard to sex, duly honoring maternity, will accom- 
plish what blundering coercion haw failed to do, On thin ques 
tion, women will bare the last word. 

& According to the new Ideal, the free services of the 
woman will prove more satisfactory than the bond services; and 
the help of the man in supporting children will be at least as 
readily forthcoming under freedom as under bondage. 

6 Sensual pleasure is not wicked, but all joys are height 
ened hy being shared. The true ideal of sex-joy Is matuality, and 
this implies high mental pleasure. 

7. Knowledge and thought are always bracing and help 
ful; ignorance is demoralizing. 

To sum up: Idealists of the new school endorse the puritan 
principle of self<ontrol, but not that of abstinence and social 
coercion. They admit the Ideal of constancy, but not of en- 
forced exclusiveness. They reject compulsory maternity and 
porsdeution of unmarried mothers, and reject bonded sex service,

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ANSWERS. 

Mra, Whitehead Is quite entitled to difer from me, but she 
ta mistaken In trying to discount what I say on the ground that 
it is only n man’s opinion. As It happens, the morement in 
favor of contracepts la mainly a woman's movement I have 
diacuseed the subject with many men and many women. I have 
hardly ever met a man, however liberal, who altogether liked the 
idea of using preventives; but I have rarely met a woman, bow- 
ever religious, who did not cordially approve of them it she knew 
Abcut them, In no country are women so free as in the United 
States; i scarcely apy other country are preventives used so 
moch; and the favorite American proventive is one that le ap 
plied by fhe woman, not by the man. Mra Whitehead Is a typical 
man in her opinions 

Mra. Whitehead thinks I should stick to Socialism, and leave 
the tex question to women, But a similar objection awalts me in 
the Sociallat movement. I am not @ member of the working 
claws, and many working men object to people like me poking 
thoir noses into what they consider a working man's movement. 
If 1 express my views on religion, I am told that J am not spir 
itually minded enough to understand such matters, and bad bet 
ter leave them to persons of koen spiritual eyesight. 

Such complaints do not worry me, however. There was a 
time when Marx, Engels and Lassalle were told to mind their 
own business, and leave the working clase to emancipate iteeif; 
but now most working mon are glad that the advice was not 
taken, In the same way the time will come when women will 
bo proud to quote Shelley, Noyes, Harman, Grant, Allen and 
Walker: aud will admit that these men saw the needs of women 
more clearly than any of thelr feminine contemporaries. 

The editor's case of the superior man and woman with nine 
imbecile children was certainly a very remarkable one, but one 
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would Use to know a good deal more about it before concluding 
that it was an exception to the rule that like begets like What 
were the characteristics of the foar grandparevis, int great 
grandparents. sixteen xreatcreatgrandparents. and thirty-two 
ureat-greatgreat-grandparenta? It le of little use to Know about 
the parents only, for nothing ls more common than reversion to 
ancestral characteristics which do not appear in the immediate 
parents. At the least, | should like to know something about 
the uncles and aunts of these children. I myself hoow a superior 
man with a very presentable wife, who had insane and deformed 
children. Unfortunately, the mother’s family was tainted, though 
she herself was very paveable. The friends of the father tried to 
prevent the marriage, because they know there was insanity in 
the mother’s family, 

Then 1 „hond like to know what has become of the nine 
imbecile children. If not all dead, they must now be pretty well 
grown up, Are they living in asylame, or supported by friends? 
Or are some of them earning a living, and if ro with what sue- 
cess? 

Anyway, one must not assume that a very superior person is 
always a sane or sound one. It le only necessary to read Lom 
roa “Man of Genius,” of Newbit's “Insanity of Genius” to 
get rid of that idea. An extraordinary number of the groat per» 
sone In history have been Insane themselves, and many more 
have hed Insane children and relatives. “Great wita are sure to 
madness near allied,” as Dryden told us long ago it is not safe 
to breed from very abnormal persons of asy Kind; those a Jitte 
above the average give the beet results. 

In No 1017 Mre. C. B, Colby ts quoted as giving some advice 
to sex reformers. “They must know,” sbe says, “that the per 
sistent ideal which has caused the evolution of animal lite has 
been the struggle towards monogamic relations of the sexes. 
According to the completeness of development along this line 
scientists have classified life into lower or higher orders, Man 
har carried it further than any other created being. hence the 
love which tends to differentiate his pursuit of his mate from the 
Just of the brute,” 

There is not a particle of truth in any of these statements. 
The tendency of modern blology Is to attribute “the evolution of 
animal lite“ mainly to one cause, viz, natural selection through 
the struggle for existence, It ts alleged that all plants and ant- 
mals tend to multiply beyond the means of subsintence; that u 
sruggle for existence results; and that those who happen to be 
best fitted to their environment survive and leave offepring who 
possess thelr own favorable characteristics Any kind of ad. 
vantage may be useful in thie struggle. The sting of the warp, 
the swiftness of the deer, the thick hide of the rhinoceros, are 
all helpful to their possessors. Accordingly these things, which 
no doubt originally appeared only as very alight variations, bave 
gradually been evolved by the ald of natural selection. 

Most biologists, however, are probably inclined to attach 
some Importance to sexual selection an a cause of evolation. In 
the eighth chapter of the “Descent of Man“ Darwin shows that 
monogamy is much lens favorable than polygamy to sexual se- 
lection. 

It is therefore quite absurd to say that “the persistent ideal 
which has caused the evolution of animal life has been the strus 
gia towards monogamie relations of the sexes“ Equally pre- 
posterous le the statement that “according to the completeness 
of development slong this line elentiste have classified life into 
lower or higher orders," It is safe to say that no zoologist in the 
world ever thought of adopting any such.principle of classifica: 
tion. AJl zoologists place mammals at the bead of the animal 
creation, and all place birds on s lower plane. Yet monogamy ls 
the rule among birds, and the exception among mammals. It is 
true that, of the four apes nearest In physleal structure to man, 
three at least, (he gorilla, chimpanzee and ourangoutang, show a 
tendency to monogamy, it we may believe the stories of hunters. 
Hut thete animals bare not been very successful In the struggle 
for existence, They have not been able to spread over a wide 
Area, and there la reason to suppose that, without any interven- 
tion from man, they are gradually dying species, 

As for man himself, nearly all anthropologiete agree that he 
le the descendant of a promiscuous ape. While the marrying 
anthropold apes have eked out a miserable and inglorious history 
in small corners of the world, the children of thelr promiscuous 


cousins have covered the earth, and obtained dominion over all 
the creatures. . 
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It le not true that man has carried it” (monogamy) “far 
ther than any other created being.” 1 suppose Mra. Colby will 
hardly amiert that the male of man makes any approach to 
monogamy. Hut many birds are really monogamous, male and 
female alike; anl it ls generally believed that some of them are 
monogamous for life, The great naturalist Hrehm says that 
“real gvuuine martiage can only be found among bird.“ 

Let it be remembered, too, that doves and bull fnoches are 
monogamous without law or public opinion, and that le more 
than Mra Colby can trust men and women to be. Mra Colby ts 
very funny on thie point She talka bravely about the monogam» 
ous instincts of wen and women, but she doos not care to let 
them have a chance to dleplay their monogamous instincte in 
freedom. Wire Mra Colbyt 

The subject ie so very complicated, however, that mere ob 
servation is an ineuMelent guide. We must have recourse to ex- 
periment, that great sclentific method which bigots and tyrants 
have in all ages abhorred, and which Mra Colby abhora. For- 
tunately we have already proved one thing by that method. The 
experiments of breeders for thousands of years have proved be 
yond question that It is undesirable to breed animals by mono 
gamic methods., The most rabid monogamous fanatic would 
never dream of applying Mie principles to hia cows and borses 
When the breeding of men and women ts treated as a science,

In thle reasonable expretation we have been disappointed, 
Finding that imprivonment of its editors did not cause the 
permanent aspersion of the paper the Modern Inquisition, act 
ing through what the Ancient Roman [Inquisition called the 
"Secular Atm,” lald tte heavy band on one edition of Lovina 
No. 1000, dated December 17, 1903, sappremed it, “confiscated” 
it, destroys! it, ak “contraband of war"—clearly an act of miti- 
fariem, not of eisil process at all 

We have been advised to bring snit in the courts for the 
recovery of our property, or for damages, in lleu of the lost 
property illt in reply, and an proof, it proof were needed, 
that povernments are for the use and benefit of the rich and not 
tor the poor, it le only necemary to say that justice in the 
United States courts le a very costly commodity, even when sults 
are prosecuted to a successful eee, Leciren has no money to 
spond in any such way, 

Last winter, when Lesen wae denied, on a mere techni- 
callty, iu oqual share of the “subsidized” rate of postage—one 
cent per pound—in order to get us reinstated, a man was sent 
to Washington tò make a personal appeal to the heads of the 
P, O Department This personal appeal involved a considere 
blo outlay of money, besides precious time. | have never yet 
learned the exact cost of reinstatement, since the expense was 
borne by Lic New York friends, and could not bave been 
met by this office unaided, 

Hut suppose we pow bad the money to successfully prosecute 
the Roosevelt administration—the P. O. Department being siw- 
ply a part of the executive branch of the government—would 
a verdict in our favor be any security against a repetition of 
the offense? I think not, and for these among other reasons: 

The Roosevelt administration le exséntially and ineradicably 
autocratie, despotic, even when there fs Involved a plata statute 
law. In the case of puppreasion of an lee of a paper, or of any 
number of issues, under the Comstock “Obscenity” lawa, there 
is the widest possible scope for autocratic and despotic rulings, 
inaxmuch as there Is no definition, and can be none, as to the 
boundary between obscenity and that which le not obecene. Tt 
simply resta upon what le in the mind of him or her who ae 
sumea to decide upon the matter under Indictment, and there 
fore a declsion overruling the administration of Roosevelt, iu 
the case of Lucien, No, 1000, would be no guide or safeguard 
whatever It the case of suppression of any subsequent laue. 

Something might be galood, perhaps, by the publicity con- 
nected with euch trial in the United States courts—provided the 
case could be brought to trial during the lifetime of any of the 
Utignnte—bot even publicity seema of Litto aval) against chronic 
abuses of power In high places, as Witness the payment by the 
P, O. Department to the rallways, of seven to ten times the sum 
for carrying the matie that exprese companies pay for similar 
vor vice 

Certainly there has been no lack of publicity in exposing 
this spectes of robbery of the public by connivance of the P. O, 
officials. 

tf t bad the money to do so I would probably republish 
the entire edition of Lociye No, 1000, and send it broadcast 
over the country, an the Appeal to Reason, Mr, Wayland’s paper, 
je now doing in the csxe of Bugene V. Debs versus Grover 
Cleveland, 

As already known to many, the Democratic expresident 
made an appeal to the general public for vindication of his 
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acte during the Chicago railroad strike of 1594, in regard to 
which he was feveraly criticised, for sending United States 
troops to break the sirike. This appeal was publliabed in Me 
Clure’s Magazine. Mr. Deda, as chief figure in that strike 
being at that time president of the A. R. UV. ot a reply to 
MeClure’s Magazine, only to have it rejected, Arrangements 
were immediately made with the Appeal to Reason, Girard, Kan- 
sas, to publish the rejected defense of the Raliway Union. Me 
Clure'’s Magazine claims a circulation of half a million còpies. 
Ten days before the publication of Mr, Debs’ defense the Appeal 
fo Neeson claimed that ite edition—ol this date, August 27, the 
Debe edition—had already reached the half-million mark. 

Many other Socialiet journals are publiahing thie article in 
whole or in part. Even capitalistic journals, for inatance, the 
Chicago Tribene, are giving considerable space to quotations 
from what will doubtless be regarded as the most complete and 
“unanswerable arraignment of the abuse of power in the hands

Before closing | wish to redeem a promise made to a mum» 
ber of friends a fow evenings since, at an informal “octal” held 
at the home of Locuri The guest of the evening was Jonathan 
Mayo Crane, bow of New York, bat for many years a resident 
of this city. The enbject of discussion was Walt Whitman, 
poet and philosopher of the New Time. Naturally enough the 
talk drifted into a comparison of views in regard to Incentives 
to action. Brother Crane gave a very clear statement of what 
is known as the matertallstte philosopby ax to man, his origin 
and his incentives to effort, namely, that we are all the product 
of causes dating back millions of centuries, perhaps, and that 
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we are simply as we must be, and do an we must do. That, strap 
gle as wo may, we cannot escape this underlying law, this evolu- 
tionary force. Then giving his argument a personal turn the 
speaker continued in words like these: 

“Contrary to this view Brother Harman thinks he is not 
one of the links in the chain of causes and effect. He thinks 
he can consciously step out, and, defying this natural law, this 
inexorable succession of antecedents and consequents, he can 
hew out a path for himself. Not content with the slow bat suro 
march of evolutionary progress, he thinks he can make things 
move faster than they otherwise would do. While T honor his 
spirit, hie courage, I think his philosophy ansound,”

properly understood him. 

When called upon to reply, I excused myself on the score 
of the lateness of the hour, but promised a brief reply in next 
Lociran. it my reason for declining to talk, the other evening, 
was n good one it de still better now, since the clock shows 
nearly | A. w.

This will Araw to Freeland the most intelligent part of the 
labor population unti it would seriously affect the labor market 
in slaveland, compelling è general rise in wages If monopoliats 
desired to retain iheir laborers and a lowering in prices to eo- 
able thom to retain thelr markets Uf these two tendencies con 
Unved, price and cost would soon be equal and the reason for 
monopoly, ès well as monopaly liself, would disappear, just as 
when the reasons for conntlalien, Savery and perfdom censed, 
these Uleappeared, 

nut there ie another dificuity, Low wage countries have no 
uver production, no unemployed problems and no Industrial 
panies, while biah wage countries have them in the ratio of the 
heleht of thelr wage rate. A colony would have to start sum: 
ciently large (ray 1,000 members) to secure it from the adverse 
affects of the uneconomic and unsoctal conditions existing around 
them, They would have to be economically (though not geo 
graphically) leolated, in the sense that outelde market conditions 
would not affeet them. They would have to have a sufficient 
variety of industries to make them independent by producing 
for each other, and thus creating a home market. In this way 
they insure security as well as efficiency, Colonies would thas 
become the means of solving the mocial problem, the highway 
during the transition period from alaveland to Freeland, by 
Posse alt clemente of economic and competitive advantages 
over monopoliste 

To solve theoretical problems, however, is only a part of 
the work. To so organise à colony as to insure a maximum of 
oMeciency and safety within the limits of equal freedom without 
sacrificing industrial dieciptine bas been the dream of au who 
have planned soclal betterment, but Dr, Theodore Herizka was 
the firet who did thie la such a way as to make it of immediate 
application to amal) as well ss large commonwealth: without 
tating it on a hypothetical change In buman nature. His plan 
of Organtzation is simple. natara! aod practical. Were itis in à 
nutshell: 

Imagine a thousand Individuals with $500,000, arrived in a 
Joeation richly endowed in natural resources such as iron, coal, 
(or water power), fertile woll, ete, as the Puget Sound district 
of Waahiugton or the southwesern portion of California for ín- 
stance. They ostabliah three departments and as many more an 
they think will be useful bat not lees than throe—the central 
hank, the central warehouse and the central statistical depart- 
ments, The central tank keere and clears the accounts of all 
those who do business in Freeland, All goods are bought and 
sold at the central warehouse and the statistical department fur- 
nishes (ho community and ita members with detailed and tabt- 
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lated Information shout wages, production, fertility, ete, so that 
any workman cap at any time determine for himself what work 
and pay will teat miit hie taste and capacity. 

other functions are performed by Individuals or volun- 
tary aveociations, The Freeland shoe manufacturing association 
organizes with, say, 50 members, obtains a credit at the bank of 
$16,000, which la to be repaid in annual installments without in- 
terest in euch time as the borrowed capital le estimated to last. 
They proceed to order thelr bull@ings, machinery and raw tma- 
terial from the various associations, organized similarly to 
therelves, These are credited at the bank for what they do, 
and the Freeland Shoe Manufacturing Company charged with It. 
When the shoes are made, they are sold at the warehouse and 
ihare that buy them are charged while the Freeland Shoe Manu- 
facturing Company is credited with the amount, and thus the 
clrete of exchange le completed. 

The rules of the association are few, but complete. Any ene 
may join ar leave any one or nuy number of associations, but 
the majority (of members, pot workers) determine who shall 
te employed, the rates of wages etc. Remuneration ts based on 
labor performed, reckoned in number of hours worked; older 
members, killed labor end managers to receive a premium or 
hirder rate according to a Voluntary arrangement with cach in- 
dividoal concerned, Fifty per cent of last scar's average product 
js advanced fo all laborers and profits at the end of the year are 
tent in proportion te the rate of wages. Liability of cach 
peomber bolde cll he Maven the association and is to be paid In 
proportion to wages recelved, The majority of members (not 
workers) ts the highest authority and ell officers, auditors, ete, 
are eebject to Uke recall initiative and referendum of the general 
n m 

The main principles of Freeland are the following: Elim- 
ination of all business and trade secrets; free mobilization of 
labor from group to group or the “open group” system of land 
jenare: unlimited competition; the elmination of usury from all 
economic processes, by furnishing land free of rent and capital 
tree of Interest, ius imruring the highest Helene within the 
limite of progrese; the right of every individual to the andimin- 
ished product of bis labor as wages: a guarantee of the maximum 
of liberty compatible with the equality of liberty to each member 
in all his soctal, economic and private life, thus securing individ- 
nalism, 

Ur Hertzka Las many other proposals which do not rise 
lo the dignity of principles, bat which may be adopted. He has 
a system of old age insurance, maintenance of woman, children 
and the disabled; a moat thorough and far reaching bystem of 
public education; free transportation of persons and free tole 
phone, tolecraph and mail service, ete, The money for all this, 
as well as for the accumulation of capital, ts ralsed by tax on the 
net incomes of al! laborers, the only Just tax in a community 
where labor la the only rource of Income fur the height of the In- 
comen depends on the efficiency of labor due to the alds fur- 
alshed by the commonwealth through expending this tax. The 
tax constitutes aboat 35 per cent of all net Incomes. 

What differentiates Freeiand even from the most liberal 
suthoritarian socialiem le the right of each individual to secede 
without zen ing the counts of the community, Seelen would 
consist io not keeping an account at the bank, for Freeland is 
not u sate in any sense of the term. For those who would 
secede, the optional single tax could be adopted. Any one who 
wished to work in a “cloeed group’ could do so by voluntarily 
agreeing to pay for the wee of any location as much as he thought 
would prevent others from desiring the samo location and In 
conalderstion of this the community would make his bid a charge 
on that land and thus protect him in his exclusive occupancy. 
Communists could practice communism among themselves by 
keeping a communal account at the bank and drawing on it as 
a community. k 

In thie way I believe Freeland would meet all practical re- 
qulremevta, and while sot free from minor faulta, which would 
tend to breome a constantly diminishing factor, it le certainly the 
most plausible, consistent, logical and admirable scheme that 


wan ever submitted. Freeland carries within itself the seca of 
rocia} regeneration and while it would secure to Its members the 
higbert material sdvantages, its highest claim to careful constd- 
eration renta on its unlversal adaptability, If started and carried 
out with tect end intelligence by a eufciently large number of 
cooperators who are not entirely without means would in- 
ueber the economic, soctal and political Hre of the whole nation 
within ten years.

The puritan system, as exemplified in AngloSaxoadom, cer 
tainly produces selfcontrol of a kind, and the “stony British 
stare” occurs to one's mind as the mask of a man who is so proud 
that he prefers to appear unfeeling rather than betray emotions, 
good or bad, Bat it may well be doubted If this kind of self- 
repression really produces the true graces of reverence, gentle 
nesa, unselfishness and kiodliness for which alone self-mastery 
fw valuable. At al) events, the typical puritan, the Rogliahman, 
ts & proverb for bad manners all over the world—sorry thoegh 
1 am thus to censure my own countrymen. 

And is the boasted paritan self-control a featore of puritan 
marriage? Does not the word boseymoon tell a tale of depleted 
magnetiam and of sweetness that does not last beyood a month? 
And the tale is untold when it de of oneaided gratification tn 
what ought to bo a true loveexchange; of the bridegroom who 
ie an untaught aavage, and of the bride who will never learn the 
simplest meaning of sex joy, unlews she ts fortunate enough to 
have a real lover in afier years, All these things obviously re 
snit from the deprivation, inexperience and Ignorance which are 
forced on ali before marriaze. 

No kind of failure or tyranny or crime wens to the puritan 
worth notice so long as It ls covered hy marriage. The case of 
the outraged and hal(-murdered woman whore wrongs were poly 
lished in the tate Markland letter aroored but little more pity 
and indignation than the many unpublisted canes of ervelty be 
fore and since, This was not “experimental nastiness” Tt was 
time-honored outrage of a wife The puritan conscience, how 
ever, could not stand the care being deveribed in plain words; 
aod the humanity and chivalry of Moses Harmas, who took ap 
the care, were rewarded by persecution for years and imprison- 
meat. 

The undisciplined mental state of those to whom marriage 
jo the beall and end-all of sex ja seen whenever they are placed 
in any unusual circumstances or when they have to face what 
tho puritan charoctertetically calla “temptation.” Whenever I 
have known of a sex msnoclation that waa unforeswen, hasty, 
enatchod an a starving man euatches a crust, incomplete, and re 
protted afterwards, it hax been that of puritans, impelled by me 
mentary passion and haunted by the idea that by Incomplete 
nese they would keep thcir “marriage Vows’ or tome otder real 
or imagined vows. Whenever t have known of a sexual associa- 
tion thal was founded on real friendalip, deliberately plauged 
and carried out with completeness as Whe noblest of sacraments, 
it was that of lovers who believed in sexdreedum. Such be the 
diference between the self<ontrol of bood lovers and of freo 
lovers. 

Yet the falluren of puritaniam outside marriage ary even 
worse than those within jt, The attempt bere to entabileh a 
voc tal control of the vox life of the individual has bed to tbe 
welkknown “double standard” of morality, The great majority 
of men will not live withowt women, and prefer the pour and 
brief pleanures of hired nex service to none at all; and puritaniam 
relaxes its rules In the care of unmarried men apd visits double 
Oiagrace upon the womer who serva them, who are made an 
outcast and degraded clase solely to sult the puritan conselener. 
Even puritans have been known to express pity sometimes (or 
thts degradation of women, Tuts ja what the “purity” of the 
orthodox coman to, 

The uamarried women living eelibete, upon whom the curve 
of ignorance chiefly falls, are not socially Ulagreced, or only 
wightly so in later life, when they are described as “superfluous 
women” and “old maids”; tut vo more of them have any genius 
for celibacy than two have, and they are benni handicapped 
in the pursuit of health and happiness, and commequentiy in the 
ambition to be the woribiést possible metmbera of society, We 
think ourselves prilviewed to condemn the Chinese for binding 
and deforming the feet of their girl children, yet our own prac- 
tice of cramping and repreming the + xual faculties of our girls 
fe ns tad. And probably both customs have the same origin— 
the alm belung to keep women confined to the home, and to please 
the fancy of men by artificial prettiness of physical and mental 
deponilence. 

I belleve that the evile of celibacy aro more widespread, 
more poignant and more demoralizing than those of prostitetion, 
And this ls confirmed by the facts that men condescend to asso 
ciate with prostitutes and (hat women ate driven into coorcive 
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marriage. l have never known the lifelitetory of aby man of 
woman Ip our society of Londage to whom (he ol partie 
colitacy did not work croel tragedy, and la meet case tt deft 
permacently Jnjurious traces ap character, Dralih sud capactty 
for bapploces. 

A sketch of Puritan Society would be very eee with 
out a glance at the apy system. This apying ont with 
a guaio uncqualied in any trade, and is no doubt a form of Aus: 
excitement, and the anly form permitted to sem, siti whom 
talebeariog may become a master passion. Net only ary stories 
of real love afaira ciecolated, but actions, even thu minutest, 
are erutinized and Gtted Into a tale, and where thiis ly kapasi- 
Die, the most private feelings are Invented, Wang nen and re 
ported. There is uo redress for thie Kind ef injury Dut the 


more enlightened and broadminded a soclety becomes, the Iess 
there le of tt; and under true toclal freedom, andal mongering 
is almost unthinkable. 

In their alm ot exciceiveness in love, the purlians have at- 
tained come succes; Indeed, many & man under thie system 
has been so exclusive as not to let hie love extend beyond him 
welt. and many bave been content to adopt “the seliehoras of 
two” Perbape the “jealous God." in whom many puritans be 
Neve, helpa them to limit thelr affections Tut thie limitation 
does not prevent the death of love within marriage, and after 
“forsaking all other.” aè the church marriage errire exhorts 
them to do, a married pair often finds that love bar forsaken 
them. The inconstancy of love within marriage te proverbial 

And just as the puritans’ idea of love le narrow and their 
marriage stete cramped ond unnatural, +0 are they utterly de 
ficient in any ites! of right generation. The «hole of their 
torality for parents may be summed up thun, Negat lildres 
(whether healthy or not) and being them up in the “fear” of 
the Lord, not sparing the rot. It bas never dawnt upon iheir 
consrlences that it le wrong to beget children by s mate whe 
inherits dente; that while a woman should seck the noblest 
in wind and character that she can get for vex partnership, and 
alm at being herself worthy of puch partnership, she onght to be 
«vem more careful in selecting the father of her child for sound 
heredity, both physica) and mental, 

This te tbe most important lemon that we bave to bears 
warvelves and to teach to others. And though it may em a 
hard task to moralize puritans, unk a they are to ignorance, 
prejudis and Indifference, yet there le no bete for the better 
ment of the race til both paritan principles and practi sre

The ek fore will always be lable io produce disturbance 
amd conflict ae eurely ae electricity in the atmosphere under cer- 
tain conditione gives tbe eaplosions of thunder and lightning 
Sometimes the battle le in the miod of (be individual, sometimes 
it be the halfconrciows rivalry of persons of the same wx, but 
under fully developed puritaniem it le more of lew open war 
between men and women, with the priests encouraging it, as t+ 
their wont in ali strife, and taking fees here and there for draw 
ing Up a partial truce, supposed to be a lasting Peace of Cod, 
called marriage 

There le sipposed tọ be s kind of standard of honor or fair 
play in all contest. If so, it le hard to ay whether men or 
women, ranged on opposite sides in this social strife, have de 
scendea to lower stratagems against thelr enemy. but the women 
appear mort mran when acting singly, entrapping men into mar 
rlage, And the men moet Onvenerowe when geting th balies, trp 
ine to starve ar Marne Women out of every profession except 
marriage 

The meu wem rüsten % puro malice, only partly excueed 
by thelr laporance Unt a woman who tries to get married hae 
in cave of (allure to low some of the most obvioos rights of a 
human being, and moreover jones nenaliy her only chance of a 
career, And the women certainly have the excuse of acting by 
puritan principles. The marriageable woman le never allowed 
to jose dicht of the main chance, Even in our nurseries the 
lesson in inatilied. In the ballad of “The lithe man and the litte 
rand,” the maid replies to her argent woor, Will your fames 
assisi a little to boll water in the kettle" and ber scorn of love 
in deemed praiseworthy 

Should a gir) have eo ambition to cultivate the friendadip of 
“ome man comrade —"“What can tt lead tot” ashe the puritan 
aunt or mother, A young Scotch lady when congratulated on 
ber engagement to a nelgbboring minister, replied, politely 
depreciating the merite of the bargain she had secared, “Yes, 
it be a very nice manse, only the bedroom cellings aro rather 
low,” Bhe was imbued with true puritan principles, And how 
often le marriage in Kugland or America as much an arrange 
ment made by the parents na apy marriage in France: 

The giri who turns from thia sort of bargaining, and aime 
at independence, soon Buide that ope bas not only the ancers of 
men to fare, Dut thelr pecslatent endenvore to keep her out of 
all bet the lowest work. Men like to preach about the place of 
the womanly woman being in the home, when the girl who suffers 
irom thelr epite not only may have jo home to Wok forward 
to, but has Ww struggle to live aod work In a sarret 

Perbape it le a good sten that the Wonen bave begwn to 
“talk back, and many now think it spirited in conversation to 
make litte hita at the Weakoenses of men, though the speakers 
are often without any appreciation of the working of a sox ays 
tem that weighs almost os heavily on the best men as on all 
women 

Among the worst etfecte of the vex war are the divisions It 
auen awong women, and the want of aympathy between the 
theoe classes, the married, the celftate and the prostitute. The 
contempt ot the wife for the spinster de sometimes anconcealed 
“It la a good thing.” sald one, “that there are slaterhioods in 
which superfivous women can do useful work.” And the attitude 
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of a past crneration towari some of the eaddert sides of there 
qocetions te well worth noting, that women, al least, may never 
an tall so low af to take such an attitude The clearsiabted 
new of youth would lead te some amazed question of what? how? 
ot why? and our grandmothers or annta would reply: "O, we 
know all about that, but do mot stir wp the med.” That the best 
buman Vitality should be foreed to Aow in anderground courses, 
nd te regarded as a sewer too foul to be ever cleansed, is a 
situation which fe wholly unworthy dt an age rejoicing in the 
dawning light of leu, 
I have seen a good deal of “the clase war.” and It was what 
I heard in comfortable drawing rooms which Arsi made me foel 
beart and soul with the weaker side. Such remarke as “shoot 
them down,” which were no mere pleasantrics, were passed, when 
workmen were on strike for a living wage or for decent bours 
of work Yet the brutality of men upholding wase slavery t» 
folly equaled by that of men epholding sex slavery. If they do 
not Want to take the lives of women. they are desirous that every 
thing „ont be taken from: the lires of women that makes life 
worth Ming Men seem able to behave generously towards any 
one woman, In concrete form (unless married to ber), but can 
not fool the simplest humanity toward women collectively 
History hae not fal) 


l to record the behavior of the wen who 
ln every Instance opposed the endeavor of women to obtain unl 
versity education. Formerly it was the “blue” woman who wae 
the object of ridicule, vow it is the “new woman;" but the 
speakers always seem equally ignorant of what they are talking 
about 

The wx war can perhaps be best studied In England. The 
mex which utterly refuses to have celibacy thrust apon them 
selves in quite willing that It should be thrust upon the opposite 
sex; apd men of the most cultivated social clase who are for 
ever preaching maternity to women as thelr one great function 
are indifferent to the fact that Sfty per cent of the women of 
their own clase are condemned to be unmated and childless 
One can ecareely avoid the conclusion that men like (he presence 
ot a namber of sexually starved women to minister to thelr 
vanity and to afford a large peloction when it pleases them ta 
choos a wife. The sexual starvation and coercion of an Oriental 
harem searcely pors further than this 

Akalin, professional life, with ite training. regular occupa 
thon, the social powltion that salaried work gives, and the socis) 
variety it wawalliy affords, is bo henlthfal as largely to counteract 
the evils of the rex deprivailoms above noticed: yet men have 
peruetontly tried (o bar all professions against women 

It would be noted, however, that menial work, or work poor 
ly pald or unpaid, de nòt called unwomanly, Al) the moet trying 
work In the treatment of dipeases, whether in public or private, 
te done by nurses mostiy women. The clergy induce women to 
perform the work of euratis in the perish without payment. 
The professional mian Asks hte sister to keep bouse for him with 
out solary and turnu her off without a pension when it suits 
him tò replace her by a wife, And the menial ces of that 
“great onpald™ class, the mothers of families. ore too numerous 
to mention 

Tt le some Years over a century since women, led by Mary 
Woletonecraft, ctaimed to be human beings in thelr own right, 
cod pot mere appendages to men That claim te pot yet fully 
establiohed, hut it will be, and met will wonder how it could 
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ever Dave been denied, And the greatest foree to end the bitter 
neus of the sex war will be the recognition of sex love as a power 
for good and a principle to regniate the conduct of men and 
women as cqual comrades; and thus will be abolished all buying 


and selling and coercion in sex favors.

ON PREVENTION—A TEST QUESTION. 

What le so strange about the prerent strange century Is the 
too largely prevalent idea that advancement is to be made by 
negation, unfaith, prevention of birth. Quite a number of per 
cons are engaged on the singular doctrines of denial and death, 
With absurd persistency they shout to us that If we are only 
suiiciently negative, If we disbelieve enough, and above all if 
only we war against birth, and curtall by every means the fow 
of life, then we shall be zavod! It is the most hopeless paradox 
ever upheld; it has but to be stated and ite rottenness is erl- 
dent—yet it proceeds. 

In the advanced party it is not uncommon to meet women 
clever beyond the ordinary, interesting, apparently vital—yet 
once touch on the question of birth and they recoll with morbid 
abhorrence—motberbood bas for them a terror which ean only 
proceed from decadence, Thus they go on to extinction, im 
evitably~—go on as though driven on by some fatality stronger 
than themselves. 

Ot cours we are all familiar with the standing arguments as 
to the advantage of relieving a woman from a too heavy burden 
of motherhood—in some cases such arguments may be genuine 
enough, bat it de not these cases that I wish now to dbieuss. 
For the sake of brevity I wish to center attestion for a moment 
on what | may call the hypocrites of the Prevention movement 
women wbo argue aa if their alm were to keep families within 
certain timita, whilst all the time ig their Inner minds they are 
determined to have no children at all, and who have practiced 
prevention even on their very first partictpation—having dis- 
cussed it with their lovers at a time when the ardors of love 
should alone have absorbed them. 

Such racial zuleide haw mo moral justification. Before the 
advocates of prevention can present any really logical case to 
the thinking world, they ought to clearly divide into two campe— 
those who believe In motherhood within certain limitations, and 
those who, whatever they may shelter themselves under, do not 
really believe in motherhood at all, bat seek only such gratifica- 
tion us coldly deliberate sterility can give. 

To all thowe who profess a belief lu a prudentially controlled 
motherhood I would ilke to ark one test question; 

Would you consider a healthy and capable woman who has 
deliberately sterilized all ber love-relationships as better or worm 
thin one wha bas dose ber beet with s large family? 

After that was fairly anawered we should begin to know 
what it i» that the advocates of Prevention believe in.

“Equal autocrats” are impossible; the very term is a 
contradiction, for the condition of autocracy being that the au 
thority is “uncontrolled or unlimited,” there cannot powritly 
exist two autocrate in the same realm. 

Autocracy, authority over others, is not to be tolerated in 
any relation of life. Man's attempt at sexoal autocracy has made 
the condition of things from which we are struggling to extrt 
cate ourselves and the race This cannot be accomplished 
through the autocracy of woman unless two wrongs will make » 
right. Unlimited authority of any kind e an evil, degrading 
alike to those who exercise it and to those who are ite eubjocta 
To obey is a degradation, but to command degrades no less. To 
change from slave to master makes no one free, for we are 
bound by slavery whether we submit to it or Infict it on others 

It is not Nature bat custom has made man a sexual auto 
erat. The wild, free female animal i» not forced against ber 
wiil The civilized slave femalo i» taught to find ber duty in 
obedience to the male autocrat, and not the woman alone, but 
the man also, is bound by the chains of thie hideous slavery

gressive ideas, “Evolution” ls a sort of mystery fetish, just an 
“Got” of “Oversonl” er “the Divine Immanence” la & my»iery- 
fetish in the minds of a great many more persons. Heemingly, 
it te believed that “evolotion” Is an entity or a force beyond and 
independent of mature, arting upon nature to influence and direct 
ite olemects, instead of being the name given by man, First, to 
the sum total of the process, the activities, of these elements, 
and, Second, to the changes the resulte produced by these pro 
eases, these activities, changes and results sees and cognized 
ty man. A variant of thle error iè found in the bellef that, 
while evolution In no ene is sepernatural, nevertheless it is 
something that cannot be affected by anything man may do; 
that ovr efforts, conscious or unconscious, neither can defer, or 
baston, neither can deflect or modify, the changes destined by 
the fetish power, evolution. Im either view of the matter, “evolu 
tion” ts simply another name for “God.” 

In the rational, because the scientific, view of the subject, 
every element. every combination of elements, in nature le per 
ceived to be £ factor in evolution, accelerating or retarding 
éhshge, prodocing differentiation or aealmting in maintaining the 
statue quo, fixity on type, This is true alike in the worlds of 
wubconsciourness, conecionsner, and self-consclousness.

Paris, Aug z — K sensational book, advocating polygamy for 
the welltodo Interest of womankind, le being burried through 
the prese. It le ned C M.” and the monogram ie surmounted 
by a royal crown. The authorship of thle publication is credited 
to the kalser's sprightly sister, the hereditary Princess Charlotte 
of Meiniogen. After discussing several hundred cases “from 
life.” gathered by a famous divorce lawyer, the royal author 
comes to the cooclusion that men must have a matrimonial 
change after a certain age and Iocome “It would be weil to 
grant the right to marry a second wife after the old one has 
erased to be attractive, under certain restrictions.” oploes the 
princess, “because kuch a law, beeldes eradicatiog (more or less) 
the divorce balit, le desirable for the protection of the wife thai 
hes become obsolete, Is intended to protect the rights of the 
ren and woold be an ald to morality,” The Scriptures, she 
pointe out, troat the polygamous habita of Abraham, Jacob and 
(evid ns “Quite selfevident™"—that “all of Jacob's children 
heiped found the twelve tribes of Terarl.” 

“As a correction of the evils under which women and chil 
dren are suffering nowadays” continues the author, “divoree tn 
wholly Inadequate) The Catholic cannot get a divorce under any 
cireumstances, and there are hundreds and thounands of good 
natured Protestants and Jews who cannot bring themselves to 
divorce the woman who proved a beloved companion while young 
aod beautiful. 

“There e bo tse denying the fact that a man between his 
fortieth and Aftieth year undergoes a thorough change of taste 
and habits, Every day he sets a doren women Whom be prefers 
to hia own wife, with whom he would like to begin life anew, 
to have hie own and the world's profit.

We must always hasten to assure our puritan opponent that 
wifdenial will have fall place under a pew and rational sox 
system. For he worships renunciation and self megation,—that 
is, every puritan heartily approves of those for every other. 
They like the idea of love being robbed of Its ambition, denied Its 
highest desire, and cheated of ite culmination, They will still 
find some of these things to gloat over under freedom, for only 
people of the lowliest designs in life can wholly escape them. 

“The mark of rank in nature is capacity for pain. "—as well as 
capacity for joy, the poet, Mra. Browning, might have added. ‘The 
invenser forms of love and Trieodship have their sorrows and dii- 
appointments as surely an shadows accompany the fullest sun- 
shine, ' 

Carlyle told us, in a chapter that las rather too wordy for ma- 
ture taste, that “the everlasting yea” is only to be attained by 
renunciation. He was a genuine Puritan, and preached more 
than be practiced. and bis doctrine iv not to be aceeepted with- 
out consideration; bat some truth may be found In it. Renan 
elation is uf value when there be freedom of choice, and when 
the good is renounced for the sake of the better, the ess for the 
greater, and that le when there le knowledge of the difference 
between the good and the better, 

fat we may af once dismiss the ides that suffering is good In 
ell, As well sny that the soldier de the stronger for the wound 
be incurs, Paln may evoke strength, but always wastes It. 

The youth of noble nature doce not go far in lite before he 
loves some woman who fa not for him, Of such feelings, puritan 
et makes a mock; and the only service the lover is allowed 
to render to his lady is to efface himeelf and disappear from her 
sight, The puritan prates of the elation of victory over self; but 
in reality the feelings of a beaten hound, who is allowed the lux- 
ury of looking miserable, are paradise compared to those of a 
jover thus forced Into total renunciation. Our society puritans 
only recognize two possible motives in the aspirant lover,—if he 
dee not want a good housekeeper, a complete wife, then he 
alma at obteining sex favors which are held diagracefal outaide 
wifedom, Greed and lust are intelligible to these puritans, but 
anything beyond ts scarcely noticed, is mere sentiment, a word 
they have degratod to meen a batt for ridicule, 

Under rational freedom love will be allowed expression In a 
hundred ways, and “sentiment” will be held honorable alike to 
the possessors of this faculty and to those who have the power of 
inspiring It Such standards of love were known in old France, 
and maybe found elsewhere in history. At the prosent day, our 
weakling sentiments can sometimes wucceed in Bonoring the dead 
by woma worthy memorial, and we inscribe under a church win- 
dow that it le to the glory of God and the memory of our depart- 
od friend. In the future temples of human solidarity there may 
be found works of art, of both utility and beauty, dedicated to the 
gorvice of humanity and in honor of a living lady. 

Bat our lover of the future time, while he will not hare to 
suffer ignominy and total repreaston, will often have to set bim 
welt bounds, in accordance with restrictions that are unknown and 
unrecognized In our prevent vicious circle of celibacy, bond mar 
riage and prostitution. There is a law of sex denial as well as of 
sex acceptance, it will be woll uoderstood that it is not refusal 
Of sex favors that causes fhe most pain to the one refused, when 

‘there is the intensest form of feeling. One who ls born to the 
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fate of uch feelings ie “an epicure in emotions.” like Swe in 
“Jade the Obecure.” Bat the true Jover will know whon he must 
not claim the privilege of an answer: and the lover who refrains 
from pressing for certain refusal, even of the allahtest sex favor, 
Comes next in #trengih to the lover who refralna from pressing 
for certain concession, Not pride, but only love, can give thie 
power. The true lover must not obtrude himself as a conquest. 
Keven id accepted and nottied love relations this holds good, As 
Bernard Shaw says, in one of the tent pages he has ever written: 

“Although romantice idealists generally insist on selfeurrender 
a8 an indispensable element in true womanly love, ita repulsive 
effect x well-known and feared in practice by both sexes. The 
extreme instance fn the reckioss selfabandonment seen in the io 
fatuation of passionate sexual desire. Everyone who becomes the 
object of that infatuation shrinks from it instinctively. Love 
loses Its charm when it I£ not free; and whether the compulsion 
is that of custom and law, or of infatuation, the effect js the 
same: It becomes valuciem, The desire to give inspires no affec 
tion unless there la also the power to withhold; and the success 
Tul wooer, In toth sexos alike, is the one who can stand oat for 
honorable conditions, and, falling them. go withoat. Such com 
ditions are evidently not offered to elther sex by the legal mar 
riage of to-day (Quintessence of een, III, The Wom 
anly Woman) 

The puritan of the common or garden sort knows nothing of 
these things. Hut where there is pome amount of sex freedom, 
the ideal of denial, if | may vo eall It and of the lover denying 
Hitneetf, „ held high in honor, This ls very noticeable in French 
literature. The husband in “Le Maitre de Forge” makew no at 
tempt to claim his marital rights till he bas obtained ble wite 
love and indeed her great respoct, and jw honored accordingly 
Cold women even when heartiom are a favorite theme, Balzac 
enjoys describing suck a one in “La Prau de Chagrin” And 
Alfred de Musset’s lyric, “Sar une Morte,” beautiful and sarcastic 
with the chill steri of sarcasm, was inrpired by a woman dead to 
love and pity. The loss to herself which ber coldness involved ia 
shown to be far worse that the pain to her admirer, 

Yes: she had loved, wore’t not that pride 
Like some poor useless lamp, uplighted 
To burn a funeral bier beside, 
Watched always at hor heart benighted 


Yes: abe te dead, whose lips were stirred 
Ily no live breath to living glory: 
Out of her bands has dropt the story, 
Whereof abe never read a word. 
(Fron Hardinge’s translation.) 
The ludy of unawakened fooling Is pecullariy a product of 
puritan society. Rudyard Kipling writes of the pathos of love 
encountering ber careless Indifference, in his poem, “The Vam- 
pire,” written for Philip BarneJones' picture: 
A fool there was and he made his prayer 
(Kven an you and I!) 
To a rag and a bone and a hank of hair 
(We called ber the woman who did not care) 
Bat the fool he called her bie lady fair 
(Even as you and 5!) 
And now we know that sho pever could know, 
And did not understand 


And while deep, enthusiastic love may thus fall a pray tu the 
heartlons Indifference of the Irresponsible Airt in our unmoral 
society, the more impetuous and lighter-loving youth under prew 
ent social conditions fs in no Mt atate to benefit by steady friend 
ship, and he petulantly rejecte the sisterly kindness which bis 
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lady fair may offer him. “Friendship le impossible,” be groans, 
But that same man when be bas reached the soothing conditions 
of sexual mating, Gnda outside friendship very pomible; and 
Indeed I believe that thie is the more usual form that free lore 
takes under the puritan conditions of English society. No doubt 
a dread of the vivisections of the divorce coarts contributes some 
what to enfores this sort of “virtue”; but the lesson we may draw 
is, that when bal starvation le abolished, the calmer forma of 
sexual friendship will flourish, and this ls much to be desired. 
A pride in love cannot develop when nearly everyone has 
only the cholce between the Jicense of prostitution or bond mar- 
the one band, and the drag on health and happiness 
that colibacy causes, om the other. Balanced conduct is not to be 
from mem and women more or tens starving for love 


and friendship will grow up when these are freed from depend: 
ence on economic conditions, 

What wo have really to combat le not o much the paritans’ 
ideal of weit- dental, aa their system of enforced denial, and the 
sensuality and hypocrisy of those who pretend to uphold selt- 
denial. Doss Fonran

By uo means, They are pot so helpless as women have 
thought, and aa they themselves have often appeared to be. 
Many preter now their own snug little quarters where no one 
may inteude, or if matually preferred they can share with others 
of thelr own or the opposite sex. 

© don't be alarmed, ye fearful, conservative ones who de- 
plore the breaking up of homes, Note will be broken that de 
serve to remain intset. All things will work together for good, 
not alone now, bat when all mankiod are free, 

This brings me to another part of the subject. If all man- 
kind were free at the present stage of the world’s progress, with- 
oat restrictions of any kind, how terrible conditions would be! 
Imagine the criminal class tet loose, Human nature will not 
bange suddenly, and there are astonishingly undeveloped people 
upon the earth, Surely we cannot mean that no government 
should exist—no restraining laws, 

Let it be the one law that no one shall encroach upon the 
rights of others, nor wrest from them whatever possessions they 
have acquired, either through their mental or physical tol! or 
through Inheritance. This covers the whole ground. Freedom to 
all to live as they please, provided they allow each to do the 
wan, and, what le most important, put no impediment in the 
way of others’ advancement in order to contribute towards their 
own selfieh gains, 

Any offending ove should be restrained and surrounded by 
educational and industrial lafivences. No legal murders or tit 
for tat methode, bo dismal dungeons where all hope le excluded. 

Under certain circumstances, however, I believe one is jus 
titted in killing tm self-defense, just as we would kill a wild 
unt did we know it were ready to spring upon us. 

‘There should be stringent laws for the protection of good 
citisens, and the physically or mentally weak or infirm. 

To say there would be no criminal class If there were no 
tawe le a very ignorant statement and to say further that there 
ie not a clase that would seed the strong hand of restriction tx 
not to understand human nature and ite present state of devel 
opment at its worst, 

Those who are absolutely lawless are thore who are supreme 
ly wien and who while they exact free scope would undoubt- 
edly enroach upon the rights of others. 

And Labor Unións, primarily organized for the protection of 
the laborer, have degenerated Into the most tyrannous govern-

THE ECONOMIC EMANCIPATION OF WOMEN. 

People are always talking of woman's “economic independ- 
ence,” and the wonderful things which will happen when abe has 
got li. Scarcely any, however, have a clear idea as to what 
would constitute such economie Independence. Let us, there 
fore, Inquire what the phrase really means, 

I think it is evident that, in order to be independent, a 
roman must have the means of subsistence for herself and 
children secured to her without the favor of any other indi- 
vidual, It is essential that she should have the means to main- 
taln ber children. for a woman's children are almost a part of 
herself, Whoever feeds the children will contròl the mother, 

Now, how are women to be supplied with the means of sup 
porting themselves and children without the favor of any other 
individual? American Socialist lecturers are very fond of tell 
log women how independent Socialism will make them. Unsfor 
tunately, they rarely explain bow, and | am afraid it is because 
they have not thought the matter out themselves. Most of them 
seem to mean simply that under Soclaliem every woman will be 
guaranteed work, and will be pald the full equivalent of her labor 
after the necessary deduction for collective purposes. 

It there were only adult men and women in the world, this 
might be regarded as settling the whole matter, But there are 
children to be supported, and the bearing and rearing of these 
children takes op much of the slother’s time which might other 
wise be spent on productive work. It le very likely that for a 
long time to come all women fit to be mothers will have te 
average at least three children aplece to keep the population 
even, At whose expenre is all this to be done? At the best the 
earning power of women will probably bo jess than that of men, 
Are women to take on their own shoulders the whole expense of 
pregnancy, of nursing aod rearing three children each, ami of 
supplying them with food and clothes? Such a thing would be 
utterly abeurd, 

In fact, most people who talk about the economic independ: 
ence of women do not think of anything like this. They really 
belleve in the continuation of the present system with some 
slight alleviation, They think of women as stili minding the 
babies and darning the stockings at home, while the man got 


‘out and earns ths money an of old. They want women to be 


better fed slaves, bat stiil slaves. Women, however, will not 
wubmit to this, and will come to see that lu order to be free they 
must be entirely independent of every individual man for the sap 
port of themaecives and children, 
There is only one way out of the dificulty. Woman cannot 
a Rer own expense She cannot be free 
any ividaal to pay for bringing them np. 
Therefore the community most pay the Dill. This is the view 
that all the classic writers on Socialism have taken, although 
many of the small fry do not like the idea. As Frederick Kagel» 
mays, In bis “Origin of the Family”: 


“With the transformation of the means of uction into 
collective property the —4 


care 


We must guard against ope error, however. The early Socia.- 
de ratbor favored the idea of taking the children out of the 
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parents’ ande as far as possible, That will never do. We must 
give the mother perfect contro! of the children. At the same 
time we murt make ber economically independent by paying her 
for her time epeot in pregnancy and rearing the children, and 
giving her an allowance for the keep of each child. By this 
means we shall combine public maintenance with private man- 
agement of children. 

How far can thin subject be dealt with under the prevent 
economic etem? The Socialist parties of all countries bave 
jong liste of immediate demande which they hope to realize 
while waliting for Socialism. There le rather a tendency, how- 
ever, to thisk thet very little can be done for women until So- 
slaliam is obtained, But that le ponsense. This question could 
te more easily dealt with than most others under the prevent 
ayetem. The experience of New Zealand, Australis, and several 
European countries shows that the easiest kind of palliative to ap 
ply under capltallem ls che which consists In giving a pension or 
allowance out of the publie funda, Old age pensions exist In vari- 
oun countries, Why not young age pensions? Ax for the malm 
tenance of women during pregnancy, and for some time after 
child birth, I am glad to see that the recent International Social 
tet Congress at Amatercam passed a resolution urging the Social- 
iste of all countries to try apd get legislation for thle purpose 
pawed at once 

it e a curious fact that. altbough America has the most 
unconventional women in the world, it bas the mort Grundy- 
ridden Socialist party in the world. To mention sex and the 
family in a meeting of American Socialiste would be considered 
almost as shocking as to allude to these subjects in a Boston 
drawing room. It is time to make an end of such squeamishness, 
I therefore move that a committee consisting of Adeline Champ 
ney, Klee Cole Wilcox and Amy Lisnett, be appointed to prepare 
a manifesto demanding pructical guaranties for the economic 
independence of women; to get as many Socialist women as 
possible to aign it; and to send it to the press and bring It before 
the various Socialist courentions They should also include a 
demand that the mother be made role guardian of her children 
Ip oll states. By taking these stepa it will be possible to being 
the whole question of thy emancipation of voten rapidly to the 
front R U Ness.

NOR PSYCHIC MARRIAGE LAWS. 

There are few of us, | think, who do pot consider that the 
sentence, “What God has Joined let not man part,” (as Prof, 
Larkin puts it), le a superstitions bit of church tyranny, As an 
assurance of wedded happiness, it is a complete failure. Throw 
ing rice and old shoes after a wedded couple ia no more super 
atitious and no greater failure in securing thelr happiness. 

Prof, Larkin says the priestly sentence, “Whom God has 
joined let no man part,” de a “psychological crime.” I don't deny 
this but what of his scheme? It would mot be polite to say 
things of Prof. Larkin's plans that we freely say of the church 
ceremony, For my part. I eee no jess euperstition (1 wish I 
could think of some other, milder word) in “What psychic 
cchoole have joined, let no man part,” (han in (he sentence Prof. 
Larkin calls a crime, I bave no more faith in “auras” than ! 
have in god, or rice, or old shoes, 

Many people have plane to close the doors of hideous divorce 
courts, but they are mostly failures, for few people, compara 
tively, live together who really wish to live apart, and í se no 
reason to believe that “psychic marriage lawa” will be any more 
effective in keeping them together. 

‘There Ix, no doubt, a great geal of suffering and inharmony 
caused by people living toxether who are inharmoniows, but | 
believe it is clreumstances oftener than law that hold them to- 
gether, and the suffering caused by adverse decisions of paychic 
schools could pot but be more poignant and agonising. 

Young people have a habit of falling in love with each other 
suddenly, deeply, Intensely, passionately. They might reach this 
stage before they have time to consult a “psychic marriage law.” 
To them the muste of their Jove le so sweet and clear—at least 
so pleasing—that the thought pever occurs to them that their 
“auras” are not attuned in harmony. Suppose the decision is an 
adverse one—they discover that thelr auras are in A and G, ta- 
stead of musica! chorde—that they will make each other miser- 
able in tbe future and help to Mil the world with “asharmonious 
children.”

Our “money of privilege” comes from the National Banking 

> System and the potes of that gigantic concern are not legal 
tender, aa anyone may ee from reading the inscriptions thereon. 
if A owes D one hundred dollars and tenders him that amount 
in bank notes B js at liberty to refuse it and demand legal ten- 
der and A cannot, as the lawyers say, “plead tender” in discharge 
of the debt. 

The bankers bave worked bard, ever since their system 
was established during the strom of the civil war, to destroy all 
the legal tender paper money and I believe have succeeded to the 
extent that there are now only $360,000,000 that have not been 
Jewally destroyed. How much has teen destroyed surreptitiously 
we do not know, 

We are plundered in many wayw, but for barefaced, high 
handed, wholesale, unmitigated, inexcusable robbery of the pro 
ple the National Ranke can claltn the championship, The ay» 
tem le based on debt and exists to perpetuate and create debt. 
pubile and private, and gather in the wreckage thereof. it bas 
no Other purpose, National bankers, literally, “live om the inter- 
est of what they owe”; while the rest of us must pay interest 
on what we owe. It is only ignorance on the part of the people 
that allows such a system to exist and fatten on thelr lodue 
try. Bo long as there are laws for the collection of debts (I 
would that every one were repealed) | think it the duty of the 
people, collectively, to furnish a legal tender for thelr discharge 
aud do away with the “money of privilege” which at present com 
stitutes pearly all of ont currency.

whom, judging from past experience. would have paid op and 
renewed their subscription if time had been allowed them, and 
if the paper hail been continued to their address, White some of 
these delinquenta bave renewed and palid up arrearages the far 
greater portion seem to have taken offense at being thus per- 
emptortly cut off, and have become indiferent or wholly forgetful 
of Lecwen's existence, 

To make good these bosses a few of our old-time friends ctr- 
culated a special call, an emergency call, which brought watt lent 
ald to pay off the debts aforesaid, and to furnial a little reserve 
to be weed when subecriptions and renewals should become slack, 
ne they always do in the latter part of summer anid early fall 
months.

While the planet ie drawn and driven, pulled and 
pushed, by a multitade of conflicting forces, attractions and repul 
piona, these Conflicting forces are so well Anown that the astrono 
mer can predic! with ecertaloty the bour or even the minate the 
“wanderer” will return to a given relative position to other bodles 
in the solar system. That le to say, by long Olwervation astrono 
mers hate learned to foretell where a planet will be and how it 
will behave itself at any given time, though it be years or even 
copttries ahead. 

Heascntng from analogy We argue that If we could see all 
inppelling erases of tion, all the links in the chain of causes, 
dating back millons of centuries perhaps, as Urother Crane 
says, We would be able to predict with equal certainty where any 
particular human being would be, and how be would behave, 
at any given time in the fature--on the theory that, Hke the 
planet we all do an we mest, and cannot possibly do otherwise; 
that all the secret springe of ection, our desires, Hikes and die 
likes, our innermost thoughts, Ideals and aspirations are as 
moch the result of inexorable “causation” as are the forces that 
pull and push the planet in ite march through the heavens, 

This is the theory to which I gave the same “materialistic.” 
Perkaps the term “physical” would mult it better, for, with 
Brother Crane, “I know not the boundary between the material 
and the immaterial.” 1 do not, however, say the “ego, the com- 
scious man, le tmmaterial,” as he seems to Infer that 1 do, While 
waiting for “more Nehi” I think Jt best to contese my ignorance 
and call wyselt elmply an inqalrer, a pupii in lite great bool. 
All 1 wish to say just now, lu thir connection, ie that the physi- 
cal theory, founded on the analogy drawn from the planet in ita 
celestial orbit, does not fully satisfy me. It le good so far as it 
gen, but, a» I now think. it needs to be supplemented by the 
“payehle” side, the metaphysical te- not the immaterial aide, 
of the problem of te,

SEX RADICALISM 
VIL WHAT IS MARRIAGE? 


The best way to be trae to the future te te be just to the past 
Whatever great defecte we pow see in the marriage and family 
ayetem in te present form and as being l tted to our present 
soctety, It must rurety have been of use to our ancestors. 

Even now we are pot so far removed from the time when a 
common danger from food, fre or human foe would make the 
small groups within the tribe or clan a very uerfal organization 
ju saving lite, Even a child could act as sentinel for it own 
family in time of constant warfare, 

And If there were good reasons for carly man to become a 
family man, there were additional reasons for early gentleman to 
be so. instances of this can still be seen, The Highlanders wife 
and daughter draw the ploagh while he quldes it. Such a one 
wae “the laird”; all the pride of the family contered in him 
The men Geher-folk of Newhaven, in Scotland, do no work op 
land: the fishwives draw the boats to shore, anlosd, and bawk 
the fih round Edinburgh in creels so heavily badoo that not sel 
stom it takes two railway porters to holst the weight on to the 
Oshwife'’s shboulters. The African woman in and haa been for 
long ages à beast of burden, The hairy Alinu gentleman of north: 
ern Japan is clothed in embroidered robes made by his bard 
working, plaintyatressed wife and daughters. And among ovr 
welves contrast the work and sbort hours of a professional or 
small business man in hie office with those of bie wife in a na 
home—cooking, cleaning, scrubbing, washing, sewing, for many 
hours a day, and often having long spella of broken nighta, too. 
Woman is the first slave and the last. Yet there Is a power 
that will make this slave a queen in time to come. 

What the essontial points of marriage are in the miad of the 
orthodox may be noted when they are occasionally caught utter 
ing home truths. After going through the mill of marriage, the 
average puritan woman's highest ideal of married life is of 4 
yettied bome, social position and good upboletery. Not far re 
moved from the type was the mother who, when hopes were ex 
pressed as to the welfare of her recently married dacghter, re 
plied cordially in the affirmative, adding, however, as an alter 
thought, “She can't bear ber husband, but there's always a sum

mat And the man’s standpoint le well given by Mr. Crosland, 
who to ble last book condemnes the wife in the same apirit in 
which Adam complained of “the woman whom thou gavet to be 
with me,” when he found te apple which grew in his garden was 
indigestible-"she can't even cook,” says he. For my part, | 
sometimes wish that woman were even less of “a cooking anb 
mal” than abe is, Is it not largely thle culinary knack that 
makes ns slavoys? At least I would say so did I not know that 
it je our unfortunate habit of being in love with our tyrants 
that is half cause of the trouble! 

However it behooves sex-radicals to examine this mix up of 
jove and cookery, marriage and Its social functions, For the cus 
tom of home partnership cannot be sudden abolished though It 
te being greatly modified. 

Marriage in the legal ronse may de dismissed In a row words. 
Only in the worst marriage fallures or crimes are the legal bonds 
felt at all, for we are far more rigidly ruled and regulated by = 
al unwritten laws 

The original principle of legal marriage te no doubt the own 
Pradip by the husdaod of the wife's person, and of every kind of 
eervitwite that che le able to render. in England and her colonies 
very little trace of thin tn left, and a man can mow nelther kohl 
bla wife a pritoner nor claim her earnings. In fect, the legal 
the is chietly felt as being a “knot there's un untying"; aod thii 
ditSculty vaniabea in America, which gives every opportunity for 
divorce. in most of the States a husband can stil send a con 
stable in pursult of a fugitive wife, it he ts foolish and brutal 
enough to do sọ; but publice opinion lees and leas supports such 
doings. 

The social utilities of marriage are still, however, many, 
though ite uses are of a curiously different kind to the man ani 
the woman. Perhaps the only advantage thoy get for certain in 
common is the gain of a certain amount of social respect, which 
to each, la some compensation for the loss of popularity which 
ia experienced by persons of either sex when they cease to be 
prospective marriage partnéera To this we may add the strong 
aod adiding affection which persona of constant character always 
put into the marriage union, though It le not an essential part 
of conventional marriage 

What dom marriage give to man? It gives him the services, 
without payment, of a housckeeper who hax no interests apart 
from his; it secures him in the constant sutmission of a K 
slave, who, in case of his excesses, has no protection, other legal 
or wocial, and who has purposely been kept in ignorance before 
hand of her obligations; it ensures bim a careful nurse in sick 
ness and old age, These would be very costly to him if other 
whe obtained, The church, with the Keen eye for the materia! 
Pide ot things which characterizes it, formerly inalsted on the 
wife promising to he “buxom [bowsome, obedient] In bedde and 
ut the borde.” The newer promise of general obedtence, sub 
stituted, te perbape more unreasonable as woll as lese candid 
though it satiafies modern puritan delicacy. To galo the adyan- 
tages of marriage the man need make but few sacrifices; nor if 
he leads a riotous life beforehand will he thereby fall to secure 
a good partner. 

The woman obtains fewer advantages ond has to make more 
sacrifices for them. In fact the chief galine of the married 
woman are duo to the deprivations forced on the unmarried; for 
now she is not despised as an old mald, and may hope to be nalth 
er unmated por childless, If sho is fortunate the domestic work 
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she accepts in marrying will not prove harder than the business 
or professional Work sbe gives ap. But it is almost secossarily 
more solitary and lees varied; and het independence de consid 
erably curtailed. She is, however, sayed the anxiety of seeking 
for work. 

‘The sexual association in its mort Intimate form de no doubt 
the crux of married life. In its health aspect, the fulfiment of 
it may be a trifle, but the omission of it Is a tragedy, Even puri- 
tans recognize this, bat only as regards man; yet there u no 
double standard in health laws, though there Li In puritan mor- 
ality. And the pair who treat this thing as a trifle have not ut. 
talned to the fulness of lite and happiness. In this, while mar- 
ried men almost always obtain’ satisfaction of a kind suficient 
for health, a great many married women, probably More than 
half, fall to do ao. Absolute sexaal negation on the physical side 
of e is but rarely the fate of a married woman. The case of 
Mre. Carlyle le exceptional; she was never freed from tt, and no 
doubt the hysteria she eaflered wae a consequence. A marriage 
of a contemporary, that of Ruskin, was dimolved owing to a 
similar circumstance; sad his wife suleequently married hie 
friend the painter, Millais Buch cates are rare, but false mat 
ing is frequent, and the woman weually eaffers far more than the 
man from this cause, 

The contest between the old and new ideal may bere be seen 
The puritans deny or forbid sexes! reciprocity; and while tbey 
grudgingly allow enjoyment to the man, because this js obviously 
inevitable, they would deny participation in enjoyment to the 
woman, and teach ber that her sexual submission must be bar- 
tered for materia) good for hereelf and ber children. And al! 
the sensual, brutieh, coarmefibred natures are on the side of 
the puritans, and the ebildish, undeveloped minds The finer 
passional forme of love are incomprehensible to them and they 
despise them. 

And even when temperar ental adaptation to begin with i». 
by a happy chance, complete, It may easily Happen to the wusi- 
tive that a physical repugnance may arise and disturb happiness 
greatly, however carefully concealed by principle or affection 
‘This le caused by the too close and exclusive association of mar- 
riage, the bad effects of which are well characterized by “Sub 
scriber” in Lacie No, 1020. 

We mort make the conventional bend much lighter, and 
then sexual Kindness, affection and courtesy will be there when 
passion weakens.

things the better, Piatt, Roosevelt and Bernard Shaw to the com 
trary potwithstanding. Where the sed is poor let marriage be

women are ating their brains, not merely their impulse and emo 
tions about this matter. But the race t in peril, not of too few, 
hot of too poor children, and 1 would briefly present a remedy. 

Jot ns suppose that withoat other social change the State 
Proctaima motherhood a profesrion, for capable women, and of. 
fers State efacation, State support and Btate compensation to 
those who will enter it, Suppose the State appoints a beard of 
erlentific examiners to examine every young woman candidate 
who ofere, admitting none deformed, in poor health, lacking in 
telligenoe, or with a history of crime or hereditary taint. 

Let these young women pow be trained and educated for 
thelr profession by the bert teachers procurabile.

if of independent fortune the State should not le expected to 
support her, of compensate her, but it should goarantee that if 
ner means falled abe would be fully provided for. If poor, the 
State should provide her a home of her own, either a separate 
dwelling or room» in an institution as she chase, food, clothing. 
reiteal attendance sod nurses’ assistance; pay her a moderate 
salary and a pension when too olf for duty or incapacitated by 
accident, Dut she should, all het life, be under constant oleerva 
ton of the examiners, and required to make frequent and minute 
reperts to them of ber condition, that of her children, and of 
all new oF interesting sexual facta obeerved by her, All ber re- 
productive lifetime she should be requirtd to keep up her physi:

Parentage requires falborhood uw weil te mothurhood, Now 
every man who would be a father by one of these Professional 
Mothers ahould be required to procure a certificate from the 
ward of examiners, snowing him to be In perfect mental and 
physical health, a good cititen, and without hereditary talint 
‘This certificate sbould be renewed annually by reexaminations 
These men would constitute the "ft," all others the “unft™ A 
man unfit might perhape be the lorer of a mother, but he should 
never be the father of her chill. 

From the ranks of the ft, then, the mothers would be er 
pected’ to choose their lovers, usually and always the fathers 
of their children. Within thia Heit thelr lives should be left per- 
fectly froe, to bo monogamoun or varietlet as they chose, to per- 
mit the father or fathers to be coresidents of the home, or to 
admit them only as visitors, as best sulted the mother’s ideal. 

The children, if necessary, aboald te guaranteed food, cloth 
ing, education, until trained in some occupation to the point of 
self support. 

1 cannot go into all details, but this is the general plam, 

I have spoken of the “State” because | wanted to show it 
practicable under present conditions, it made legal, it could 
just as well, or better, be adopted under Mbertarian conditions, 
in tome voluntary, cooperative form of society, The essential 
point la that the collectivity make motherhood a profeanion and 
guarantee the mother ideal conditions as far as possibile. 

In any cate | would say thore should be no interdiction upon 
the child-bearing of the outside “nnfit,” that being left to tae 
moral sense of the community. If the Professional Mothers and 
Fit Fathers proved thempelves as superior as I think they would, 
it would not be long before the conscientious part of the com- 
munity practically left parenthood to them, as well am all the 
unscrupulous who preferred personal ease and pleasure to the 
care of a family—in other words, they would soon secure a natu: 
ral monopoly, for onteide competition would not be arbitrarily 
+xcluded 

There are millions of giris today who would love to be moth 
ers of families, hut they reasonably shrink from betng bonnd to 


o thoughtless or brutal man and obliged to bear children whether 
sieck of well, fit of unt, able or disabled, till death given release. 
They Mesonablly ahrink from bringing ebiidren toto the world 
with Poor prospect of properly providing for them, or probable 
eertaloty of thelr suffering great hardship. They reasonably 
“rink from evon the pain of ordinary child birth. it these knew 
Ihat they cn bavo children ander sach normal copditions that 
parturition woold practically be without pain or peril, without 
bondage to any man, With pervonal control of time and frequency, 
with the cortainty of a comfortable home, personally controled, 
of All necessary attendance, of the children balog provided for, 
educated, and started falr in life, of having all this under con- 
fions of boner, emolument and security, we would soon sce 
how many girly would shrink from motherhood. I predict that 
fourtfths, at least, of all vapable giris would eagerly enter auch 
a profession, the remaining fifth being thove so Intellectual they 
wonld prefer some other profesion. 

The wumter of children born by any mother I would my 
ebould Ge left to her, bat it her pay was increased a little for 
every child begotien, the chances aro her fumily would not he 
very „all Deside the members of all professions seek fame, 
and the honor of bearing the largest number of finest children 
would be coveted. Reeaignation should be permitted at any time, 
however 

The effects in a fow generations could not but be wonderful, 
The world would be Glled with bealtby, Intelligent, well-behaved 
people. instead of the diseased, unbalanced, criminal multitudes 
now desorrating the face of the earth, While the coat of paying 
therr mothers and supporting these families would be large, it 
would be repaid in the saved expense on asylums, workbouars, 
jails, hospitals, dispensaries and more than made up in the extra 
productive power of auch ecient individuals over the poor work 
ra pow struggling to exist. Any single nation adopting this 
method ander present conditions woald produce such superior 
men that the others would be ewiftly compelled to follow snit 
from military neceeity alone 

The effect of the required "Stores in the fathers would be 
(remendots alw, Men would be prond to be able to display suck 
æ certificate, eager to be „itte to tho love of such superior 
somen, proad to be the fathers of their children, and would 
everywhere put themeelves in training for the required Stness. 
The diference in morals would appear everywhere; drunken: 
fers and venerdal disease would largely disappear, and clean, 
athletic men take the place of the rotten lot now contaminating 
every society. 

Nor could euch a thing be without the tan being taken from 
eexual knowledge and ite diffusion everywhere to the Incalculable 
advantage of human progress,

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT, 

Leaving Chicago at 9 o'clock Saturday morning, Oct. 15, ar 
riving at the Union Depot, St. Louia, Mo. at 6:20 p. m. same 
day, ope bonur behind time, | found my way as beat £ could to 
the home of Dr. McCastin, on Indiana avenue, having fallet to 
meet friends at the depot on account of lack of punctuality on 
the part of the rallroad management 

So far as 1 could see, there was not the slightest excuse for 
the delay of ope hour in a run of about three hundred miles, 
The weather was simply superb, no storms, no floods, no um 
avoldable delays at crogaings, ete, nothing whatever to cause the 
livas of one hoar of time to each of, say, one thousand passem 
geri—one thourand boura in the aggregate, or about one bun- 
dred days of working time, to say nothing of loss of time of 
friends walting to meet the travelers at the point of destination, 
wor of furtber lots of time, by fallare of making connections with 
other trains or boats, which would not or could not walt. 

lt this experience—with the management of the Chicago é 
Alton Rallway—were oxcoptional it might be passed over In 
silence, but when It is knows to be so common as to be the rule 
rather than the exception it seems time for the traveling public 
to speak out in language not to be understood. At least such 
has been my own experience for maoy years, and that of my 
friends traveling over westera and southern roads, With cast 
ern roade I have had little experience, 

Looking for causen, I can sce pone for the delay on my trip 
to St. Louls except that the Irom bores, the engine, was over- 
loaded—too many care, too many passengers, for one horse. To 
put on another engine and another train would have cout money 
aod would have cut down the day's proûts to the railway man- 
agumeut by do much. That is to say, (he demands of commer- 
clalinm, the over-prevent, the allcontrolling necessity that inter» 
cat on money—ilvidende—must be paid at whatever cost of time, 
convenleace or safety of the traveling public.

“For two weeks she has been lying lietleeely, impenitent, 
upon her cot. Clergymen come and go and bive-robed Sisters 
pass noleclessly down the ward, bul she merely turns her eyes, 
bestowing an indifferent giance. 

Friends of the creed ado taught frarlersl) and with the 
eloquence of deGance come every day and bring her Gowers. Each 
day sho tells them that her faith In changeless 

“From her home on Fairmont avenue, near Eighth street, 
where she has taught muste and languages, she wae conveyed in 
a cab to the bospital, When she learned thal sbe had consump 
tion she emiled and sald; “It is foolish to worry 

“Dr. James M. Anders, who Is treating the patient, le of the 
opinion that the disease developed from a general breakdown 
of the system. There was no bour in the day that she was not 
busy either with pupils or with her pen. Sbe rupplied prose and 
poetry at one time or another for every anarebletic pase — 
thie coontry and Europe.

“Reared In a convent conducted by Carmel nuns in a 
Michigan village, sbo absorbed the reserve of her tutora and be 
came trained in delicacy of expression, which, applied to the 
promulgation of the Anarchistic creed, became a twoodged word 
of effectivences.

Voltairine de Cleyre 
sought converts, not eweetbearta, She told him so. For a year 
he followed ber and then, heavily armed, lay in walt for her 
prome the Fairmount avenue bouse. He came iip to her on 

Fourth street and fired three shots Into her breast ere two poder 
trians overpowered bim. For weeks the woman hovered be 
tween lite om death. When at length she grew better she was 
summoned to against her would-be slayer, “Ob, let him 
go she ad watt tly to the magistrate ‘He did not mean it.” They 
sent bim tò fall for seven warn Ho la stin in prison.”

tine wori." Cogwulting my dictionary, | find that profane

Assuredly, then, thy ecxquestion hus been more profaned 
atid pollated than any other question, for it has been handled 
mòt aidaciously in all ages by these whose igoorance was 
densest, and it has been smeared over with floods of hypocrisy 
and of baseless theorizing. But | am not aware that such treat 
ment ef the question is characteristic of the columns of Locus. 
nor imat the men who write to cur little paper are particulariy or 
exclusively guilty in thie regard. It seems to me the questios 
has heen treated, op the whole, with earnestness, sincerity, and 
a desire for real knowledge and understanding and the better 
ment of conditions | am wore (he women writers have dle 
played quite ae march ignorance of physiological and ological 
fact as bave the men. And o» for washing the subject over 
with ex(rancous tuntter, with metaphysical theories and hysteri 
eal emotionaliem—the mien have no monopoly of that. 

Of course, the writer who used those terms did not employ 
them in thelr derivative sense, Donbdtioss sbe meant to imply 
that mes are too course and vulgar to deal with so sacred a 
sabject, and therefore sbould leave it to the fuer and “holler” 
wx, Her referring to men's writing on this line as a “pastime” 
further emphasizes ber contention that it is a matter of little 
consequence to them. 

And here I wish lo enler a protest, a threefold protest; Brot, 
against the idea that the sexquestion le any more sacred than 
any other question of human health and happiness; second,

race. 

To those who have lost or discarded their orthodox God, 
but who must have something to worship, sea will do as well 
as anything elwe, and be attractive from the mystery of its proc- 
omen Ald ite profound psychological manifestations. But there 
is mystery in Nature everywhere. There ls wonder and mystery 
in the Stotz of a mideummer sunset, in the incoming tide, jo a 
sarii: aky, and in the profound emotions awakened in the soul 
of the beholder, 

Yet all of these, and the beauty of fora and fauna, and the 
weligbt ot sex are subject to the same natural laws. There is 
sothing In sex to set it apart from the other facts of Ile, or 
to remove it above the desire and the usg of the lowest among 
ua There is nothing in sex to demand diferent treatment lu 
investigation and argument from that accorded amy other 
human phenomenos. We do not approach the subject of diet 
with hated breath and clasped hands and a boly hush and blush 
lest some common creature should profane and pollute it. And 
yet to orrors of nutrition may often be attributed the worst 
crimes of adulte and the inborn weakoeses of children. We 
have not got down to “bedrock” until we have stripped the 
eex-question of ite “spiritual” Incubus as well as of its cccleslasti- 
cal and other nutheritarian encumbrances. 

As to the superior purity of women, that, too, ia a myth, It 
probably originated in the ecclesiastical worship of the Virgin, 
and la the chivalry of the middie ages, which sought to atone 
for the enslavement of women by pretending to exalt them to & 
apiritual elevation. Today this spurious worship is very much 
in the way of rational adjustment of human relations, All the 
absurd deferences to women as a sex belong On the rubbish 
heap of outworn superstitions. 

These men who are eo profane that they must be cot 
municated (rom radical discussion of sex—who aro they? They 
wore all born of women. From women as well as from men they 
Inherited thelr mental and “wpiritual” qualities, They passed 


thelr tufency With women, receiving their earliest Impressions 
and tendencies in the home and school, largely with women 
Where have they obtained thelr ideas as to women and sex’ 
From men ocxclusively? Have the women with whom tbey have 
amocinted, both casually and intimately, bad nothing to do 
with forming their Ideas and ideale? 

And theee same iieas and ideals, bow sre they wo Inferior 
to thowe of women? le it men of women who aro most responsi 
ble for prostitution? la it the men who insist on poying for s 
natural gratification of natural desires, or is it the women who 
inelst on rejecting gratification until persuaded by some form of 
payment? Is it the men or the women who Insist most strenu 
ously that sex be vile and nasty? Is it the men or the women who 
do moet lo shroud the subject in obloquy, to bury it in ignorance; 
who sek to regulate a natural physical function by a bypotheti 
cal and impossible “spiritual” morality? 

lialancing knowledge against ignorance, purity against 
hypocrisy, reason agalnwt superstition, frankness against prud 
ery—may, have the women anything to boast ot? Is it pure“ to 
be ignorant, undeveloped, physically and emotionally defective? 
le it “profane” to be welleexed, to have needs and to recognize 
them? le it “pore” and “holy” to seek to thwart and to starve 
natural needs and functions? Is it “profane” and “vulgar” to 
ek to gratify them? Yet | submit the amertion that where 
men and women are equal in physical development, in know} 
edge and understanding, and in freedom from superstition, they 
are not found making claims of superior “purity,” or fearing 
from each other profanation and pollution. 

Furthermore, even were the men o unworihy, they cannot 
be excluded from the matter. It ls tac question as well as 
ours, The mere act of bogetting a child le much fem than gesta 
tion and parturition, it is true; but is that all of it? ie that 
man’s only concern in the matter? Is the man's fanction po 
more than that of the stud horve, that it is of such “infinitesimal 
consequence” to him? it is, then, of “infinitesimal consequence” 
to the bey to be brought up in ignorance of his own nature; 
ned to ip bebalf of virtue“ by his guardians; lied to in bebalr 
of “view” by his associates of school acd playtime. it is, then, 
ot “indaltesimal consequence” to the youth to Gad bimaelf deset 
by desires and needs which be cannot sstisfy without loss of 
solf-reapect, since all the “pure” women of hin acquaintance 
ignore euch needs, while he ie surrounded by “impure” women 
whose trade it is to stimulate and to gratify such deultes It l, 
then, of “infinitesimal consequence" to the man that be may 
not enjoy fatherhood with bonor unless be la willing to purchase 
and maintain tor Ute a female slave, and bind himself to equal 
slavery. It de, then, of “infinitesimal consequence” to the father 
to find in the mother of ble children ignorance, superstition, 
ithbealth, a starved and apathetic nature. It in, then, of in 
finttesima!l consequence” to the mas to be regarded af a more 
means of support and adjunct of propagation. 

Ie it so strange that a man should presume to “meddle” with 
the sexquestion? “Meddle,” indeed! With what can he better 
“meddle” than with the health and happiness of himself, ble 
sexual partner, his offspring? With what can he better concern 
himeelf than with the sexual eanity and purity of the race?

A PLEA FOR CALM DISCUSSION. 


It appears to me that the cause might better be served if 
some of Luctrexn’s writers would restrain their asperity and re 
frain from personalities In my opinion, greater good would 
rewult it a small part of the earnestness and energy which they 
devote to an exploitation of thelr powers of sarcasm were given 
to the promotion of the propaganda of liberty and reason, The 
piling up of words is not worth while except it strengthens the 
fortiGcations of Freedom. Furthermore, a lesa profound con 
alderation of the personal problem might tend to an expansion 
of the mental borizou and bring the controveralallata Into clover 
agreement. 

The foregoing le anent the argument engendered by Mre. 
Whitehead’s rather intemperate expressions, I have met Mr» 
Whitehead, and I should judge the ts one of those decided char 
acters that are Ladle to Incline toward dogmatism. Surely the 
has never given the question of which she writes the benefit of 
calm philosophic consideration, else she would not deliver ber 
volt of such Mlogical utterance, However, as our always temper 
ate and tolerant patriarch of progress, Nro. Harman, has po well 
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sald in the matter, “no one bas a monopoly of truth and no one's 
views are wholly erconcous,” I concur with Mra Whitebead in 
some parts of her contention, but with her seeertion that “the 
settlement of the sex question belongs to women” (alone) | 
vigorously disagree, Also I regard her characterization of man's 
concern in the matter as “profane and polluting.” an being tset 
n most pronounced profanity. 

So long as there is differentiation of sex and a vital duality 
of the sexual function. there must imperatively be a division of 
responsibility in the solution of the sex problem, Otherwise we 
might expect a cestation of evolutionary process, and Nature's 
reversion to the hermaphroditic form of the protoplasm. It is 
reatonably certain that at the division of physical forms and 
functions in primordial life, there was also a division of moral 
doty. 


In declaring that the setilement of the sex question belongs 
solely to women, Mra Whitehead makes an assertion that she at 
jenat hae the wiedom not tò attempt to prove, The facts of 
history and the philosophy of thore facta render her position 
utterly untenable, While the obligation does not rest exclu 
sively with either sex, the larger part is placed upon man. His 
tory gives no instance of the seif<maccipation of any consid. 
erable clans. The reason for this is readily discerned, It Is one 
of the most pitiful penuities of servitude that the enslaved one 
Warns to caress hie chains and to consider hin bondage as 
biased. You will recall how many of the negro slaves refused 
to cet Lincoln's Hberation, regarding the emancipation proc 
lamation as a blasphemy, and inaleted upon remaining with their 
masters. So woman, saturated with sox superstition, timid of 
new forma, her self-reliance reduced to latency, robbed of all 
Intellectual independence, rejecta freedom, clings to Tyrant 
Custom, kisses her shackles and prays ta be spared deliverance. 

For every women who wishes to be frot, there are a hundred 
men who desire that she shall be free. Thousands of men are 
unwilling masters, These exercise a domestic tyranny solely as 
A concession to woman's demands and to perpetuate her alle 
glance, Many men repress their impaler for gentionees because 
women mistake it Jor weakness and despise them for it. while 
they respect. admire, worship the brute in thelr mates,

a desire for freedom, In fact, the desire for freedom really 
constitutes the condition of freedom. No large number of per 
sone can Joug remain enslaved without thelr consent. 

The conclusion toward which the foregoing arguments iu 
fallibty gravitate te that without the aid of men, the sex quès 
tion must forever remain an unsolved problem. 

Dr. C. & Wood, in his reply to Mra, Whitehead, does not 
prove hintself a logical dispotant. He asstimes that gratification 
of the sexual appetite is the paramount reason for the procreative 
eet, and that ite consequence te purely incidental, He must 
know, us well as anyone can tell him, that this le on argu 
mental absurdity, He can fnd nothing in the entire province 
of philosophy that does not oppose the idea that an act ts 
greater tban its object, that the procesa le more important thas 
ita purpose, 

Throughout all nature runs analogy» unbroken serial la un 
answerable argument, With the sex appetite and with the gus 
latory appetite it is the same. Pieasing phyelcal sensation la a 
bribe given by Nature to induce its creatures to perform those 
functions necessary to he preservation of Ute and the perpetus 
tion of the speches. Without the palate, man could not be de 
pended upon to take food aufictent to properly nourish hin body 
apd prolong life to ila normal period, expecially ae the acquial- 
tion of that food entails exertion. So, without that “pleasing 
nation“ which accompanies the culmination of the sexual act. 
there would be lacking a sufficient Incentive to propagation, with 
the added duties and labors it imposes, and the race soon 
would become extinet, 

Hereln we perceive the wole utility of the sex appetitie, Not- 
withstanding this, I ara to a considerable degree a disciple of 
Aristippes, and | hold that a reasonable indulgence in rational 
carnal pleasures ls necessary to the proper development of human 
character.

law, and to corrupt the religion it professed to hold and teach 
With pioneers settling A new coantry, there is no talk about 
superfiuove women; they are too valuable. Moreover, with a 
constant excess of men immigrants, women were at a scarcity 
value, and thin they have retained ever wince over the xreater 
part of America. They have oot euceerded in altering the iniqui 
tous marriage laws in many of the states, bot they have to s» 
great extent got round them. The practice of divorce ts certainly 
due to the infleence of women, and is modifying marriage as it 
‘was never before modified. It ts clearly the first expression of 
the demand of women for the right to own their own persons 
and to bestow their favors where they see fit 

The etimulating climate of the new country, and its largely 
southern character, have certainly also bad an effect on the 
Angio American temperament And the careful observer, to 
whom nothing le a trifle, will also note various circumstances of 
heredity and of social custom which bear on the question. Among 
social conditions le the greater freedom in comfortable American 
homes resulting from the abeence of servants.

then, regenerative and generative. The organs of each, in rach 
ox, are distinct. The amatire Instinct le present In cach sex. 
but usually more constantly and markedly in the male; and as 
togahis amative power, | suppose it must be universally con 
coded that men make the better lovers. Whether the Jealousy 
aod tyranny of men have operated to suppress amativeness in 
women, by constantly sweeping strongly »exual women from the 
pathes of life Into Iofamy and sterility or death, we do not know 

The puritans have concerned themerives chiefy with the 
propagative function. This, to borrow one of thelr own expres 
sions, le the animal slde of sex. Plenty of children is the plan 
of the lower animals, and of early man, to held thelr own against 
outsiders. “Iappy le the man who bath his quiver full of them.” 
But we have now found other things better than our children 
to burt at our enemies; and military skil) frst, and general 
eclentific abliity tater, are more valuable than prolificnens in the 
competition of races. Not ebiidren in quantity, bat quality in 
children 
” The yearning for rhildren belongs almost exclusively to 
women; and the desire for maternity is pot strictly speaking. an 
inetinet. This feeling le never experienced at the same moment 
as basson (as Mra Whitebead recently emed to imply), 
though exceptionally strong manifestations of pasalon may indi- 
cate to the reasoning woman a favorable period for propagation. 

The recreative, inspiring side of sex in its most intense pas 
sional form has been the theme of poete and artists in all ages; 
and because It le pot utilitarian and will not submit to rales, 
it is hated by puritans, No doubt its expression te more obvi- 
oasly important to the Individual than to the race; and the puri: 
tan has pot yet learnt that even If it may be only the Individual 
who le directly defrauded when love ts suppressed, the Injury 
reacts upon society, and that race will soon be the poorer which 
remorsciesaly tnfilets deprivation and euffericg upon Individuals.

‘This recreative “magnetic” function of wx extends over 
nearly the whole of life, while the procreative power belongs 
properly to a moch briefer period. in its health anpect It le rec 
ognized by various writers, and is discussed, up to the limit of 
our present knowledge, in Dr. R. . Foote’s books Dr. Alice 
Stockham recommends the Oneida method of its exercise in 
Kare A more developed method of the same sexual art 
is described fully in “Right Marital Living.” by Ida Craddock— 
that noble woman who was hounded to death by the arch mall 
spy. “ 

While it seems unlikely that the Oneida method in ite em 
tirety will become universal, it has certainly been adopted with 
success by many. Meantime, the Important lesson is being learnt 
that the regenerative, “magnetic” power of sex has ite great 
importance, apart from the xenorative power. This philosophy 
waa very well stated in “The Truth About Love” (New York, 
1872), an important work which should not be forgotten, the 
authorship of which was arcrited to the late Mra. Croly ("Jennie 
June”), an Magiishwoman resident in America. 

The twentieth century has thus brought the most civilized 
mations face to face with two problems, corresponding to the 
two functions of sex, the regenerative, recreative function, fw 
stinctively desired, and the generative, procroative function, eo 
cially desired, First, how best to use the power of sex love. 
and waste none of it; and secondly how to encourage and reward 
women in the reproductive function so that they may be willing 
to bear more than two children each. 

The true solutions to these two problema will Involve the 
emancipation of men and women from the sexual superstitions 
now causing #o much misery, and pave the way to a yet larger 
lasve—the right brooding of the race,

THE FUNCTIONS OF GOVERNMENT. 

Criticlama of government by avowed Anarchists are likely to 
be regarded by the average person as being biased by an antas- 
onism to government which may not be well founded. In view 
of Locutus recent experience with one brauch of the govern: 
ment of the United States—the postoffice department—it le ia- 
teresting to read the article on Government“ in the Encrclopac- 
dia Britannica, written by Edmund Robertson, LC. D., professor 
of Roman law, University College, London. A cyclopaedia, by Its 
very nature, la supposed to be fair and iwpartial, and no one will 
accuse Dr. Robertson of making the claims of government too 
strong. He begins bis article with John Austin’s statement “that 
a law le è command issued by a saperior to a subject and en- 
foreed by a sanction or penalty.” 

Clearly legislation is not necessary to make such a law, It 
is merely the command of a superior to a subject. Madden la the 
superior and Luctrex is the subject; ergo, Madden's command is 
taw to Locure 

“A sovereign is à porson, or à determinate body of porsona, 
to whom the bulk of the community is habitually obedient” Ac 
cording to that statement, obedience to law ja merely a badit of 
the “balk of the community.” From the sovereigns polot of 
view, a habit is bad when it Goes not enslave the “balk of the 
community.” L ben adrocates doctrines which are new to the 
bulk of the community; It advocates the habit of thinking In 
stead of the habit of obeying: therefore Locirea’s habita are bad, 
in tho eyes of the sovereign, and he eces in it a monaco to hii 
existence. 


“Besides commasdini the conduct of individuais besides 
regulating the various relations of members of society, govern- 
ment may be conceived of ne merely the Instrument of society.” 

“May be conceived of!" iow admirably cautious that state 
ment! Notice that Dr. Robertson does not say that government 
lo—pot even sometimes the tnstrament of society, bat merely 
that it “may be conceived of" as such an Instrument. In other 
words, we can make the idea of government more endurable by 
conceiving of it as an instrument of society, bot even the learned 
professor of Roman law has carefully refrained from making 
the statement that such a conception of it would be correct. 

Two of the functions of government, according to the para 
graph quoted above, are “commanding the conduct of individu 
als” and “regulating the relations of the various members of so 
cioty.“ Nothing is ald there about the “consent of the gov- 


erned.” Yet if the balk of the community habitually obey auch 
commands and regulations, that is tacit consent 

Bat Lucuza te opposed to “commanding the conduct of tm 
dividuals” and to “regulating the relations of the varjova mem 
bers of society.” In fact. many defenders of covernment also 
deny ite right to exercise these two functions, unless it le to s 
very limited extent, For this reason much legislation has for its 
object, not the regulation of the relations of the various mem 
Dera of society, but the restriction of the invasive tendencies of 
government, Men and women of Intelligence know that com 
manding the conduct of Individuals le detrimental to the ingi- 
vidual as well as to society, except in cases where that condoct 
le invasive. They realize that it checks individual development 
and tende to degeneracy; that it fe a menace te the development 
of society, Many persona wbo are not Anarchists ellen that 
all attempts to regulate the relations of the members of society, 
unless such relations are those of master and slave, or are other 
wise manifestly invasive, are unjostifiable and are fraught with 
crave danger to the welfare of the people. Hence these two funs 
tions are clearly invasive and are endared only by the eway of 
batt over the bulk of the community, 

So strong ts thie babit that the bulk of the community in 
every government under the sky bas imagined that ite govern- 
ment was the best possitle government, Dr. Roberteon dots not 
say this In so many worde. but ho doce say; “Idea! constitutions 
have a suspicious retemblance to the conatitutions with which 
their authora are most famillar. The political epeculations of 
Plato and Cicero are based on the state systema of Greece and 
italy. Cicero's ideal code in the treatise De Legibus de simply 
an ataptation of the Twelve Tables,” 

In discussing the logical of metaphysical account of the 
origin of government, Dr. Robertton mays: “The phenomenon 
(ste!) to be accounted for being government and laws, it ab 
atracted government and laws, and contemplated mankind as ex: 
tating without them“ In similar manner the defenders of rov- 
ernment point to the crimes which exist under xovernment— 
ignoring the fact that nearly all of these eocalied crimes are the 
result of governmental restriction—and Imagine that these crimes 
would Increase to an appalling extent if the cause of them should 
be removed. Dr. Robertson almost pees this fallacy, for he com 
tinnen “The characteristic feature of thie kind of epecolation ts 
that it reflects how contemporary men would behave if all gov 
ernment were removed, and Infers that men mart have behaved 
to before government came into existence.” But he himself in- 
fers, seemingly, that al! contemporary mon, or at least an enor 
mous number of them, if they were not restrained by govern: 
meat, would dobave as socalled criminals behave now. He con- 
tio ves: 

“It de easy to see bow this kind of reasoning shouid lead to 
very different views of the satare of the supposed 
With Hobbes, it is m state of war, and government is the result 
of an agreement among men to keep the peace. With Locke, It 
ia a state of liberty aod equality—it le not a state of war; it le 
governed by Its own law—the law of nature, which de the same 
thing as the law of reasos.” 

Yet, think of it, this same Locke—dear od Jobn Lacke, the 
master mind of the England of hia day—held that hie theorles of 
civil government were sufficient to establish the throne of our 
great restorer or present king, William, to make good bie titie 
in the consent of the people, which, being the only one of alj lar 
ful governments, he ban moro fully and clearly than any privee 
in christendom.” 

But returning to the habitual obedience of the balk of the 
community, it will be seen from Dr. Robertson's #tatementa, that 
the nominal eoverelgns are very careful to encourage this habit. 
He says: “However well it may mait the purposes of analytical 
jurisprudence to define a law as a command set by sovereign to 
wabject. we must not forget that this le only a definition, and 
that the amsumption it rests upon Is, to the student of society, 
anything but a universal fact.. * The absolute master of 
millions of men never dreams of making anything in the nature 
of lawatall * è + We shall have occasion to show that the 
popularization of government in England has up to thie time 
teen attended by a striking Increase in the sphere of state ac 
tion” 

The nominal sovereign holds sway by letting the poopie be 
lieve they are governing themecives. Notice that it was not Sov- 
erelyn Roosevelt who commanded the Chicago potlmaster to re 
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fuse Loctrrs ai second <lare rates; It was a petty buteau lord, 


Madden. Of course, Madden defended himself by saying he was 
obeying the law made by the people; that Licia did not con 
ply with the requtremeonte of the law in regard to advertizing. 


But de refused to tell Loceren bow much space it cold give to 
advertising, end sold it was not bis business to do no. It le bis 
business 10 command; it te Lecren’s business to obey. Mr, Mad- 
den ia the vlficer of the bulk of the community who habimaltly 
obey

of Christ, looking upon all other sects as heretical, Their chil- 
dren are not members by birthright, and, ès thoy make bo effort 
to proselyte, the sect le slowly dying out. The author assures 
us that (he deveriptions of dross, manner, apd customs, religious 
doctrines and practices, are transeriptions from tife The ineb 
dents which make the plot are founded upoo fact, and occurred 
in the generation preceding that of the author; but oo Jitte hae 
the life of thie exclusive eect changed in the past century that 
these incidente might have taken place withie the past year,

DEFENSE OF SINGLE TAX. 

I think you will find the reason that children are not well 
born is that they have not their equal right to the land, the 
source of lite. 

Alfred u Weatrap thinks that our arbitrary money system 
le the cause of poverty, Money le an idea, juat aa a yardstick 
Or buidel measure is an idea, each having a part In fecilitating 
trade or barter, Under our land tenure it barter could do the 
trading fast enough without the use of money we would stili 
have poverty. The land problem must be settled before we can 
have true freedom and then sex and industrial slavery will set- 
tle themselvne easily, 

The rent of land is the difference betwen valuable land and 
the beet land to be had for pothing. As population comes to 
settle, OF moves away, this rent rises sod falis It causes no 
labor effort, therefore is unearned. In political ecosomy it ts 
called “the unearned Increment of value which attaches to lasd.” 
Evidently thie great public fuod comes to us as cheep as air 
or sunshine, 

But what do all governments do with this fund that of right 
belongs to all just as much as air doos? 

‘They make it private property. How? 

By making land the same as a bat or peck of potatoes, But 
this breaks the fundamental law of rent, for this reat attaches 
tò nature's bounty aud is a public fund. Hence the landlord as 
such hae a legal stesi of publie rent. 3 

This legal steal of the rent le the least part of the crime, for 
it deprives the people of their equal right to land the source of 
life, and therefore our equal richt to be well bors. 

Just tax tbis rent intu the public treasury, making it impo» 
sibie for any one to held much more land than he can put to best 

use, Who bat a fool would be burdened holding more than that? 

When government collecta the reot, year by year, bo would 
soon tire of holding only for beat use, 

Tee Creator has given land abundantly for bent use, bot 
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sot enough for land speculators; at least pot coouah of valuable 
land. 

Land has utility everywhere Dut bo money value attaches 
un people settle down to niake homes. farms, ste Pot this re 


toration of rent to the people eliminates the lind #pocuistor. 

I have written epough for anyone to »» that thle restorations 
will give to each an equal chance to lund and therefore pat os in 
our right relation to the earth Henco each child would be 
well born because it would bawe thie creat inheritance and ne 
fear of poverty. 

No fear of poverty means thet each would serye the other 
for esteem, aa that ie the dominating desire when Justice is done 
Then our mothers and sisters would te truly free for the first 
time in the history of nations, No women would scheme to 
feather her nest by capturing a rich man for sbe would have as 
equal chance to produce wealth with men, ant would only marry 
or mate for love, and since there would be no worry about por 
erty, no matter If hey had twenty children, therefore thelr chib 
dron would be well bora. All this is brought about by an ecom 
omic reform which is simply to tax the rent of land Into the 
public treasury Instead of into private pockets, as le done now 
and always has been done In the paat.

LACK OF LOVE NO CAUSE FOR DIVORCE. 

Editor Lucifer: The following is an extract from the court 
report of the Los Angeles Examiner, Oct. 18: 

“My wife does not love me.” That was the wall of George 
I. Machris to Judge Allen yesterday in ble endeavor to secure a 
divorce from Myrtle K. Machria. The judge looked over the 
papèrs in the case and then frowned down on the attorney and 
plaintiff, and sald: “The question of love doen't enter Into thls 
at all, If this love question did enter into the matter of giving 
divorce decrees, 40 per cent of cur marriages could be annulled 
and the very foundation of society would de undermined.” 

The Kaminer aids: “That ended it. Machris will have to 
find some other ground for a separation.” 

Perhaps that is law, but is it common sense? If a man and 
woman form a partoership to raise chickens, and find they can: 
not work well together, they are at liberty to separate. No court 
can compel them to continue the partoerahip, and society would 
not suffer If they did. But when a man and woman form a part 
nership to ratse children, and afterwards ascertain that mutual 
love—the only true baste of such partnership—no longer exista, 
and that society will be Injured by the addition to its members 
of the tibhborn offspring of such a loveless marriage, thea courts 
aod the church hold that annulment of marriage for such cause 
would undermine the very foundations of soclety. Neliber Judges 
por clergymen satisfactorily explain such an anomaly, bat poe 
aibly Locirer can throw some light on the subject.

x AN Theat OF BEX LIFE 

it is unfortanately impoesible to Hive an ideal life in the 
woelety of today; but the clearer our Ideals are, the pearer we 
shall ourselves get to them, and the sooner will those who come 
after us be able to carry them out completely. 

The great evile revalting from our present sex tem fal) 
wader the heads of the three parts of that system, celibacy, prow 
titution and pond marriage; and while whole clames are the 
special victims of one or other of these nearly all thelr liven, 
each Individual, even among the more fortunate, usually suffers 
to some extent from each. Instead of these three we should aim 
at securing that: (1) Bducation and training in sexual and emo 
Mona lite should be combined with intellectual training for 
youth of both sexes; (2) men should sot be driven to associate 
with hiretings by being forbidden intimacy with women of their 
own social standing, and women should be allowed to exercise 


the materaal function In comfort and honor, without the sex 
which te prectirsliy a form of proatiqution: (3) home 
partorreh)p ebould pòt imply 109 close or exclualve association 
hor oxelusive righi» in the person of another 
| venture to make the following suggestions for an Intelli 
gent plan of lite in relation to sx, based on the needs of three 


muccessive periods of lite, contrasting them with our present 
methods. These three periods are, by a rough but #ufficiently 
correct division, (1) beginning about the age of fourteen, (2) 
after twenty-one, and (3) after twenty-eight. 

1. Celibacy with ite ignorance and false mental and physical 
habits is forced upon our boys and giris after they have enterod 
Aon adult life, and thie childish mental state is made com 
pultory upon all girls and women outside marriage, and without 
thelr own cholee may be prolonged for their lifetime. 

The whole of the bulwarks of hypocrisy and falsehood which 
the Puritans have ruleed around thelr system must be destroyed: 
and our frst reform must be to abolish the Puritan Idea that 
sex le sinful, and thie will make It possible to give children 
necessary knowledge lo their early years, and thas save them 
many misgiving» when they reach the trying years of the frst 
teens. The commonest decency and humanity should dictate that 
keowledge of health should be given at this juncture; yet ander 
Puritan rule, and honor of ignorance, this te very often omitted 
or given too late, In the case of both boys and girls; and the 
foatruction, when given, ls unsympathetic, uniotelligent, Inacca- 
rate and misleading. 

1 belleve that boys and girls ought to have, and in the 
future will have, definite teaching, both theoretical and practical, 
in sex. it is not uncommon pow for a father or elder brother to 
initiate a young man into natural sex habits by introducing him 
to a girl of lowly life, who however le not qualified nor expected 
to give instruction in this art of Ife This is perhaps often the 
best that can be done, in the dificaities of Puritan surrounding 
bpt who can doubt that association with a free woman and 
honored friend would be far better? 

Sexual education was carried out successfully in the Onelda 
community. To train the young giri, to enable her to command 
her own passions, to tranquilize her emotions, she of her own 
tree will wae allowed to choose such of the elderiy men for her 
partners as were personally most agreeable to her.. 80 
also the young men. * * © These loves were social not 
propagative. (Truth about Love, p. 138.) 
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The youth, boy or girl, would be encouraged to choose an 
adviser and friend from among trusted friends of the family. 
How soon he or sbo should take the “first communion” of love 
would depend on temperament and inclination; but it shoald 
uxvally come not later than the age of alxteen. A girl should 
have ope preparation for this first occasion; and surgical skill 
of a simple kind will save her suffering, and save her the unfor- 
tunate mental axeociations of palin. This should always be at 
twoded to, but rarely In And the unpreparedooss, both mental 
aod physical, with which girls are allowed to plunge Into all the 
doubtfal chances and serious certalnties of married life is among 
our worst social crutitics, 

When the trae idea of the responsibilities of love and friend 
ship is Cully established, It will be impossible to drift back Into 
the carelemness which so many of us have suffered from, and 
soon and deplored, 

The earliest frieusbips, though not the beat, are made before 
the age of twenty; and this fe also the time to form the fo- 
tellectaal habit of life which should be the counterpoise to the 
tmotional 

2 Prostitution lets more especially for men between twen 
ty and thirty, and according to Puritan rules de jastified by their 
Donda, though involving, also by Puritan rules, the degradation 
of large numbers of women. But the man who has In cartier 
youth formed love relations with one or more educated and re 
sponsible women, his equals, under a code of freedom, will not 
need to resort to prostitutes 

in another form, prostitution invades marriage; and the 
wife, even when engaged in maternal fonctions, bas to render 
sexual service In return for maintenance of bereelf and her 
children. 

Between twenty and thirty le the best age for many things; 
and these years, with thelr energy, will hold many projects and 
thelr fulfilment; but by far the most Imporant one for women 
is maternity, and this period of life fs the safest for it. A girl 
trained to know the reeponsibilities of love relations will bave 
learned to exercise a wise cholce in her men friends, and in her 
lovers, one or more; and she will thus be dt for the further re 
sponsibility of choosing well for fatherhood of her children—a 
responsibility which many of ue now seo ls so vastly Important, 
and the principle of which has been long and courageously advo- 
cated by Moses Harman. No woman leading a nataral Ite will 
be without associates, both men and women, at this time; bat 
the cares of rearing and tending young children shoul not be 
combined with the dally care of having to walt op and amuse a 
man, ss so often at present; nor should a man in ordinary dally 
work be troubled by having to live with babies. 

Puritan society appears indifferent as to how men of twenty 
to thirty amuse themselves, but accords praise to those who 
are soonest driven into matrimony by thelr discomforts, and 
isolation from all coltured women, By social freedom In lore, 
this isolation le made unnecessary. 

We cannot lay too much stress on the value of friendship as 
an educational force, and aa a east of forming strong social 
fibre. Friendship may be described as a bond of Intellectual 
interests and of work la common, Diended with sentiment, and 
differing from moro distinctly emotional and sexual comrade 
ship. it le the only true basia for the sexoal relation. Yet it l. 
mate almost impossible, by our social laws, to form (his link 
before the sexual partnership of marriage du entered tato. One

and women, it seems strange that the quickerthoughted sex 
should be slower In passional feeling and in the culmination of 
natural association; but so It le: and I believe the difference 
arises from the only real mental difference between the pares — 
that women more readily respond to many different suggestions 
or mental stimuli in succession, while men have a tendency to 
greater concentration of thought. Each kind of mentality bas 
its merits, and no less [n sexual association; but since the sexes 
are to tread a measure together, the training of each should got 
be such as to increase the difeulty of their keeping la step, The 
woman bas only koown diffusive sentiment, and sbo fs apt to 
fatigue the lord of her beart by it. To her all the pathway of 
love le beautiful, and sbe loves to gather Sowers up to the very 
gate of the shrine. Her sense impressions are usually more dit- 
fused, and may Involve all the nerves, and under some circum 
stances sbe experiences sex trance, 6 state which ls probably 
more rarely felt or approximated to by men. The man concen- 
trates bis thoughts; and his experiences bave usually accus 


tomed him to selze his sex joys hurriedly. He loves in the came: 


manner as some of our northern barbarians drink,-be tosses 
off the wine of life in one flerce draught, caring only that it 
quenchos thirst, instead of sipping Its delicious fragrance. More 
complete knowledge for both sexes, and more worthy experiences 
and training will do much to adjust this discrepancy, 

2. While the intellectual Ife is well established in middle 
youth, the emotional life continues to develop much later, The 
age of twenty-eight to thirty Geems cspectally to bring stronger 
and more intense feelings, though these, I believe, should not 
come in a sort of burst, as they often do with our celibate men 
and women, sometimes rushing them Into (ibconsidered mar- 


it te doubtful whether the majority will or will not enter 
into home partnership, when not compelled by the disagreeable 
conditions attendant upon bachelorhood, which seem purposely 
promoted by Puritan custom. For those who have a genius and 
desire for domestic life, and I believe very many have, the age 
of twenty-eight or thirty ee the best for entering upon home 
partnership. 

I believe no one who haa deeply studied the philosophy of sex 
will endorse the view formerly prevalent that sex relations 
should be wholly and rigidly restricted to the one partoerehip, 
Little as we know of the exact mature of sex “magnetiom,” all 
experience goes to show that at least occasional variety ts very 
beneficial, both mentally and physically. Great improvement in 
the standard of sex relations results; and while the frequency of 
the sexual association may become less, there le gain in ita quab 
ity. All the domestic couples I have known, who have thus 
oliminated prejudice, jealousy and deceit from their tives, have 
reaped the reward of Increased happiness. 

To many, the best and loast alloyed happiness of love comes 
in the later half of life, and the power of the love sentiment 
should be lifo long. 

When we have a real desire for knowledge, we sbal) learn 
how to love, and how to go on loving throughout lite.

This will probably be effected by giv- 
ing the mother an allowance for the keep of each child, and by 
paying from the public funds all expenses of pregnancy and ma- 
ternity, including wages to the mother for her time spent in such 
matters, When ebildren are thus provided for, the relations of 
the parents will cease to be a matter of public interest, and in- 
dividuals will be left free to make any sexual or domestic ar 
rangemonts they pleane R. B. KERR.

majority of 74, Parker comes forward the branded candidate of 
Cleveland, HNL Belmont, McCarren and other plutocratie le 
mente of his party, and he bas gone down to the mort disas 
trous defeat his party has experienced for thirty years.”

Dars being reported an present, bealdes the contingent of local 
sympathizers and of curiosity hunters Of thease, however, the 
numbers were doubtless much smaller than they otherwise would 
have teen bad the convention been properly advertised. Why 
this was Bot done I failed to fnd out, The location of the hall, 
the Frele Gemeinde, or German Freethinker's Hall, was also un- 
fortunate for convention purposes, situated on 20th and Dodier 
streets, an oatoftheway place. thou otherwise well adapted 
to holding large conventions, 

The German Preethinkers of St. Loale are numerous and 
prosperous, They own the ballding in which this convention 
was beld, a large bullding containing two large balls and several 
smaller ones, besides school rooms, etc, The management gun- 
erously gave the usa of their halla, well lighted and furnished, 
to the two Freethought conventions, the “Intersational™ and the 
“American Freethought Association” free of charge.

unantmounly adopted, Also the resolution that reads: 

“Resolved, That we as Rationalista are unalterably opposed 
to all discriminations agalnet foreigners in the matter of freedom 
of eech and of presa on account of the accident of birth.” 

This revolution was framed and offered by me as s supple 
Ment to that numbered 14.“ and was intended to apply to cases 
like that of John Turner, the Engileh Anarchist, who was ar 
feuted and imprisoned for no other reason than that he had 
acknowledged himself an “Anarchist” when questioned as to his 
political beliet. 

Thin resolution, or supplement to « resolution, regarding 
freedom of speech and of press, called out the most animated, 
nol to say Aeoted, diecussion that was indulged in by the con- 
vention. Those opposed to ita adoption condemned it as favoring 
Anurchy, The Impresion that the “American Freethought As 
sociation le composed of Anarcòista “must not go out to the 
world —or words to that effect, waa the central contention of 
the opposition. The presiding officer, Dr, Wilson, could eee no 
harm in the resolution, While pot an Anarchist bimeelf be con- 
(eaned that his late experiences and observations in Europe had 
impressed him very favorably towards the people called by thar 
name. Everywhere he found that the best informed, most lo- 
fuential and best behaved Freethinkers were avowed Anarehiate 
Dr. Bowles, of Muncie, Indiana, an ex-President of the “National 
Liberal Party,” made the longest and most effective of the 
speeches in favor of my resolution. So determined was the atti 
tude of the however, that on motion its further com 
sideration was postponed till next day, and when called up in 
the regular order of business, Sunday morning, after a vigorous 
renewal of the conflict 1 bad the satisfaction of seeing the 
“Anarchiat amendment,” as some would call it, adopted by an 
overwhelming majority of the members present and voting.

Bat Mr, Lloyd goes further—and fares worse, 1 could do no 
better than quote, “There aro millions of giris * * * who rea 
sonably shrink from even the paln of ordinary childbirth. If 
these know that they cold have children practically without 
pain or peril, without bondage to any man, with personal con 
trol of time and frequency, with the certainty of a comfortable 
bome personally controlled, of all necestary attendance, of the 
children being provided for, educated, started fale in life, of 
having ali thin under conditions of honor, emolement and 
ecourity, we should roon ee how many giris would shrink from 
motherbood.”” 

What a cowardly ideal of lifu ie the sterilizers! Every dim 
culty or shadow of dificulty must “with certainty” be removed 
from the path--otherwise they “reasonably” shrink! How could 
puch mothers hope te produce any bat the poorestepirited off- 
spring? And this is the AngloSaxon race, that once grew the 
stronger in proportion to the difficulties encountered! 

It 10d e right in his description, by all means jet the 
wretched creatures sterilize. Bet is be right! js it pomible 
that a large mam of women has anywhere sunk so hopolessly 
low? I think not. [| think Infinitely better of the race than doce 
tho gifted author of Daun Thought.” That ia where we difer, 
he and 1. Now, let the above be quite understood. [ am as 
keen as any one for improved conditions—that’s one thing. [ut 
whatever the conditions may be, I must to my inmost soa) abbor 
thie whining talk aboot “reasonably shrinking.” Neither Lioyd 
nor Harman nor myself nor anyone tes has ever done anything 
by “reasonably shrinking.” i hold and have always taught that 
the greatest crime of all ls cowardice in the face of life; and 
when Lioyd realizes this (us be is great enough to do) he will 
be mortally sorry he ever invented these week good-natured 
enervating phrases aboot “reasonably shrinking.”

without “license” from one of these authorities, then poch asso 
elation fs “whoredom,” “coneubinage,” “fornication,” “adultery” 
or “preatitation.”” no matter whether love eanctioms the unlon 


or not.

Against euch assumption of authority Locires’s writers and 
readers, without exception almost, are in a state of revolt, open 
or secret. If they conform to custom. it they submit to law, 
canon or statute ia thie regard, it fe mot from any respect or 
fove for the law, bot simply to save themselyes from persecn 
ton or prosecution, or beth. 

WIth that old bachelor apostate from Jadalem to Christianity,

While some of oar readers may be disposed to 
doubt it anything good can come from a land settled a century
